SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  24,  1939 


On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  March  14,  1939 
and  signed  by  Charles  E.  Houghton,  Charles  F.  Holman,  Harry  B.  Butters 
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and  Francis  W.  Smith,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of  which 
warrant  was  duly  attested  by  John  L.  Collins,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  Judge  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  the 
warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows ; 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  of  Town  Treasurer,  to  sell  at  public 
auction  or  at  private  sale  and  convey  by  an  appropriate  deed  or  deeds  to 
be  executed  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  the  following  described  parcel  of  land 
owned  by  the  Town  and  acquired  through  tax  title,  at  a  price  not  less  than 
the  cost  to  the  Town  of  acquiring  such  parcel,  together  with  such  sum  or 
sums  as  will  be  the  equivalent  of  the  taxes  that  would  have  been  thereafter 
assessed  upon  the  same  together  with  interest  thereon,  if  the  Town  had  not 
acquired  title  thereto;  namely; 

A  parcel  of  land  containing  approximately  one  acre,  30,680  square  feet, 
situated  on  Hawthorn  Street  and  shown  on  the  Assessors’  Survey  Plan, 
Map  13,  Sheet  4A,  Lot  25. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  Treasurer. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  by  appropriate  deed 
of  conveyance  from  the  Westover  Corporation  assumed  owner  thereof  a 
parcel  of  land  containing  1,720  square  feet  and  being  shown  as  Parcel 
No.  2  on  a  plan  made  by  A.  W.  Thompson,  Town  Engineer,  entitled  “Town 
of  Norwood,  Mass.  Plan  of  Land  Exchange  in  Vicinity  of  Norwood  Senior 
High  School”  and  dated  December  28, 1938  and  to  convey  to  said  Westover 
Corporation  by  appropriate  deed  as  the  consideration  for  said  purchase  a 
parcel  of  land  owned  by  the  town  containing  1,720  square  feet  and  being 
shown  on  said  plan  as  Parcel  No.  1,  and  no  longer  required  for  public  pur¬ 
poses,  thereby  making  an  exchange  of  said  properties  respectively  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (On  petition  of  School  Committee.) 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  Selectmen. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  and  install  through 
replacement  or  otherwise  oil  burning  equipment  at  the  Senior  High  School 
building  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  said  purpose  or 
take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.  (On  petition  of  School  Committee.) 

Voted:  That  action  under  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  as  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  for  ordinary  maintenance  expenses 
under  the  authority  of  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  49 
of  the  Acts  of  1933  as  amended  by  Chapter  281  of  the  Acts  of  1936  and  as 
further  amended  by  Chapter  57  of  the  Acts  of  1938. 


Voted:  That  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity 
as  Town  Treasurer  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  not  more  than  $20,000  for  ordinary 
maintenance  expenses  under  the  authority  of  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933  as  amended. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  purchase  of  eyeglasses  for  needy 
school  children. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $100. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  cost  of  acquiring  a  parcel  or 
parcels  of  land  containing  approximately  seven  acres  generally  southerly 
of  Wilson  Street,  for  a  site  for  a  public  playground  and  deemed  by  the 
Selectmen  as  Playground  Commissioners  desirable  therefor,  as  shown 
on  a  plan  by  A.  W.  Thompson,  Town  Engineer  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  and  the  sum  of  $2400 
be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Section  16B  of  Chapter 
147  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  inserted  by  Section  2  of  Chapter  426  Acts  of 
1938  which  section  provides  for  one  day  off  in  every  six  days  for  members 
of  the  police  department  in  the  towns  accepting  said  section.  To  be 
effective  May  1st,  1939.  (On  petition  of  William  F.  Mullane,  et  al.) 

A  motion  was  offered  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.  Motion 
lost. 

A  motion  was  offered  that  this  article  be  referred  back  to  the  Finance 
Commission.  Motion  lost. 

Voted:  To  so  accept. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
from  the  Highway  Fund,  provided  by  Chapter  2  of  the  Acts  of  1939  for  any 
of  the  purposes  authorized  by  said  chapter. 

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  $19,350  be  appropriated  from  the  Highway 
Fund. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  refund  Emergency  Storm 
Damage  loans  issued  in  1938  under  Clause  9,  Section  8,  Chapter  44  General 
Laws  and  determine  what  portion  of  said  loans  shall  be  raised  in  the  tax 
levy  of  1939  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Voted:  That  to  meet  the  Emergency  Storm  Damage  loan  of  $57,000.00 
due  on  October  1,  1939  and  issued  under  authority  of  Clause  9,  Section  8, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws  and  vote  of  the  town  at  town  meetings  held  on 
October  1  and  on  November  14,  1938  respectively,  there  be  raised  in  the 
tax  levy  of  1939  the  sum  of  $7,000  and  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  refund  the  sum  of 
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$50,000  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said  bonds  or 
notes  to  bear  on  their  face  the  words.  Emergency  Storm  Damage  Loan, 
Act  of  1939,  and  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  Section  19,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws,  and  Chapter  63,  Acts  of  1939,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall 
be  paid  in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond 
or  note,  or  at  such  earlier  times  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board  men¬ 
tioned  in  Clause  9,  Section  8,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  further  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  existing  special  committee  on  the 
H.  O.  Peabody  Fund  so-called,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

June  2,  1939 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  May  23,  1939  and 
signed  by  Charles  E.  Houghton,  John  E.  Folan,  Charles  F.  Holman,  Francis 
W.  Smith  and  Harry  B.  Butters,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service 
of  which  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  John  L.  Collins,  Constable  of 
Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  Judge  James  A.  Halloran.  The  Moderator,  Judge  James 
A.  Halloran  called  to  the  attention  of  the  meeting  the  absence  of  Town 
Clerk  Pendergast  through  illness  and  noted  the  fact  that  this  was  the  first 
time  in  his  recollection  during  the  long  years  of  service  that  Mr.  Pender¬ 
gast  as  Town  Clerk  was  absent  from  a  Town  Meeting  and  that  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  his  faithful  service  and  because  of  his  absence  through  illness,  ap¬ 
propriate  action  might  well  be  taken.  Thereupon  Charles  E.  Houghton, 
Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote:

Plan  and  Profile  of  a 
New  Town  Way  on  the  westerly  side  of  State  Highway  Route  No.  1  running 
between  said  State  Highway  and  the  easterly  line  of  location  of  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad  Company”,  made  by  A.  W.  Thompson,  Town  Engineer, 
dated  July  13, 1938  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
and  which  way  has  never  been  entered  upon  or  possession  thereof  taken 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  same.

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  Judge  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  the 
warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows; 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  refund,  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  notes  under  authority  of  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1939  Chapter  63, 
approved  March  15,  1939,  Emergency  Storm  Damage  Notes  to  the  amount 
of  $50,000  issued  in  1938  under  Clause  9,  Section  8,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  and  maturing  October  1,  1939,  and  to  ratify,  confirm  and 
approve  the  vote  of  the  Town  passed  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on 
March  24,  1939  under  warrant  for  said  meeting  dated  March  14,  1939, 
providing  in  substance  that  to  meet  the  Emergency  Storm  Damage  Loan 
of  $57,000  due  October  1,  1939  there  be  raised  in  the  tax  levy  of  1939  the 
sum  of  $7,000  and  that  the  remaining  $50,000  be  raised  by  the  issue  of 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  under  authority  of  said  Chapter  63  Acts  of  1939, 
or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Voted:  So  to  do. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fund  the  Town’s  share  of  the 
deficit  in  the  state  tax  assessment  in  1938  and  authorize  the  Town  Treas¬ 
urer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  of  Town  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  464  of  the  Acts  of  1939. 

A  motion  was  offered  by  Edmund  F.  Murphy,  Chairman  of  Finance 
Commission,  seconded  by  Charles  E.  Houghton,  Chairman  of  Selectmen, 
that  action  under  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.  On  rising  vote, 
motion  declared  lost. 

A  motion  was  offered  by  Edward  A.  Flaherty,  duly  seconded,  in  the 
following  form,  and  was  declared  carried. 

Voted:  That  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  Town's  share  of  the  deficit 
in  the  state  tax  assessment  in  1938  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of 
Taxes  in  his  capacity  of  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Select¬ 
men  and  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  established  under  Chapter  49 
Acts  of  1933  as  amended  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  $30,000  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said  bonds  or 
notes  to  bear  on  their  face  the  words  “Town  of  Norwood  State  Tax  Fund¬ 
ing  Loan  Act  of  1939”  and  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  Section  19 
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Chapter  44  General  Laws  and  Chapter  464  Acts  of  1939  and  the  sum  of 
$4,830  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  so  that  the  Avhole  loan  shall  be  paid  in 
not  more  than  five  years  fiom  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  notes 
or  at  such  earlier  times  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  1  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  town  relating  to  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  preservation  of 
life,  so-called,  with  respect  to  the  department  of  Inspector  of  Buildings  by 
striking  out  in  the  third  paragraph  of  said  Section  the  sentence  “The  In¬ 
spector  shall  be  an  able  and  experienced  architect  or  builder.”

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  of  Town  Treasurer  to  sell  at  public 
auction  or  at  private  sale  any  land  or  lands  acquired  through  foreclosure 
of  tax  title  and  owned  by  the  town  and  to  convey  such  land  or  lands  by  an 
appropriate  deed  or  deeds  to  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  town,  said  sales 
to  be  made  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  and  at  a  price  not  less 
than  the  cost  to  the  town  of  acquiring  and  holding  such  land  or  lands  to¬ 
gether  with  such  sum  or  sums  as  will  be  the  equivalent  of  the  taxes  that 
would  have  been  thereafter  assessed  upon  the  same  together  with  interest 
thereon  if  the  town  had  not  acquired  such  title  thereto,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  Town  Treasure)’. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  ARTICLE  III,  Financial 
Affairs  of  the  by-laws  of  the  town  by  adding  thereto  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  section,  namely. 

Section  8.  (a)  The  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his 

capacity  of  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  collect,  under  the  title  of  Town  Collector, 
all  accounts  due  the  town. 

(b)  All  accounts  due  the  Town  when  this  section  takes  effect  and  all 
accounts  coming  due  thereafter  shall  forthwith  be  committed  by  the  several 
board  and  officers  of  the  town  to  the  Town  Collector,  together  with  all 
available  information  in  relation  thereto. 

to  If  it  shall  seem  advisable  to  the  Town  Collector  that  suit  should  be 
instituted  on  behalf  of  the  town  for  the  establishment  or  collection  of  any 
account  due  the  town,  he  shall  so  notify  the  Selectmen  and  he  shall  report 
to  them  semi-annually  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  direct  upon 
all  uncollected  accounts  in  his  hands.  The  Selectmen  shall  take  such 
action  with  respect  to  all  such  accounts  as  they  deem  expedient  and  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  interests  of  the  town,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 
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Voted:  To  so  amend. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thirty-five  and  90  /lOO  dollars  and  appropriate  the  same  to  pay  to  the  City 
of  Boston  a  charge  for  tuition  of  Norwood  pupils  at  the  Boston  Trade  School 
for  the  year  1937,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  By  transfer  the  sum  of  $235.90. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  and 
appropriate  to  meet  the  expense  of  extensions  of  water  mains  the  same  to 
be  in  addition  to  monies  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  purpose,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity 
of  Town  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  on  notes  of  the  Town  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  the  sum  of  $6,000 
which  sum  is  hereby  appropriated  to  meet  the  expense  of  extensions  of 
water  mains,  the  same  to  be  in  addition  to  monies  heretofore  appropriated 
for  said  purpose. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  maintenance  of  the  fire  alarm  system,  the  same  to  be  in 
addition  to  sums  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  purpose  or  take  any 
other  action  in  the  matter.

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $4,200  for  the  following  purposes;  Pur¬ 
chase  of  New  Equipment,  $950;  Salaries,  $2,850;  Incidental  expense  in¬ 
cluding  replacement  of  equipment,  $400. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and

which  sum  shall  be  specified  to  be  and  shall  be  limited  to  such  expenses 
incurred  as  aforesaid,  the  same  to  be  in  addition  to  monies  heretofore 
appropriated  for  said  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $150  for  General  IVIanager’s  Department. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and

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and  orders  as  approved  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  printing  copies  thereof  for  public  distribution,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $234. 

Voted:  That  this  meeting  be  dissolved.

Maintenance  and  Operation,  School  Department  Maintenance  of  Buildings, 
School  Department  Auxiliary  Agencies  and  Public  Welfare  Relief. 

Voted:  That  there  be  transferred  from  aA^ailable  balances  the  following 
amounts;  Police  Department  Incidentals,  $270;  Gypsy  and  Bi’own  Tail 
Moths  and  other  insect  pest  Extermination  including  the  Purchase  of 
New  Equipment,  $150;  Vacations  of  Laborers  in  the  Public  Works  Dept., 
$300;  Decoration  of  Soldiers’  Graves  on  Memorial  Day,  $80.00;  Municipal 
Electric  Light  Department,  Maintenance  and  Operation,  and  Repairs, 
$1,200;  Maintenance  and  Improvement  of  Highland  Cemetery  and  the 
Old  Parish  Cemetery,  $1,200;  Public  Welfare,  other  Administration  Ex¬

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1939 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  on  the  activities  of  their 
department  for  the  year  1939. 

There  were  held  forty-six  regular  meetings  and  eight  special  meetings 
and  numerous  conferences  and  public  hearings. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  on  January  16,  1939  John  E.  Folan 
and  Harry  E.  Butters  were  reelected  to  succeed  themselves  and  duly 
qualified  for  the  ensuing  term  of  three  years. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  17,  1939  by  the 
reelection  of  Selectman  Charles  E.  Houghton  as  Chairman  and  James  E. 
Pendergast,  Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  reappointed  State  Aid  Agent, 
Soldiers’  Relief  Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial  Agent. 

Appointments  were  made  during  the  year  as  follows: 

January  3 — Alonzo  N.  Earle,  forest  fire  warden  for  the  year  1939.  Ap¬ 
proved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  January  10;  reappointment. 
January  3 — Richard  D.  Northrop,  assessor,  to  fill  vacancy  resulting  from 
the  death  on  November  8,  1938  of  Edward  H.  Allen,  for  the  term  ending 
April  1,  1941.

volatile  inflamable  fluid,  fuel  oil,  and  other  petroleum  products,  after 
hearings  held. 

On  application  made  Louis  Flemure  and  C.  B.  Armour,  licensed  to 
conduct  a  golf  driving  range  on  premises  owned  by  Thomas  U.  Mahony, 
Frederick  A.  Cleveland  and  Vega  Baking  Company  situated  on  State 
Highway,  Route  1,  beginning  April  19,  1939,  and  for  remainder  of  year 
on  the  following  terms,  namely:  Local  license  $10  with  a  fee  of  $2  for  each 
day  said  driving  range  is  licensed  to  operate  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  the  same 
to  be  in  addition  to  the  license  fee  required  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  For  further  details  reference  is  made  to  the  records.

On  May  2,  permit  for  erection  of  a  new  sign  replacing  existing  sign  in 
front  of  the  building  of  the  Vega  Baking  Company  on  State  Highway, 
Route  1,  as  recommended. 

On  May  9,  after  public  hearing  held  permit  granted  to  Municipal  Light 
Department  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  and  wires  on  Winfield  Street, 
northerly  side,  between  Oliver  and  Fuller  Streets. 

On  June  20,  following  public  hearing  held  on  petition  granted  permission 
to  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  Massachusetts 
to  place  and  maintain  buried  cable,  manholes,  handholes  with  the  wires 
and  cables  therein,  markers  and  other  fixtures  in  Nichols  Street,  south¬ 
westerly  from  Berwick  Place;  permission  also  granted  to  place  and  main¬ 
tain  buried  cable,  etc.  in  a  new  town  way  westerly  from  Nichols  Street 
and  southerly  of  Senior  High  School  as  accepted  at  a  town  meeting  (through 
Article  6)  of  July  12,  1935;  to  place  and  maintain  buried  cable,  etc.  in 
Berwick  Place  between  Walpole  Street  and  Nichols  Street. 

On  June  20,  following  public  hearing  permit  granted  to  Municipal  Light 
Department  to  lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits  and  manholes  with 
wires  and  cables  to  be  placed  therein  on  Berwick  Place,  approximately 
1,640  feet  in  northeasterly  side  between  Walpole  Street  and  Nichols  Street; 
also  to  locate  pole  with  necessary  wires  and  fixtures  on  the  northeasterly 
side  of  Berwick  Place  approximately  34  feet  from  Walpole  Street. 

On  August  22,  permit  granted  to  Saint  Catherine’s  Church  to  erect  a 
banner  across  Washington  Street  in  front  of  the  Rectory  for  its  field  day, 
a  bond  haAung  been  filed. 

On  October  17,  permission  granted  to  Charles  L.  Donahue  representing 
Progressive  Alunicipal  League  for  the  use  of  Social  Hall  at  Civic  Building 
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of  evening  of  October  18  and  for  use  of  Memorial  Hall  thereafter  on  first 
Monday  of  each  month  from  7:30  to  10:00  P.  M. 

On  December  12,  permission  granted  on  application  of  Mrs.  Riemer  and 
others  of  the  Woman’s  Community  Committee  for  use  of  Social  Hall  at 
Civic  Building  on  every  Friday  evening  beginning  December  15,  1939,  and 
continuing  to  May  3,  1940  for  the  purpose  of  holding  dances,  gaines  and 
forums. 

Numerous  pubUc  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  locations,  lay  outs  and  the 
like,  which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  in  this  report.  For 
further  details  reference  is  made  to  the  records. 

From  time  to  time  various  pole  and  conduit  locations  were  granted 
through  orders  of  location  signed  following  hearings  thereon. 

All  citizens  who  desired  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  alleged  grievances 
or  other  matters  were  given  full  opportunity  to  present  the  same  where 
hearings  were  sought,  even  where  in  some  instances  such  matters  were  not 
proper  subjects  for  action  by  the  Selectmen,  and  thereafter  such  matters 
so  heard  had  due  consideration. 

Orders  of  Taking 

On  February  21,  the  following  orders  of  taking  of  easements  for  sewer 
purposes  were  adopted,  namely: 

Section  “A”  running  from  main  drain  to  Gay  Street. 

Section  “B”  running  from  Gay  Street  to  Cross  Street. 

Section  “C”  running  from  Cross  Street  to  Rock  Street. 

On  February  21,  there  was  also  adopted  an  easement  or  right  of  way  for 
sewer  purposes  between  Rockhill  Street  and  Stone  Circle. 

On  October  31,  an  order  of  taking  of  an  easement  or  right  of  way  for 
sewer  purposes  was  adopted,  being  eight  sections  “A”  to  “H”  inclusive 
between  Lenox  Avenue  and  Lenox  Street. 

Transportation  and  Related  Matters 

On  February  7,  transportation  schedules  for  week  days  were  submitted 
by  the  General  Manager  showing  available  possible  transportation  facilities 
to  and  from  Norwood. 

On  February  14,  a  conference  was  held  relative  to  transportation  with 
representatives  of  the  Greyhound  Line  and  representatives  of  the  New 
England  Transportation  Company,  and  a  communication  was  also  re¬ 
ceived  from  Counsel  for  the  Railroad  Company. 

On  February  21,  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company,  Westwood  Division,  on 
the  matter  of  improved  transportation  between  Boston  and  Norwood. 

On  June  20,  Chairman  Houghton  reported  a  conference  with  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  and  that  they 
had  agreed  to  petition  the  State  Department  of  Public  Utilities  for  per- 


mission  to  operate  bus  service  to  and  from  Norwood,  provided  the  Select¬ 
men  would  request  said  company  to  submit  such  petition,  and  it  was  so 
voted. 

On  June  20,  it  was  voted  that  Chairman  Houghton  be  authorized  to 
contact  any  and  all  other  mediums  of  transportation  seeking  all  possible 
methods  best  suited  to  the  town  and  its  citizens  on  all  routes  to  and  from 
Norwood. 

Billboards  and  Signs 

At  a  conference  held  on  January  3  with  Mr.  Mitchell  of  the  Donnelly 
Advertising  Company  as  to  that  company’s  billboards  on  the  superhighway, 
attention  was  directed  to  the  billboard  near  Dean  Street  as  constituting 
an  accident  hazard  also  as  in  violation  of  the  zoning  by-law,  and  reporting 
an  appointment  to  be  sought  with  Mr.  McCarthy,  Director  of  the  Division 
of  Outdoor  Advertising. 

Notice  was  received  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division  of 
Outdoor  Advertising  of  the  application  of  John  Donnelly  &  Sons  to  main¬ 
tain  a  billboard  on  U.  S.  Route  1  E  /  S  Providence  route,  facing  northerly 
and  north  of  Neponset  Street.  It  was  voted  to  protest  granting  of  a 
permit  and  to  request  the  Division  to  cooperate  with  the  Selectmen  in  the 
matter  of  restricting  the  use  of  billboards  on  Route  1. 

On  January  10,  a  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works,  Division  of  Outdoor  Advertising,  and  a  copy  of  the 
law  relating  to  advertising  signs  and  devices  within  public  view  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  General  Manager,  and  it  was  voted  that  after  conferring 
with  Attorney  Roger  Swain,  who  was  interested  in  the  subject  matter,  a 
draft  of  proposed  legislation  be  prepared  to  be  submitted  before  closing 
date,  which  would  result  in  giving  to  towns  control  of  the  issue  of  permits 
for  the  erection  of  billboards  within  the  limits  of  the  respective  towns. 

A  petition  was  also  signed  covering  proposed  legislation  with  respect 
to  amending  the  present  law  relative  to  permits  for  erection  of  billboards. 

On  January  17,  it  was  reported  that  a  bill  on  proposed  billboard  legis¬ 
lation  had  been  filed,  and  generally  its  purpose  is  to  amend  the  present  law 
to  the  effect  that  cities  and  towns  may  further  regulate  and  restrict  bill¬ 
boards  or  other  devices  within  their  respective  limits  by  ordinance  or  by¬ 
law,  to  prohibit  billboards  or  other  devices  in  any  section  of  such  town, 
provided  said  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation  or  restriction  did  not  annul 
or  relax  the  rules  or  regulations  established  by  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment. 

On  January  24,  it  was  voted  that  the  Town  Counsel  be  requested  to 
represent  the  Selectmen  at  any  public  hearing  which  may  be  held  with 
respect  to  petition  of  Selectmen  for  amendment  of  the  existing  law  relative 
to  billboards  and  advertising  devices. 

On  January  31,  the  General  Manager  reported  as  to  billboards  and  as  to 
a  conference  held  with  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Outdoor  Advertising 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  submitting  a  map  showing  the 
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location  of  existing  signs  and  billboards  generally  on  Route  1.  Following 
discussion  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  the  renewals  of  sign  locations 
identified  by  application  number  named  that  the  Town  Counsel  appear 
at  a  hearing  to  be  held  on  February  6  and  register  objection  to  granting 
renewal  for  reasons  stated,  also  voted  that  the  General  Manager  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  attend  the  hearing. 

On  February  7,  the  Town  Counsel  reported  as  to  attendance  at  hearing 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  on  billboard  application. 

On  April  25,  it  w’as  voted  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division 
of  Outdoor  Advertising  be  requested  to  withhold  granting  of  a  permit  on 
application  of  the  F.  H.  Birch  Company  of  Boston  until  opportunity  be 
given  to  the  Selectmen  to  appear  before  the  Department  at  hearing,  and 
that  the  Selectmen  disapprove  of  the  granting  of  application. 

On  May  23,  the  Chairman  reported  with  respect  to  the  billboard  situa¬ 
tion  that  the  Donnelly  Advertising  Company  had  requested  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  confer  with  the  Board. 

On  June  7,  a  conference  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  Donnelly 
Advertising  Company  and  the  general  policy  of  the  company  with  respect 
to  billboard  locations  and  construction  was  discussed.  On  June  7,  as  to 
the  three  billboards  which  had  been  ordered  removed,  a  committee  of  three 
was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Donnelly  Advertising  Company  and 
reach  a  decision.  It  was  agreed  in  behalf  of  the  Company  that  in  the 
future  it  w’ould  adhere  to  and  respect  the  zoning  laws  of  the  town  as  to 
district  and  set  back,  and  before  seeking  a  permit  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  billboard  locations  in  the  town  the  Company  would  take 
up  the  matter  of  location  with  the  General  Manager  so  that  he  could 
acquaint  the  Selectmen,  the  understanding  being  that  the  Company  would 
not  go  ahead  without  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Unemployment  Relief,  W.P.A.  Projects  and  Related  Matters 

On  January  3,  following  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  through  Agent  Latham  it  was  voted  that  a  letter  be  directed 
to  Acting  Director  Cottell  of  the  Unemployment  Division  of  the  W.P.A. 
requesting  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  suggestion  offered  by  Agent 
Latham  that  the  reduction  in  W.P.A.  employment  with  respect  to  dropping 
of  employees  by  reason  of  age  (sixty-five  years)  be  made  gradually  rather 
than  abruptly  and  that  employees  who  are  to  be  dropped,  who  are  over 
sixty-five  years,  be  at  the  rate  of  two  each  month,  and  on  January  10,  it 
was  voted  that  the  local  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  be  requested  to  give 
the  matter  attention  with  a  view,  following  investigation,  as  to  men  not 
eligible  for  old  age  assistance  and  so  certified  to  a  possibility  of  such  men 
being  continued  in  employment  on  W.P.A. 

Formal  notice  under  date  of  February  27  was  received  stating  that  on 
Monday,  March  13,  W.P.A.  project  workers  wull  receive  their  last  weekly 
payment  for  employment  and  that  the  first  payment  on  a  two-weekly  basis 
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will  be  made  on  Wednesday,  March  28,  and  regularly  thereafter  checks 
will  be  received  on  every  second  Wednesday. 

On  April  11,  a  reduction  was  reported  of  twenty-three  on  the  town’s 
W.P.A.  quota  and  that  the  number  of  persons  employed  on  projects  in 
Norwood  as  of  April  11  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-three. 

On  February  28,  approval  was  given  to  an  arrangement  made  by  the 
General  Manager  for  the  transportation  of  additional  P.W.A.  men  for  use 
on  a  fire  hazard  project  in  the  town  of  Walpole  following  request  of  local 
P.W.A.  Engineer  for  fifty-three  men  from  Norwood’s  certified  list,  the 
period  of  time  to  be  covered  being  two  weeks  representing  eight  working 
days,  transportation  cost  to  be  between  $25.00  and  $30.00  a  day  and  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  relief  of  unemployment. 

On  April  4,  on  report  of  the  status  of  W.P.A.  sewer  job  docket  No.  Mass. 
1514F,  it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  proceed  with  formal  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Public  Works  Administration  for  approval  of  extension  of 
trunk  line  sewer  from  Lenox  Avenue  to  the  end  of  section  constructed  by 
Public  Works  Department  from  Pleasant  Street  to  the  corner  of  Lenox 
and  Nahatan  Streets  as  recommended. 

On  April  11,  transfer  of  funds  appropriated  under  town  meeting  action 
through  Article  16  for  providing  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  in  unemployment  and  other  relief  was  authorized  as  recommended 
as  follows: 

1.  Pipe  drain  from  main  drain  through  Dr.  Cleveland’s  prop¬ 


erty  to  East  Rock  Street  $5,000.00 

2.  Drain  in  Washington  Street  southerly  of  Morse  Street  and 
including  Upton  Avenue,  Rockhill  Street  and  Stone  Circle  2,500.00 

3.  Granohthic  Sidewalks  1,200.00 

4.  Hawes  Brook  Swimming  Pool  1,800.00 


On  May  2,  approval  was  received  from  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
with  respect  to  the  borrowing  of  $16,000.00  under  authority  of  Acts  of 
1939,  Chapter  72,  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  to  be  used  to  meet  the  appro¬ 
priation  made  for  the  town’s  share  of  W.P.A.  project  and  the  sale  of  Town 
Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  of  notes  of  indebtedness  for  said  amount 
approved  and  notes  signed. 

On  May  2,  it  was  voted  to  transfer  $125.00  from  the  funds  appropriated 
for  the  reUef  of  unemployment  to  the  N.Y.A.  Recreational  Project  as 
needed  if  the  N.Y.A.  Program  is  to  be  continued  as  an  outdoor  program 
for  the  year  1939. 

On  May  9,  the  recommendation  was  approved  for  restoring  with  respect 
to  P.W.A.  docket  No.  1515F,  Water  Tower  Project,  the  items  of  a  chain 
link  fence  for  the  protection  of  property  and  safety  to  children  and  the 
electric  liquid  level  transmitting  system  for  determining  at  all  times  the 
height  of  water  in  new  tank,  the  total  cost  of  the  fence  to  be  approximately 
$1,500.00  of  which  the  P.W.A.  would  pay  45%  and  the  town  55%.  As  to 
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the  transmitting  system  the  total  cost  of  transmitter  and  two  receivers 
would  be  $770.00  of  which  P.W.A.  would  pay  45%  and  the  town  55%,  or 
$423.50.  In  addition  the  necessary  work  by  the  Municipal  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  for  connecting  up  the  receivers  and  transmitters  would  cost  appro.xi- 
mately  $275.00. 

On  May  9,  it  was  reported  that  twelve  additional  men  had  been  laid 
off  by  the  W.P.A.  administration  causing  a  further  reduction  in  the  quota. 

On  June  13,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  of  the 
completion  of  the  construction  of  the  new  trunk  line  sewer  under  P.W.A, 
project  No.  1514F. 

On  July  11,  the  General  Manager  reported  on  the  National  Youth 
Administration  activities  that  the  N.Y.A.  has  again  placed  in  operation  a 
recreational  project  that  will  supplement  the  regular  town  financed  super¬ 
vised  playground  activities  and  reported  also  that  the  N.Y.A.  was  con¬ 
sidering  a  new  program  the  principle  being  to  place  young  men  in  regular 
town  departments  where  they  might  learn  some  special  line  of  work  which 
would  be  of  value  to  them  in  securing  private  employment  and  that  he  had 
discussed  the  program  with  Superintendent  Conley  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Superintendent  Church  of  the  Municipal  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  who  had  agreed  to  accept  certain  boys  for  such  purpose  as  more  fully 
detailed  in  said  report  and  without  any  liabiUty  on  the  part  of  the  town  in 
connection  with  such  employment  and  recommended  was  approved. 

On  July  11,  the  General  Manager  reported  on  W.P.A.  employment  that 
last  week  there  were  one  hundred  sixty-three  people  employed  on  W.P.A. 
projects  in  Norwood  and  that  during  this  week  the  number  was  reduced 
by  eleven  by  reason  of  a  reduction  in  quota  and  six  people  secured  private 
employment,  or  a  total  decrease  of  seventeen,  making  at  present  one  hun¬ 
dred  forty-six  employed  and  that  under  the  new  W.P.A.  program  the  men 
will  be  required  to  w'ork  one  hundred  twenty  hours  a  month  and  that  under 
it  they  will  be  required  to  work  five  six-hour  days  per  week. 

On  August  8,  with  respect  to  N.Y.A.  Works  project  under  which  boys 
were  to  be  assigned  to  certain  town  departments  to  gain  experience  in 
certain  lines  of  work,  receipt  of  a  letter  was  reported  from  the  District 
Supervisor  of  the  N.Y.A.  for  Massachusetts  to  the  effect  that  the  N.Y.A. 
boys  are  covered  by  W.P.A.  Compensation  Division  in  case  of  injuries  or 
accidents,  which  occur  on  the  project. 

On  September  5,  approved  as  recommended  in  General  Manager  Kend¬ 
rick’s  report  submitting  P.W.A.  Federal  Art  Project,  a  showing  of  art 
work  through  the  use  of  Memorial  Hall  in  the  Municipal  Building  from 
October  12  to  22  inclusive. 

On  September  26,  the  General  Manager  reported  the  approval  by  the 
Federal  Works  Agency  of  amendatory  appUcation  for  an  extension  of 
P.W.A.  project  docket  No.  Mass.  1514F  which  will  permit  of  extending 
trunk  line  sewer  from  its  present  terminus  at  Lenox  Avenue  to  the  junction 
of  Nahatan  and  Lenox  Streets,  approval  being  given  with  the  understanding 
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that  there  will  be  no  extension  of  the  approved  project  completion  date 
which  is  January  6,  1940. 

On  October  31,  received  and  acted  upon  General  Manager  Kendrick’s 
report  as  to  P.W.A.  docket  No.  Mass.  1514F  contract.  The  General 
Manager  who  also  submitted  a  tabulation  of  bids  received  and  opened  on 
October  28  stated  that  the  lower  bidder  was  Charles  Struzziery  of  Roslin- 
dale,  Massachusetts,  and  recommended  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to 
him  in  the  form  of  a  resolution  which  was  adopted,  and  relates  to  award  of 
contract  No.  2  for  the  construction  of  field  line  trunk  sewer  after  approval 
of  same  by  Regional  Director  of  Federal  Works  Agency,  P.W.A.  the 
amount  of  bid  being  $20,968.50  the  same  being  conditional  upon  filing  with 
the  General  Manager  a  proper  surety  bond  for  completion  of  the  work 
which  bond  is  to  meet  approval  of  Federal  Works  Agency  P.W.A.  On 
November  7,  the  General  Manager  reported  approval  of  the  contract  by 
the  P.W.A.  and  that  Struzziery  had  started  work  on  the  contract  on 
November  7. 

On  October  31,  the  General  Manager  reported  as  to  transfer  of  funds 
for  W.P.A.  project  and  that  over-drafts  had  occurred  on  certain  W.P.A. 
projects  and  that  none  of  these  projects  are  in  operation  at  the  present 
time  and  there  will  be  no  further  commitments  against  these  projects  be¬ 
cause  they  have  been  terminated  but  in  order  to  offset  these  over-drafts 
on  the  accountant’s  books  the  Selectmen  are  requested  to  authorize  a 
transfer  of  amounts  indicated  from  appropriation  for  cooperation  with  the 
Federal  Government  for  relief  of  unemployment  to  the  projects  referred 
to  and  it  was  so  voted. 

The  General  Manager  reported  with  respect  to  W.P.A.  projects  referred 
to  in  his  report  of  April  11,  at  which  time  the  Selectmen  approved  of 
transfer  of  funds  with  understanding  that  further  transfers  would  be 
necessary  at  a  later  date  and  stated  amounts  now  required  to  offset  over¬ 
draft  and  provide  funds  to  complete  these  projects  are  East  Rock  Street 
drain  $2000.00,  Washington  Street  drain  $900.00,  cement  sidewalks 
$4500.00  and  requesting  approval  of  transfer  of  said  sums  from  the  ap¬ 
propriation  for  cooperation  wth  the  Federal  government  for  relief  of  un¬ 
employment  to  said  projects  which  were  authorized. 

Transfer  authorized  also  from  the  same  account  to  meet  over-draft  in 
the  N.Y.A.  recreation  project  and  in  like  manner  for  W.P.A.  grave  marker 
project  small  over-draft,  and  in  like  manner  transfer  of  $850.00  from  general 
appropriation  to  offset  over-draft  and  to  pro\nde  further  funds  on  woman’s 
sewing  project. 

On  November  28,  the  General  Manager  reported  with  respect  to  W.P.A. 
project,  cleaning  and  repairing  library  books,  stating  that  the  Librarian  of 
the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  wdth  the  approval  of  the  Library  Board  of 
Trustees  had  requested  that  a  project  be  submitted  to  W.P.A.  for  approval 
of  cleaning  and  repairing  library  books  such  application  calling  for  an 
allotment  of  $13,500.00  from  Federal  Government  for  labor,  and  specifying 
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that  amount  of  $1,920.00  as  the  sponsors  funds  and  the  cost  of  materials 
necessary  for  the  project  estimated  at  $228.76  of  which  amount  approxi¬ 
mately  $91.50  would  be  needed  for  materials  up  to  April  1,  1940  and  further 
stating  there  were  no  funds  available  in  library  appropriation  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  and  if  the  project  is  approved  the  money  required  would  of  necessity 
be  transferred  from  the  general  appropriations  for  cooperation  with  the 
Federal  Government  in  the  relief  of  unemployment.  It  was  then  voted 
to  approve  this  project  and  to  instruct  the  General  Manager  to  submit 
the  same  for  approval  to  the  W.P.A. 

Licenses — Alcoholic  Beverages 

On  application  transfers  of  licenses  were  granted  from  time  to  time  and 
thereafter  approved  by  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission. 

On  June  28,  on  motion  voted  with  respect  to  hours  during  which  licensees 
may  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  local  regula¬ 
tions  be  temporarily  suspended  as  to  sales  on  Monday,  July  3  and  Tuesday, 
July  4  permitting  sales  on  the  night  before  the  holiday  and  on  the  morning 
of  the  holiday  up  to  1:00  o’clock,  A.  M. 

On  December  26,  voted  with  respect  to  closing  hours  on  New  Year’s  Eve 
that  licensees  under  Section  12  wdth  respect  to  alcoholic  beverages  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises  be  allowed  to  keep  premises  open  on  New  Year’s 
Eve  until  1:00  o’clock,  A.  M.  January  1,  1940.

Claims  and  Litigation 

Claims  against  the  town  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen 
during  the  year  whether  by  court  action  or  otherwise  were,  when  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  desirable  or  necessary,  referred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for 
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advice,  report  and  appropriate  action  and  where  disposition  was  made, 
it  was  on  approval  given. 

To  avoid  repetition  and  for  detailed  statement  of  these  matters  refer¬ 
ence  is  made  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for  the  year  1939 
except  as  herein  otherwise  appears. 

Miscellaneous 

On  January  3,  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant  was  signed,  polls  to  be 
opened  at  6:45  A.M.  and  closed  at  7:00  P.  M. 

On  January  3,  it  was  voted  that  the  hours  during  which  moving  picture 
theatres  may  be  operated  on  the  Lord’s  Day  under  licenses  issued  by  the 
Selectmen  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  be  restricted 
to  hours  between  2  and  11  P.  M. 

On  January  3,  it  was  voted  that  tentative  amendments  to  Section  3 
and  Section  4  of  Article  XI  of  the  by-laws  prepared  by  the  Town  Counsel 
be  embodied  in  the  warrant  for  a  special  town  meeting  to  be  held  in  March. 

On  January  3,  a  petition  was  signed  for  proposed  legislation  following 
draft  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  provide  for  improvement  of 
Neponset  River  and  for  investigation  relative  to  further  improvements  of 
said  River  and  its  tributaries  and  for  the  protection  of  public  health,  com¬ 
fort  and  convenience,  said  draft  to  be  filed  with  the  Legislature  prior  to 
January  14. 

Soldiers’  relief  was  granted  from  time  to  time  during  the  year. 

Statistical  reports  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  were  submitted  from 
time  to  time  during  the  year. 

On  January  17,  approval  was  given  to  the  issue  of  notes  of  indebtedness 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  sale  to  the  Merchants  National  Bank  in  the 
sum  of  $100,000  and  to  the  Second  National  Bank  of  Boston  of  $200,000 
due  November  4,  1939,  discounted  .129%. 

On  January  24,  a  report  was  received  from  General  Manager  Kendrick 
on  usual  seasonal  lay  off  of  employees  in  the  Public  Works  Department 
and  stating  that  the  Public  Works  Superintendent  will  maintain  a  skeleton 
organization  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  maintenance  and  operating  work 
and  men  working  on  trees  that  were  damaged  by  the  hurricane.  This 
matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Manager. 

On  January  24,  notice  of  approval  by  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  dated  January  20  of  surety  bond  of  United  States  Fidelity 
&  Guaranty  Company  of  Edmund  F.  Sullivan,  Town  Treasurer  and  the 
same  as  Collector  of  Taxes.  It  was  voted  to  approve  the  bonds  as  received. 

On  January  24,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  recommendation  set  forth 
in  Item  5  of  plan  submitted  by  the  General  Manager  showing  several  cir¬ 
cuits  of  electric  service  now  in  use  for  furnishing  electricity  to  the  different 
sections  of  the  town  (split  of  No.  8  electric  service  circuit).  The  items 
were  as  follows: 

1.  Ducts  in  Lenox  Street,  cost  $11,515.00. 
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2.  Ducts  in  Lenox  Street  and  Washington  Street,  7  ducts  including  cables, 
cost  $21,634.00. 

3.  Central  Street  to  Washington  Street  to  Dean  Street  including  cable, 
cost  $10,858.00. 

4.  Central  Street,  Washington  Street  to  Press  Avenue  and  cable  to  Dean 
Street,  cost  $7,329.00. 

5.  The  original  proposal  of  splitting  the  circuit  at  Nahatan  Street  and 
Lenox  Street  and  the  installation  of  overhead  wiring  Lenox  Street, 
Washington  Street  to  Dean  Street,  cost  $3,120.00. 

Communication  under  date  of  January  14,  received  from  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  together  with  memorandum  of  charge  of  $278.78  for  Nor¬ 
wood’s  share  of  administrative  expense  of  Surplus  Commodities  Division 
from  January  1  to  December  31,  1939  which  stated  that  the  food  value 
received  by  the  town  in  1938  was  $9,950.88  and  the  clothing  value  $6,466.75, 
a  total  of  $16,417.63.  Approved  the  bill  for  payment. 

It  was  voted  that  the  present  policy  be  continued  by  the  Soldiers’  Relief 
Agent  of  requiring  applicants  for  soldiers’  relief  who  are  able-bodied  to 
furnish  service  in  exchange  for  relief  granted. 

On  February  7,  it  was  voted  that  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpora¬ 
tion  be  advised  upon  request  of  Mr.  Willett  for  the  Westover  Corporation, 
that  the  Selectmen  believe  that  the  proposed  development  of  Westover 
and  Holmwood,  Norwood,  is  in  the  interests  of  the  town  and  that  they 
believe  that  any  cooperation  which  the  R.  F.  C.  may  be  able  to  extend  to 
these  proposed  developments  will  tend  to  increase  the  general  and  civic 
welfare  of  the  community. 

On  February  7,  the  Town  Counsel  reported  that  Simmons  College  had 
taken  an  appeal  from  the  decree  of  the  Probate  Court  of  December  20, 
1938  in  the  matter  of  the  H.  O.  Peabody  Trust  Fund,  embodying  in  sub¬ 
stance  the  Norwood  Plan,  so-called,  as  presented  to  the  Court.  This  appeal 
was  heard  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  November  8,  1939,  and  a 
decision  is  awaited. 

On  February  7,  notification  by  letter  dated  February  3  from  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works  through  Highway  Engineer  Donovan  of  tenta¬ 
tive  allotments  for  1939  under  Chapter  90  was  received  as  follows: 

New  construction:  State  $25,000.00  Town  $25,000.00 

Maintenance:  State  $  1,500.00  Town  $  1,500.00  County  $1,500.00 

On  February  7,  a  warrant  was  received  from  the  County  Commissioners 
for  payment  as  assessed  for  care  and  maintenance  of  Norfolk  County  Hos¬ 
pital  in  the  sum  of  $8,905.14. 

On  February  14,  report  was  received  that  the  Welfare  Department  is 
the  Certifying  Agent  for  the  distribution  of  W.P.A.  surplus  commodities, 
including  food  and  clothing  as  notified  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Commodities 
Division. 

Highland  Cemetery  deed  was  acknowledged  for  delivery  on  February 
14,  and  similar  action  was  taken  from  time  to  time  at  later  meetings. 
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On  March  10,  the  question  of  insurance  and  the  merits  of  particular 
forms  of  insurance  was  discussed  with  particular  reference  to  mutual 
companies  and  action  to  be  taken  at  a  later  meeting. 

On  March  14  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter  traverse  jurors  were 
drawn. 

On  March  28,  it  was  voted  that  the  effective  date  of  the  change  in  pro¬ 
cedure  with  respect  to  billing  electric  service  be  reconsidered  and  that  the 
program  be  put  into  effect  on  June  1. 

On  April  4,  recommendation  was  approved  relating  to  inclusion  in  high¬ 
way  construction  program  of  Winfield  Street  with  estimated  cost  of 
$1,700.00,  on  information  that  Mr.  Kneznek  intended  to  construct  houses 
on  said  street  and  on  Fuller  Street  and  in  such  program  of  both  these  streets 
with  estimated  cost  $6,500.00,  the  expense  of  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the 
appropriation  for  highway  construction  made  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

On  April  1 1 ,  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  water  liens  that  the  statement 
prepared  by  the  Clerk  be  adopted  and  filed  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  with 
respect  to  several  properties  as  definitely  shown  on  such  statement.  The 
same  course  was  followed  on  later  dates. 

On  May  2,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sale  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes  of  notes  of  indebtedness  of  $100,000.00  in  anticipation 
of  revenue  and  notes  were  signed. 

On  May  2,  the  Selectmen  were  informed  of  the  reappointment  of  John 
Donovan  as  playground  supervisor  for  the  1939  season. 

On  May  2,  the  procedure  outlined  by  the  General  Manager  was  ap¬ 
proved  for  retirement  of  John  Googin,  foreman  in  the  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment,  for  superannuation. 

On  May  16,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Selectmen,  James  E.  Pendergast,  with  the  best  wishes  of  the  Board 
for  a  speedy  recoyery. 

On  May  29,  adopted  recommendation  for  extension  of  Municipal  Light 
Department  distribution  system  through  permanent  installation  on  Nichols 
Street  in  the  Westover  area,  the  estimated  cost  being  $4,000.00  for  the 
installation  on  Berwick  Place  from  Walpole  Street  to  Nichols  Street  of  two 
duct  lines,  one  for  primar}^  cal)le  and  the  other  for  secondary  cable  with 
necessary  appurtenances. 

On  June  13,  Chaii'man  Houghton  reported  the  filing  of  record  of  the 
discontinuance  of  the  South  Norwood  Highway  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds 
in  Dedham. 

On  June  20,  the  General  Manager  reported  the  appointment  of  Louis 
D’Espinosa  as  Superintendent  of  the  Cemetery  Department  to  succeed 
George  A.  Smith,  who  retired  on  a  pension  on  July  1.  The  appointment 
was  unanimously  approved  and  it  w^as  unanimously  voted  that  the  Select¬ 
men  go  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  recognition  of  faithful  service  in  the 
public  service  and  promotion  arising  out  of  it  was  a  proper  set-up  for  a 
standard. 
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On  June  20,  approval  was  given  to  the  appointment  of  Eva  M.  Mansen 
by  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  Sullivan  as  Assistant  Town 
Treasurer. 

On  June  27,  it  was  voted  to  construct  traffic  island  at  Bond  and  Nichols 
Streets  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,213.00  plus  $65.00  for  the  installation  of 
a  street  light  in  the  centre  of  island. 

On  June  27,  approved  sale  by  Town  Treasurer  of  $10,000.00  water  main 
extension  loan  bonds  and  $65,000.00  macadam  loan  bonds. 

On  June  27,  rules  and  orders  regulating  traffic  upon  the  streets  and 
highways  of  the  town  of  Norwood  were  adopted  and  were  approved  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  and  duly  published  on  July  12, 
thereby  becoming  effective,  but  were  subsequently  modified  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  said  State  Department  of  Public  Works  on  December  5,  1939. 

On  July  11,  General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  with  respect  to  the 
maintenance  of  Chapter  90  highways  that  when  the  funds  were  received 
from  the  State  and  County  of  $1,500.00  each  to  match  an  equal  amount 
appropriated  at  the  town  meeting,  the  town  would  continue  the  work  which 
was  started  last  year  on  Neponset  Street  under  like  funds. 

On  August  8,  approved  extension  of  w'ater  main  on  Haw  thorne  Street 
between  Vernon  Street  Extension  and  the  suggested  extension  of  Roxanna 
Street  to  Hawthorne  Street,  with  particular  reference  to  a  house  con¬ 
structed  on  Hawthorne  Street  requiring  service. 

On  August  8,  approved  recommendation  with  respect  to  fire  alarm  sys¬ 
tem  as  to  necessity  of  replacing  telephone  wire  used  for  repairs  after  the 
hurricane  with  proper  type  of  work  to  avoid  trouble  during  the  winter. 

On  August  8,  approval  was  given  to  appointment  of  Harry  Turner  as 
requested  by  Martin  F.  Lydon,  Inspector  of  Buildings,  as  his  assistant  and 
deputy. 

On  August  15,  conference  with  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  dealing 
with  the  situation  resulting  from  peat  fire  and  Norwood  Lumber  Company 
fire,  due  to  which  the  Fire  Department  appropriation  was  overdrawn  and 
that  the  town  must  be  requested  to  furnish  more  money. 

On  August  15,  the  Chairman  reported  that  the  Legislature  had  passed 
a  vote  that  Assessors  cannot  set  the  tax  rate  until  September  first,  which 
will  prolong  the  period  of  abatement  to  November  first. 

On  August  22,  with  respect  to  office  hours  in  the  Mimicipal  Building,  it 
was  voted  on  recommendation  of  Chairman  Houghton  that  all  offices  over 
which  the  Selectmen  have  control  be  opened  at  8:30  A.  M.  and  closed  at 
5:00  P.  M.  on  week-days  except  Saturdays  and  on  Saturdays  from  8:30 
A.  M.  to  12 :00  o’clock,  noon,  and  as  to  offices  over  which  the  Selectmen  have 
no  control  it  be  recommended  that  the  same  hours  prevail  and  that  as  to 
Town  Treasurer’s  office  the  windows  be  closed  at  4:00  P.  M.  for  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  money. 

On  August  22,  report  from  the  Chairman  as  to  fire  insurance  recom¬ 
mending  that  all  future  policies  as  they  expire  be  placed  by  the  General 
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Manager  with  outstanding  mutual  agency  companies  in  view  of  the  sub¬ 
stantial  reduction  of  rates  proposed,  and  that  this  be  the  policy  of  the 
Board  for  the  present. 

On  August  22,  it  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  declare  an  emergency 
arising  out  of  the  peat  fire  situation  and  that  the  General  Manager  be 
authorized  to  purchase  for  Dedham  at  once  fire  hose  to  replace  fire  hose 
loaned  to  Norwood  and  used  at  peat  fire,  it  being  found  there  was  a  suffi¬ 
cient  amount  of  money  in  incidental  account  to  purchase  the  hose. 

On  August  28,  report  received  from  the  Chainnan  as  to  the  situation 
with  respect  to  the  peat  bog  fire  which  had  broken  out  again.  The  steps 
taken  by  the  Chairman  in  the  matter  of  fighting  the  fire  were  approved. 

On  August  28,  anticipation  of  revenue  notes  for  $100,000.00  payable 
$50,000.00  March  10,  1940  and  $50,000.00  July  10,  1940  were  approved 
and  signed. 

On  September  5,  as  recommended  it  was  voted  that  the  policy  of  the 
Selectmen  with  respect  to  perpetual  care  in  Highland  Cemetery  be  that 
every  owner  of  a  lot  that  is  not  under  perpetual  care  at  the  present  time 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  place  it  under  such  care  and  receive  a  credit 
against  the  cost  of  such  care  for  any  payments  made  for  annual  care  from 
and  inclusive  of  1932  to  date,  this  policy  to  be  in  effect  until  December  30, 
1939. 

On  September  5,  notice  received  from  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
under  date  of  September  1  approving  the  borrowing  by  the  Treasurer  of 
$30,000.00  under  the  authority  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
.4cts  of  1939  Chapter  464. 

On  September  5,  letter  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
dated  August  22,  informing  the  Selectmen  of  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for 
maintenance  of  Chapter  90  roads  in  Norwood  would  be  available  on  con¬ 
dition  that  at  least  $1,500.00  shall  be  contributed  by  the  town  and  $1,500.00 
by  the  county,  had  attention. 

On  September  5,  approved  sale  of  parcel  of  land  situated  on  Berwick 
Place  as  described  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes. 

On  September  12,  General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  as  to  call  firemen 
engaged  in  fighting  peat  meadow  fire,  and  it  was  voted  that  in  the  future 
where  men  are  employees  of  other  town  departments  and  are  also  call  fire¬ 
men  and  are  required,  because  of  their  duties  as  call  firemen,  to  be  absent 
from  their  regular  employment  for  any  period  in  excess  of  one  hour  at  any 
one  time  they  be  paid  by  the  fire  department  for  the  time  that  they  were 
absent  from  their  regular  employment,  said  pay  to  be  at  whichever  rate  is 
the  greater,  either  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  of  their  regular  emplojTOent, 
and  in  all  such  cases  the  charge  to  be  against  the  Fire  Department  appro¬ 
priation. 

On  September  12,  report  was  received  with  reference  to  Chapter  90 
maintenance  work  of  the  approval  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  continuance  of  the  repair  work  on  Neponset  Street  which 
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was  started  last  year,  with  an  allotment  of  $1,500.00  from  the  state  and  a 
similar  allotment  from  the  county  and  the  town,  making  a  total  to  be  spent 
of  $4,500.00,  and  further  report  received  that  Town  Engineer  Thompson 
estimates  that  this  amount  will  permit  the  continuance  of  the  widening 
and  resurfacing  of  Neponset  Street  to  a  point  just  beyond  East  Cross  Street. 
On  September  10,  notification  was  received  from  the  Coimty  Commissioners 
of  allotment  of  $1,500.00  for  maintenance  work  in  the  town  on  the  con¬ 
dition  that  like  amounts  are  contributed  by  the  town  and  the  state. 

On  September  12,  notes  dated  September  15,  1939  in  the  sum  of  $30,- 
000.00  for  funding  the  State  tax  deficit  were  signed. 

On  September  19,  notification  was  received  under  date  of  September  18 
from  Director  of  Accounts  Waddell  of  the  approval  of  the  storm  damage 
loan  of  $50,000.00  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  1939, 
Chapter  63  with  copy  of  vote  of  appeal. 

On  September  19,  approved  sale  of  $50,000.00  Town  of  Norwood  emer¬ 
gency  storm  damage  loan  Act  of  1939  2^%  bonds  dated  September  15  and 
maturing  $5,000.00  on  September  15  of  each  year  1940  to  1949  inclusive, 
to  the  Second  National  Bank  of  Boston  at  their  bid  of  par  and  accrued 
interest. 

On  October  3,  the  General  Manager  reported  on  the  type  of  street  signs 
which  the  town  had  been  using  in  the  past,  the  total  cost  per  sign  including 
post  being  $17.85,  and  reporting  that  the  State  Department  of  Correction 
was  manufacturing  and  selling  street  signs  similar  at  a  total  cost  for  com¬ 
plete  unit  of  $4.85,  and  further  stating  that  he  would  like  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  in  adopting  as  a  standard  the  unit  manufactured  by  the  State 
Department  of  Correction,  which  recommendation  was  approved.  The 
General  Manager  called  attention  to  the  existing  statutes  requiring  munici¬ 
palities  to  pimchase  from  the  State  articles  which  the  municipalities  used 
and  which  are  manufactured  by  the  State. 

On  October  10,  and  at  various  times  notices  received  from  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  of  sales  by  him  of  land  held  by  the  town 
under  tax  lien  foreclosure  title,  which  were  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

On  October  10,  it  was  voted  that  on  all  properties  owned  by  the  town 
through  tax  title  acquired  by  foreclosure  of  tax  lien  all  betterment  assess¬ 
ments  levied  thereon  and  unpaid  shall  automatically  be  abated  and  the 
notice  of  the  Collector  to  the  Assessors  of  obtaining  a  decree  of  foreclosure 
in  each  instance  shall  be  sufficient  notice  thereof. 

On  October  10,  Selectmen  Folan  reported  that  Mr.  John  J.  Coakley, 
Secretary  to  Honorable  Frank  G.  Allen  had  advised  him  that  Mr.  Allen 
desired  to  give  the  town  a  certain  parcel  of  land,  one  lot  to  be  reserved  for 
a  family  burial  lot,  which  parcel  generally  is  bounded  northwesterly  by 
Highland  Cemetery,  westerly  by  land  of  Westover  Corporation,  south¬ 
westerly  by  land  of  Housing  Securities  Corporation,  southeasterly  by  land 
of  the  town  of  Norwood,  and  northeasterly  by  Highland  Cemetery. 
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On  Octolier  17,  as  recommended  proclamation  signed  for  the  holding  of 
New  England  Day  for  New  England  Prosperity. 

On  October  31,  voted  as  recommended  to  change  the  name  of  Berwick 
Place  to  Berwick  Road. 

On  November  28,  General  Manager  Kendrick  recommended  that  the 
Selectmen  designate  under  General  Laws  Chapter  85,  Section  lOA,  by 
public  notice  the  following  streets  to  be  set  aside  for  coasting,  which  if 
approved  the  General  Manager  would  advertise  and  notify  the  Public 
Works  Department  and  Police  Department  and  which  approval  was  given 
as  follows: 

Highview  Street,  Harding  Road,  Allen  Road,  Oak  Road,  K  Street, 
Sycamore  Street,  Bond  Street  between  Walpole  Street  and  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  Saunders  Road  between  Walpole  Street  and  Winslow 
Avenue,  Prospect  Avenue,  Oolah  Avenue,  Second  Street  from  Cross 
Street  to  Gay  Street,  Myrtle  Street  from  Prospect  Street  generally 
easterly  a  distance  of  five  hundred  feet. 

On  December  6,  a  special  town  meeting  warrant  was  signed  for  meeting 
to  be  held  on  December  15. 

On  December  20,  letter  received  from  Commissioner  Long  of  the  State 
Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  dated  December  15  with 
reference  to  bonds  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the 
year  1940,  to  the  effect  that  the  sum  of  $49,200.00  is  the  amount  not  less 
than  which  the  1940  bond  of  the  Town  Treasurer  has  been  established,  and 
the  sum  of  $53,600.00  as  the  amount  not  less  than  which  the  1940  bond  of 
the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  be  written,  and  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
recommendation . 

Following  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  acting  as  a  Board  of 
Survey,  on  June  13,  it  was  voted  after  hearings  to  approve  plans  submitted 
by  Dr.  F.  A.  Cleveland  of  Cameron  Road  and  Birch  Road,  and  it  was  voted 
on  June  20,  at  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Planning  Board  to  approve  the 
removal  of  loam  from  said  streets  for  the  purpose  of  their  construction. 

After  hearing  on  October  10,  approved  plan  of  proposed  way  to  be  known 
as  Oxford  Road,  on  petition  of  Emil  and  Aina  Svibergson. 

On  April  25,  conference  with  representatives  of  the  police  department 
for  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  vote  of  the  town  meeting  of 
March  24  relative  to  putting  into  effect  the  provisions  of  Chapter  147 
General  Laws,  Section  16B  inserted  by  Chapter  426  Acts  of  1938,  Section  2, 
and  particularly  with  reference  to  a  plan  that  would  permit  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  one  day  off  in  six  in  a  manner  which  would  provide  for  the  town  the 
same  protection  it  was  then  receiving  without  an  increase  in  personnel 
which  would  involve  an  increase  in  expense  to  the  town  and  the  attention 
of  the  officers  was  called  to  the  definite  promise  and  representation  made 
at  the  town  meeting  in  behalf  of  the  proponents  that  there  would  be  no 
increase  in  cost  to  the  town. 
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On  May  29,  following  report  from  the  General  Manager  with  respect 
to  compensation  insurance  for  the  Public  Works  Department  as  to  esti¬ 
mates  received  from  two  insurance  companies  as  to  the  average  premium 
per  year  based  on  a  five-year  premium  cost  and  experience  in  the  past  four 
years  as  to  compensation  payments  under  the  town’s  own  insurance,  it  was 
voted  as  recommended  that  the  town  continue  to  provide  its  own  com¬ 
pensation  insurance. 

On  November  7,  the  General  Manager  advised  that  Miss  Theresa 
Collins  had  resigned  her  position  in  his  office  effective  Saturday,  November 
4,  and  that  he  had  moved  John  P.  Hayes  from  the  Public  Works  office  to 
Miss  Collins  former  position  and  had  moved  Robert  Hauck  to  Mr.  Hayes 
former  position  and  had  employed  John  McAuliffe,  a  graduate  of  the 
Norwood  High  School  class  of  1939  to  take  Robert  Hauck’s  position. 

On  November  21,  following  discussion  the  following  policy  adopted  in 
1937  as  to  the  burial  of  indigent  persons  was  approved,  namely, 

“burials  of  adult  indigent  persons  should  be  made  in  the  free  lot  in  their 
respective  sections  of  the  cemetery  and  such  free  lots  or  portions  of  them 
shall  be  marked  by  the  installation  of  numbered  grave  markers  and  that 
such  burials  so  made  shall  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  burials  at  Highland 
Cemetery.” 

On  November  28,  following  report  from  the  General  Manager  with  re¬ 
spect  to  employment  in  the  Public  Works  Department  that  construction 
had  been  practically  completed  w  ith  the  exception  of  water  main  construc¬ 
tion  from  Westover  Street  A  to  the  standpipe  and  unless  some  additional 
construction  project  is  provided  it  would  be  necessary  to  start  laying  off 
the  men  in  the  Public  Works  Department  in  about  ten  days,  but  that  there 
was  approximately  $7,800.00  available  in  the  sanitary  and  surfacing  drain¬ 
age  sewer  construction  appropriation  and  recommending  that  this  money 
be  used  for  a  sewer  or  drainage  project  to  provide  employment,  it  was 
voted  that  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  use  money  available  in 
said  sanitary  and  surface  drainage  construction  accounts  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  sanitary  sewer  on  Davis  Avenue  as  recommended,  this  sewer  to 
be  so  constructed  that  at  a  later  date  it  may  be  extended  along  Walpole 
Street  in  a  southerly  direction  in  order  to  provide  sewerage  for  the  area 
lying  southerly  and  westerly  of  Davis  Avenue  and  Walpole  Street. 

On  December  6,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Manager  that  the  rate  of  pay  per  hour  for  horse  and  driver  hire 
for  sidewalk  ploughing  be  increased  from  $1.25  to  $1.50  including  the  horse 
and  driver. 

Following  vote  taken  on  January  3,  the  Town  Counsel  by  direction  pre¬ 
pared  and  submitted  on  January  10,  draft  of  bill  to  be  filed  with  the  General 
Court  to  provide  on  petition  received  following  the  dissolution  of  any  town 
meeting  a  referendum  procedure  to  be  effective  through  which  question 
or  questions  involved  be  submitted  to  registered  voters  of  the  town  at  the 
polls  and  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  ballot.  This  draft  was  further  considered 
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and  revised.  Thereafter  appropriate  legislation  in  the  form  desired  was 
enacted  by  the  General  Court,  being  Acts  of  1939  Chapter  79,  Sections  1 
and  2,  which  will  be  submitted  for  action  to  a  future  town  meeting. 

Retirement  of  James  E.  Pendergast 

It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  we  report  the  retirement  from  the  service 
of  the  town  at  his  request  on  account  of  illness  of  James  E.  Pendergast, 
effective  January  14,  1940,  after  continuous  service  as  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  and  Clerk  of  the  Selectmen  for  practically  twenty-five  years 
through  appointment  by  the  Selectmen.  In  these  several  offices  and  in¬ 
cidental  offices  and  in  other  capacities  he  manifested  the  utmost  honesty, 
outstanding  and  untiring  zeal,  fidelity  and  interest. 

Conclusion 

The  foregoing  report  is  based  upon  the  extensive  records  of  Clerk  Pender¬ 
gast,  prior  to  his  illness,  and  on  those  of  Selectmen  Smith  while  he  acted 
as  temporary  clerk,  and  thereafter  on  the  records  of  temporary  clerk  White, 
after  her  appointment,  and  which  set  forth  with  much  detail  the  activities 
of  this  Department  and  is  set  up  in  the  form  heretofore  follow  ed  with  a  view 
to  acquaint  the  citizens  generally  in  a  comprehensive  way  with  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  varied  duties  of  the  Selectmen  during  the  year  1939.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 


The  Selectmen 

Charles  E.  Houghton,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Sirs: 

In  accordance  with  Section  9  (e)  of  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of  1914, 
commonly  called  the  Town  Charter,  I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the 
General  Manager  for  the  year  1939. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  various  departments  coming  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  General  Manager,  as  submitted  by  the  several  department 
heads,  are  appended  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.  My  comments 
are  intended  to  supplement  these  reports  and  emphasize  certain  facts 
contained  therein. 

Public  Works  Department 

Highway  Division — In  addition  to  the  usual  highway  maintenance  work. 
Pleasant  Street  from  No.  30  to  Nahatan  Street,  Monroe  Street  from  Rail¬ 
road  Avenue  to  Cross  Street,  and  Highview  Street  from  Morse  Street  to 
end  were  resurfaced  with  four  inches  of  stone  asphalt  penetration,  and  Dean 
Street  from  Pleasant  Street  to  State  Highway  Route  No.  1  was  reshaped, 
widened,  and  resurfaced  with  oiled  gravel.  The  funds  for  this  work  were 
made  available  from  the  allotment  to  the  town  by  the  state  from  the 
Highway  Fund  as  authorized  by  the  State  Legislature. 

The  sum  of  $65,000  was  borrowed  for  the  resurfacing  of  Washington 
Street  from  Dean  Street  to  the  East  Walpole  town  line,  with  type  I  bitu¬ 
minous  concrete  and  the  installation  of  granite  curbing  along  that  section 
of  this  street  not  already  curbed.  Because  of  most  favorable  material 
prices  secured,  which  were  much  lower  than  those  used  in  the  cost  estimate, 
and  the  use  of  equipment  rather  than  hand  labor  on  certain  excavation 
work  and  laying  the  bituminous  concrete,  the  actual  cost  of  this  job  was 
much  lower  than  the  estimate,  resulting  in  a  saving  of  over  $24,000. 

Surface  Water  Drain  Division — All  of  the  drain  construction  work  done 
this  year  was  in  conjunction  with  the  highway  construction  or  resurfacing 
projects  with  the  exception  of  the  installation  of  54  inch  pipe  in  the  main 
drain  across  Lenox  Avenue  and  the  construction  of  a  stone  culvert  in  the 
drain  running  southerly  from  East  Hoyle  Street. 

Sanitary  Sewer  Division — The  new  field  line  trunk  sewer  from  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Sewer  southeasterly  of  Dean  Street  to  Pleasant  Street  southerly  of 
Lenox  Avenue  was  completed  as  a  Public  Works  Administration  project 
by  the  contractor,  Charles  Struzziery  of  Roslindale,  Massachusetts,  in 
June.  This  sewer  line  was  extended,  by  our  Public  Works  Department 
organization,  from  Pleasant  Street  to  Lenox  Avenue.  A  second  contract, 
as  a  Public  Works  Administration  project,  was  awarded  to  Struzziery  in 
November.  This  provided  for  a  further  e.xtension  of  this  sewer  line  from 
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Lenox  Avenue  across  Cross  Street,  Plimpton  Avenue,  Andrews  Street,  and 
Rock  Street  to  the  intersection  of  Lenox  Street  and  Nahatan  Street  at 
which  point  it  is  to  be  tied  in  with  the  present  sewer  line  to  serve  as  a  reliev¬ 
ing  sewer.  This  project  is  well  under  way  and  will  be  completed  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  1940. 

Water  Division — The  new  500,000  gallon  water  storage  tank  and  tower 
was  completed  and  placed  in  service  in  July.  Although  our  standpipe  has 
a  total  storage  capacity  of  approximately  1,300,000  gallons,  its  useful 
storage  capacity,  due  to  pressure  requirements,  is  approximately  300,000 
gallons.  The  total  capacity  of  our  new  tank  is  useful.  Therefore,  the 
completion  of  this  new  water  storage  tank  results  in  a  total  useful  storage 
capacity  of  approximately  800,000  gallons  or  more  than  double  our  former 
useful  storage  capacity. 

The  installation  of  the  12  inch  main  from  Victoria  Circle  across  the  rear 
of  the  Senior  High  School  athletic  field  to  the  water  storage  tank  fills  the 
gap  to  the  12  inch  main  on  Nichols  Street.  It  is  planned  eventually  to 
extend  this  main  to  Walpole  Street  in  the  vicinity  of  Endicott  Street  at 
which  point  it  will  tie  into  present  main. 

Work  Projects  Administration 

The  number  of  persons  employed  in  Norwood  imder  this  Federal  agency 
has  varied  considerably  during  the  year.  On  January  1  there  were  207 
W.P.A.  employees  and  on  December  31  there  were  166.  The  largest 
number  employed  in  any  one  week  was  219  for  the  week  ending  March 
21;  the  smallest  was  92  for  the  week  ending  September  5.  This  variation 
was  due  to  the  continual  quota  adjustments  during  the  year  by  the  W.P.A. 
authorities  and  the  adoption  of  a  policy  by  the  W.P.A.  authorities  requiring 
a  lay-off  for  all  persons  employed  continuously  for  eighteen  months  on  the 
W.P.A. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  projects  operated 
during  the  year  under  this  agency  with  a  brief  description  of  each  project 
and  the  expenditures  for  each  both  from  Federal  and  Town  funds.  The 
majority  of  these  projects  were  continued  from  last  year.  The  following 
new  projects,  however,  were  undertaken  rmder  Town  sponsorship  during 
the  year:  East  Cross  Street  Drain  Construction,  Grave  Markers  Registra¬ 
tion  Survey,  Mosquito  Control  Project,  and  Rockhill  Street  Drain  Con¬ 
struction. 

In  comparison  with  1938,  our  expenditures  from  Federal  fimds  decreased 
approximately  twenty-five  per  cent  and  our  expenditures  from  Town 
funds  increased  approximately  twenty-five  per  cent. 

Municipal  Light  Department 

The  report  of  Superintendent  C.  C.  Church,  which  is  appended  hereto, 
sets  forth  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  this  department  for  the 
year  which  I  believe  to  be  important.  However,  I  do  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  chart  which  follows,  showing  graphically  the  amount  of 
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electric  energy  purchased  yearly  from  1916  to  1939  inclusive.  You  will 
note  that  although  our  1938  requirements  were  less  than  1937,  due  to  the 
decrease  in  the  requirements  of  our  industrial  customers,  our  1939  re¬ 
quirements  were  greater  than  1938,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  requirements 
of  our  residential  and  commercial  customers.  It  is  expected  that  our  1940 
requirements  will  at  least  be  as  great  as,  and  possibly  exceed,  those  of  1938. 

I  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  another  chart  which  follows,  showing 
graphically  the  average  annual  kilowatt  hour  cost  of  energy  purchased 
from  the  Boston  Edison  Company.  You  will  note  that  our  1938  average 
cost  increased  over  1937  due  to  the  decrease  in  our  kilowatt  hour  require¬ 
ments  and  a  previously  created  demand.  However,  due  to  the  increase 
in  our  kilowatt  hour  requirements  in  1939  and  a  proper  balance  in  our 
demand,  our  1939  average  cost  shows  a  reduction  in  comparison  with  1938. 

Cemetery  Department 

Having  reached  his  retirement  date  after  twenty-six  years  of  service  to 
the  Town,  George  A.  Smith  retired  as  Cemetery  Superintendent  on  June  30, 
1939.  Louis  D’Espinosa  was  transferred  from  the  Engineering  Department 
and  appointed  Cemetery  Superintendent  effective  July  1,  1939. 

The  W.P.A.  Cemetery  Beautification  Project  has  now  progressed  to  a 
point  where  the  final  improvement  of  this  area  can  be  visualized.  It  is 
expected  that  this  project  will  be  completed  in  1940  and  will  definitely 
improve  the  appearance  of  the  approach  to  Highland  Cemetery  and  enhance 
the  beauty  of  the  Day  Memorial  Chapel. 

Building  Department 

Having  reached  his  retirement  date  after  nineteen  years  of  service  to  the 
Town,  Forrest  M.  Douglass  retired  as  Building  Inspector  on  June  30,  1939. 
Martin  F.  Lydon  was  appointed  Building  Inspector  by  your  Board  effective 
July  1,  1939. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  Mr.  Lydon’s  report  the  activity  in  the  Town 
during  the  year  in  the  construction  of  new  buildings.  A  continuation  of 
this  activity  in  the  years  to  follow  will  increase  the  assessable  valuations 
of  the  Town  to  the  end  that  the  tax  rate  will  be  favorably  affected  provided 
that  the  type  of  building  development  is  such  that  the  increase  in  expendi¬ 
tures  resulting  thereby  does  not  exceed  the  income  derived  therefrom. 

Purchasing  Department 

The  total  amount  of  invoices  in  1939  was  greater  than  any  time  for  the 
last  five  years  and  I  believe  reached  an  all  time  high.  The  amount  of 
cash  discounts  was  greater  than  in  1937  and  1938,  and  approximately  the 
same  as  in  1935  and  1936. 

In  November  Teresa  V.  Collins  resigned  from  her  position  as  secretary 
to  the  General  Manager,  a  position  which  she  had  held  since  September  of 
1938.  John  P.  Hayes,  clerk  in  the  Public  Works  Department  since  June 
4,  1928,  was  promoted  to  fill  this  vacancy. 
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Conclusion 

The  consideration  shown  me  by  jmur  Board,  the  friendly  spirit  with 
which  mutual  problems  were  studied  and  solved,  and  the  business-like 
manner  in  which  your  Board  has  fimctioned  diming  the  year,  has  made  it  a 
pleasure  to  have  been  associated  with  you  and  has  shortened  the  otherwise 
long  hours  which  the  duties  of  this  office  require.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  such  conduct  of  the  town  business  produces  definite  dividends  for  the 
citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  town  not  alone  this  year  but  in  the  years 
that  follow.  For  all  this,  I  express  my  appreciation. 

I  also  acknowledge  the  loyalty,  courtesy,  and  sincerity  of  purpose  of 
the  department  heads  who  are  under  my  direction  and  supervision,  and 
the  active  co-operation  of  all  other  department  heads  of  the  town  govern¬ 
ment  with  whom  I  have  been  associated.  I  cannot  conclude  without  mak¬ 
ing  public  reference  to  my  pleasant  and,  to  me,  beneficial  association  with 
your  clerk  and  my  associate,  James  E.  Pendergast,  w’ho  has  been  absent 
from  his  duties  since  May,  because  of  illness.

Flushing  and  scraping  of  sewer  laterals  was  done  the  early  part  of  the 
year  with  the  result  that  very  little  trouble  occurred  in  our  sewer  system. 
The  sewer  pumping  station  at  East  Rock  Street  operated  without  any 
trouble.

Moth  and  Forestry 

Sixty  new  maple  trees  were  planted  throughout  the  town.  All  shade 
trees  were  cared  for,  painted  for  moth  and  insect  pests  where  necessary  and 
all  trees  were  sprayed  with  arsenate  of  lead.  During  the  months  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  February  and  March  all  trees  were  inspected.  Dead  limbs  were  re¬ 
moved  and  considerable  pruning  was  done. 

Parks 

Parks  and  playgrounds  were  kept  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner 
throughout  the  season. 
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Street  Signs,  Traffic  Signs,  and  Traffic  Markings 

It  will  be  necessary  this  year  to  replace  many  street  signs  which  have 
been  broken  by  boys  at  different  times  during  the  year. 

A  new  sign  has  been  adopted  which  we  think  will  be  more  durable,  and 
at  a  less  cost  than  the  signs  which  have  been  a  standard  street  sign  for  the 
past  ten  years. 

Traffic  signs  were  placed  wherever  necessary,  and  all  street  marKings  for 
parking  and  safety  purposes  were  maintained. 

WATER  MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION 

During  July  of  the  past  year  the  new  Standpipe,  a  new  P.W.A.  project 
became  operative,  with  the  result  that  services  and  meters  were  directly 
affected  by  the  added  pressure  of  fifteen  pounds.  This  caused  many  leaks 
and  stoppages.  Repairs  were  made  as  fast  as  possible,  and  in  many  cases 
the  entire  service  had  to  be  renewed. 

On  mains  fifteen  joints  were  blown  out.  On  Washington  Street  at  the 
Norwood  Press  an  eight  inch  water  main  broke. 

Four  hydrants  were  broken  by  automobiles  and  one  hydrant  was  re¬ 
placed,  due  to  worn  out  conditions. 

The  filter  beds  at  the  Westwood  pumping  station  gave  considerable 
trouble  during  the  past  seven  months,  caused  by  an  excessive  amount  of 
vegetable  matter  from  the  pond  water,  making  it  necessary  to  clean  these 
beds  more  frequently. 

At  the  Ellis  pumping  station,  the  pumping  equipment  operated  very 
successfully  during  the  year.  On  two  occasions  leaks  were  found  at  the 
tubular  wells  at  Ellis  making  it  necessary  to  shut  the  station  down  for  a 
period  of  two  and  one-half  days. 

The  eight  inch  main  on  Morse  Street  was  low'ered  at  the  Morse  Street 
bridge.  This  job  necessitated  working  Saturdays  and  Sundays  to  co¬ 
operate  with  Bird  &  Son,  Inc.

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  P.W.A.  contractor  so  that  the  town 
men  could  make  the  connection  from  the  main  leading  to  the  old  stand¬ 
pipe  into  the  new  standpipe. 

This  work  consisted  of  laying  sixteen  inch  and  twelve  inch  water  main 
with  several  valves,  one  hydrant  and  one  check  valve. 

While  doing  this  work  it  was  necessary  to  pump  direct  into  the  system , 
closing  and  shutting  off  the  old  standpipe.  The  men  worked  twenty-four 
hours  steady  to  complete  the  job.

I  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  activities  and  operations  of  this  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

Although  again  this  year  our  large  industrial  customers  have  shown  a 
decrease  in  their  electric  energy  requirements,  our  requirements  from  the 
Boston  Edison  Co.  increased  508,000  K.W.H.  over  the  year  1938.  Com¬ 
parative  figures  of  purchased  and  delivered  electric  energy  for  1938  and 
1939  are  shown  in  the  following  tabulation:

Note:  Electric  energy  supplied  for  public  street  lighting  increased  over 
last  year  by  32,749  K.W.H.;  this  item  is  included  in  “Delivered 
to  All  Other  Customers.” 


The  peak  demand  at  the  Plant  for  the  current  year  was  2750  K.W., 
an  increase  of  375  K.W.  over  the  year  1938.  This  peak  demand  of  2750 
K.W.  was  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  plant. 

A  new  feeder  circuit  known  as  number  ten  (10)  circuit  was  placed  in 
commission  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  new  circuit  supplies  current 
to  all  of  South  Norwood  from  Lenox  Street  to  the  East  Walpole  line,  and 
easterly  to  the  Sharon  line  on  Union  Street.  A  brief  outline  of  the  material 
necessary  to  build  this  circuit  is  as  follows: 


Plant  Equipment: 

1.  Oil  Circuit  Breaker  with  remote  controls. 

2.  Induction  Regulators  with  necessary  auxiliaries. 

Undergroimd  Equipment. 

2000^  3  conductor  lead  covered  cable  installed  from  the  Plant  along 
Central  Street  to  Nahatan  Street,  thence  to  the  corner  of  Nahatan  and 
Lenox  Streets. 

Overhead  Equipment. 

Three  miles  of  No.  2  /O  copper  line  wire  with  necessary  cross  arms  and 
insulators  for  its  support. 

1850^  of  underground  duct  lines  with  necessary  hand  holes  and  manholes 
was  placed  in  Berwick  Place  from  Walpole  Street  to  Nichols  Street.  This 
project  included  the  installation  of  secondary  cables  for  present  require¬ 
ments  and  a  primary  cable  large  enough  for  the  present  and  future  growth

of  Berwick  Place  and  the  development  known  as  Westover.  Ornamental 
street  lighting  with  all  undergroimd  connections  was  placed  the  entire 
length  of  Berwick  Place  to  Nichols  Street  and  southerly  along  Nichols 
Street  to  Fisher  Street,  all  multiple  lighting  and  carrier  current  controlled.

Two  recording  water  level  instriunents  were  installed  for  the  Water 
Department,  one  at  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station,  and  one  at  the  Westwood 
Pumping  Station.  19,480  feet  of  control  wire  was  run  to  connect  these 
instruments  to  a  master  instrument  at  the  new  water  standpipe  on  Bellevue 
Avenue. 

Meter  and  Inspection  Division 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  wiring  permits  were  issued  for  new  wiring, 
alterations,  and  range  installations. 

Four  hundred  and  eight  complaints  were  investigated  for  the  Billing 
Department. 

On  request  of  twelve  customers,  voltage  conditions  were  checked  and 
taken  care  of  satisfactorily. 

Voltage  readings  were  taken  on  all  new  electric  range  installations  to 
make  sure  of  ample  voltage  for  proper  operation  of  the  range.

Signal  Systems 

Fire  .\larm: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  several  thousand  feet  of  temporary  wire 
installed  after  the  hurricane  of  September  1938  was  still  in  operation  on  the 
fire  alarm  circuits.  Up  to  September,  the  temporary  wire  gave  considerable 
trouble  namely;  grounds,  open,  and  partial  open  circuits.  At  a  special 
Town  Meeting  in  September  money  was  made  available  for  removing  and 
replacing  all  temporary  wires  with  permanent  fire  alarm  cable,  eliminating 
all  trouble  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  No  new  fire  alarm  boxes  were 
installed  during  the  year.  All  minor  troubles  with  fire  alarm  equipment 
was  taken  care  of  promptly  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Police  Signal: 

This  signal  system  still  has  some  temporary  wire  installed  after  the 
hurricane  which  should  be  replaced  this  year.  Most  of  the  troubles  that 
occurred  during  the  year  were  minor  and  were  promptly  repaired.  The 
dry  batteries  operating  the  system  were  replaced  twice,  the  last  time  with 
a  heavy  duty  type  which  is  expected  will  give  better  and  longer  service 
than  the  conventional  type  of  dry  cell  previously  used. 

Trafiic  Control: 

Ml  traffic  signals  have  operated  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
Some  minor  adjustments  were  required  to  the  control  mechanism  of  the 
Washington  Street  signals;  natural  wear  to  the  moving  parts  is  beginning 
to  show,  which  means  a  factory  reconditioning  of  the  control  unit  in  the 
near  future.

During  this  portion  of  the  year,  seventy  (70)  interments  were  made  in 
the  Highland  Cemetery  and  three  (3)  in  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery;  twenty- 
two  (22)  foimdations  for  monuments  were  built. 

During  the  fall  months,  Section  52  and  part  of  Section  48  which  had 
been  previously  dug  over  for  burial  purposes  and  brought  to  sub-grade, 
were  covered  with  loam  and  brought  to  finish  grade.  This  area  contains 
4,500  square  yards.  Seeding  of  this  area  was  only  partly  completed  due 
to  the  approach  of  cold  weather.

Miss  Edna  Phillips,  Librarian  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  had  books 
delivered  to  the  Callahan,  Shattuck,  and  White  Mikes  Playgrounds  on 
several  Wednesday  afternoons  during  the  season.  This  innovation  proved 
to  be  a  fine  success. 

Nutrition 

The  Norwood  Women’s  Community  Club  offered  the  services  of  Miss 
Grace  Bixby  to  the  Playground  Department  for  the  summer  season. 
Each  Monday  Miss  Bixby  offered  one  lesson  to  the  instructors  who  in 
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turn  passed  it  on  to  the  children  on  the  playgrounds.  This  service  was 
very  beneficial  to  the  children. 

Tennis  Tournament 

Tennis  Tomnaments  were  conducted  during  the  week  of  August  14, 
1939,  for  six  divisions;  Senior  Men  and  Women,  Junior  Boys  and  Girls, 
and  Juvenile  Boys  and  Girls.  Prizes  were  awarded  on  Sunday,  August 
27,  1939,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  Men’s  and  Women’s  Finals.  The  final 
matches  were  postponed,  because  of  rain,  until  Saturday  and  Sunday, 
August  26,  1939,  and  August  27,  1939. 

Adult  Recreation 
Softball 

Organized  softball  was  conducted  by  the  Playground  Department  for 
the  first  time  this  summer.  Six  teams  comprised  the  National  League, 
and  four  teams  were  formed  into  a  league  which  was  known  as  the  American 
League.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  regular  playing  season,  a  play-off  was 
conducted  at  the  Civic  between  the  Polo  Boys,  winners  of  the  National 
League,  and  the  Business  Men’s  Club,  winners  in  the  American  League. 
The  winner  of  this  play-off,  the  Business  Men’s  Club,  was  entered  in  Class 
A,  and  the  loser,  the  Polo  Boys,  was  entered  in  Class  B,  in  the  Metropolitan 
Boston  Softball  Tournament  which  was  conducted  at  Franklin  Field  Park 
on  September  9  and  10,  and  September  16  and  17,  1939.  In  this  tourna¬ 
ment  the  Polo  Boys  won  the  Class  B  Tournament,  and  the  Business  Men’s 
Club  lost  in  the  finals. 

The  American  League  and  National  League  was  known  as  the  Norwood 
Softball  League.  Mr.  Edson  Echardt  served  as  President,  and  Mr. 
John  O’Bocki  served  as  Secretary.

I,  herein,  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  the  National  Youth  Ad¬ 
ministration  for  the  period  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1939. 

Recreation 

In  the. field  of  recreation,  the  N.Y.A.  continued  to  operate  a  twilight 
baseball  league  composed  of  ten  teams  from  May  through  September. 
A  basketball  league  operated  at  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium  from 
January  to  the  middle  of  April.  In  addition,  ping-pong  and  other  games 
were  provided  every  Wednesday  evening  at  Swimming  Pool  Hall  during 
the  spring  and  winter  months.  The  N.Y.A.  co-operated  with  the  Women’s 
Community  Committee  in  running  dances  on  Friday  evenings. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  w'as  evidenced  in  the  basketball  and  baseball 
leagues  with  over  one  hundred  youths  participating  and  an  average  of 
three  hundred  spectators. 

Workshop  Project 

In  August,  the  N.Y.A.  instituted  a  Work-shop  project  for  boys.  SLx 
boys  were  employed  on  the  Public  Works  Department;  four  boys  on  the 
Electric  Light  Department,  and  five  boys  on  the  School  Department. 
These  boys  are  serving  in  the  capacity  of  apprentices  and  are  paid  by  the 
Federal  Government. 


Clerical  Assistance  Project 

In  December,  a  Clerical  Assistance  Project  was  started  with  nine  girls 
working  at  the  Norwood  Public  Library  and  two  girls  at  the  Massachusetts 
Re-Employment  Office.  These  girls  work  an  average  of  fifty-five  hours 
a  month  and  are  also  paid  from  Federal  Funds  and  do  not  displace  any 
town  w-orkers. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  twenty-six  boys  and  twelve  girls  employed 
by  the  National  Youth  Administration  in  Norwood. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
given  by  you,  the  Selectmen,  the  various  department  heads,  and  the 
Women’s  Community  Committee.

Customary  inspections  have  been  made  on  building  projects. 

Table  above  indicates  a  marked  trend  to  the  single  residence  type  of 
dwelling.  The  number  of  new  dwellings  erected  has  been  exceeded  but 
once  in  a  ten-year  period,  that  being  in  1930.  The  value  of  new  residences 
erected  is  greater  than  for  any  year  in  the  same  period. 

Homes  for  46  families  have  been  provided. 

Outstanding  projects  for  the  year  are  factory  additions  at  plant  of 
Bird  &  Son,  Convent  Building,  and  Lewis’  Restaurant. 

Without  resort  to  legal  process,  8  dilapidated,  dangerous  or  illegal 
structures  have  been  demolished. 

Nine  years  ago  a  Committee  on  Revision  of  Building  By-laws  submitted 
a  public  report  through  the  columns  of  the  Norwood  Messenger.  The 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  have  never  been  accepted.  The  pro¬ 
posed  new  code  remains  in  type  at  an  annual  cost  of  Thirty  Dollars 
($30.00).  It  is  desirable  that  the  By-Laws  be  brought  up  to  date. 

A  word  of  appreciation  is  due  to  other  Departments  for  generous  co¬ 
operation.

Dear  Sirs: 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  thirty-first  annual  report 
of  my  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  town  covering  its  activities 
for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

Adopting  the  language  found  in  my  report  for  the  year  1938,  as  in  past 
years,  the  principal  service  has  been  of  an  advisory  character,  in  many 
instances  through  written  opinions,  and  furnished  to  the  following  depart¬ 
ments  and  officials,  namely.  Selectmen,  School  Committee  and  its  Super¬ 
intendent,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Finance  Commission, 
Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Board  of 
Appeal,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  Clerk  of 
Selectmen,  Inspector  of  Buildings,  Special  Committee  on  Peabody  Fund, 
so-called.  Contributory  Retirement  Board,  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters, 
also  Inspector  of  Wires,  Assistant  Town  Clerk  and  Temporary  Town 
Accountant. 

In  addition,  service  was  rendered  as  requested  or  as  voluntarily  under¬ 
taken,  when  it  seemed  advisable,  in  the  form  of  attendance  at  hearings, 
conferences  and  views  taken,  court  activities,  drafting  and  revising  various 
instruments  and  other  papers  and  attention  to  an  extensive  corre.spondence. 

As  appears  from  the  itemization  which  follows,  the  service  rendered 
dealt,  as  in  past  years,  with  a  variety  of  essential  problems  and  questions 
and  covered  a  wide  field  of  municipal  activities.  A  detailed  account  of 
the  service,  arranged  chronologically  in  departmental  order,  has  been 
prepared  and  filed  in  the  files  and  is  available  for  reference  purposes. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

LITIGATION 

City  of  Boston  vs.  Nonvood  (two  cases) : 

Norwood  vs.  City  of  Boston  (two  cases) : 

The  situation  as  to  these  several  cases  was  reported  with  what  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  sufficient  detail  for  the  year  1938  and  there  have  been  no 
developments  of  importance  to  add  at  this  time.  There  has  been  definite 
progress  made  in  the  negotiations  for  a  disposition  of  all  the  claims  in  suit 
and  others  presented  by  compromise  settlement  on  a  satisfactory  basis 
and  it  is  believed  that  in  1940  disposition  will  be  accomplished  in  a  manner 
which  will  not  involve  the  town  in  large  liability  and  claims  which  have 
been  pending  for  years  will  be  finally  determined  without  costly  litigation. 
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Pond  et  al  vs.  Norwood: 

The  situation  reported  last  year  remains  unchanged  and  should  be 
finally  cleared  in  1940  with  the  result  that  no  basis  will  exist  for  any  re¬ 
covery  from  Norwood  by  the  claimants. 

Jennie  MacDonald  vs.  Norwood: 

This  case  reported  as  pending  last  year  remains  in  that  status  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  It  is  uncertain  at  present  when  the  case  will  be  tried. 
There  have  been  some  negotiations  looking  to  a  disposition  of  the  claim 
without  further  litigation. 

Norwood  vs.  Julia  Smith: 

This  suit  reported  as  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year  1938  was  by  agree¬ 
ment  of  parties  tried  before  an  Auditor  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court 
whose  findings  of  fact  were  to  be  final.  At  the  same  time  two  other  cases 
growing  out  of  the  same  motor  vehicle  collision  were  by  agreement  tried 
before  the  same  Auditor.  There  was  a  finding  against  the  town  in  its 
case  and  as  no  attempt  to  overcome  it  seemed  w'arranted  no  further  action 
was  taken  and  the  Auditor’s  adverse  report  was  confirmed.  It  is  to  be 
remembered  that  the  amount  involved  in  the  claim  of  the  town  as  agreed 
upon  for  property  damage  was  not  large. 

Jamelia  Howard  vs.  Norwood: 

On  November  21,  the  General  Manager  reported  a  suit  brought  in  the 
District  Court  by  Mrs.  Jamelia  Howard  in  the  amount  of  $150  based  on 
a  claim  for  damage  to  a  boiler  and  pipes  alleged  to  have  been  caused  when 
an  employee  of  the  town  struck  a  service  connection  with  a  pick,  which 
necessitated  shutting  the  water  off  in  the  street  and  causing  the  boiler  to 
collapse  and  further  reporting  that  Mr.  Frederick  Howard,  who  repre¬ 
sented  his  mother,  was  informed  the  town  did  not  assume  any  responsibil¬ 
ity  as  the  owner  should  have  had  a  protective  device  on  the  boiler  as  a 
precaution  against  such  collapse.  This  suit  is  being  defended  by  the  town 
through  special  arrangement  by  other  than  the  Town  Counsel  and  without 
expense  to  the  town. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Watertown: 

By  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  Novem¬ 
ber  27,  1939,  returnable  on  February  5,  1940,  a  suit  in  contract  has  been 
brought  by  the  town  against  the  town  of  Watertown  to  recover  the  sum 
of  $434.97  for  relief  furnished  to  parties  claimed  to  be  Watertown  settled 
recipients.  Watertown  has  refused  to  recognize  the  claim  in  its  entirety 
at  least  and  is  expected  to  defend.  It  appears  to  be  a  just  claim  and  re¬ 
covery  may  fairly  be  expected  when  trial  is  had. 

CLAIMS 

Certain  claims  against  the  town,  referred  to  this  department  have  had 
such  necessary  attention  as  appeared  to  be  required  through  advice  as  to 
liability  furnished  after  investigation  and  as  to  which  claims  it  does  not 
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appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  either  because  of  the  character  of  the  same 
or  the  amounts  involved.  In  many  of  them  alleging  defective  street  con¬ 
ditions  as  the  basis  of  claim  either  no  statutory  notice  was  given  or  if  given 
no  liability  appeared  to  exist  on  the  facts  and  the  claims  were  denied. 

It  does  appear  to  be  proper  to  mention  the  claim  of  Attorney  George 
R.  Farnum  for  the  payment  for  services  and  expenses  as  special  counsel 
for  the  town  under  vote  of  the  Selectmen  of  September  8,  1938  which  was 
referred  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  Finance  Commission  for  investigation 
of  the  facts  and  report  thereon,  as  appears  from  the  reports  of  1938.  Fol¬ 
lowing  report  thereon  and  upon  advice  to  the  Selectmen  that  the  claim 
constituted  a  legal  liability  on  the  part  of  the  town  with  the  amount  only 
subject  to  tletermination,  it  was  voted  by  the  Selectmen  to  make  payment 
of  the  claim  which  this  department  reported  on  May  2  was  done  under 
date  of  April  27  by  delivery  to  Attorney  Famum  of  the  town  check  for  S515 
the  amount  claimed  which  was  made  by  Clerk  Pendergast  who  received 
as  reported  by  the  Town  Counsel  certain  papers  turned  over  to  him  which 
consisted  of  all  the  papers  possessed  by  Attorney  Famum  relating  to  the 
services  involved  other  than  correspondence  between  Attorney  Farnum 
and  the  Finance  Commission. 

Under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  two  claims  have  had  attention, 
as  follows: 

The  claim  of  Alfred  Disnard,  Jr.,  for  injuries  on  January  12,  1939,  arising 
out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment  by  the  town  in  work  on  the 
care  of  trees  of  emergency  character  and  involving  medical  expense,  which 
claim  was  heard  by  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  on  August  1.  There 
was  a  finding  in  favor  of  the  employee  on  August  22,  the  amount  awarded 
being  $22.86,  a  claim  for  medical  expense  in  the  sum  of  $23.00,  and  the 
usual  fee  for  attendance  as  a  witness  was  also  allowed.  On  advice  of  this 
department  which  participated  in  the  hearing  no  review  of  the  decision 
was  claimed  by  the  town. 

The  claim  of  Michael  Flaherty,  an  employee  in  the  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment  for  injuries  received  on  November  9,  1939  arising  out  of  and 
in  the  course  of  his  employment  of  which  he  gave  formal  written  notice 
to  the  town  on  December  6,  and  which  the  town  reported  to  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  on  November  10,  had  such  attention  of  this  department 
as  appeared  to  the  General  Manager  to  be  necessary  or  desirable. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Sharon:  Settled  without  suit  by  payment. 

Norwood  vs.  City  of  Marlborough:  Settled  without  suit  by  payment. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Westwood:  This  claim  was  put  in  suit  but  on  de¬ 
velopments  writ  endorsed  as  a  non-entry  without  service  and  the  claim 
settled  by  payment.

formation. 

In  the  nearly  twenty-five  years  in  which  James  E.  Pendergast  served 
the  town  in  his  various  official  capacities  prior  to  his  active  retirement  on 
account  of  illness  and  during  all  of  which  period  this  department  had  almost 
daily  contact  with  him,  his  assistance,  always  available,  wide  knowledge 
and  great  experience  in  the  affairs  of  the  town  were  invaluable  and  this 
department  takes  this  opportunity  to  pay  its  tribute  to  him  for  his  great 
interest  in  and  general  helpfulness  to  it  in  its  various  activities  and  regrets 
that  illness  has  caused  the  retirement  of  so  devoted  an  official.

NARRATIVE  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Building  a  Live  Book  Collection 

In  consultation  with  the  Book  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  following  plan  has  been  made  and  is  in  use,  for  book  selection: 

Book  funds  are  apportioned  among  the  library’s  departments,  and  then 
within  each  department,  by  fiction,  non-fiction  and  reference  books. 

Both  current  publications  and  other  needed  books  are  selected  not 
only  in  relation  to  the  best  ones  to  be  had,  but  in  relation  to  the  subjects 
vital  to  Norwood  readers,  and  to  subjects  in  need  of  building  up  in  the 
library’s  collection. 

To  determine  these  needs,  and  to  learn  of  the  best  books,  much  is  done 
in  addition  to  the  librarian’s  own  reading.  Readers’  reactions  and  the 
opinions  of  experts  are  constantly  sought — both  within  and  outside  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  All  of  the  most  important  of  the  many  pre-publication 
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and  post-publication  sources  of  information  about  new  books  are  studied 
or  examined.  Standard  booklists  are  checked  continuously  with  books  the 
library  owns.  The  basic  collection  should  always  be  in  a  state  of  evolution. 

At  least  every  few  years  there  should  be  a  book  by  book  inspection  of  the 
library’s  entire  collection  to  weed  out  books  that  have  become  obsolete  and 
hence  give  misinformation,  or  are  now  dead  wood.  This  summer  the 
entire  reference  collection  was  so  inspected,  and  later,  the  first  two  classes 
of  non-fiction. 

While  every  library  needs  this  periodic  inspection  and  re-evaluation  of 
each  book,  admiration  is  felt  by  the  present  librarian  for  the  many  fine 
books  she  finds  in  this  library,  bought  before  she  came. 

The  entire  fiction  and  non-fiction  collections  were  inspected  for  physical 
condition  only.  Only  those  books  in  the  worst  condition  were  withdrawn. 
Among  these,  the  ones  worth  it  are  being  cleaned,  mended  and  rebound. 

The  reference  collection  was  arranged  in  numerical  order.  Many  books 
were  labeled.  The  reference  collection  now  is  in  shape  to  be  far  more 
useable  both  by  readers  and  staff. 

Both  stacks  in  the  Plimpton  Wing  have  been  labeled  with  the  class 
numbers  and  added  subjects. 

The  independent  use  of  the  library  by  readers  has  been  aided  by  having 
a  printed  card  inserted  in  every  catalog  drawer  to  describe  how  to  use  the 
catalog. 

A  large  collection  of  withdrawn  books  in  the  cellar,  which  awaited  de¬ 
cisions,  have  had  that  work  completed. 

Miss  Martha  C.  Eaton,  assistant  librarian,  assisted  by  other  staff  mem¬ 
bers,  has  taken  inventory.  She  reports  no  books  missing  in  the  Children’s 
Room  (a  remarkable  state  of  affairs)  and  but  77  missing  in  the  Adult 
Department  and  the  Intermediate  Room  combined. 

A  shelf  of  restricted  books  in  the  office  has  each  been  re-evaluated  in  the 
light  of  present  trends.  Some  of  them  were  returned  to  the  open  shelves. 

The  library’s  collection  has  been  augmented  by  the  loans  constantly 
used  from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries  both  in  English 
and  in  Arabic,  Finnish,  French,  German,  Greek,  Italian,  Lithuanian,  Polish, 
Russian,  and  Sw^edish. 

Bringing  Book  and  Reader  Together 

Increased  demands  for  the  Quarterly  Book  Bulletin  have  followed  its 
name  being  changed  to  “New"  Books” ;  bright  colored  covers  replacing  white; 
the  word  “regulations”  being  changed  to  “privileges”;  books  grouped  under 
subjects  related  to  local  reader’s  interests;  and  the  names  of  the  library 
assistants  added  to  that  of  the  librarian.  To  the  former  mailing  list  for 
the  bulletin  have  been  added  the  library  trustees  and  other  town  officers, 
the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  principals  of  the  high  schools. 

Weekly  lists  of  books  added  to  the  library  have  been  started  for  the  two 
local  new'spapers. 
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The  Plimpton  Wing  was  opened  to  responsible  readers  on  July  1  with 
no  resulting  difficulty  so  far. 

At  a  small  charge  to  the  recipient,  home  delivery  of  books  has  been 
made  available.  It  has  been  used  a  number  of  times  in  cases  of  illness. 

Over  25  small  displays  of  books  were  presented  relating  books  to  reader’s 
current  interests — such  as  titles  by  and  about  Robert  Frost,  the  day  of  his 
appointment  to  the  Harvard  faculty, — all  material  related  to  standard 
books  shown  in  local  moving  pictures — and  books  on  ways  of  settling  dis¬ 
putes  other  than  war,  etc. 

Miss  Barbara  A.  Jordan,  in  charge  of  statistics,  has  written  many  news 
articles  and  descriptive  notes  about  books  for  the  local  papers,  and  has 
assisted  in  interesting  other  Norwood  residents  in  sharing  their  book 
opinions,  in  print. 

Magazines 

Current  numbers  of  magazines  have  been  reinforced  at  points  of  Avear. 
Back  numbers  have  been  brought  up  from  storage  and  placed  on  the  lowest 
shelves  of  the  fiction  section  where  readers  can  see  them.  Their  circulation 
has  jumped  upAvard.  For  example,  48  magazines  were  lent  for  home  use  in 
September  1938,  and  218  in  September  1939. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  sorting  old  magazines  by  year,  weeding 
out  those  no  longer  needed,  and  taking  means  to  protect  others  from  dust. 

The  flood  of  newspapers  and  magazines  arriving  every  day  necessitates 
making  good  plans  for  deciding  which  are  to  be  kept  permanently,  Avhich 
temporarily,  and  hoAV  long. 


Administration 

In  a  suburban  library,  as  in  the  government  of  a  country,  power  kept  is 
stultifying,  and  power  shared  is  a  blessing. 

Responsibilities  have  been  assigned  that  have  augmented  the  service 
and  added  to  the  staff’s  professional  development. 

Miss  Eaton  is  adding  to  her  duties  certain  phases  of  cataloging  formerly 
done  for  her.  Together  with  Miss  Edna  Phillips,  librarian,  she  has  done 
much  to  make  the  cataloging  conform  to  modern  practices. 

Miss  Jordan  has  been  put  in  charge  of  all  the  statistical  work.  Together 
with  Miss  Phillips  a  system  for  handling  all  records  in  the  most  effective 
Avay  is  being  deAused.  This  includes  records  for:  circulation,  book  additions 
and  discards,  all  financial  work  connected  Avith  purchases  receipts  and 
budget  standing;  and  quarterly  and  annual  statistical  reports. 

Miss  N.  Dorothy  Shumaker,  in  charge  of  the  Junior  Department,  has 
added  school  library  A\"ork  and  recommendations  for  book  purchase  for 
boys  and  girls,  to  her  responsibilities. 

Miss  Minnie  J.  Greig,  in  charge  of  circulation,  is  working  into  cataloging, 
and  does  secretarial  work  with  the  librarian.  Together  with  Miss  Phillips, 
she  has  reorganized  many  procedures  at  the  charging  desk  in  the  interest 
of  the  best,  and  quickest  serAUce  to  readers. 
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Miss  Annie  V.  Smolski,  junior  assistant,  has  been  placed  in  charge  of 
library  typing  and  does  or  directs  much  work  of  that  nature. 

Miss  Dorothy  R.  Henry,  junior  assistant,  is  in  charge  of  book  repair  and 
teaching  this  work  to  beginners.  She  will  instruct  the  Works  Progress 
Administration  workers  expected  for  a  project  of  this  kind. 

Miss  Eleanor  E.  Probert,  junior  assistant,  is  in  charge  of  nine  National 
Youth  Administration  workers  who  have  recently  started  doing  non¬ 
professional  tasks. 

All  three  of  the  junior  assistants  have  added  various  other  new  duties, 
such  as  filing,  and  withdrawing  catalog  cards,  under  the  cataloger’s  super¬ 
vision. 

Economies  have  been  effected  and  time  saved  in  rearranging  work  centers 
and  working  procedures.  These  have  in  turn  made  it  possible  to  add  new 
services  with  the  same  number  on  the  staff.  Also,  without  changing  the 
total  number  of  working  hours,  reorganization  of  work  has  made  it  possible 
to  reduce  staff  members’  evenings  on  duty  from  four  to  three. 

Staff  Development 

The  better  to  enable  staff  members  to  carry  out  the  policies  of  the 
trustees  and  to  understand  their  wishes,  a  staff  meeting  is  called  directly 
after  the  monthly  board  meetings  to  acquaint  the  staff  with  action  taken 
by  the  board. 

A  collection  of  the  best  books  and  pamphlets  on  library  science  was 
bought  for  staff  study. 

Miss  Grieg,  Miss  Henry  and  Miss  Probert  are  taking  for  credit  a  16 
weeks  evening  course  in  reference  work  at  Harvard,  sponsored  jointly  by 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries  and  Massachusetts  Division 
of  University  Extension. 

The  other  staff  members  joined  the  librarian  in  giving  a  week’s  instruction 
to  Miss  Dorothy  W.  Sanborn  and  Miss  Eileen  McDonough  in  the  sub¬ 
stitutes’  duties. 

The  library  was  represented  at  all  meetings  of  the  Old  Colony  Library 
Club,  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association,  the  Children’s  Librarians’ 
meetings;  and  the  Boston  Group  of  Catalogers;  and  until  recently,  the 
Book  Review  Club  of  Greater  Boston.  Membership  in  this  was  reluctantly 
discontinued  because  it  was  not  found  possible  to  take  the  time  for  it  in 
addition  to  the  book  selection  work  outlined  at  the  beginning  of  the  report. 

IMien  not  on  duty  the  librarian  has  visited  four  nearby  libraries  and 
three  in  other  states,  for  professional  observation. 

Library  Service  Outside  Library  Walls 

Monthly  and  annual  narrative  reports  describing  library  activities  have 
been  more  fully  presented  than  heretofore,  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
then  released  to  the  local  papers. 

Quarterly  statistical  reports  for  the  trustees  have  been  started. 
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The  leaflet  entitled  “What  Is  a  Good  Library”  was  written  to  try  to 
interpret  professional  goals  to  the  man  on  the  street  who  foots  the  library 
bills;  to  try  to  make  certain  intangible  things  more  realistic;  and  to  try 
to  add  to  the  reasons  for  friends  of  the  library  giving  it  their  support. 

Miss  Phillips  has  accepted  service  on  the  American  Library  Association 
Special  Membership  Committee;  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association 
Nominating  Committee;  the  Education  Committee  and  the  International 
Relations  Committee  of  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club;  the  Norwood  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Camp  Fire  Girls;  membership  in  the  Norwood  Historical 
Society  and  the  Literary  Society.  Miss  Jordan  has  been  chosen  by  her 
class  at  Wheaton  College  to  represent  them  on  alumnae  affairs. 

Miss  Phillips  has  spoken  before  parents  and  pupils  of  the  Shattuck  School 
on  “Reading  Interests  and  Habits  of  a  Few  Well-Known  Norwood  People”; 
at  the  assemblies  of  Senior  High  School  and  of  Junior  High  School,  on 
“Youth  and  the  Library”;  the  Literary  Society  on  “Books  That  Interpret 
the  News”;  the  Girl  Scouts,  on  “The  Library”;  she  gave  13  of  the  19 
lectures  for  groups  of  high  school  teachers  and  pupils  on  the  “Use  of  the 
Library”.  The  other  6  were  given  by  the  Misses  Shumaker,  Greig,  and 
Jordan. 

Friends  of  The  Library 

Through  the  active  work  of  Miss  Gertrude  Williams,  the  president  and 
members  of  the  Norwood  Garden  Club  undertook  a  w'eekly  service  of 
bringing  and  arranging  flowers.  This  gave  untold  pleasure  to  all  users  of 
the  library.  At  the  holiday  season  Miss  Williams  was  again  the  leader 
in  the  club’s  arranging  beautiful  Christmas  decorations.  In  one,  readers 
entering  the  library  were  greeted  by  seeing  a  madonna  with  lighted  candles, 
surrounded  by  greens,  and  a  blue  silk  background.  In  the  other,  reading- 
room  patrons  were  cheered  by  a  wreath  and  decorative  greens. 

The  Honorable  and  Mrs.  Frank  G.  Allen  gave  41  modern  books  of  live 
interest. 

Through  the  interest  and  efforts  of  William  Hyland  the  Norwood  Council 
of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  votes  .^25  for  a  year’s  subscription  to  the 
Catholic  Book  of  the  Month  Club. 

Miss  Martha  Willett,  a  leader  of  the  Girl  Scouts,  came  to  express  interest 
in  the  library’s  effort  to  learn  of  and  serve  the  reading  needs  of  the  handi¬ 
capped  and  to  offer  Scout  cooperation,  in  case  of  need. 

Highly  valued  gifts  of  books  have  come  from  Oscar  Bogge;  the  Norwood 
Catholic  Women’s  Club;  the  Friday  Reading  Club;  Miss  Carol  Everett; 
James  H.  Shumaker;  Philip  Lozier;  Mrs.  L.  C.  Marshall  of  Walpole; 
the  American  Legion  Auxiliary;  William  T.  Whedon;  Edward  L.  Under¬ 
wood  of  Canton;  Mrs.  John  S.  Martin;  Miss  Dorothy  R.  Henry;  Miss 
Isabel  Russell  of  Dedham;  Miss  Madeleine  Appleby;  Miss  Edna  Phillips; 
and  two  donors  who  asked  to  be  anonymous.  A  total  of  128  gift  books 
have  been  accepted  for  use  in  1939. 

Numerous  friends  have  thoughtfully  sent  flowers  as  individuals — in 
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particular  Mahlon  R.  Perry  who  many  times  shared  bouquets  of  handsome 
gladioli  by  sending  them  where  so  many  would  benefit,  at  the  library. 

Among  the  library’s  best  friends  are  the  two  local  newspapers,  who  by 
their  constant  use  of  library  news,  bring  book  resources  of  the  to^vn  to  the 
attention  of  hbrary  readers  and  potential  readers. 

A  friend  of  the  hbrary  gave  money  to  be  used  on  the  purchase  of  a  mirror 
for  the  staff  room. 

Youth  and  the  Library 

Organized  work  with  the  schools  and  an  effort  to  win  the  good  will  and 
cooperation  of  young  people  has  been  the  main  activity  of  the  year. 

Through  the  help  of  Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  superintendent  of  schools; 
Leighton  S.  Thompson,  principal  of  Senior  High  School;  and  Robert  J. 
Newbury,  principal  of  Junior  High  School,  the  following  plans  have  been 
completed; 

After  the  talks  at  high  school  assemblies  elsewhere  mentioned,  faculty, 
representative  students,  and  members  of  the  library  staff  met.  First 
such  a  group  from  Senior  High  School  came  to  the  library  and  then  such 
a  group  received  the  library  staff  at  Junior  High  School.  In  each  case 
problems  of  young  people’s  use  of  the  library  were  frankly  discussed  and 
remedies  suggested  by  the  boys  and  girls  themselves. 

Thanks  to  this  concerted  effort,  a  definite  improvement  in  the  way 
young  people  use  the  library  is  observed  in  both  the  Adult  and  Junior 
Departments.  Individual  problems  arise  from  time  to  time  and  an  effort 
is  made  to  let  any  infringement  of  proper  use  of  the  library  be  not  only  the 
occasion  for  prompt  and  effective  disciplinary  action  but  for  finding  out 
the  root  causes  of  the  trouble — thus  to  be  able  to  give  the  boy  or  girl  help 
that  really  wall  help. 

The  Sophomore  class  of  Senior  High  School  has  come  to  the  Adult 
Department  in  11  sections,  each  section  with  a  faculty  member,  for  a  talk 
on  the  use  of  the  catalog,  the  classification  of  books,  and  the  rudiments  of 
reference  book  use. 

The  Freshman  class  of  the  Junior  High  School  has  come  to  the  Inter¬ 
mediate  Room  for  the  same  instruction. 

(Similar  service  will  be  offered  in  1940  to  the  Parochial  School  and  the 
public  grammar  schools.) 

Service  was  started  on  a  modest  scale  at  four  playground  centers: 
Pleasant  Park,  Shattuck,  White  Mike’s  and  Civic.  As  this  is  not  a  usual 
library  activity.  Miss  Phillips,  Miss  Shumaker  and  John  Donovan,  super¬ 
visor  of  playgrounds,  had  to  improvise  methods.  The  use  of  the  books 
and  the  children’s  joyous  shouts  of  “Here  comes  the  library!”,  were  proof 
that  it  worked. 

Beginning  November  1  an  average  of  four  Camp  Fire  Girls  have  been 
coming  to  the  Junior  Department  each  week  to  help  with  certain  non¬ 
professional  tasks  they  can  do  with  careful  supervision.  Their  troop 
leaders  have  undertaken  this  as  a  useful  civic  ser\nce.  The  Camp  Fire 
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Girls  clean  books  and  do  simple  mending  and  make  bookmarks  for  the 
little  children.  Two  of  these  girls  were  invited  to  demonstrate  what  they 
are  doing  here,  at  a  state  Camp  Fire  reception  in  Boston. 

At  the  Christmas  season  a  small  tree  in  the  Children’s  Room  was  kept 
lighted  each  evening.  The  creche  made  by  Miss  Shumaker  giving  a  pano¬ 
rama  of  the  wise  men,  manger,  and  shepherds  was  the  center  of  attraction 
for  little  folks. 

In  the  Intermediate  Room  silvered  branches  and  cotton  sprinkled  with 
artificial  snow  created  a  wintery  effect.  A  shadowgraph  of  the  Wise  Men 
made  by  Miss  Jordan  aroused  much  interest  among  a  group  of  boys  who 
immediately  poured  over  books  telling  how  to  construct  one. 

The  regular  story-hour  periods  have  been  conducted  during  the  year  by 
Miss  Shumaker  assisted  by  Miss  Jordan  and  Miss  Smolski.  The  final 
story  hour  of  the  spring  season  drew  an  attendance  of  80  when  Master 
William  Hurney  kindly  brought  his  toy  projector  to  the  Ubrary  and  enter¬ 
tained  the  boys  and  girls  with  “movies”  of  favorite  books  and  poems. 
Total  attendance  for  the  season  was  697. 

The  New  York  World’s  Fair  was  the  theme  around  which  the  annual 
summer  reading  club  was  developed.  Forty-seven  enthusiastic  readers 
from  grades  two  through  nine  registered  for  membership.  Twenty-seven 
of  these  read  from  five  to  20  books  each  and  were  presented  with  diplomas 
by  Miss  Phillips  at  a  meeting  of  the  club  held  for  that  purpose. 

The  twenty-first  anniversary  of  Children’s  Book  Week  was  observed 
by  exhibitions  of  new  books  and  appropriate  displays,  one  of  which  was 
photographed. 

State  Certificate  reading  has  proved  popular  in  the  schools.  Miss 
Jessie  Webster’s  class  of  the  Shattuck  school  read  610  approved  books. 
Near  the  close  of  the  school  year  Miss  Phillips  and  Miss  Shumaker  were 
invited  to  a  book  program  prepared  by  the  boys  and  girls,  at  which  they 
presented  the  certificates  awarded  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public 
Libraries  to  those  eligible. 

April  15  Miss  Jane  A.  Hewett  retired,  becoming  Librarian  Emeritus 
after  41  years  in  the  office.  The  good  standing  of  the  library  in  the  town 
is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  Miss  Hewett.  She  has  a  permanent  place  in 
Norwood’s  affection. 

The  progressive  and  comprehending  attitude  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  sense  of  being  as  one  with  each  member  of  the  staff ;  and  the  agree¬ 
able  working  relations  with  town  officers; — all  help  give  the  incoming 
librarian  a  felicitous  start  in  her  first  nine  months  as  the  “servant  of  the 
people”.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

On  May  16,  1939  the  Selectmen  appointed  the  following  persons  to 
act  as  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare.  Harry  F.  Howard,  Eileen  J.  Folan 
and  Francis  J.  Doran.  At  a  Welfare  meeting  on  May  18,  1939  this  newly 
appointed  Board  organized  as  follows:  Harry  F.  Howard,  Chairman,  Eileen 
J.  Folan,  Secretary  and  Francis  J.  Doran. 

During  the  year  the  Welfare  Board  was  appointed  as  the  official  referral 
agency  for  the  Works  Progress  Administration  employment  and  this 
duty  was  delegated  to  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Rorke  as  Sponsors  Agent. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  continued  to  act  as  selecting  agency  for 
the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  and  during  the  year  four  quotas  were 
sent,  totaling  twenty-five  young  men  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty-three.  These  boys  allotted  S22.00  of  their  monthly  pay  to  their 
parents  and  enrolled  for  a  period  of  six  months  with  the  opportunity  to 
serve  eighteen  months  as  a  maximum  enrollment. 

In  administrating  relief  during  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
has  tried  to  meet  the  problem  of  those  temporarily  unemployed  because  of 
economic  conditions,  those  temporarily  unable  to  work  through  ill  health, 
or  other  causes,  and  those  who  are  unemployable.  The  individual  cases 
have  all  been  investigated  to  establish  the  eligibility  of  the  applicant  and 
the  need  for  relief  and  have  been  re-checked  periodically.  The  amount 
of  aid  rendered  has  been  determined  by  carefully  calculated  budgets  based 
on  studies  made  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  adjusted 
to  fit  the  need  of  the  individual  cases. 

A  summary  of  the  active  General  Relief  cases  wdth  the  number  of  people 
as  of  the  last  day  of  each  month  in  1939  is  listed  on  page  90. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  during  the  spring  months 
due  to  increased  industrial  activity.  The  total  cases  dropped  from  197 
on  February  28,  1939  to  170  on  July  31,  1939.  In  July  the  eighteen 
(18)  months  service  lay-off  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration  ordered 
by  an  Act  of  Congress  became  effective  and  up  to  November  30,  1939  had 
added  forty-six  (46)  cases,  affecting  141  people,  to  the  Welfare  rolls.  In 
addition  to  these  forty-six  (46)  cases  thirteen  (13)  Works  Progress  Adminis¬ 
tration  cases  affecting  seventy-two  (72)  persons  receiving  supplementary 
aid  from  the  Welfare  Department  were  laid  off.  These  cases  now  had  to 
be  wholly  supported  by  Welfare  funds.  The  number  of  Norwood  men  on 
Works  Progress  Administration  dropped  from  209  in  January  to  104  in 
November.  The  average  number  on  Works  Progress  Administration  was 
43  less  for  the  year  1939  than  1938.  This  increased  Welfare  load  added  to 
the  expense  anticipated  for  1939  and  necessitated  an  additional  appro¬ 
priation  at  a  Special  Town  meeting  on  December  15,  1939. 


Aid  to  Temporary 
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It  will  be  noted  that  the  greatest  change  in  the  number  of  active  cases 
occurs  in  the  Temporary  Aid  Unemployment  group.  This  indicates  that 
during  the  year  there  were  families  on  relief  for  short  periods  of  time.  The 
men  laid  off  from  the  Works  Progress  Administration  are  recorded  in 
this  group. 

Commencing  January  1,  1940  the  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insurance, 
which  is  administered  by  the  Social  Security  Board,  goes  into  effect.  In 
the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases  some  benefit  will  be  derived.  This 
will  become  more  effective  as  time  goes  on. 

The  Sewing  Project  under  the  direction  of  the  Works  Progress  Adminis¬ 
tration  continued  throughout  the  year  but  on  a  reduced  scale;  the  eighteen 
months  service  lay  off  applying  also  to  this  project.  Clothing  made  here 
in  Norwood  was  delivered  to  the  Surplus  Commodity  District  Warehouse 
in  Quincy.  Mass,  and  the  allotment  for  the  Town  drawn  from  this  central 
supply.  A  list  of  the  various  articles  received  from  the  Quincy  warehouse 
is  listed  below:

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tions  and  expenditures,  receipts  from  the  Commonwealth,  cities  and  towns, 
and  Federal  Grants  dealing  with  the  Welfare  Department.

An  average  case  load  for  the  year  1939  is  92  cases  per  month.  Each 
case  of  this  type  represents  one  person. 

The  average  monthly  case  load  in  1939  is  18.4  cases  higher  than  the 
comparative  1938  figure,  which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  high  point 
as  to  the  case  load  of  Old  Age  Assistance  has  not  been  reached  as  yet. 

This  is  due  to  the  age  limit  being  reduced  from  70  to  65  years  by  legisla¬ 
tive  act  in  September  1936. 

Listed  below  are  the  causes  as  to  why  the  added  cases  were  given  Old 
Age  Assistance.

In  1940  the  Federal  Government  will  reimburse  the  cities  and  towns  on 
the  basis  of  one  half  of  $40.00  or  less  per  case  per  month  instead  of  one 
half  of  $30.00  or  less  per  month.  This  should  make  an  estimated  increase 
in  the  Federal  Grants  to  be  received  of  about  $2000  for  the  year  1940.  The 
increase  in  the  grants  by  the  Federal  Government  does  not  in  any  way 
change  the  law  imder  which  Old  Age  Assistance  is  administered  and  does 
not  mean  that  each  case  should  have  a  minimum  of  $40.00  monthly  pay¬ 
ment. 

The  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insiu-ance  administered  by  the  Social  Security 
Board  which  goes  into  effect  January  1, 1940  will  be  of  some  aid  to  the  Town 
as  men  becoming  65  years  of  age  Avho  stop  work  can  receive  a  monthly 
payment  if  they  have  been  employed  since  December  1,  1936  in  industries 
covered  by  these  benefits. 

The  financial  statement  as  to  expenditures,  receipts  from  the  State, 
cities  and  towns  and  U.S.  Grants  with  respect  to  Old  Age  Assistance,  will 
be  found  in  the  Town  Accoimtant’s  report.

The  year  1939  was  a  very  busy  year.  There  were  1748  calls,  divided  as 
follows:  Hospital  and  Home,  889;  Office,  859. 

Hospital  cases  numbered  120 — these  included  medical,  surgical  and 
obstetrical  cases. 

I  will  not  burden  you  with  the  long  list  of  the  different  types  and  diseases 
which  the  above  covers,  nor  with  the  many  problems  of  procedure  which, 
with  the  aid  and  active  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  were 
solved. 

The  above  does  not  cover  those  cases  which  were  thought  best  to  transfer 
to  Boston  hospitals,  the  Foxboro  and  Pondville  hospitals,  and  the  various 
rest  homes. 

I  trust  that  this  very  condensed  report  will  give  you  an  idea  as  to  the 
responsibility  of  the  office  of  Town  Physician  and  the  many  factors,  besides 
those  of  medical  and  surgical,  which  enter  into  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year 
1939  together  with  the  statement  of  tax  requirements  as  determining  the 
1939  tax  levy  and  table  of  aggregates  of  polls,  property,  and  taxes  as 
assessed  January  1,  1939. 

Organization 

Following  the  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  of  Richard  D.  Northrop 
as  assessor  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  ending  April  1,  1941,  the  Board  or¬ 
ganized  on  January  10,  1939,  and  Edward  A.  Flaherty  was  unanimously 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

On  April  25,  1939,  Edward  A.  Flaherty  was  reappointed  as  assessor 
by  the  Selectmen  for  the  term  of  three  years  ending  April  1,  1942. 

Assistant  Assessors 

Due  to  the  change  brought  about  by  Chapter  440,  Acts  of  1938,  the  Board 
of  Assessors  have  been  relieved  of  the  duty  of  preparing  the  street  list  of 
persons  twenty  years  of  age  or  older  and  this  work  is  now  being  done 
by  the  Registrars  of  Voters.  Therefore,  the  Assessors  were  not  obliged 
to  appoint  any  assistant  assessors  for  the  year  1939. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1939 

The  Board  of  Assessors  of  all  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  were  prevented  from  setting  a  tax  rate  for  the 
year  1939  before  September  1,  1939  by  ruling  of  the  General  Court. 

On  September  27,  1939  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1939 
be  determined  as  $32.00  per  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  valuation. 

The  table  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  exhibit  a  comparison 
of  the  year  1939  with  1938. 

Financial  Report 

The  financial  statement  of  the  department  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Town  Accountant. 


Appellate  Tax  Board  Cases 

The  only  case  pending  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  on  January 
1,  1939  was  the  appeal  filed  by  Helenna  Ambrushkievicz  on  September  24, 
1938  upon  refusal  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  grant  an  abatement  in  regard 
to  taxes  assessed  as  of  January  1,  1938  and  assigned  Docket  No.  X-18432. 
This  appeal  was  still  pending  for  hearing  on  December  31,  1939.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1939: 

At  the  regular  Board  of  Health  meeting  held  on  February  2,  1939  Harry 
A.  Shannon  was  unanimously  elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  following  were  appointed :

John  A.  Shannon,  Agent 

.  Nora  C.  Curran,  Public  Health  Nurse 

John  A.  Shannon,  Plumbing  Inspector 
Leonard  E.  Curran,  Milk  Inspector 
Dr.  Thomas  H.  O’Toole,  Public  Health  Physician 

The  Board  held  regular  meetings  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of 
July  and  September,  to  transact  all  necessary  business.  Two  special 
meetings  were  held. 

On  June  23,  1939  Mr.  Harry  A.  Shannon  submitted  his  resignation  as 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  become  effective  as  of  July  1,  1939, 
which  was  accepted  with  regrets. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
August  28,  1939  Mr.  Peter  J.  Flaherty  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Harry  Shannon,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 

On  June  23,  1939  Mr.  John  A  Shannon  submitted  his  resignation  as 
Agent  of  the  Board  and  Plumbing  Inspector,  after  serving  the  Town  of 
Norwood  for  a  number  of  years  of  very  faithful  service.  This  resignation 
was  unanimously  accepted,  with  deepest  regrets.  Resignation  to  take 
effect  as  of  July  1,  1939. 

On  August  30,  1939  a  new  Garbage  Contract  was  awarded  for  a  period  of 
three  years  to  Alvin  J.  Pieczkowski  of  Hyde  Park,  Mass. 

Listed  on  the  opposite  page  is  the  Table  of  Contagious  Diseases  for  the 
year  1939: 

The  Milk  Inspector,  Leonard  E.  Curran  submits  the  following  report 
for  1939: 

During  1939  ninety-one  samples  of  milk  and  cream  were  collected  and 
tested  for  butterfat  and  total  solids.  Fifty-eight  samples  were  tested 
for  bacteria.  Twenty  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  tested  with  the 
phosphortase  test  to  ascertain  that  the  milk  was  properly  pasteurized. 

Five  licenses  for  pasteurization  plants  were  issued.  Three  licenses 
for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  and  frozen  desserts  were  issued.  Seventy- 
three  licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  were  granted  and  nine  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  oleomargarine  were  issued. 

The  consumption  of  milk  in  Norwood  does  not  vary  much  from  year  to 
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year.  It  is  a  little  less  than  one  pint  per  person  which  is  about  the  same 
as  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

On  Jime  23,  1939  by  unanimous  vote  Mr.  Harry  A.  Shannon  was  ap>- 
pointed  Agent  of  the  Board  and  Plumbing  Inspector  for  the  Town  of 
Norwood. 

The  Plumbing  Inspector,  Harry  A.  Shannon  reports  that  during  the  year 
1939  there  were  166  inspections  made  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse,  Nora  C.  Curran  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1939: 

The  Norwood  Chest  Clinic 

There  were  37  clinic  days  in  1939.  These  clinics  are  held  every  Thursday 
Evening  at  the  Board  of  Health  Rooms  at  5 :00  P.M.  53  patients  attended 
the  Clinic  during  the  year.  This  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  Dr, 
Walter  A.  Griffin  and  is  purely  a  diagnostic  clinic. 

Several  families  were  examined  when  a  positive  re-actor  was  found  in 
that  family.  All  were  given  the  Tuberculin  Skin  test  and  X-Rayed  if 
necessary.  By  examining  a  whole  family  the  source  of  infection  may  be 
found  which  helps  in  preventing  the  spread  of  Tuberculosis. 

Parochial  School 

The  enrollment  of  the  Parochial  School  for  1939  was  728.  The  Doctor 
visited  the  school  twice  a  week  and  physical  examinations  were  made  on 
all  children.  Any  defects  were  reported  to  the  family.  Children  were 
examined  regularly  for  contagious  diseases  and  all  contacts  checked  for 
any  symptoms. 

Schick  Test 

165  pupils  from  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades  were  given  the  Schick  Test 
for  Diphtheria.  22  of  these  pupils  were  positive  and  were  given  the 
necessary  doses  of  Diphtheria  Toxoid.  65  pupils  from  the  first  three 
grades  were  given  the  necessary  doses  of  Diphtheria  Toxoid. 

Eye  Clinic 

25  children  were  examined  at  the  Eye  Clinic  by  Dr.  Reimer. 

7  of  these  children  had  to  have  glasses.  8  were  recommended  for  a 
yearly  check-up. 

Mid-Moming  Lunch 

All  underweight  children  and  any  others  who  wished  it  had  milk  during 
the  year.  A  big  improvement  was  noticed  in  these  children  after  a  few 
weeks.  The  expense  of  this  program  was  borne  by  the  children  contrib¬ 
uting  a  small  amount.  Those  unable  to  pay  were  cared  for  by  the  school 
authorities.

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The  Chadwick  Clinic  having  been  discontinued,  the  Norfolk  County

Three  children  were  admitted  to  the  Norfolk  County  Preventorium  for  a 
period  of  eight  weeks.  They  came  home  showing  marked  improvement. 
The  proceeds  of  the  Christmas  Seals  makes  possible  this  very  worthy  cause.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

The  Finance  Commission  organized  for  the  year  1939  as  follows;  Edmund 
F.  Murphy,  Chairman;  John  R.  Russell,  Clerk  and  Francis  C.  Foley 
member  of  the  Commission. 

On  January  1,  1939  the  debt  amounted  to  $960,077  with  maturities  in 
1939  of  $201,000  and  borrowings  during  the  same  period  of  $134,500. 

The  borrowing  capacity  of  the  Town  on  January  1,  1939  was  $149,053 
and  on  December  31,  1939  was  $226,564.69. 

The  Commission  met  with  all  department  heads  and  committees  charged 
with  the  expenditure  of  money  and  made  a  detailed  study  of  all  requests 
for  appropriations.  As  has  been  the  custom  for  the  past  several  years  two 
public  hearings  were  held  by  the  Commission  at  the  Municipal  Building. 
These  hearings  as  in  the  past  were  very  poorly  attended.  With  the  amount 
of  money  expended  for  advertising  in  order  to  inform  the  voters  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  town  funds  are  being  expended  it  seems  unfortunate  that 
more  people  do  not  afford  themselves  of  the  opportunity  which  these 
hearings  offer  to  make  detailed  inquiry  as  to  proposed  expenditures. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  various  departments  and  com¬ 
mittees  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year. 

The  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and  pay¬ 
ments  therefrom  are  set  forth  below.

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Principals  and  Supervisors  present 
vital  facts  related  to  Norwood  schools.  Such  statements  concerning  school 
activity  as  the  School  Committee  regards  worthy  of  consideration  and  not 
elsewhere  included  in  the  reports  aforementioned  are  submitted  herewith. 

Changes  in  Personnel — 1939

No-School  Days 

From  time  to  time  there  arise  questions  concerning  the  No-School 
signal.  Some  considerations  are  offered  herewith. 

It  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  Massachusetts  law  requires  that 
the  secondary  school  be  kept  in  session  for  180  school  days  and  the  ele¬ 
mentary  school  for  160  school  days. 
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Norwood  schools  have  met  this  requirement  and  seldom  is  the  school 
year  of  longer  duration.  It  is  obvious  that,  if  the  schools  were  opened  late 
in  September,  or,  if  the  vacations  during  the  year  were  longer  or  more 
numerous,  or,  if  the  No-School  signal  were  given  quite  frequently,  the 
school  year  would  extend  into  the  month  of  July. 

There  are  certain  days  during  the  year  when  there  is  doubt  as  to  whether 
there  should  be  school.  On  such  days,  parents  of  children  who  live  near 
the  schools,  or  who  are  clothed  for  the  weather,  or  who  are  transported  to 
school,  feel  that  the  schools  should  be  held  in  regular  session.  Other 
parents  may  feel  that  there  should  be  no  school. 

All  should  reahze  that  the  parent,  if  he  feels  that  a  child  should  not  be 
in  school  because  of  inclement  weather,  has  the  right  to  keep  him  at  home. 

With  respect  to  the  closing  of  schools  because  of  weather  conditions, 
the  School  Committee  has,  this  year,  adopted  a  new  policy.  It  is  felt  that 
the  schools  should  be  kept  open  for  those  children  for  whom  attendance  on 
such  days  would  be  neither  a  hardship  nor  a  danger.  On  such  days,  for 
such  children,  attendance  might  be  of  benefit  and  a  matter  of  convenience 
for  the  parent  who  may  have  made  plans  which  would  have  to  be  altered 
if  the  schools  were  closed. 

The  new  plan  has  worked  well,  for,  on  those  days  on  which  the  No- 
School  signal  has  been  given,  pupils,  rather  generally,  have  attended,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  fact  that  such  sessions  are  officially  recorded  as  no¬ 
school  sessions. 

Italian  Language 

Fulfillment  of  conditions  set  up  as  a  result  of  new  statutory  requirements 
with  respect  to  the  teaching  of  modern  foreign  languages  made  necessary 
last  year  the  establishment  of  a  program  of  instruction  in  the  Italian 
language. 

By  reason  of  lessened  interest  in  this  subject  and  consequent  decrease 
in  the  numbers  enrolled  for  the  benefit  of  such  instruction,  it  became 
necessary  this  year  to  withdraw  the  services  of  a  teacher  of  this  language 
from  our  High  School  course  offerings. 

This  was  not  done,  however,  until  after  those  who  were  most  concerned 
were  apprised  of  the  fact  that  the  action  would  be  taken  unless  greater 
participation  in  the  program  were  assured. 

In  General 

Reference  to  Tables  I,  II  and  III  in  this  report  will  reveal  a  definite 
dowTiward  trend  in  our  school  enrollments. 

Readjustments,  which  are  made  necessary  as  a  result  of  this  condition, 
are  made  as  opportunities  are  presented.  The  reader  will  observe  the  fact 
that  over  a  period  of  years  the  number  of  teachers  in  the  service  of  the 
Public  Schools  has  decreased  substantially. 

In  terms  of  School  Department  costs,this  situation  is  not  without  certain 
benefits.  Particularly,  annual  budget  requirements  are  less.  Moreover, 
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it  is  with  some  satisfaction  that  we  leam  that  we  are,  for  some  time  at  least, 
equipped  with  ample  housing  facilities  to  take  care  of  our  total  school 
population. 

It  is  particularly  interesting  to  note  the  strikingly  clear  decline  in  the 
populations  of  the  Balch  and  Callahan  Schools  as  distinguished  from  the 
rather  slow  but  steady  decline  of  the  enrollments  in  other  schools. 

Resolution 

We,  of  the  School  Committee,  appreciative  of  the  many  years  ofvaluable 
service  rendered  by  Hans  Peter  Hansen  since  he  first  entered  the  service 
of  the  Norwood  School  Department  as  janitor  in  several  of  our  schools, 
hereby  express  our  gratitude  to  him  for  faithful  performance  and  consci¬ 
entious  application  to  his  work,  which  was  always  so  well  done. 

In  the  years  to  come,  and  we  hope  they  will  be  many,  we  trust  that 
Mr.  Hansen  will  derive  great  satisfaction  from  the  memories  of  his  associa¬ 
tion  with  us. 

We  resolve  that  a  copy  of  this  testimonial  be  sent  to  Mr.  Hansen  and 
another  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  minutes  of  our  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Herewith,  I  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Contemporary  thinking  in  education  is  dominated  by  three  most  im¬ 
portant  concepts.  First,  the  psychology  of  people  is  purposive.  Its  ele¬ 
ments  are  dynamic,  not  static,  and  in  it  are  involved  (and  of  particular 
interest  to  the  educator),  parent-pupil,  pupil-teacher  and  parent-teacher 
relationships. 

It  is  clear  to  the  student  of  education  that  the  adjustments  which  the 
child  makes  to  his  environment  (school,  home  and  elsewhere),  is  dependent 
in  large  measure  upon  the  impact  of  the  many  social  forces  to  which  he  is 
subject. 

The  reader  is  reminded  of  such  terms  as  evasion,  escape,  inferiority  and 
insecurity  as  they  are  related  to  the  all  important  problems  of  the  child’s 
reaction,  and  subsequent  adjustment  (or  maladjustment)  to  the  school 
situation. 

Second,  the  tremendous  fact  of  individual  differences  and  all  of  its  im¬ 
plications.  The  manner  in  which  individual  children  differ  from  one 
another  in  the  many  aspects  of  their  needs,  interests  and  capacities  is 
astounding  and  serves  only  to  make  more  complex  the  problem  of  the 
school  in  its  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  child  and  his  education.  Of 
this  more  has  been  said  in  earlier  reports. 

Third,  education’s  great  object  of  study  is  the  “total  child  in  the  total 
situation,”  for  only  as  the  child  is  so  conceived  is  it  possible  to  administer 
to  his  needs  and  so,  to  provide  for  him  that  type  of  education  which  will 
be  for  him,  the  best. 

As  a  result  of  our  Mental  Hygiene  Project  which,  for  lack  of  funds,  had 
to  be  discontinued  in  its  elaborate  study  of  a  selected  group  of  our  ele¬ 
mentary  children,  we  have  learned  that  most  of  our  children  are  in  fair 
but  not  in  optimum  health. 

The  project  has  been  supported  entirely  by  private  funds  and  such  serv¬ 
ices  as  it  has  been  able  to  render  us  were  furnished  at  no  cost  to  the  Town 
of  Norwood. 

Such  testing  as  we  have  done  leads  us  to  believe  that  concern  for  things 
other  than  skills  involved  in  achievement  in  traditional  subject  matter 
does  in  no  way  interfere  with  such  competence.  There  is  some  evidence  to 
support  the  contention  that  better  results  in  school  work  may  be  achieved 
when  the  powers  of  the  children  are  liberated  through  the  removal  of 
barriers  to  growth  and  development. 

More  than  ever  before,  it  seems  to  me,  teachers  are  aware  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  measurement  of  the  development  and  growth  of  a  child  in 
terms  of  his  capacity  to  develop  and  grow. 
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Manuscript  Writing 

For  many  years,  there  has  persisted  the  belief  that  children  should  be 
taught  to  write  by  the  manuscript  method.  Experimentation  in  this  field 
has  proved  that  the  child  learns  more  rapidly  to  write  when  his  letters  are 
formed  as  they  appear  to  him  in  print  rather  than  in  the  older  connective 
or  cursive  style.  Transition  from  the  earlier  manuscript  writing  is  easy 
and  effected  gradually  in  the  third  grade  for  most  children. 

The  Norwood  schools  are  now  teaching  manuscript  writing  to  entering 
first  grade  children,  not  only  because  they  may  learn  to  write  earlier  and 
thus  gain  certain  satisfaction  from  their  early  successes,  but  because  it  has 
certain  advantages  which  relate  to  successes  in  the  reading  program.  The 
letters  are  made  as  they  appear  on  the  printed  page.  The  reading  and 
writing  situations  thus  possess  certain  identical  elements  which  facilitate 
the  learning  processes  involved,  both  in  reading  and  writing. 

Report  Cards 

Several  studies  have  been  made  which  have  indicated  rather  clearly  that 
in  some  respects  the  formal  report  card  has  failed  of  its  purpose.  It  is 
assumed  that  a  report  should  inform  the  parent,  as  well  as  the  pupil,  as  to 
his  progress  in  school. 

Frequently  the  progress  of  the  pupil  measured  in  terms  of  letters  or 
percentages  needs  some  interpretation,  for  there  are  so  many  factors  which 
enter  into  the  considerations  which  determine  the  mark  which  is  recorded. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  a  personal  interview  between  teacher  and 
parent  produces  a  much  better  understanding  than  is  possible  in  any  formal 
written  report.  This,  of  course,  is  impractical,  as  well  as  impossible. 

Taking  these  facts  into  consideration,  our  elementary  principals  and 
teachers  of  the  first  three  grades  have  been,  since  September,  1939,  report¬ 
ing  pupils’  progress  by  letter  to  parents.  vSo  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  the 
plan  is  working  well  and  parents  seem  to  be  much  pleased  with  the  in¬ 
novation. 

Fatigue  and  School  Adjustment 

In  the  past,  teachers  have  taken  fatigue  into  account  in  the  make-up  of 
their  teaching  schedules.  Invariably  the  “more  difficult”  subjects  were 
the  first  to  appear  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  the  school  day,  when  the 
pupils  were  less  tired  and  thus  able  to  concentrate  attention  upon  that 
type  of  work  which  taxed  them  most. 

Quite  naturally  then,  we  may  raise  the  question  as  to  whether,  if  fatigue 
is  an  element  to  be  reckoned  with  in  the  teaching  situation,  we  should  not 
deal  directly  with  fatigue  itself.  Further  study  of  fatigue  and  its  causes 
leads  us  to  inquire  as  to  the  relationships  among  fatigue,  malnutrition, 
posture  and  school  adjustment. 

With  respect  to  fatigue,  we  have  provided  rest  periods  for  children  in 
the  first  grades  in  all  our  schools.  It  is  hoped  that,  as  children  become 
accustomed  to  this  procedure,  much  good  may  be  the  result. 
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Conclusion 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  to  all  of  my  fellow-workers  in  the  School  Department, 
and  to  the  other  Town  officials  upon  whom  I  have  to  call  for  help  and 
advice,  my  feelings  of  deep  gratitude  for  the  kind  and  considerate  manner 
in  which  they  have  aided  and  supported  me  in  my  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  in  the  following  pages  my  fourth  annual 
report  as  principal  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  The  first  part  of 
this  report  will  have  to  do  with  various  tables  in  order  that  certain  trends 
within  the  school  may  be  analyzed. 

The  school  opened  in  September,  1939  with  a  total  of  702  pupils  dis¬ 
tributed  by  classes  in  accordance  with  Table  I.

This  table  shows  that  there  were  twenty-four  more  pupils  in  school  at 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year  than  were  enrolled  a  year  ago.  This  in¬ 
crease  can  be  accovmted  for  almost  completely  by  the  large  number  of 
pupils  who  came  into  the  sophomore  class  this  year  from  the  St.  Catherine 
School.  These  pupils  numbered  eighty  this  year,  whereas  in  preceding 
years  this  number  has  been  between  fifty  and  sixty.  With  206  seniors 
listed  above,  together  with  twelve  pupils  now  listed  as  middle  juniors  who 
have  a  possibility  of  graduating  in  June,  1940,  it  seems  likely  that  there 
will  be  218  graduated  in  Jime,  1940  as  opposed  to  199  a  year  ago.

It  will  usually  be  true  that  girls  outmunber  the  boys  in  a  Senior  High 
School  by  a  fairly  substantial  percentage.  In  our  own  case,  this  is  so  by 
approximately  10%.  When  one  stops  to  consider  that  the  average  girl  is 
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more  mature  than  the  boy  at  the  same  age,  is  usually  a  more  conscientious 
student,  and  that  there  are  10%  more  of  them  in  school,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  the  girls  will  get  more  scholastic  honors  than  the  boys.

The  five  post-graduates  now  in  school  are  not  included  in  any  of  the  above 
tables. 

A  survey  of  the  above  table  shows  that  the  percentage  of  pupils  in  the 
College  Preparatory  group  has  remained  quite  constant  over  the  three- 
year  period,  while  rather  decided  fluctuations  have  taken  place  in  the 
other  two  groups,  with  a  marked  increase  in  the  numbers  of  pupils  electing 
commercial  subjects.  This  fact  has  been  especially  evident  this  year 
because  at  present  we  have  four  classes  in  Commercial  Geography  now 
being  taught  by  teachers  outside  the  Commercial  Department,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  every  teacher  in  the  Commercial  Department  except  one  is 
now  teaching  the  regular  assignment  of  five  periods  each  day. 

It  seems  entirely  likely  that  this  trend  is  going  to  continue,  and  we  may 
expect  to  have  at  least  as  many  pupils  in  our  various  commercial  classes 
next  September  as  we  have  at  present.  It  would  seem  desirable  that 
classes  in  Commercial  Geography  be  taught  by  teachers  in  the  Commercial 
Department;  and  if  this  is  so,  we  shall  need  additional  teaching  assistance 
in  this  field  next  September. 

It  is  entirely  probable  that  much  of  this  increase  may  be  charged  against 
the  economic  trends  of  the  times  where  the  problem  of  job  getting  is  very 
serious  for  these  young  people  when  they  leave  High  School,  and  they  and 
their  parents  probably  feel  that  the  surest  way  of  breaking  into  industry 
is  through  the  medium  of  some  knowledge  of  commercial  subjects.

Elimination  from  these  groups  is  of  course  going  to  take  place  during  the 
next  eight  months  so  that  the  actual  number  of  pupils  who  are  likely  to 
appear  in  September,  1940  should  be  some  few  less  than  are  enrolled  at 
present. 

Changes  in  Teaching  Staff 

With  the  close  of  school  last  June,  Miss  Doris  Dexter  resigned  from  the 
Department  of  Modern  Languages  to  be  married.  This  resignation  had 
been  anticipated,  and  the  program  for  September,  1939  was  constructed 
with  the  understanding  that  this  position  would  not  be  filled.  During 
the  school  year  of  1938-1939  Miss  Dexter  was  teaching  two  classes  of 
English,  so  that  with  her  resignation  these  classes  had  to  revert  to  the 
English  Department.  Miss  Dexter  began  her  duties  at  the  Norwood  High 
School  in  September,  1935,  and  has  been  a  very  efficient  teacher  of  French. 

In  June,  1939  Miss  Gray  died  rather  unexpectedly.  Miss  Gray  began 
her  duties  in  the  English  Department  of  the  Norwood  High  School  in  1927. 
In  connection  with  her  work  in  English,  she  built  up  a  great  deal  of  interest 
in  Dramatics  among  the  pupils  of  the  school,  so  that  fifty  or  sixty  pupils 
have  been  concerned  with  this  work  each  year.  No  one  w^as  appointed 
to  take  Miss  Gray’s  place,  and  with  the  added  burden  w'hich  has  been 
placed  upon  the  other  teachers  in  the  department  by  the  loss  of  Miss  Gray, 
there  seems  no  way  at  present  by  which  this  work  in  Dramatics  may  be 
carried  on. 

In  September,  1938,  as  a  result  of  the  request  of  a  group  of  parents, 
Italian  was  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  the  school.  When  the 
elective  blanks  were  circulated  in  the  spring  of  1939,  it  became  apparent 
that  only  a  very  small  number  of  pupils  were  going  to  continue  the  study 
of  Italian  begun  the  previous  year,  and  it  became  equally  apparent  that 
not  enough  pupils  in  the  incoming  class  in  September  were  going  to  elect 
the  subject.  The  School  Board  made  no  provision  for  instruction  in 
Italian  after  an  experiment  of  one  year.  Miss  DeSalvo,  who  was  elected 
to  teach  Italian  in  September,  1938,  also  taught  one  class  in  English,  so 
that  with  the  loss  of  this  teacher  in  September,  1939,  this  class  in  English 
had  to  revert  to  the  English  Department  along  with  the  two  spoken  of 
resulting  from  the  loss  of  Miss  Dexter. 

As  this  report  is  being  written.  Miss  Marj'^  Egan  of  the  Commercial 
Department  is  presenting  her  resignation  as  teacher  in  order  that  she  may 
be  married.  Miss  Egan  began  her  duties  in  our  Commercial  Department 
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in  September,  1930.  She  was  well  liked  by  the  students,  and  her  loss  will 
be  felt  when  school  begins  again  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

A  consideration  of  the  above  facts  will  show  that  the  school  is  operating 
this  year  with  twenty-four  more  pupils  than  we  had  a  year  ago  and  with 
the  loss  of  two  full-time  teachers  and  one  part-time  teacher.  When  this 
situation  comes  about,  it  is  bound  to  produce  some  curtailment  in  the 
activities  of  the  school,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

1.  Classes  are  larger,  with  a  resultant  lessening  of  the  time  which  may  be 
devoted  to  the  individual  pupil  in  these  classes. 

2.  All  teachers  in  the  building  are  busy  a  greater  proportion  of  the  time 
than  was  the  case  a  few  years  ago,  with  the  result  that  these  teachers 
have  less  time  to  devote  to  the  extra-curricula  activities  of  the  school, 
as  was  pointed  out  above  in  the  loss  of  the  dramatic  groups. 

3.  We  have  fewer  teachers  available  for  the  library,  with  the  result  that 
at  certain  times  in  the  week  there  are  no  pupils  permitted  to  use  this 
room  because  we  have  no  teacher  available. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  has  been  no  teacher  who  has  complained  about 
the  additional  work,  and  the  general  morale  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  has 
been  excellent. 

Curriculum  Changes 

With  the  beginning  of  school  in  September,  three  important  additions 
were  made  to  the  curriculum : 

1.  A  shop  course  was  introduced  for  girls.  The  average  woman  in  the 
home  is  quite  helpless  in  the  art  of  repairing  some  of  the  common  house¬ 
hold  utensils.  This  course  was  arranged  in  an  attempt  to  overcome 
this  situation  and  also  that  these  girls  might  learn  the  uses  of  simple 
tools.  There  are  at  present  eighteen  girls  taking  the  subject,  and  some 
of  them  have  already  completed  some  worthwhile  projects.  It  is 
hoped  that  enough  girls  will  elect  this  subject  from  now  on  so  that  this 
work  may  be  a  permanent  part  of  our  curriculum. 

2.  A  course  in  Dressmaking  was  introduced  for  Senior  girls.  This  course 
is  designed  to  supplement  the  sewing  of  the  major  course  which  ends  at 
the  close  of  the  Junior  year,  and  only  those  pupils  who  showed  ex¬ 
ceptional  ability  are  permitted  to  enter.  There  are  now  twenty-three 
girls  taking  the  subject,  and  many  w'orthwhile  projects  have  been 
started.  These  girls  are  going  to  be  interested  in  clothes  as  long  as 
they  live,  and  if  the  school  can  do  anything  to  teach  economy  in  manu¬ 
facture,  it  would  seem  that  this  work  is  very  much  worthwhile.  For 
a  more  detailed  report  of  this  work,  attention  is  called  to  the  observa¬ 
tions  made  by  the  Supervisor  of  Home  Economics  which  appear  else¬ 
where  in  the  school  report. 

3.  A  course  in  Vocations  was  introduced  for  Seniors.  In  the  Town  Report 
of  one  year  ago,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  there  seemed  to 
be  an  increasing  percentage  of  unemployment  among  the  High  School 
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graduates  of  the  three  previous  years.  Since  these  reports  are  written 
in  December,  the  graduates  of  the  previous  year  have  been  out  of  school 
approximately  six  months  and  thus  have  had  a  reasonable  time  to  seek 
employment.  This  increase  in  unemployment  among  our  young  people 
is  probably  a  product  of  the  economic  trend  of  the  times  and  something 
over  which  the  school  has  no  control.  It  did  seem,  however,  that  the 
fact  ought  to  be  noted  by  the  school  and  some  effort  made  to  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  the  elective  blanks  which  were  distributed 
to  the  pupils  last  spring  listed  this  course  as  a  required  subject  for 
Seniors  unless  they  could  show  that  they  had  very  definite  plans  for 
September,  1940.  After  school  was  organized  last  fall,  approximately 
one  hundred  boys  and  girls  in  the  Senior  class  were  found  who  were 
willing  to  devote  .one  period  a  week  to  the  discussion  of  the  problem  not 
only  of  getting  jobs,  but  in  holding  positions  once  they  were  secured. 
These  pupils  are  now  arranged  in  four  classes :  two  of  the  boys,  and  two 
of  girls.  It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  may  be  made  with  the  business 
men  of  the  community  so  that  they  may  be  willing  to  come  to  the  school 
when  they  need  employees,  because  such  arrangements  would  enhance 
the  value  of  such  work  a  great  deal  in  the  attitudes  of  the  pupils  con¬ 
cerned. 

Athletics 

During  the  past  school  year  there  have  been  one  or  two  additions  to  the 
athletic  program  of  the  school  which  seem  worthy  of  mention: 

Band  Equipment 

After  two  years  of  experimentation  with  the  band  at  football  games  with 
unsatisfactory  equipment,  forty-five  new  uniforms  were  purchased  last 
September  at  a  total  cost  of  $324.60.  This  bill  was  paid  from  the  following 
sources: 

Contributions  from  the  faculty. 

An  assessment  made  against  the  Athletic  Association  by  vote  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Board. 

Contribution  from  the  Music  Fund  of  the  school. 

Contribution  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  school  from  money  which  has 
accumulated  over  the  years  from  small  sums  left  by  the  graduating 
classes. 

The  people  of  the  town  should  realize  that  this  initial  expense  does  not 
represent  by  any  means  the  total  expense  involved  in  the  maintenance  of 
this  organization.  We  are  now  faced  with  the  problem  of  having  all  this 
equipment  cleaned  in  preparation  for  next  September  at  considerable 
expense.  We  are  also  faced  with  the  additional  expense  involved  with' the 
transportation  of  the  band  to  the  football  games  which  are  out  of  town. 

The  average  person  has  little  conception  of  the  cost  necessary  to  carry 
on  an  athletic  program  throughout  the  year.  When  one  stops  to  consider 
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that  it  costs  approximately  $35.00  to  equip  adequately  each  boy  who  plays 
football  (and  we  certainly  do  not  want  them  to  play  imless  they  are  equipped 
adequately),  that  we  make  an  effort  to  take  care  of  every  boy  who  shows 
any  inclination  to  play,  and  that  during  the  past  fall  a  total  of  about  fifty- 
six  boys  have  been  taken  care  of,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  must  be  necessary  to  carry  on  such  a  program. 

Athletic  Insurance 

During  the  past  few  years  there  has  grown  up  among  the  high  schools  in 
New  England  increased  participation  in  the  Athletes  Accident  Benefit 
Fund  sponsored  by  a  committee  from  the  secondary  schools  of  New  Eng¬ 
land.  This  plan  was  recommended  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner  for 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  passed  by  the  State  Legislature  last  sum¬ 
mer.  Briefly,  each  pupil  enrolled  pays  one  dollar  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  which  gives  him  protection  not  only  on  the  athletic  field,  but 
in  his  regularly  supervised  gymnasium  classes,  and  carries  a  guarantee  of 
stated  payments  for  certain  types  of  injuries.  During  the  football  season 
we  had  twenty-eight  boys  enrolled,  and  there  is  some  indication  at  the 
time  of  writing  this  report  that  a  group  of  girls  who  expect  to  participate 
in  the  basketball  program  of  the  school  during  the  coming  winter  may  also 
enroll  for  this  protection. 

Up  to  the  present  time  it  has  been  understood  by  our  Athletic  Associa¬ 
tion  that  the  school  would  be  responsible  for  medical  care  costs  not  to 
exceed  fifty  dollars  in  the  event  of  injuries  to  our  students  sustained  in  the 
regular  routine  of  the  school  athletic  program.  The  records  show  that 
this  amount  has  been  exceeded  in  some  cases  so  that  the  school  has  really 
assumed  the  entire  responsibility.  Under  the  present  plan  some  of  this 
responsibility  is  now  assumed  by  the  student,  and  whatever  amoimts  are 
returned  to  the  school  from  the  insurance  company  means  that  the  school 
has  that  much  less  of  the  obligation  to  assume.  During  the  past  football 
season  there  were  two  injuries  to  boys  for  which  the  company  pays  $20.00 
each. 

Indoor  Track 

During  the  past  five  years  some  forty  boys  have  been  receiving  instruc¬ 
tion  in  winter  track  activities  at  the  State  Armory.  The  group,  with  one 
or  two  exceptions,  have  been  boys  who  have  not  been  engaged  in  basketball, 
so  that  the  duplication  of  effort  between  these  two  sports  amounts  to  almost 
nothing.  The  season  lasts  approximately  eight  weeks  and  money  for  the 
rental  of  the  Armory  has  been  appropriated  each  year  through  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  year  these  rental  fees  have  in¬ 
creased,  and  either  our  work  will  have  to  be  curtailed  or  additional  appro¬ 
priations  will  have  to  be  made.  If  we  assume  that  $250.00  has  been  spent 
for  rental  fees  over  the  five-year  period,  this  sum  of  money  would  easily 
have  paid  for  more  than  half  of  a  permanent  board  track  which  could  be 
set  up  in  some  appropriate  place  on  the  High  School  grounds  and  which 
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would  of  course  be  much  more  available  for  the  use  of  these  boys  than  the 
present  accommodations  at  the  Armory.  Additional  facts  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  are  brought  out  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Murray,  and  I  hope  that  the 
School  Board  may  give  some  consideration  of  this  problem.

2.  The  number  of  pupils  unemployed  continues  to  increase  and  is  further 
justification  for  the  classes  in  Vocations  as  explained  above. 

3.  The  decreasing  percentage  of  pupils  imaccounted  for  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  the  school  is  following  its  graduates  more  closely  each 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  School. 

Measurement  of  Instruction 


Algebra 

The  pupils  in  our  school  who  elected  Algebra  took  the  Columbia  Research 
Bureau  Algebra  Test  2  Form  B  in  June.  This  test  was  standardized  on  the 
performance  of  4,452  public  school  pupils  to  whom  it  was  administered 
when  they  had  completed  grade  nine.  A  comparison  of  these  pupils 
and  our  pupils  is  presented  in  Table  I.

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Latin 

All  pupils  who  studied  Latin  in  grade  nine  took  the  New  York  Latin 
Achievement  Test  2  Form  B  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  The  standards 
for  this  test  are  based  on  a  Latin  survey  conducted  in  Jime,  1927  in  New 
York  State.  Approximately  6,600  pupils  were  tested  in  this  survey.  A 
comparison  of  their  scores  and  our  scores  is  given  in  Table  II.

The  Junior  Narrator 

During  the  past  year  the  pupils  have  been  very  enthusiastic  about  the 
activities  of  our  school  publication.  They  have  given  generously  of  their 
time  to  produce  an  unusually  good  school  magazine.  Its  contents  are 
representative  of  the  English  work  in  all  grades. 

The  Norwood  Junior  High  School  was  host  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
League  of  Junior  High  School  Publications  at  the  spring  meeting.  Approxi¬ 
mately  three  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  from  Greater  Boston  met  with  us  to 
discuss  ways  and  means  of  producing  school  papers  and  magazines. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Junior  Narrator  entered  the  Fifteenth  Annual 
Newspaper-Magazine  Contest  sponsored  by  the  Columbia  Scholastic 
Press  Association  at  Columbia  University.  This  contest  drew  1,085 
publications  from  all  states  excepting  one  and  from  Hawaii  and  Alaska. 
Our  magazine  was  awarded  a  bronze  medal  for  third  prize  in  this  competi¬ 
tion  and  “All-Columbia”  honors  for  verse  writing. 

“Late  Edition” 

In  the  spring  our  pupils  presented  “Late  Edition,”  a  series  of  dramatic 
sketches,  which  was  enthusiastically  received  by  capacity  audiences.  The 
lyrics  and  music  were  w'ritten  by  Miss  Kathryn  R.  Byrne  and  Mr.  J.  V. 
Dethier.  The  faculty  and  pupils  cooperated  to  produce  a  show  which  was 
unusually  well  done.  An  activity  of  this  kind  is  a  valuable  experience  for 
all. 

Guidance 

During  recent  years  guidance  has  become  an  important  part  of  secondary 
education. 

A  few  years  ago  a  Guidance  Department  was  organized  in  the  Junior 
High  School.  Since  that  time  our  teachers  have  been  studying  the  most 
effective  methods  of  guiding  our  youth.  Each  counselor  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  work  with  pupils  on  the  various  grade  levels. 

We  are  interested  fundamentally  in  giving  the  best  there  is  to  our  boys 
and  girls.  They  should  have  the  opportunity  to  develop  individually  and 
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socially.  It  is  important  that  they  find  their  place  in  the  complex  society 
in  which  they  live. 

While  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  measure  results  in  the  field  of  guidance, 
we  are  convinced  that  our  pupils  realize  the  importance  of  certain  phases  of 
guidance  as  related  to  their  own  lives.  Most  of  our  pupils  are  interested 
in  the  large  fields  of  work.  They  want  to  know  how  to  get  a  job  and  how  to 
keep  it.  When  pupils  study  and  discuss  economic  security  they  know  that 
they  face  an  occupational  future  in  industry  that  is  becoming  more  mechan¬ 
ized,  and  not  too  secure. 

The  program  of  guidance  which  includes  the  study  of,  and  concerns 
itself  with  the  welfare  of  the  “whole”  child  from  a  moral,  healthful,  educa¬ 
tional,  recreational,  vocational,  and  social  viewpoint  is  a  vital  need  in  any 
school. 


Community  Relations 

The  splendid  spirit  of  the  school  is  apparent  through  service  to  the 
community.  Pupils  and  teachers  have  responded  willingly,  of  their  own 
initiative,  to  the  needs  of  the  town. 

Three  barrels  of  potatoes  were  contributed  by  pupils  in  response  to  the 
Norwood  Hospital  appeal. 

Teachers  have  regularly  given  money  to  a  fund  which  provides  milk, 
shoes,  glasses  and  clothing  to  needy  pupils. 

The  Sportsman’s  Club,  made  up  of  boys  from  all  grades,  constructed  and 
posted  several  signs  in  the  wooded  areas  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 
These  signs  remind  the  public  of  the  danger  of  fire  and  what  it  means  to  the 
forests. 

Large  baskets  of  food  were  supplied  to  needy  families  at  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas. 

The  Community  Club  is  a  service  organization  which  truly  represents 
the  school.  Through  the  conscientious  effort  of  our  school  population, 
many  people,  including  the  patients  at  the  Norwood  Hospital,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton  were  remembered  at  Christmas 
time. 

The  desire  to  be  of  assistance  to  others,  without  any  personal  recognition, 
is  evident  at  all  times. 


Conclusion 

Any  report  of  this  kind  would  fall  short  of  its  pui’pose  if  I  were  not  to 
acknowledge  my  gratitude  to  the  splendid  faculty  with  which  I  am  privi¬ 
leged  to  work  in  the  education  of  Norwood’s  youth.  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  pupils  and  parents  for  their  cooperation,  to  the  School 
Committee  for  its  support,  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the 
interest  which  he  has  shown  in  the  activities  of  this  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  Home  Economics  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1939. 

Growth  of  Home  Economics  Education 

Over  a  long  period  of  home  economics  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of 
America  home  economics  education  has  evolved  from  an  elemental  instruc¬ 
tion  in  processes  and  skills  into  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of 
education  dealing  with  all  phases  of  family  living.  The  philosophy  which 
originally  placed  major  emphasis  upon  practical  skills  is  no  longer  in 
harmony  with  present  modes  of  living. 

The  development  of  home  economics  has  been  a  reflection  of  changes  in 
society  affecting  the  family.  The  tendency  has  been  to  organize  home 
economics  subject  matter  around  the  important  functions  of  the  family  and 
the  trend  is  shown  by  the  emphasis  which  progressive  courses  place  upon 
such  values  as  (1)  social  and  familj''  relationships,  (2)  satisfactory  home 
environment,  (3)  individual  and  group  development,  (4)  intelligent  con¬ 
sumption,  (5)  financial  management,  (6)  leisure  time  activities,  (7)  ap¬ 
preciations  of  the  compensations  of  successful  family  life  and  many  other 
important  factors  in  family  stability. 

In  addition,  home  economics  has  extended  its  interests  beyond  the  life 
of  the  home  to  individual  problems  wherever  they  may  be  met.  It  is  most 
significant  that  materials  which  have  developed  around  problems  of  imme¬ 
diate  personal  living  and  home  life  and  which  are  called  home  economics 
are  important  in  present  day  education  and  the  foundation  of  many  of  the 
newer  basic  courses.  No  educational  program  today  can  be  considered 
complete  that  does  not  make  material  of  this  nature  available  to  all  young 
people. 

The  Unique  Contribution  of  Home  Economics  to  General  Education 

Since  the  whole  direction  of  education  is  toward  a  more  functional 
program  the  very  nature  of  the  fruitful  materials  with  which  home  econom¬ 
ics  deals  adds  an  important  richness  to  general  education.  Therefore  home 
economics  should  be  thought  of  as  an  integral  part  of  the  whole  educational 
program.  It  is  obvious  that  this  type  of  instruction  cannot  be  limited  to 
vocational  uses  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  home  economics  with  all  its 
assets,  with  a  philosophy  so  completely  in  accord  with  the  basic  purposes 
of  general  education  is  still  so  misinterpreted  and  consequently  retarded  in 
its  development  by  the  bonds  of  tradition  which  hold  it  to  the  “special 
subject”  level  in  many  schools.  More  recently,  however,  the  contribution 
of  home  economics  to  the  all-around  development  and  guidance  of  every 
individual  is  becoming  more  clearly  recognized  by  educators  at  large  and 
the  outcome  of  this  better  understanding  of  home  economics  values  has 
been  the  more  recent  development  of  the  (1)  non-laboratory  courses,  vari¬ 
ously  calleil  “social  arts”,  “social  living”,  “modern  living”,  “personal 
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regimen”,  “home  living”,  “home  problems”,  etc.;  (2)  the  work  for  boys 
and  (3)  the  experimental  work  with  core,  integrated,  unified  or  basic  pro¬ 
grams.  Home  economics  is  being  drawn  upon  increasingly  in  these  new 
programs  where  practical  living  problems  and  various  aspects  of  home 
living  form  the  basic  core  for  the  development  of  programs  based  upon 
“common  understandings”. 

Home  economics  is  unique  in  its  contribution  to  education  in  that: 

(1)  A  fundamental  concern  for  home  living  is  basic  and  permeates  its  whole 
educational  program.  Concern  for  family  life  has  been  imphcit  in  its 
development  throughout. 

(2)  It  has  unified  the  learning  relating  to  personal  and  home  problems — 
somewhere  in  education  the  principles  of  science,  economics  and  human 
relationships  which  form  the  basis  of  real  life  situations  must  be  seen 
in  all  their  interrelationships  and  home  economics  has  unified  this 
learning.  By  the  very  breadth  of  its  activities,  home  economics  offers 
an  opportunity  for  unifying  experiences  not  possible  in  any  other  field. 

(3)  Home  economics  has  increasingly  personalized  its  instruction,  meeting 
a  deep-seated  human  and  social  need.  Interest  in  individuals  has 
always  been  of  primary  importance  in  its  objectives. 

(4)  Home  economics  has  contributed  to  a  sense  of  achievement.  It  has 
not  lost  sight  of  its  opportunity  to  help  pupils  acquire  specific  tech¬ 
niques  and  skills,  including  those  techniques  which,  broadly  inter¬ 
preted,  embrace  those  of  human  relationships  as  well  as  those  which 
deal  with  the  material  aspects  of  hving. 

(5)  Home  Economics  has  offered  important  experiences  and  values  that 
represent  a  balance  of  utilitarian,  creative  and  personal  values  which 
can  be  adapted  to  various  groups  as  seems  necessary. 

Progressive  Home  Economics  in  Norwood 
Dr.  Hill  of  Yale  University  is  accredited  with  the  following  statement 
“It’s  all  right  for  a  wife  to  be  a  good  cook,  but  to  be  an  'educated  Home¬ 
maker’  she  must  be  a  scientist,  a  psychologist,  a  diplomat,  a  judge  of  good 
music  and  good  books,  an  artist,  an  economist,  an  accountant  and  one  who 
knows  preventive  medicine.”  This  statement  coincides  with  our  con¬ 
ception  of  the  task  of  the  home  economist.  Therefore  we  are  constantly 
humanizing  our  courses  and  shaping  them  to  these  ends.  It  is  significant 
that  we  sensed  these  needs  long  before  our  present  high  school  was  built 
and  that  the  home  economics  rooms  were  designed  and  equipped  to  ac¬ 
comodate  orientation  courses  for  girls.  These  courses  have  proved  most 
valuable  and  we  feel  that  boys  should  have  the  same  opportunity  as  the 
girls  to  receive  this  type  of  instruction.  At  the  present  time  we  have  a 
Senior  group  of  boys  taking  an  elective  course  called  “Everyday  Living 
Problems”  and  spending  a  major  amount  of  time  on  this  material.  It 
would  be  much  more  desirable  to  require  the  same  type  of  course  of  all 
boys  for  it  is  as  much  needed  by  all  as  by  the  group  who  have  elected  it. 
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With  the  addition  of  a  new  text,  “Fundamentals  of  Home  Economics”, 
for  the  ninth  grade  girls  we  have  added  interest  and  thoroughly  enjoyable 
information  and  reading  matter.  We  are  continuously  making  available 
the  most  up-to-date  reference  material  on  personal  development  and 
family  Uving  for  all  courses.  At  Junior  High  School  the  addition  of  an 
“all-purpose”  room  is  helping  us  to  vitalize  the  family-life  units  which  have 
been  taught  for  some  time  under  less  favorable  conditions  as  to  physical 
equipment  than  at  Senior  High  School. 

Our  “Home  Problems”  class  for  senior  girls  as  well  as  the  new  Dress¬ 
making  class  for  Senior  girls  organized  this  year  are  being  enthusiastically 
received.  The  dressmaking  class  is  having  practical  instruction  in  modern 
processes  of  creating  becoming  outfits  which  will  express  personality  and 
add  to  personal  charm  and  comfort.  They  receive  instruction  in  the  con¬ 
sumer  phases  of  clothing  selection;  both  materials  and  ready-to-wear 
garments  are  considered. 

Kilpatrick  says,  “We  learn  what  we  live  rather  than  five  what  we  have 
learned.”  Believing  this,  we  are  planning  objectives  of  living  rather  than 
of  learning.  We  want  our  young  people  to  discover  that  all  phases  of 
home  life  and  activity  can  be  beautiful  and  to  develop  standards  which  will 
be  retained  and  will  make  for  more  graciousness  in  American  hving.  We 
try  to  teach  with  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  people  and  in  terms  of 
their  hfe  problems.  We  want  to  teach  our  pupils  how  to  live  and  let  five, 
how  to  love  and  be  loved,  how  to  fill  their  places  in  life.  We  want  to  find 
the  best  in  each  pupil,  advise  and  suggest,  guide  and  help  and  assure  them 
of  our  interest  in  their  best  development. 

Although  confusion  does  exist  quite  generally  in  the  matter  of  over¬ 
lapping  of  material  and  choice  of  subject  matter  and  there  is  much  to  be 
done  toward  bringing  about  better  general  understanding  between  various 
fields  of  education  and  of  the  major  objectives  of  education  as  well  as  the 
potential  contributions  from  all  fields,  including  home  economics,  we  can 
feel  that  our  efforts  are,  and  have  been,  in  the  right  direction.  There  is 
something  back  of  Home  Economics  that  must  be  brought  to  light  and 
it  is  this — Home  Economics  is  in  reality  living. 

Looking  Forward 

Since  any  homelife  program  of  education  should  begin  in  early  childhood 
and  extend  to  adulthood  it  seems  that  something  should  be  done  to  es¬ 
tablish  courses  in  family  life  in  the  elementary  grades.  The  home  eco¬ 
nomics  field  presents  untold  opportunities  for  correlation  in  integrated 
programs  and  this  teaching  has  much  of  value  to  offer  younger  children. 

In  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  courses  in  everyday  living  prob¬ 
lems  would  enrich  the  school  experiences  for  boys  (who  should  share  this 
type  of  instruction.)  Our  orientation  course  required  of  all  Senior  High 
School  girls  has  placed  the  offerings  of  the  home  economics  field  before  all 
girls  and  the  boys  are  entitled  to  a  parallel  course  of  this  nature.  Such  a 
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course,  if  made  available,  could  well  supplant  the  elective  course  in  Every¬ 
day  Problems  now  offered  as  a  major  course  for  senior  boys  and  therefore 
limited  to  a  smaller  number.  The  point  of  view  of  a  man  teacher  in  con¬ 
ducting  several  of  the  units  would  be  a  most  desireable  asset  to  the  course, 
if  offered. 

In  Appreciation 

The  continued  cooperation  and  support  of  the  several  organizations  and 
agencies  which  have  contributed  to  our  program  throughout  the  year  is 
most  gratifying  and  a  stimulus  to  continued  effort.  We  especially  wish  to 
acknowledge  the  assistance  of  the  Norwood  Mother’s  Club,  the  Norwood 
PubUc  Health  Nurses,  and  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

Also,  may  I  e.xtend  to  my  teaching  associates  and  all  workers  in  this 
department  my  heartiest  appreciation  of  their  continued  cooperation  and 
united  efforts  and  response  to  all  regular  and  extra  activities.  We  are  most 
grateful  for  the  generous  support  of  principals.  We  wish  to  thank  our 
superintendent  for  his  guidance  and  his  interest  and  assistance  in  develop¬ 
ing  our  program  of  home  economics.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PRACTICAL  ARTS 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  Practical  Arts  Education  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

The  practical  arts  program  for  our  schools,  in  attempting  to  meet  the 
gradually  changing  conceptions  of  education  today,  has  recognized  values 
inherent  in  a  high  type  of  mental  activity  in  the  field  of  action.  The 
practical  outcome  is  that  practical  arts,  and  other  forms  of  school  work 
where  manipulative  performance  is  involved,  have  been  looked  upon  as 
having  increasing  educational  significance. 

Our  practical  arts  program  is  based  on  a  clear  understanding  of  funda¬ 
mental  purposes  of  education  which  involves  the  development  of  ideals, 
hopes,  ambitions  and  a  willingness  to  make  present  sacrifices  for  future 
good,  and  other  desirable  character  and  personality  traits. 

Our  work  with  the  individual  pupil  tends  to  bring  about  desirable 
changes  through  planned  experiences  and  his  interpretations  of  them. 
The  experiences  which  we  provide  constitute  subject  matter  of  instruction 
and  are  the  tools  which  we  believe  will  satisfy  the  individual  and  his  wants. 

We  consider  that  the  experiences  in  the  field  of  practical  arts  are  inter¬ 
preted  as  readily  in  terms  of  “worthy  home  membership”,  “good  citizen¬ 
ship”,  “worthy  use  of  leisure”  and  “vocational  interests”  as  traditionally 
academic  subjects  and  in  this  respect  practical  arts  apjjears  to  have  some 
advantage. 
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The  work  in  our  lower  grades  has  been  predominantly  concerned  with 
the  development  of  attitudes  and  interests.  Some  of  these  are: 

1.  Interest  in  acquiring  information  and  subject  matter  skills. 

2.  Satisfaction  in  e.xpressing  ideas  through  action  rather  than  words. 

3.  Self-reliance  and  emotional  control. 

4.  Pride  in  one’s  ability  to  do  useful  things. 

5.  Consideration  for  others. 

To  a  large  extent  manipulative  skills  provide  a  motivation  for  the 
creation  of  an  interest  in  acquisition  of  other  valuable  subject-matter  skills. 

The  Junior  High  School 

For  the  pupils  of  the  Junior  High  School  we  endeavor  to  stress  the 
development  of  habits  and  attitudes  with  increasing  emphasis  on  skills 
and  planning  procedures,  involving  a  wade  variety  of  experiences.  Because 
of  the  immaturity  of  the  pupil,  we  feel  that  it  is  best  to  provide  experiences 
in  a  variety  of  activities. 

The  purpose  of  j^ractical  arts  is  not  merely  to  make  things  or  to  act  as 
a  service  department  to  the  school  system,  but  is  maintained  to  teach 
certain  definite  subject  matter  involving  skills,  information  and  pro¬ 
cedures.  Every  shop  job  that  the  Junior  High  School  student  does  is 
selected  carefully  in  the  light  of  educationally  worthwhile  objectives. 

The  Senior  High  School 

Unusual  opportunities  are  offered  to  the  students  in  High  School  to 
build  upon  their  Junior  High  School  experiences  and  develop  the  artistic 
crafts  which  add  so  much  of  interest  to  life  and  leisure.  For  those  who  are 
eventually  to  enter  industry,  basic  training  in  skills,  technique  and  in¬ 
formation  which  would  be  of  some  value  is  provided. 

Special  attention  has  to  be  given  to  those  students  with  non-academic 
interests.  We  endeavor  through  related  work  to  commit  to  memory  certain 
facts  and  relationships,  the  meanings  of  which  we  feel  will  be  readily 
understood  and  api)lied  in  the  manipulation  of  material  things. 

Curriculum  Additions 

The  development  of  a  girls’  shop  class  was  established  at  the  opening  of 
school  this  fall  in  our  High  School.  The  course  was  favorably  received  and 
a  full  class  quota  enrolled.  The  course  teaches  the  student  use  of  hand 
as  well  as  certain  machine  wood-working  tools. 

The  ability  to  lay  out  work  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  accuracy  and 
forethought  is  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  any  craftsman.  Provision  for 
the  development  of  this  ability  is  made  through  the  requirement  that  two 
I)eriods  per  week  in  mechanical  drawing  instruction  supplement  the  work 
of  the  sophomore  shop  classes. 
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Town  Planning  Contest  and  Exhibit 

During  May  a  Town  Planning  contest  was  conducted  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Schools.  It  was  open  to  all  pupils,  but  ony  those  in  the 
mechanical  drawing  and  art  departments  took  advantage  of  an  exceptional 
opportunity  to  create  a  studied  solution  of  a  community  problem. 

Betterment  and  improvement  of  South  Norwood  was  the  central  theme  of 
the  contest.  Consideration  of  living  conditions,  of  traffic  and  recreation 
problems  provided  material  for  a  comprehensive  development  of  the 
study. 

Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird  sponsored  the  contest  and  gave  the  prizes  which  were 
aw'arded  to  the  students  who  submitted  excellent  plans.  Thirty-five  plans 
were  submitted.  These  were  judged  and  placed  on  display  before  the 
public  at  an  exhibit  held  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

Three  students  were  aw'arded  the  coveted  prize  of  a  trip  to  the  New  York 
World’s  Fair,  and  six  others  received  merit  medals. 

Town  Square  Christmas  Decorations 

Duplicating  last  year’s  outstanding  achievement,  the  culmination  of  the 
year’s  work  for  the  department  was  the  planning  and  constructing  of  pieces 
for  the  Christmas  decorations  in  the  center  of  the  town.  The  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  practical  arts  classes,  in  cooperation  with  the  art 
department,  worked  out  the  details,  re-arranging  last  year’s  setting,  with  a 
new  color  scheme.  The  excellence  of  the  setting  received  considerable 
praise  and  favorable  comment. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  department  for  their  cooperative  spirit  and  to  all  those  in  the  school 
system  with  w'hom  the  department  has  been  privileged  to  work.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

The  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1939  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  past  school  year  has  been  a  most  interesting  one  in  the  Art  De¬ 
partment,  partly  because  of  the  fact  that  more  large  group  projects  have 
been  undertaken  in  the  majority  of  schools,  and  more  especially  because 
of  the  change  in  our  system  of  supervision.  Starting  in  April,  experimen¬ 
tally  in  the  first  three  grades,  the  procedure  has  now'  extended  into  the  first 
six  grades  and  interesting  results  are  apparent. 

With  no  definite  schedule  of  visits  in  each  room,  with  more  real  super¬ 
vision  and  less  actual  teaching  by  the  supervisor,  many  more  projects  in 
connection  with  social  studies  and  other  subjects  can  be  undertaken.  Extra 
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help  is  given  in  situations  wherein  it  is  most  needed  and  in  general  the  whole 
art  program  assumes  greater  significance.  Different  groups  develop  the 
units  which  seem  best  adapted  or  appropriate  at  a  certain  time. 

The  supervisor’s  part  is  to  help  in  whatever  way  possible.  Suggestions, 
criticisms,  loaning  of  reference  material,  extra  visits  or  outside  work  with 
certain  pupils  actively  engaged  in  the  undertaking  are  some  of  the  ways  in 
which  the  supervisor  may  furnish  aid  to  students  and  teachers. 

Whether  the  unit  is  inspired  by  reading,  science,  social  studies,  holidays, 
seasons,  and  so  on,  art  can  be  correlated  in  some  way  to  a  considerable 
degree,  either  in  free  illustration,  making  of  costumes  or  simple  properties 
for  a  pupil-written  play,  construction  of  a  sand-table  project,  or  other 
representation  of  the  subject.  Such  possibilities  are  endless.  Many  of 
the  suggestions  for  integration  come  from  the  children  themselves. 

Through  adoption  of  the  most  successful  lessons  seen  in  many  rooms 
or  tried  in  other  years,  utilization  of  suggestions  from  many  teachers  and 
research  as  to  what  is  being  done  in  other  progressive  school  systems,  new 
courses  of  study  for  the  first  six  grades  are  gradually  taking  form,  to  be 
typewritten  for  use  next  September. 

Art  Education,  in  general,  centers  about  four  types  of  activities: 

1.  Art  Structure — -the  creative,  leaming-of-fundamentals,  experience. 

2.  Drawing  and  Painting — the  graphic  experience. 

3.  Craft  Work — the  motor-constructive  experience. 

4.  Appreciation — the  visual,  mental,  emotional  experience. 

Our  art  course  aims  to  provide  these  experiences  in  the  following  ways: 

Art  Structtire 

This  includes  the  basic  principles,  always  taught  in  any  art  course,  of 
repetition,  rhythm,  balance,  emphasis,  and  so  forth,  as  applied  to  pictorial 
composition  and  design.  Art  structure  includes  also  the  study  of  color 
theory  and  color  harmony. 

Drawing  and  Painting 
This  activity  covers  three  fields: 

(a)  Drawing  for  creative  expression;  artistic  drawing  for  pleasure  and 
to  express  children’s  moods  or  imaginative  ideas.  Usually  these 
drawings  will  be  full  of  color  and  entirely  original  and  unhampered  by 
adult  suggestion  or  direction. 

(b)  Drawing  for  purposes  of  narration — illustrative  drawing.  Probably 
the  majority  of  our  art  lessons  are  thus  classified;  certainly  most  of 
those  related  to  other  school  subjects,  outside  or  home  experiences, 
the  seasons  and  holidays. 

These  are  more  realistic  than  the  creative  drawings  and  are  often  pre¬ 
ceded  by  study  of  pictures,  research  work,  drawing  of  human  figure, 
much  observation  of  nature  and  discussion  of  the  problem  to  be  ap- 
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proached.  Many  materials  may  be  utilized  in  this  activity,  such  as 
crayons,  pencils,  water-color  and  tempera  painting,  cut  or  tom  colored 
paper,  chalk  and  pastels, 

(c)  Drawing  for  information — descriptive  drawing,  such  as  might  be  found 
in  notebooks  with  freehand  illustrations.  Examples  of  this  type  of 
drawpig  are  posters,  maps,  plans  of  schoolrooms  and  grounds,  neigh¬ 
borhood  or  towm  planning,  involving  the  use  of  mechanical  drawing 
and  lettering.  In  this  connection,  mention  might  be  made  of  the 
thirty-five  large  designs,  suggesting  South  Norwood  improvements, 
submitted  and  exhibited  last  spring  in  a  contest  sponsored  by  the 
New  England  ToAvn  Planning  Association. 

Craft  Work 

This  includes  handwork  of  many  kinds — the  manipulation  of  materials 
such  as  clay,  wood,  soap,  metal,  paper,  cardboard,  textiles  and  plasticine. 

While  much  of  this  work  is  done  in  various  elective  clubs,  it  is  also  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  integration  of  art  with  social  studies,  the  making  of  Christmas 
gifts.  May  baskets,  valentines,  puppets,  moving-picture  shows,  doll¬ 
houses  and  furniture,  soap-carving,  block-printing  with  potato  or  linoleum 
blocks,  the  making  of  paper  or  papier-mache  masks  and  the  modeling  of 
various  articles. 

The  principles  of  design  and  color  learned  in  the  first  activity  are  con¬ 
stantly  applied  in  this  craftwork. 

Appreciation 

(a)  Appreciation  of  painting,  sculpture  and  architecture. 

(b)  Appreciation  of  furniture,  rugs,  interior  decoration,  pottery  and  textiles. 

(c)  Appreciation  of  beauty  and  the  art  quality  in  nature. 

(d)  Appreciation  of  fitness  and  suitability  in  community  surroundings, 
including,  among  other  things,  public  sculpture,  sign  posts,  street 
lights  and  city  approaches. 

While  this  cultivation  of  appreciation  enters  into,  and  is  overlapped  by 
the  other  three  activities,  especially  in  the  elementary  grades,  it  reaches 
its  climax  in  the  Senior  High  School  Art-major  course.  In  that  school, 
two  periods  per  week  are  given  to  the  study  of  Art  Appreciation. 

Several  projects  which  might  not  come  directly  under  any  one  of  the  four 
classifications,  yet  are  important  applications  of  our  art  program  might 
be  mentioned: 

— A  design  contest  for  a  school  emblem,  which  was  later  manufactured  for, 
and  purchased  by  a  majority  of  the  pupils  of  that  school. 

— Scenery  for  a  full-sized  stage  for  three  different  scenes  in  an  operetta 
staged  last  spring,  drawn  and  colored  in  chalk  by  sixth  grade  pupils. 

— Large  pastel  scenes  made  by  four  Grade  6  boys,  framed  by  the  janitor 
and  hung  on  empty  walls  in  two  classrooms. 

— Two  chalk  murals,  in  brilliant  colors,  each  about  five  feet  by  eight  feet. 
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executed  by  fifth  and  sixth  grade  pupils  to  be  placed  on  bulletin  boards  in 
a  lower  corridor  for  the  Christmas  season. 

— Designs  on  project  paper,  colored  on  both  sides  and  oiled  to  give  a  stained- 
glass  effect,  and  placed  in  a  large  window  on  a  stair-landing  in  one  school. 
— Models  of  various  rooms,  made  and  furnished  in  complete  detail  by 
Senior  High  School  art  pupils. 

We  aim  to  make  provision  for  the  four  types  of  activities  considered 
necessary  in  a  w'ell-rounded  art  program,  in  order  to  achieve  the  following 
objectives: 

1.  The  power  of  obtaining  and  retaining  facts — knowledge  and  under¬ 
standing  of  art. 

2.  The  power  of  acquiring  facility  and  accuracy  in  doing  things — technical 
skill  as  a  means  of  expression. 

3.  The  power  of  performing  the  processes  of  mental  action — judgment  in 
selection,  powers  of  observation,  ability  to  think  through  problems. 

4.  The  power  of  emotional  response — right  attitudes,  feelings,  interests 
and  appreciation. 

5.  The  power  of  worthy  use  of  leisure  time — enjoyment  and  recreation 
through  art. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  all  in  the 
school  system  who  have  aided  in  the  development  of  our  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Music  Department. 

In  order  to  have  better  integration  with  social  studies,  a  supplementary 
music  reader  has  been  introduced  in  the  grade  schools.  This  called  for 
some  slight  changes  in  the  course  in  music  in  order  to  permit  the  use  of  a 
new  outline  based  on  the  teaching  topics  of  the  social  studies. 

The  present  music  course  is  also  calculated  to  fulfill  the  aims  of  pro¬ 
gressive  education  which,  in  brief,  ensures:  a  high  degree  of  creative 
activity,  the  maximum  development  of  the  individual,  full  participation 
and  initiative. 

Skill  in  reading  music  will  make  possible  full  participation,  while  the 
repetition  and  drill  necessary  to  present  a  musical  performance  promotes 
individual  development.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  achievement  of 
these  aims  in  all  the  grade  schools. 

The  fact  that  a  child  singing  or  playing  a  melody  is  creative  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  word  was  brought  out  last  spring  in  the  presentation  of  oper¬ 
ettas  and  plays  in  the  different  schools. 
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The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  children  who  have  entered  the 
instrumental  classes  has  enabled  us  to  form  small  orchestras  and  bands  in 
every  grade  school.  The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  instrumental  classes 
is  as  follows; 


Rhythm  Band .  195 

Harmonicas .  24 

Flageolettes .  51 

Band .  27 

Violins .  25 

Piano . ; .  21 


These  groups  perform  in  their  respective  buildings  during  assembhes  and  at 
other  meetings.  They  also  gave  exhibitions  of  their  work  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Schools. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  the  progress  made  in  instrumental  music  is 
clearly  in  evidence.  The  formation  of  a  Bugle  and  Drum  Corp  of  thirty- 
five  buglers  and  tw^enty-four  drummers;  a  Junior  Band  of  thirty-one 
players;  and  two  orchestras,  one  of  thirty-two  players  and  another  of 
twelve  players  has  been  accomplished  in  a  few  years. 

In  regard  to  the  vocal  work,  the  program  has  continued  as  indicated  in 
my  reports  of  1937  and  1938. 

In  the  Senior  High  School,  the  enrollment  in  the  various  music  classes 
is  practically  the  same  as  it  was  last  year.  However,  the  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  registered  in  these  classes  is  less  than  the  number  who  elected  music. 
This  is  due  to  conflicts  with  other  subjects. 

Some  anticipated  curriculum  developments  in  the  upper  grades  are; 

a.  The  organization  of  a  Sophomore  Glee  Club. 

b.  The  organization  of  a  Junior-Senior  Glee  Club. 

c.  The  organization  of  a  Symphonic  Band. 

d.  Improvement  of  the  orchestra  through  elective-selective  processes. 

Norwood  High  School  was  represented  in  the  New  England  Music 
Festival  at  Boston  last  spring  by  three  members  of  the  orchestra,  one 
member  of  the  A  Band  and  four  girls  of  the  voice  training  class. 

During  the  past  year,  several  instruments  have  been  purchased  for  use 
in  the  different  schools.  These  instruments  are  loaned  to  pupils  who 
thus  have  an  opportunity  to  learn  to  play  some  instrument  of  first  im¬ 
portance  in  orchestra  and  band. 

In  time,  we  hope  to  have  the  following  instruments;  in  each  elementary 
school,  four  violins,  one  cello,  one  trombone,  one  horn  and  one  oboe; 
in  the  Junior  High  School,  three  violas,  three  cellos,  two  tubas  and  one 
baritone;  and  in  the  Senior  High  School,  two  violas,  two  cellos,  one  double 
bass,  one  tuba  and  one  baritone.  These  instruments,  in  addition  to  those 
usually  owned  by  the  students,  will  provide  every  school  equipment  for  a 
well-balanced  orchestra  and  band. 
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In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation 
of  all  in  the  school  system  who  have  aided  in  the  work  of  the  Music  De¬ 
partment.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

Aims  of  Physical  Education 

Physical  Education  is  the  regulated  and  supervised  practice  of  muscular 
exercise  under  conditions  that  tend  to  promote  the  health  of  the  pupils, 
insure  normal  growth  and  develop  motor  control.  It  is  for  the  sake  of 
mental  and  moral  culture  and  not  an  end  in  itself.  It  is  to  make  the 
intellect,  feelings  and  will  more  vigorous,  sane,  supple  and  resourceful. 

For  both  boys  and  girls,  the  physical  education  program  should  be  made 
up  of  activities  involved,  for  the  most  part,  in  play,  games,  and  various 
athletic  sports,  out  of  doors  when  possible. 

These  activities  are  popular  and  beneficial  because  they  satisfy  the 
instinctive  social  desires  of  the  pupil  and  correspond  in  type  to  the  recre¬ 
ational  activities  in  which  the  pupil  should  engage  when  he  grows  to  adult 
life. 

As  in  all  phases  of  education,  each  lesson  should  be  the  concrete  expres¬ 
sion  of  a  definite  hygienic  and  educational  thought.  It  should  embody 
the  teacher’s  ideals,  standards  and  special  knowledge;  it  should  represent 
his  understanding  of  the  conditions  to  be  met  and  his  best  judgment  of 
how  the  pupils’  time  and  efforts  are  to  be  utilized  to  the  fullest  advantage. 

The  Physical  Education  Program 

We  have  endeavored  to  carry  on  our  physical  education  program  in 
accordance  with  the  “Aims  of  Physical  Education”.  In  the  first  six  grades, 
due  regard  for  the  age  of  the  pupil  and  study  of  physical  needs  were  stressed. 
A  very  thorough  check-up  on  the  posture  of  the  pupil  is  most  important 
at  this  time. 

In  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  the  class  work  consisted  of 
posture  work,  gymnastic  exercises,  marching,  team  games  and  apparatus 
exercise.  Posture  is,  at  all  times,  an  object  of  attention,  and  if  a  pupil 
seems  to  require  it,  he  is  given  special  exercises  outside  of  school  hours. 

Athletics 

As  in  our  regular  classes,  we  strive  to  adhere  to  our  policy  of  “Athletics 
for  All”.  All  pupils  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  sport  they  like. 
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Recommendations 

1.  For  the  past  five  years,  the  Senior  High  School  has  sponsored  indoor 
track  at  the  Norwood  State  Armory  at  an  annual  expense  to  the  Town 
of  Norwood  of  fifty  dollars.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  recently  has 
increased  the  rental  fee  for  its  use.  I  would  recommend  the  construction 
of  a  board  track  which  could  be  placed  on  the  right  side  of  the  baseball 
field.  This  track  could  be  made  in  small  sections  which  could  be  stored 
away  when  not  in  use. 

2.  Many  pupils  of  Norwood  are  very  much  interested  in  having  a  High 
School  hockey  team.  I  would  like  to  recommend  the  construction  of  a 
hockey  rink,  which  it  would  appear  may  be  set  up  for  relatively  small  cost 
at  the  western  end  of  the  rear  of  the  High  School  properties. 

Conclusion 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  and  gratitude 
to  all  members  of  the  School  Department  for  their  fine  cooperation  with 
this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  SUPERVISOR 

The  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department  is  herewith  submitted. 

Early  health  education  activities  were  directed  toward  physical  health 
only,  whereas  at  the  present  time,  the  scope  of  health  education  is  an  all 
around  development  of  the  child’s  physical,  mental,  social  and  emotional 
welfare  which  more  adequately  prepares  him  to  meet  the  problems  of 
adult  life. 

Physical  Examinations 

The  school  physicians.  Dr.  Alfred  A.  Fenton  M,  D.,  and  Dr.  George  R. 
Allen  M.  D.  have  completed  the  physical  examinations  of  all  the  children 
in  the  system.  Parents  have  been  notified  of  defects  found  at  this  time 
and  advised  to  consult  their  family  physicians  for  advice  concerning 
corrections  indicated.  The  defects  found  at  the  time  of  examination  are 
as  follows; 


Defective  tonsils  and  adenoids  (enlarged  or  diseased) .  362 

Abnormal  cardiac  conditions .  12 

Marked  postural  defects .  14 

Anemia  .  1 

Obesity .  6 

Enlarged  glands .  2 

Poor  nutrition .  3

Structural  defect  of  ear .  1 
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Many  abnormal  conditions  found  at  the  time  of  examination  may  have 
been  noted  in  previous  years.  For  example,  all  the  children  found  to  have 
abnormal  heart  conditions  had  been  checked  at  an  earlier  time  in  their 
school  career  and  were  receiving  periodic  examinations  and  treatment 
from  their  family  physicians. 

It  is  indeed  a  problem  to  know  when  to  urge  parents  to  have  operations 
performed  for  defective  tonsils  and  adenoids.  Medical  men  of  ability 
cannot  agree  on  this  subject.  We  do  feel,  however,  that  if  a  child  has  had 
frequent  absences  from  school  because  of  upper  respiratory  infections,  as 
well  as  involvement  of  the  eardrum,  that  the  family  doctor  should  be 
consulted  for  definite  treatment.  One  hundred  and  sixteen  children  had 
tonsil  operations  performed  in  the  past  year. 

The  parents  have  been  most  cooperative  in  carrying  out  the  recom¬ 
mendations  for  the  correction  of  physical  defects.  It  is  not  always  easy 
for  them  to  follow  these  recommendations  immediately  because  of  more 
urgent  needs  of  the  family  funds.  There  are  few  parents  who  are  not 
anxious  to  give  their  children  every  opportunity  to  compete  favorably 
with  their  classmates  even  though  it  often  means  great  sacrifice.  If  we 
have  not  had  the  cooperation  of  a  parent  it  is  because  we  have  failed  in 
some  way  to  properly  explain  the  situation  to  him. 

Dental  Examinations 

For  the  first  time  within  my  knowledge  each  child  in  our  school  system 
has  had  a  dental  examination  by  our  school  dentist.  Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin, 
D.  M.  D. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  incidence  in  dental  caries  in  the  different 
groups.  In  the  elementary  school  group — grades  1  to  6  inclusive — there 
were  eighty-one  percent  in  need  of  dental  correction,  four  percent  less 
than  found  at  the  time  of  examination  the  previous  year.  In  the  Junior 
High  School  group — grades  7  to  9  inclusive — there  were  seventy-three 
percent  needing  treatment,  while  the  Senior  High  School  group — ^grades 
10  to  12  inclusive — had  only  sixty-nine  percent  needing  attention.  The 
ninety-three  pupils  under  treatment  with  their  family  dentists  at  the  time 
of  the  examination  would  lower  the  percentage  of  caries  somewhat  in  the 
latter  two  groups. 

Parents  were  notified  and  urged  to  consult  their  family  dentist  for 
necessary  treatments. 

The  school  dental  clinic  has  broadened  its  program  to  include  students 
from  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  groups  who  have  been  unable  to 
employ  the  services  of  a  i)rivate  dentist.  These  boys  and  girls  were  at  a 
disadvantage  in  the  past  in  that  they  often  left  High  School  inadequately 
prepared  physically  to  compete  favorably  in  the  business  world.  How 
much  better  to  know  the  physical  handicaps  have  been  removed  than  to 
say  that  John  Jones  had  received  his  diploma,  but  had  thirteen  cavities 
in  his  teeth! 
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The  program  for  the  elementary  school  children  continues  as  before 
in  caring  first  for  the  children  in  grades  1  to  3  inclusive  whose  parents  can¬ 
not  employ  a  private  dentist.  The  second  teeth  are  making  their  appear¬ 
ance  during  these  stages  and  it  is  essential  that  they  be  checked  early  to 
be  sure  there  are  no  defects  in  the  enamel  which  will  cause  serious  caries 
if  neglected.  Good  dental  hygiene  habits  are  established  in  these  formative 
years — good  habits  which  will  carry  over  into  adult  life. 

The  parents  and  dentists  continue  to  cooperate  in  carrying  out  this 
dental  program  as  may  be  shown  by  the  fact  that  ninety-seven  percent  of 
the  children  had  completed  the  necessary  dental  corrections  at  the  time 
schools  closed  in  June,  1939. 

Mental  Examinations 

Twenty-six  children  from  the  various  grades  in  the  elementary  and 
Junior  High  Schools  who  had  difficulty  in  their  school  work  were  examined 
by  Dr.  Margaret  Simpson,  M.  D.  She  has  made  recommendations  which 
should  help  the  children  to  derive  the  most  out  of  their  school  work  with 
the  least  difficulty. 

Habit  Clinic 

The  Habit  Clinic,  held  each  Friday  morning  from  10:00  a.  m.  to  12:00 
noon  at  the  Norwood  Hospital,  is  under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Ella 
Cahill,  M.  D.  Any  parent  with  a  problem  with  which  he  or  she  would 
like  help  may  have  an  appointment  to  see  Dr.  Cahill  by  calling  the  hospital 
or  contacting  one  of  the  school  nurses. 

The  aim  of  the  clinic  is  one  of  prevention,  the  prevention  of  malad¬ 
justments  in  later  life,  which  result  frequently  from  minor  problems  of 
childhood.  The  clinic  deals  only  with  normal  or  bright  children  and  not 
retarded  children.  Children  with  physical  handicaps  which  might  affect 
a  happy  adjustment  are  referred  to  the  family  doctors  for  correction. 
Parents  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  offered  by  the 
clinic  to  develop  a  better  understanding  of  the  child’s  need  in  acquiring 
a  healthy  mind  and  body. 

Commimicable  Disease  Control 

Although  we,  in  Norwood,  have  been  more  fortunate  than  some  of  our 
neighboring  townsfolk  in  the  matter  of  communicable  disease,  we  did  have 
a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  measles,  mumps,  whooping  cough  and  chicken- 
pox. 

We  must  continue  to  be  vigilant.  “Control  of  disease  depends  on 
knowing  that  it  exists.”  In  this  respect  parents  can  be  most  helpful  in 
reporting  to  the  schools  when  their  youngsters  have  a  communicable 
disease.  It  is  possible  then  to  check  all  contacts  and  exclude  any  who  show 
initial  stages  of  infection. 
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Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  children  given  a  series  of  inoculations 
with  toxoid  last  year  were  given  Shick  tests.  Sixty-five  of  these  children 
had  positive  reactions  necessitating  a  second  series  of  inoculations.  Sev¬ 
enty-six  new  first  graders  were  also  given  toxoid  to  build  up  their  immunity 
to  diphtheria. 

Chadwick  and  School  Clinics 

The  objectives  of  these  two  clinics  are  the  same:  the  promotion  of  health 
in  the  school  child  to  prevent  tuberculosis  by  discovering  any  early  signs 
of  the  disease  and  preventing  it  before  serious  illness  occurs.

Weighing  and  Measuring 

Until  someone  devises  a  better  and  more  practical  means  to  interest  the 
child  in  his  growth  the  monthly  weighing  and  measuring  as  carried  on  in 
the  elementary  schools  will  encourage  the  child  to  develop  a  sound  knowl¬ 
edge  of  desirable  health  habits.  More  stress  is  made  however,  on  the 
child’s  individual  growth  rather  than  the  old  comparisons  with  so-called 
average  weight  scales  which  were  definitely  a  handicap  for  the  child  of  the 
slender  type,  for  no  matter  how  hard  he  tried,  he  never  seemed  to  attain 
his  goal  and  weighing  day  was  one  of  gloom  rather  than  joy  of  attainment. 

Audiometer  Tests 

The  audiometer  test  is  given  to  ascertain  the  accuracy  of  the  child’s 
hearing.  Those  with  a  loss  of  9  or  more  units  are  referred  to  the  family 
physician  for  the  necessary  treatment.  The  existence  of  this  loss  may 
indicate  a  susceptibility  to  deafness  due  to  some  infection  which,  unless 
corrected  or  prevented,  may  cause  more  serious  loss  in  later  life.  As  a 
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result  of  these  tests,  three  students  are  having  lip  reading  instructions  at 
the  Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf  in  Boston.  The  following  table 
indicates  the  results  of  this  testing;

School  Eye  Clinic 

Two  hundred  and  fifteen  children  were  examined  at  the  eye  clinic  by 
Dr.  Hugo  B.  C.  Riemer,  M.  D.  For  ninety  of  them,  glasses  were  pres¬ 
cribed;  twenty-nine  needed  no  change  in  glasses  being  worn  at  time  of 
examination;  eighty-seven  had  no  refractive  error  needing  correction  at 
that  time;  nine  had  medical  treatment  prescribed;  three  were  advised  to 
have  operation  for  correction  of  existing  conditions;  two  were  referred 
for  further  consultation  and  four  were  sent  to  their  family  doctors  for 
physical  examinations. 

Mid-Moming  Lunch 

The  Woman’s  Club,  through  the  Norwood  Community  Chest  Fund, 
makes  it  possible  for  some  one  hundred  and  forty  children  to  have  a  daily 
milk  lunch.  Many  other  children  who  are  able  to  buy  their  own  milk  also 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  have  the  mid-moming  lunch. 

Summer  Camp 

Those  who  have  so  generously  supported  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale  made 
it  possible  for  four  children  to  go  to  the  Health  Camp  in  Braintree  for  a 
period  of  eight  weeks.  The  physical  benefits  to  the  child  are  great,  but 
so  too  is  the  joy  derived  when  he  knows  he  has  been  accepted. 

Conclusion 

We  would  be  most  ungrateful  if  we  did  not  make  public  mention  and 
give  hearty  thanks  for  the  generous  supjiort  given  us  during  the  past 
year  by  our  many  friends,  namely  the  Senior  High  School  Quest  Club, 
Junior  High  School  Community  Club,  American  Red  Cross,  Women’s 
Community  Committee  and  those  who  wish  to  remain  anonymous. 

To  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  the  supervisors,  the  principals, 
the  teachers,  the  Superintendent,  we  of  the  Health  Department  express 
our  thanks  for  the  loyal  support  and  helpful  advice  which  makes  our  work 
in  Norwood  schools  pleasant  and  successful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  AMERICANIZATION 

The  annual  report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Americanization  is  herewith 
submitted. 

The  graduation  exercises  of  the  Americanization  classes  were  held  on 
March  15th  at  the  Junior  High  School.  There  were  forty-six  men  and 
women  who  received  citizenship  diplomas  and  111  students  who  received 
the  state  certificates.  Twenty  women  were  awarded  Red  Cross  certificates 
after  having  completed  the  Home  Hygiene  Course,  which  is  sponsored 
annually  by  the  Red  Cross.  Mrs.  Josephine  A.  Chandler,  Chairman  of 
the  School  Committee,  presented  the  diplomas  and  certificates. 

“The  Ceremonial  of  Re-dedication”  was  presented  by  the  Americaniza¬ 
tion  Classes.  The  purpose  of  this  little  play  is  to  draw  attention  to  the 
rights,  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  American  citizenship,  and  to  lead 
Americans  to  re-commit  and  re-dedicate  themselves  to  the  maintenance 
of  their  free  institutions.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  “Bill  of  Rights”, 
which  is  a  very  important  part  of  our  Constitution  today.  A  Red  Cross 
demonstration  was  given  by  the  Home  Hygiene  Class.  Mr.  John  Conway 
delivered  an  excellent  address  entitled,  “Citizenship”. 

A  citizenship  class  was  held  in  April,  May  and  June  on  Tuesday  evenings 
from  seven  to  nine  o’clock  at  the  Junior  High  School.  This  class  was  to  aid 
those  applicants  who  expected  to  be  called  for  their  naturalization  examina¬ 
tion.  Twenty  people  attended  this  class. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Home  Department  of  the  Norfolk  County 
Agricultural  School,  a  good  program  was  planned  for  the  fall  of  1939  and 
the  spring  of  1940.  The  fall  program  was  based  upon  the  theme,  “The 
Family  Today”.  One  meeting  was  held  each  month  at  the  Shattuck  School 
under  the  direction  and  guidance  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Schufelt,  County  Agent. 
Meeting  topics  were  as  follows: 

September — The  Family  Good  Times 

October  — Family  Spending 

November — ^Family  Cooperation 

December  — Family  Christmas 

For  1940  the  general  theme  is  Personal  Development.  The  topics  are: 

January  — Being  a  Good  Hostess 

February — Achieving  Self-Confidence  and  Poise 

March  — Suiting  Your  Clothes  to  You 

April  — Looking  Your  Best  Through  Good  Grooming 

These  meetings  are  now  well  attended  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  county 
for  giving  us  these  fine  and  interesting  lectures. 

The  annual  Home  Hygiene  Course  was  given  at  the  Balch  School. 
There  was  a  class  enrollment  of  nineteen  women.  There  have  been  more 
than  100  women  who  have  taken  this  very  interesting  course. 

At  present  there  are  168  adult  foreign-born  people  enrolled  in  the  Ameri- 
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canization  classes.  Forty-three  are  enrolled  in  the  day  classes  for  mothers. 
The  nationalities  represented  are  Lithuanian,  Russian,  Italian,  Finnish, 
French,  Irish,  Syrian,  Canadian,  Scotch,  Norwegian,  Russian  Jew  and 
Austrian.  There  were  fifty  students  who  were  admitted  to  United  States 
citizenship  from  April,  19.39  to  January,  1940.  There  were  forty-five  who 
received  their  first  papers,  of  which  twenty  have  been  filed.  At  present 
thirty-five  have  filed  second  papers.  The  ages  of  candidates  range  from 
fourteen  to  seventy,  the  average  age  being  fifty-five  years. 

There  probably  has  never  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  this  country 
w'hen  American  citizenship  has  assumed  greater  value  and  importance. 
Whether  one  view's  the  situation  from  the  standpoint  of  a  native  or  a 
naturalized  citizen,  the  viewpoint  is  the  same.  Those  of  us  who  are  so 
fortunate  as  to  have  been  born  in  this  country  and  who  have  profited  since 
birth  by  the  liberality  of  its  institutions  may  not  appreciate  as  much  as  do 
those  bom  in  other  lands  how  much  we  are  indebted  to  the  Fathers  of  our 
Country,  who  established  this  government.  The  government  of  the 
United  States  is  endeavoring  to  make  easy  the  naturalization  of  earnest, 
quahfied  applicants  who  comply  w'ith  its  requirements.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  government  will  refuse  that  privilege  to  those  who  cannot 
measure  up  to  the  standards  which  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has 
specified. 

The  most  recent  change  in  the  Naturalization  law  is  as  follows:  Divorced 
applicants  for  citizenship  may  not  apply  through  the  citizenship  of  one 
another — e.g.,  a  woman  is  not  eligible  to  apply  for  citizenship  if  she  is 
divorced  from  her  citizen  husband.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  JANITORS,  SCHOOLHOUSES 

AND  GROUNDS 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Janitors, 
Schoolhouses  and  Grounds. 

W.  P.  A. 

There  was  very  little  work  done  under  W.P.A.  sponsorsliip,  due  to  the 
impossibility  of  obtaining  W.P.A.  funds  for  maintenance  projects.  Com¬ 
pletion  of  the  parking  area,  walks  and  drives  at  the  Junior  High  School 
was  effected  as  part  of  a  W.P.A.  project. 

Repairs  and  Replacements 

Herewith  are  indicated  major  repairs  and  replacements.  Minor  repairs 
are  matters  of  routine  and  constant  need.  It  is  unnecessary  to  list  all  of 
them. 
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Senior  High  School 

The  athletic  field  at  the  Senior  High  School  this  year  had  again  settled 
and  it  was  necessary  to  regrade  the  baseball  diamond. 

The  painting  of  the  chain-link  fence  was  continued  and  will  be  completed 
next  year.  Because  of  its  construction,  the  work  proceeds  slowly. 

Both  portable  and  stationary  bleachers  were  given  two  coats  of  paint 
and  now  are  in  first  class  condition. 

The  outside  woodwork,  with  the  exception  of  the  work  done  last  year, 
was  painted. 

There  were  1800  square  feet  of  built-up  roof  applied  over  the  main 
building.  The  copper  work  was  repaired  and  new  expansion  joints  were 
built  into  the  copper  gutters  and  parapets  to  stop  the  breaking  of  joints. 
Because  of  expansion  and  contraction,  much  of  this  work  was  made  neces¬ 
sary.  The  hurricane  of  last  year  caused  considerable  damage. 

The  transformers  were  moved  out  of  the  building  and  placed  under 
the  front  steps.  This  wmrk  was  made  necessary  because  of  a  ruling  by  the 
fire  insurance  engineers.  Fire  insurance  rates  would  be  raised  if  the  work 
were  not  to  be  done. 

It  was  necessary  to  replace  twenty  feet  of  3-inch  feed  water  line  and 
valves  to  the  hot  water  tank. 

The  boilers  also  had  to  be  re-lined  and  many  minor  plumbing  and  heating 
repairs  were  completed. 


Junior  High  School 

The  new  part  of  the  building  was  given  two  coats  of  paint  and  the 
name  of  the  school  attached  to  the  front  of  the  building. 

The  transformers  in  this  building  were  also  moved  to  the  outside  and 
now  are  enclosed  within  a  wire  fence  in  the  rear  of  the  building.  The 
situation  which  brought  this  about  was  the  same  as  that  which  obtained 
at  the  Senior  High  School. 

The  plumbing  and  heating  systems  in  this  building  are  in  very  poor 
condition.  Much  of  this  repair  work  had  to  be  done  and  will  have  to  be 
continued  this  coming  year. 

New  shower-bath  and  locker  rooms  were  installed  in  the  basement  to 
accommodate  visiting  athletic  teams  and  National  Youth  Administration 
activities.  Outside  teams  will  no  longer  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  Junior 
High  School  shower  facilities. 

The  boilers  were  re-lined  and  new  floor  settings  laid. 

Balch  School 

There  were  1100  feet  of  brick  pointing  completed  at  this  school.  Wind- 
driven  rains  entering  masonry  walls  were  causing  damage  to  the  interior 
walls.  This  school  had  a  very  severe  glass  breakage,  136  panes  of  glass 
being  broken  during  the  year. 

The  drainage  system  became  blocked  and  rain  water  backed  up  through 
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the  roof  drains,  forcing  out  the  packing  in  twelve  joints  which  had  to  be 
repaired. 

Callahan  School 

Two  coats  of  paint  were  applied  on  all  outside  woodwork  of  the  Callahan 
School.  All  windows  and  door  casings  were  caulked  with  plastic  caulking 
material.  The  boys’  washrooms  were  in  need  of  extensive  repairs. 

This  school  also  suffered  much  glass  breakage.  This  building  was 
entered  on  Hallowe’en  and  considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  woodwork 
of  the  office,  and  the  school  safe,  though  open,  was  ruined  by  petty  thieves. 

Shattuck  School 

There  w'ill  be  required,  during  the  coming  year,  a  substantial  outlay  for 
the  restoration  of  w'all  surfaces  at  the  Shattuck  School.  Much  damage 
was  done  to  the  walls,  desks  and  floors  as  a  result  of  vandalism  of  young 
boys.  Other  routine  repairs  are  the  result  of  natural  wear  and  tear. 

Winslow  School 

Two  rooms  in  the  basement  and  all  outside  doors  were  repainted.  A 
new  baseball  backstop  was  built.  New  concrete  steps  were  constructed 
to  replace  the  old  and  worn-out  wooden  stairs  at  the  outside  entrance 
to  the  boiler  room. 

General 

There  has  been  much  glass  breakage  in  the  schools.  Each  year  there  is 
an  increase,  and  it  seems  that  something  should  be  done  to  stop  this  nui¬ 
sance  which  bears  so  heavily  upon  school  maintenance  expense. 

The  Beacon  School,  which  has  been  idle  for  some  years,  is  deteriorating 
very  rapidly  and  will  require  some  attention  next  year.  The  outside  of 
the  building  requires  painting.  The  entrances,  endows,  gutters  and 
conductors  will  have  to  be  repaired. 

I  would  like  again  to  recommend  the  installation  of  oil  burning  equip¬ 
ment  at  the  Senior  High  School  and  the  exchange  of  the  burners  at  the 
Junior  High  School  to  be  replaced  by  equipment  manufactured  to  bum 
a  cheaper  grade  of  oil. 

All  vdndows  and  casings  wall  be  caulked  with  plastic  compound  as  need 
arises  for  repainting  the  outside  of  our  buildings.  This  procedure  has 
made  possible  substantial  savings  in  heating  costs. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  Mr.  Lynch  for 
their  fine  cooperation,  which  has  made  it  possible  for  me  to  carry  the  work 
of  this  department  through  a  successful  year.  I  also  wish  to  thank  all 
who  have  assisted  me  in  any  way.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  October  24, 
1937,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  September  16,  1939,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon: 
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The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  for 
the  period  covered  by  the  audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined, 
checked  and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments 
in  which  money  is  collected  or  bills  are  committed  for  collection, 
and  with  the  records  of  the  town  ti’easurer. 

The  general  and  the  appropriation  ledgers  were  analyzed.  The 
appropriations,  loan  authorizations  and  transfers  were  compared 
with  the  town  clerk’s  record  of  financial  votes  passed  in  town 
meetings  and  other  accounts  were  checked  with  the  information  in 
the  departments  in  which  the  transactions  originated.  A  trial 
balance  was  taken  off  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  and 
after  the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were 
made,  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  September  16,  1939,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  and  collector  of 
taxes,  as  treasurer,  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The 
cash  book  was  footed  throughout,  the  recorded  receipts  were  an¬ 
alyzed  and  compared  with  the  departmental  records  of  payments 
to  the  treasurer  and  with  other  Sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  records  of  disbursements 
were  compared  with  the  accountant’s  books  and  with  the  treasury 
warrants. 

The  cash  balance  on  September  16,  1939,  was  verified  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town 
money  is  deposited. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by 
a  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due.  The  cancelled  bonds 
and  coupons  on  file  were  checked,  the  outstanding  coupons  being 
listed  and  found  to  agree  with  the  amount  on  deposit  for  payment 
thereof. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest¬ 
ments  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds,  in  the  cus¬ 
tody  of  the  town  treasurer,  were  personally  examined  and  listed, 
the  income  being  proved  and  the  disbursements  being  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined, 
checked,  and  compared  with  the  deeds  on  file,  and  all  tax  title 
transactions,  including  takings,  additions,  redemptions  and  fore¬ 
closures,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  of  the  treas¬ 
urer  and  collector. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  schedules  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  treasurer’s  cash  together  with  summaries  of  the  trust,  in¬ 
vestment,  tax  title,  and  tax  title  possessions  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  and  collector  of 
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taxes,  as  collector  of  taxes,  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 
The  taxes  and  assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous 
examination  were  audited  and  all  subsequent  commitments  of  poll, 
property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  and  of  special  assess¬ 
ments  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  assessors’  warrants, 
while  the  commitments  of  departmental  accounts,  including  elec¬ 
tric  light  and  water  accounts,  were  compared  with  the  amounts 
reported  to  the  town  accountant.  The  collections  as  posted  on  the 
commitment  books  were  compared  with  the  cash  book  collections, 
which  were  analyzed,  and  with  the  recorded  payments  to  the 
treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  cash  books.  The  abatement 
of  taxes  and  assessments  as  entered  were  checked  with  the  as¬ 
sessors’  record  of  abatements  granted,  and  abatements  of  depart¬ 
mental  accounts  were  checked  with  the  departmental  authoriza¬ 
tions  therefor.  The  outstanding  taxes  and  assessments  and  de¬ 
partmental  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  controlling 
accounts  in  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  summaries  of  the  tax  and  assess¬ 
ment  accounts. 

The  records  of  the  town  clerk  of  receipts  on  account  of  dog 
licenses  issued  on  behalf  of  the  county,  of  sporting  licenses  the 
proceeds  of  which  are  paid  to  the  State,  as  well  as  from  marriage 
intentions  and  recording  fees  which  are  paid  into  the  town  treas¬ 
ury,  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  books. 
The  town  clerk’s  cash  balance  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

The  selectmen’s  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  therefor  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer’s  cash  books  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  no  licenses  be  issued  until  receipt  of  the  fee. 

The  financial  records  of  the  police  department  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  commitments  on  account  of  ambulance  hire, 
etc.,  were  analyzed,  the  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer’s  cash  books  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  with  the  records  of  work  done.  The  collections 
were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books.  The  cash  on 
hand  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

The  commitments  on  account  pf  health  and  sanitation  charges 
were  analyzed  and  proved.  The  recorded  receipts  were  verified 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked. 
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The  recorded  charges  on  account  of  highways  were  examined 
and  compared  with  the  commitments  which  were  analyzed.  The 
receipts,  as  recorded,  were  verified,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  commitments  of  public  welfare  and  old  age  assistance 
charges  were  compared  with  the  records  of  the  department.  The 
recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  books 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant’s  ledger. 

The  records  of  the  school  department  on  account  of  miscellane¬ 
ous  receipts  and  the  school  lunch  room  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being  verified  and  the 
petty  cash  advance  of  the  school  department  being  proved. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  librarian  showing  receipts  of 
fines,  etc.,  were  checked  for  the  period  of  the  audit  being  com¬ 
pared  with  the  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer.  The  cash  on 
hand  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  water  department  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  commitments  were  verified,  the  recorded  re¬ 
ceipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  and  the  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant’s 
ledger. 

In  checking  the  water  accounts  it  was  noted  that  commitments 
are  not  reported  promptly  and  that  neither  the  collector  nor  the 
accountant  is  duly  informed  of  adjustments  and  abatements,  the 
records  of  which  are  not  systematically  filed  in  the  water  depart¬ 
ment  office.  It  is  recommended  that  the  proper  officials  be  in¬ 
formed  without  delay  of  amounts  committed  and  abated  and  of 
all  adjustments  made  in  connection  with  the  billing  and  collec¬ 
tion  of  water  charges. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  department  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  commitments  were  proved,  the  re¬ 
corded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  books,  the 
abatements  and  allowances  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant’s  ledger.  The 
records  of  guarantee  deposits  on  account  of  electric  light  service, 
including  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  were  checked  in  detail 
and  verified,  and  the  deposits  on  hand  were  listed  and  proved. 

In  auditing  the  electric  light  accounts  similar  conditions  as 
those  described  in  connection  with  the  water  department  were 
noted,  and  similar  recommendations  are  made  pertaining  to  the 
prompt  reporting  of  commitments,  allowances,  abatements,  and 
adjustments. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  sewer  and  water  guarantee  de¬ 
posits  were  examined  and  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  books,  the 
refunds  of  deposits  being  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants 
and  the  deposits  on  hand  being  listed  and  proved  with  the  ac- 
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countant’s  ledger.  The  records  used  and  the  procedure  followed 
in  the  handling  of  these  deposits  were  found  to  be  inadequate,  and 
it  was  necessary  to  devote  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to 
properly  audit  the  accounts. 

A  detailed  list  of  the  deposits  on  hand  as  of  the  audit  date  has 
been  prepared  for  the  accountant,  with  suggestions  for  carrying 
on  and  recording  transactions  in  a  convenient  and  adequate  man¬ 
ner. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  cemetery  department  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  were  analyzed,  the 
abatements  were  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  examination  of  the  cemetery  accounts  showed  outstanding 
accounts  on  the  audit  date  amounting  to  $23,076.30.  This  total 
includes  many  accounts  which  are  several  years  old  and  which 
should  be  satisfied  as  promptly  as  possible  either  by  collection  or 
by  abatement,  if  the  accounts  are  found  to  be  uncollectible. 

During  the  process  of  the  audit  it  was  noted  that  departments 
other  than  the  cemetery,  such  as  the  selectmen’s  department  for 
licenses,  and  the  police,  health,  highway,  and  electric  light  de¬ 
partments  have  accumulated  large  amounts  of  accounts  receivable 
many  items  of  which  have  been  long  outstanding.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  these  accounts  be  investigated  and  collected,  if  col¬ 
lection  is  possible,  but  if  they  are  found  to  be  uncollectible,  the 
accounts  should  be  abated  or  written  off. 

It  would  appear  that  no  credit  should  have  been  extended  for 
some  of  the  accounts  outstanding,  such  as  licenses  and  personal 
telephone  calls  of  town  employees  for  which  cash  payments  should 
have  been  required. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  were  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  town  officials  dur¬ 
ing  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  September  17, 
1939  to  October  22,  1940,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Ac¬ 
counts.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period 
from  September  17,  1939,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination, 
to  October  22,  1940,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  verified  by  a 
comparison  with  the  books  and  records  in  the  offices  of  the  treas¬ 
urer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  office  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  com. 
pared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the  records  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection.  The  records  of  disbursements  were  checked 
with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  payments  as  shown  by 
the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  general  ledger  was  analyzed  for  the  period  covered  by  the 
audit,  trial  balance  was  taken  off  proving  the  ledger  to  be  in  bal¬ 
ance,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  October  22,  1940,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this 
report. 

An  analysis  was  also  made  of  the  appropriation  Ledgers,  the 
appropriations  and  loan  orders  being  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s 
record  of  financial  votes  passed  in  town  meetings.  The  charges 
against  the  various  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the 
treasury  warrants  and  with  the  paid  bills  and  pay-rolls  on  file. 

The  books  and  records  of  tKe  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  for 
the  period  covered  by  the  audit,  being  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury. 

The  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  town  account¬ 
ant’s  books.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  the  cash  in  the  office  on 
October  22,  1940,  was  verified,  and  the  bank  balances  were  recon¬ 
ciled  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  with 
the  amounts  falling  due,  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securi. 
ties  and  coupons  on  file,  the  unpaid  debt  and  interest  being  listed 
and  compared  with  the  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  banks  for  that 
purpose. 
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The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  examined.  The  income  was  proved,  and  all  transac¬ 
tions  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  town 
accountant’s  books. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  in¬ 
vestment  of  the  contributory  retirement  system  were  personally 
examined.  The  receipts  representing  appropriations  by  the  town 
and  contributions  by  the  members,  as  well  as  income  from  invest¬ 
ments,  were  checked  in  detail.  The  disbursements  were  checked, 
and  the  cash  balance  was  proved  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  tax  title  deeds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  the  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  collector’s  records.  The  reported  redemptions  were 
checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  and  the 
town  accountant’s  books,  the  recorded  disclaimers  and  foreclosures 
were  proved,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with 
the  town  accountant’s  ledger,  and  further  verified  by  checking  with 
the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes,  assessments, 
departmental,  municipal  light,  and  water  accounts  were  proved  to 
the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  town 
accountant’s  books,  the  abatements,  discounts,  and  allowances  as 
recorded  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the  departments  au. 
thorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  municipal 
light,  and  water  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to'  a 
large  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  and 
records  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted  were  reconciled 
with  the  collector’s  books  and  with  the  auditor’s  ledger.  The  as¬ 
sessors’  warrants  for  the  commitment  of  taxes,  assessments,  and 
water  liens  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  detailed  lists. 
The  apportioned  assessments  not  due  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  exjamined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  records  of  licenses  delivered  were  compared 
with  the  record  of  licenses  issued,  and  the  receipts  on  account  of 
licenses,  permits,  recording  fees,  etc.,  were  checked  and  provc^i. 
The  recorded  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified  by  a 
comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  recorded  sales  of  cemetery  lots  and  graves  by  the  town 
clerk  were  checked  with  the  deeds  of  sale  on  file  and  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 
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The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued 
were  checked  with  the  stubs  on  file,  being  compared  with  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  town  treasurer. 

The  cash  balance  on  October  22,  1940,  was  verified  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  town  clerk’s  office. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  granted  by  the  selectmen 
were  examined  and  checked  with  the  records  of  cash  receipts  from 
this  source,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  financial  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  field  books  were  checked 
with  the  office  record  of  receipts  on  account  of  fees  for  sealing  and 
adjusting  weights  and  measures.  The  cash  book  was  footed 
throughout,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash  on 
hand  were  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  health  department  on  account 
of  licenses  and  permits  granted  and  fees  from  the  dental  and  eye 
clinics  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treas¬ 
urer  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  school  department  on  account  of 
rentals,  lunch  room,  and  miscellaneous  sales  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer’s  books,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by 
actual  count. 

The  records  of  the  library  department  on  account  of  receipts 
for  fines,  lost  and  damaged  books,  etc.,  were  examined  and  checked, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash  on  hand  were  veri¬ 
fied. 

In  auditing  the  cash  collections  in  the  municipal  light  depart¬ 
ment  as  of  November  30,  1940,  a  cash  shortage  of  $869.84  was  dis¬ 
closed  in  the  accounts  of  Gerald  T.  Chisholm,  a  clerk  in  the  muni¬ 
cipal  light  department.  The  shortage  represents  cash  collected  by 
him  and  not  accounted  for  to  the  treasurer,  as  follows:

The  records  of  guarantee  deposits  required  by  the  sewer,  muni, 
cipal  light,  and  water  departments  were  .examined  and  checked,  the 
deposits  on  hand  being  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  account¬ 
ant’s  ledger. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  town  clerk,  and 
others  required  to  furnish  a  bond  for  the  faithful  p^erformance  of 
their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  accounts  mentioned,  the  available  records  ol 
all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 
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Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1940 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  on  the  activities  of 
their  department  for  the  year  1940. 

There  were  held  forty-seven  regular  meetings  and  seven  special 
meetings  and  numerous  conferences  and  public  hearings. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  15,  1940  Herbert  V, 
Brady  was  elected  and  duly  qualified  for  the  ensuing  term  of  three 
years. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  16,  1940 
by  the  reelection  of  Selectmen  Charles  E.  Houghton  as  Chairman 
and  Mary  D.  White  was  appointed  temporary  Clerk.

November  19 — Permission  granted  to  Mr.  Augustus  Morelli, 
representing  the  British  War  Relief  Committee,  for  a  1:00  o’clock 
dance  at  Elks  Hall,  November  22,  1940. 

December  3 — Permission  granted  to  Mr.  Edward  Eppich,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Workmen’s  Benefit  Fund,  for  a  1:00  o’clock  dance  at 
Workmen’s  Hall,  December  6,  1940. 

December  17 — Permission  granted  to  Mr.  Edward  Eppich,  rep¬ 
resenting  the  Workmen’s  Benefit  Fund,  for  a  1:00  o’clock  dance 
at  Workmen’s  Hall,  December  20,  1940. 

December  17 — Permission  granted  to  Miss  Eva  Mazzola,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Private  Duty  Nurses  Club,  for  a  1:00  o’clock  dance  at 
the  Junior  High  School,  February  21,  1941. 

December  30 — Permission  granted  to  Mrs.  Jane  Campbell,  rep¬ 
resenting  the  British  Relief  Corps  for  a  dance  at  K.  of  C.  Hall, 
December  31  from  8:00  P.  M.  to  1:00  A.  M. 

Numerous  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as 
required  by  law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  loca¬ 
tions,  lay  outs  and  the  like,  which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  detail  in  this  report.  For  further  details  reference  is  made 
to  the  Town  Record  Books. 

From  time  to  time  various  pole  and  conduit  locations  were 
granted  through  orders  of  location  signed  following  hearings 
thereon. 

All  citizens  who  desired  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  alleged  griev¬ 
ances  or  other  matters  were  given  full  opportunity  to  present  the 
same  where  hearings  were  sought,  even  where  in  some  instances 
such  matters  were  not  proper  subjects  for  action  by  the  Select¬ 
men,  and  thereafter  such  matters  so  heard  had  due  consideration. 

Orders  of  Taking 

May  24 — After  hearing  voted  to  proceed  with  the  proposed  lay¬ 
out  and  construction  of  West  Border  Road  from  Gay  Street  South¬ 
erly,  under  the  Betterment  Act. 

May  24 — After  hearing  voted  to  proceed  with  the  proposed  lay¬ 
out  and  construction  of  West  Border  Road  from  Dean  Street 
Northerly,  under  the  Betterment  Act. 

May  24 — After  hearing  voted  to  proceed  with  the  proposed  lay¬ 
out  and  construction  of  Lenox  Avenue  from  the  end  of  the  present 
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roadway  to  Pleasant  Street,  assessments  to  be  exercised  on  both 
sides  of  street. 

June  11 — Voted  that  the  following  sidewalks  be  constructed: 

North  side  of  St.  Joseph  Avenue  in  front  of  the  property  of  Mr. 
Stanley  Alukonis. 

Dean  Street,  Railroad  bridge  to  Pleasant  Street. 

Highview  Street  both  sides. 

Also  voted  that  the  unexpended  moneys  in  colprovia  sidewalks 
be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  colprovia  sidewalk  on  Endicott 
Street  Northeast  side  Walpole  Street  to  Tannery. 

August  6 — General  Manager  reported  that  the  town  had  gone 
ahead  with  the  construction  of  Union  Street  for  a  short  distance 
to  tie  up  with  work  being  done  by  Walpole  at  this  point. 

September  10 — Voted  that  an  easement  for  the  extension  of  a 
lateral  sewer  from  the  trunk  sewer  just  Westerly  of  the  State 
Highway  extending  Southerly  along  proposed  West  Border  Road 
in  order  to  serve  the  Vega  Baking  Company  property,  with  the 
understanding  that  Manager  Kendrick  contact  Dr.  Cleveland  and 
Thomas  U.  Mahoney  about  betterment  payments. 

September  10 — A  notice  submitted  to  be  signed  in  order  to  give 
it  to  the  County  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  the  relocation 
of  Union  Street. 

On  October  22  there  was  adopted  an  easement  or  right  of  way 
for  sewer  purposes  in  Sixth  Street  Ext.  from  Gay  Street  Southerly 
to  Main  Drain,  and  Section  A.  running  from  Main  Drain  to  Gay 
Street;  Section  C  running  from  Cross  Street  to  Rock  Street. 

Transportation  and  Related  Matters 

On  March  27,  received  application  from  the  Oakdale  Community 
Garage  and  Bus  Line  of  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  for  a  permit  to 
operate  a  bus  line  from  Westwood  to  Norwood  to  allow  the  dis¬ 
charging  and  boarding  of  passengers  for  transportation  from  and 
to  the  Town  of  Westwood  only.  On  April  9,  a  vote  was  taken  on 
the  matter  and  the  motion  was  declared  lost. 

On  April  23,  a  conference  was  held  relative  to  transportation 
with  representatives  of  the  Oakdale  Community  Garage  and  Bus 
Lines  and  it  was  voted  to  grant  a  permit  subject  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  by  the  Board. 

On  August  6,  a  notice  from  the  Oakdale  Community  Garage  and 
Bus  Line  dated  July  15  was  submitted  informing  the  Board  that 
the  new  bus  line  between  Norwood  and  Westwood  would  be  in¬ 
augurated  July  27,  1940. 

On  October  15,  a  hearing  was  held  relative  to  the  permission  to 
run  the  Oakdale  Community  Garage  Bus  to  the  Plimpton  Press 
and  the  Norwood  Central  Depot,  and  in  addition  pick  up  pass¬ 
engers  locally  in  Norwood,  a  postponement  was  made  of  this  peti¬ 
tion  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  make 
a  personal  study  and  survey  of  the  situation. 
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On  October  15,  two  petitions  were  received  requesting  that  the 
Oakdale  Community  Garage  Bus  Line  be  granted  permission  to 
pick  up  passengers  locally  in  Norwood.  The  first  contained  the 
name  of  Coleman  J.  Foley  and  20  other  persons  and  the  second  con¬ 
tained  the  name  of  Patrick  J.  Costello  and  188  other  persons. 
A  third  petition  was  received  October  16  containing  the  name  of 
Eva  Webber  and  141  other  persons. 

On  October  29,  Mr.  Curran  representing  the  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  wished  to  recommend  to  the  Board  that  the 
Oakdale  Community  Garage  Bus  Line  be  permitted  to  operate  to 
the  Plimpton  Press  and  the  Norwood  Central  Depot  and  to  pick 
up  passengers  locally  in  Norwood  over  its  present  route  within  the 
Town.  It  was  voted  to  grant  the  permit. 

On  November  13,  there  was  submitted  a  draft  of  permit  to  the 
Oakdale  Community  Garage  Bus  Line  Inc.  amending  previous 
permit,  permitting  the  Bus  Line  to  pick  up  and  discharge  pass¬ 
engers  within  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Draft  was  approved  after 
certain  changes  were  made. 

On  November  19,  revised  copies  of  new  permit  granted  to  the 
Oakdale  Community  Garage  Bus  Line,  Inc.  was  submitted  and 
signed  by  the  Board. 


Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations 

January  9 — Voted  that  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  write  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  asking  for  the  approval  of  the  amend¬ 
ments  to  Traffic  Rules  and  Orders  as  specified  on  November  7, 
1939,  which  were  approved  by  a  Temporary  Permit  §1BS2  dated 
December  6,  1939  or  a  further  extension  of  Temporary  approval 
beyond  January  15,  1940. 

January  23 — State  Department  of  Public  Works  approved  angle 
parking  as  specified  in  the  Amendment  to  the  Traffic  Rules  and 
Regulations  adopted  November  7,  1939. 

January  23 — Department  of  Public  Works  approved  of  angle 
parking  on  two  sections  of  Washington  Street  in  compliance  with 
vote  of  Selectmen  January  9,  1940. 

Februry  6 — Voted  that  General  Manager  prepare  parking  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  entire  business  district  bounded  by  Howard  Street 
in  the  North,  Broadway  in  the  East,  Guild  Street  in  the  South  and 
the  Westerly  boundary  of  the  business  zone  in  the  West. 

February  13 — Amendments  to  traffic  rules  and  orders  accepted 
and  approved. 

April  9 — Report  received  from  General  Manager  and  approved 
to  Amend  Traffic  Rules  and  Orders  under  Section  2  of  Article 
9,  to  read  as  follows: 

“Section  2  Owner  of  Vehicle  Liable  for  Violations  of  Parking 

Rules  and  Orders.  No  person  shall  allow,  permit  or  suffer  any 
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vehicle  registered  in  his  name  to  stand  or  park  in  any  street, 
way,  highway,  road  or  parkway  under  the  control  of  the  Town 
of  Norwood  in  violation  of  these  Rules  and  Orders  relative  to 
parking.” 

May  7 — Voted  that  parking  restrictions  be  amended  from  the 
southerly  end  of  Knezneck’s  old  building  to  a  point  northerly,  op¬ 
posite  the  center  line  of  Lewis  Avenue,  said  amendment  to  be  to 
the  effect  that  no  parking  will  be  permitted  in  this  area  and  that 
parking  be  permitted  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street. 

September  10 — Voted  to  adopt  the  45  degree  angle  parking  on 
both  sides  of  Cottage  Street  between  Washington  and  Central 
Streets. 

Billboards  and  Signs 

May  28 — Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  application  received 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  renewal  of  a  permit 
granted  to  John  Donnelly  and  Sons  to  maintain  a  bill-board  on 
Walpole  Street,  east  of  the  Walpole  line.  (Referred  to  Manager 
to  see  if  it  is  in  order  and  if  so  notify  the  Department). 

July  16 — Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Department  of 
Public  Works,  application  dated  July  1,  1940  for  the  renewal  of 
various  advertising  sign  locations  in  Norwood.  (Referred  to  Man¬ 
ager  to  see  if  it  is  in  order  and  if  so  notify  the  Department). 

August  20 — John  Donnelly  and  Sons,  granted  permission  to  erect 
a  painted  sign  on  the  back  of  the  present  Fiske  Board  which  is 
on  the  easterly  side  of  State  Highway  Route  §1  opposite  Fisher’s 
Ice  Cream  Stand. 

August  20 — Mr.  Shufeldt,  representing  the  Norwood  Post  Amer¬ 
ican  Legion,  granted  permission  to  erect  a  sign  over  the  entrance 
to  the  Legion  quarters  at  the  Civic  Building. 

October  22 — Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Department  of 
Public  Works,  permission  granted  to  erect  two  advertising  signs 
for  Arthur  Lewis,  one  to  be  located  on  the  westerly  side  of  State 
Highway,  Route  jfl,  southerly  of  Simoni’s  Flower  Shop,  and  the 
other  to  be  located  on  the  easterly  side  of  State  Highway,  Route  §1, 
southerly  of  Pirrazzo’s  Gas  Station. 

Unemployment  Relief,  W.P.A.  Projects  and  Related  Matters 
January  9 — General  Manager  reported  that  the  W.P.A.  Grano¬ 
lithic  Sidewalk  Project  was  discontinued  on  January  3,  1940  and 
that  the  men  employed  on  this  project  have  been  transferred  Jan¬ 
uary  4,  1940  to  the  East  Cross  Street  Drain  Project. 

January  9 — General  Manager  reported  that  the  Federal  Works 
Agency  has  approved  of  extension  of  the  completion  date  on  Con¬ 
tract  No.  2  under  W.P.A.  Project  No.  1514-F  for  the  extension 
of  Field  Line  Trunk  Sewer.  Original  completion  date  January  6, 
date  extended  to  February  24,  1940. 

January  9 — General  Manager  reported  that  the  Davis  Avenue 
Sewer  Job  will  be  completed  at  end  of  week  or  the  first  of  next 
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week  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  lay  off  the  men  working 
on  project. 

January  23 — Voted  on  approval  of  W.P.A.  Project  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  Hartshorn  Swale,  including  the  installation  of 
pipe  drainage  and  the  clearing,  leveling,  learning  and  seeding  of 
the  low  area. 

January  23 — Report  from  General  Manager  that  funds  on  the 
following  W.P.A.  Projects  were  overdrawn:

W.P.A.  Cement  Sidewalks  .  5.20 


Recommendations  approved  to  transfer  from  the  general  appro¬ 
priation  for  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government  in  the 
Relief  of  Unemployment  to  the  projects  or  accounts  shown  above 
in  the  amounts  indicated. 

January  23 — Recommendation  approved  for  cleaning  and  repair¬ 
ing  library  books,  and  expected  that  work  would  commence  on 
January  24,  1940,  and  that  the  sum  of  $91.50  be  transferred  from 
the  General  appropriation  for  the  relief  of  unemployment  in  Co¬ 
operation  with  the  Federal  Government  to  this  W.  P.  A.  Library 
Book  Repair  Project. 

February  6 — Voted  to  pay  bill  received  from  the  Surplus  Com¬ 
modity  Division  of  600  Washington  Street,  for  Administrative  Con¬ 
tribution  for  the  year  1940,  to  be  paid  from  funds  appropriated 
for  the  Relief  of  Unemployment  in  Cooperation  with  the  Federal 
Government. 

February  6 — Voted  to  have  a  W.P.A.  project  to  put  the  vaults 
in  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant’s  Office  in  order,  under  the 
supervision  of  Walter  A.  Blasenak. 

March  19 — Notice  from  David  I.  Walsh  informing  the  Board 
that  Project  ;j/40,665  allotment  $19,623,  to  improve  the  Highland 
Cemetery,  and  Project  §40,653  allotment  $12,520,  to  construct  and 
develop  playground  at  East  Cross  Street,  had  been  found  accept¬ 
able  for  inclusion  in  the  W.P.A.  program. 

May  14 — Voted  that  $200  be  provided  for  research  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  compiling  of  all  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  since 
the  incorporation  of  the  Town. 

May  21 — Report  from  General  Manager  that  application  had 
been  received  for  W.P.A.  Granolithic  Sidewalk  from  Catherine 
Brady  of  22  George  Street.  He  stated  that  if  the  new  sidewalk 
is  constructed  on  the  location  of  the  old  gravel  sidewalk  that  it 
would  be  on  the  Town  way. 

August  6 — It  was  voted  to  give  General  Manager  the  right  to 
authorize  transfers  from  the  general  appropriation  for  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Federal  Government  in  the  relief  of  unemployment 
to  the  following  projects: 

The  sum  of  $3,650.00  to  be  transferred  for  W.P.A.  local  adminis¬ 
tration. 
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The  sum  of  $12.00  be  transferred  for  W.P.A.  Music  Project. 

The  sum  of  $728.32  be  transferred  for  W.  P.  A.  Moth  Control. 

The  sum  of  $75.00  be  transferred  for  W.P.A.  Mosquito  Control 
Project. 

The  sum  of  $100,000  be  transferred  for  W.P.A.  Sewing  Project. 
The  sum  of  $160.00  be  transferred  for  W.P.A.  Library  Project. 

The  sum  of  $1820.47  be  transferred  to  W.P.A.  East  Cross  Street 
Drain  Project. 

The  sum  of  $300.00  be  transferred  for  National  Youth  Adminis¬ 
tration. 

The  sum  of  $2,000  be  transferred  for  Cemetery  Beautification. 
The  sum  of  $5,000  be  transferred  for  W.P.A.  Cement  sidewalks. 
The  sum  of  $3,500  be  appropriated  for  W.P.A.  Hartshorn  Swale. 

October  8 — The  Board  was  informed  that  there  had  been  an 
increase  in  the  Town  of  Norwood’s  W.P.A.  allotment,  and  that  ad¬ 
ditional  men  have  been  put  to  work  on  the  W.P.A. 

October  22 — General  Manager  informed  the  Board  that  at  the 
present  time  there  are  135  employed  on  the  W.P.A.  in  Norwood. 
This  compares  with  a  high  for  this  year  of  195  for  the  week  ending 
March  26  and  a  low  of  90  for  the  week  ending  July  7.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  employees  under  this  program  has  increased  from  95  on 
September  24  to  our  present  total  of  135. 

October  29 — The  requirement  to  operate  the  W.P.A.  Sewing 
Project  is  $10  per  man  a  month.  In  order  to  meet  this  obligation 
the  Board  voted  to  approve  the  Manager’s  request  for  the  transfer 
from  the  general  appropriation  for  the  Relief  of  Unemployment 
in  Cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government  the  sum  of  $1,000, 
which  will  cover  this  contribution  from  the  Town  for  the  first 
three  quarters  for  the  year  1940. 

November  19 — General  Manager  informed  the  Board  that  there 
are  approximately  twenty-five  men  employed  on  the  W.P.A.  Side¬ 
walk  Project,  which  project  will  be  completed  on  December  2, 
and  there  are  only  two  other  projects  in  operation  at  the  present 
time,  namely,  the  so-called  Cemetery  Digging  Project  and  the 
Vernon  Street  Playground  Project.  He  stated  that  there  had  been 
submitted  for  approval  by  the  W.P.A.  Sewer  Project  in  the  Gay 
Street,  East  Cross  Street  and  East  Rock  Street  section,  which 
approval  would  probably  not  be  received  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks.  A  suggestion  from  Mr.  Donahue,  the  W.  P.  A.  Super¬ 
visory  Engineer  for  this  district,  through  Mr.  Kendrick,  that  we 
might  assign  forty  of  our  men  to  a  State  Project  which  is  being 
undertaken  in  Foxboro,  and  that  the  Town  would  have  to  provide 
transportation  for  these  men  four  days  a  week.  Transportation 
for  these  men  could  be  arranged  until  such  time  as  approval  is 
secured  on  our  W.P.A.  Sewer  Project  at  which  time  the  men  can 
be  transferred  from  the  State  Project  at  Foxboro  to  the  Sewer 
Project. 

December  17 — Letter  from  David  I.  Walsh  stating  that  Project 
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§50322,  allotment  $29,021  to  construct  sanitary  sewers  through¬ 
out  the  Town,  had  been  found  acceptable  for  inclusion  in  the 
W.P.A.  program. 

Licenses  —  Alcoholic  Beverages 

On  application  transfers  of  licenses  were  granted  from  time  to 
time  and  thereafter  approved  by  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Com¬ 
mission. 

On  July  2,  it  was  unanimously  voted  with  respect  to  hours 
during  which  licensees  may  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk 
on  the  premises,  local  regulations  be  temporarily  suspended  as  to 
sales  on  Wednesday,  July  3,  1940  and  Thursday,  July  4,  1940  per¬ 
mitting  sales  on  the  night  before  the  holiday  and  on  the  morning 
of  the  holiday  up  to  1:00  o’clock,  A.  M. 

On  December  30,  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  closing  hours  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  that  licensees  under  Section  12  with  respect  to 
alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  be  allowed  to 
remain  open  on  New  Year’s  Eve  until  1:00  o’clock  A.  M.  on  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  1941. 

On  December  17,  license  fees  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
for  the  year  1941  were  established  in  the  same  amounts  as  were

To  avoid  repetition  and  for  detailed  statement  of  these  matters 
reference  is  made  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for 
the  year  1940  except  as  herein  otherwise  appears. 

Miscellaneous 

On  January  2,  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant  was  signed, 
polls  to  be  opened  at  6:45  A.  M.  and  closed  at  7:00  P.  M. 

On  January  16,  it  was  voted  that  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Selectmen  be  held  on  Tuesday  January  23,  1940  for 
the  purpose  of  appointing  a  member  of  the  planning  board  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Thomas  U.  Mahony. 

On  January  16,  bond  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Walter 
A.  Blasenak  was  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

On  January  16,  bond  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  Edmund  F.  Sul- 
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livan  and  the  same  as  Collector  of  Taxes  was  approved  by  the 
Selectmen. 

On  January  16,  Approval  was  given  to  the  issue  of  notes  of 
indebtedness  in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  sale  to  the  Merchants 
National  Bank  in  the  sum  of  $25,000  and  to  the  Second  National 
Bank  of  Boston  in  the  sum  of  $50,000. 

On  January  30,  Highland  Cemetery  deeds  were  acknowledged 
and  delivery  on  this  date  and  same  action  was  taken  from  time 
to  time  at  later  meetings. 

On  February  6,  a  warrant  was  received  from  the  County  Com¬ 
missioners  for  payment  as  was  assessed  for  care  and  maintenance 
for  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  in  the  sum  of  $8,853.54. 

On  February  27,  the  bond  of  Joseph  F.  Boteilho  as  constable 
for  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  submitted,  approved  and  signed  by 
the  Selectmen  present. 

On  March  5,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter  traverse  jurors 
were  drawn. 

On  March  5,  a  petition  submitted  by  John  J.  Feeney  containing 
130  signatures  requesting  that  the  Selectmen  insert  or  direct  to 
be  inserted  into  the  warrant  for  the  next  special  meeting  an  article 
“to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  provisions  of  Chapter  31 
of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  for  the  purpose  of  placing 
under  Civil  Service  Classification  all  employees  of  the  Town  not 
already  classified  by  the  acceptance  of  other  provisions  of  the  law." 

On  April  2,  Chairman  Houghton  submitted  copies  of  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  Rules  and  regulations  for  each  member  of  the  Board. 

On  April  2,  General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  that  he  had 
advised  Superintendent  Church,  that  he  approved  of  granting  leave 
of  absence  of  Richard  F.  Fardy  employee  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  and  that  a  temporary  employee  should  be  hired  to 
take  over  Mr.  Fardy’s  duties. 

On  April  9,  letter  dated  April  4,  1940  was  read  from  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  approving  Dr.  Ronald  H.  Bruce  as  In¬ 
spector  of  Animals  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1941. 

On  May  7,  permission  was  granted  to  American  Legion  to  con¬ 
duct  a  parade  on  the  morning  of  July  4,  1940. 

On  June  25,  jury  list  for  1940  and  1941  was  approved  by  the 
Selectmen. 

On  July  16,  list  of  water  liens  as  submitted  were  approved  by 
the  Board. 

On  August  20,  explanation  of  insurance  statement  was  made 
pertaining  to  miscellaneous  insurance  held  by  the  Town  and  showed 
the  saving  that  could  be  made  by  writing  this  insurance  with 
mutual  companies,  was  adopted. 

On  September  10,  special  hearing  was  held  on  application  of 
the  Beaver  Coal  and  Grain  Company  to  store  in  underground  con- 
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tainers  of  1,000  gallons  of  gasoline,  for  their  own  use,  permis¬ 
sion  was  granted. 

On  September  10,  Union  Street  relocation  was  submitted  for 
signatures  and  a  notice  to  the  County  Commissioners  that  entry 
was  made  on  July  29,  1940  on  Union  Street  for  the  purpose  of 
relocation  of  said  way.  This  notice  was  signed  by  the  Selectmen 
present. 

On  October  8,  the  Board  was  informed  that  there  had  been  an 
increase  in  the  Town  of  Norwood’s  W.P.A.  allotment  and  that 
additional  men  had  been  put  on  to  work  on  W.P.A.  projects. 

On  October  15,  the  Local  Draft  Board  were  given  permission 
to  hold  their  meetings  and  conduct  their  business  at  the  Select¬ 
men’s  quarters,  subject  hovfever  to  the  use  of  these  quarters  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

On  October  29,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  area  known 
as  that  by  name  of  “White  Mike’s  Field”  be  officially  known  as 
“Father  McAleer  Playground.” 

On  November  13,  members  of  the  Building  Committee  for  the 
Henry  0.  Peabody  School  for  Girls  met  with  the  Selectmen. 

On  December  3,  letter  dated  November  30,  1940  from  H.  O. 
Parker,  District  Highway  Engineer,  Department  of  Public  Works 
concerning  which  an  agreement  was  entered  between  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Town,  for  the  removal  of 
snow. 

On  December  30,  letter  from  Department  of  Conservation  with 
reference  to  the  necessity  of  appropriating  money  for  the  suppres¬ 
sion  of  the  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moth  and  tent  caterpillar  was 
referred  to  General  Manager. 

On  December  30,  General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  that  there 
was  one  construction  project  that  the  Public  Works  Department 
had  not  undertaken,  namely,  closing  in  the  open  drain  between 
Cross  Street  and  Lenox  Avenue,  and  that  it  was  not  advisable  to 
start  this  project  at  this  time.  He  further  stated  that  the  regular 
lay-off  in  the  Public  Works  Department  would  come  within  the 
next  ten  days  or  two  weeks.  After  consideration  it  was  agreed 
that  the  stagger  system  be  put  in  effect. 

Soldiers  relief  was  granted  from  time  to  time  during  the  year. 

No  statistical  reports  from  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  were 
submitted. 


In  Memoriam  James  E.  Pendergast 

A  potent  force  for  good  in  the  Community,  a  friend  to  all  his 
fellow  citizens,  respected  by  everyone  with  whom  he  came  in  con¬ 
tact,  James  E.  Pendergast  was  one  of  Norwood’s  most  outstanding 
public  administrators. 

For  twenty-five  years  he  served  his  Town  as  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant.  Service  to  Norwood  was  his  watchword.  An  un¬ 
blemished  record  of  service  is  his  heritage  to  us.  His  death  on 
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November  16,  1940  is  a  very  g^reat  and  severe  loss  to  the  entire 
Community. 

Retirement  of  Honorable  James  A.  Halloran 

The  legal  profession  knew  him  as  a  scholarly  practitioner,  an 
able  advocate,  a  high  minded  lofty  principled  jurist.  Norwood 
knew  him  as  the  world  knew  him,  but  also  as  a  most  intimate 
counsellor  and  friend. 

Judge  James  A.  Halloran  came  to  Norwood  as  a  young  man. 
For  thirty-two  years  he  served  the  Town  as  Town  Counsel  bring¬ 
ing  to  its  service  a  wealth  of  legal  experience,  a  deep  regard  for 
the  Town  and  his  fellow  citizens,  and  a  strong  abiding  will  to 
protect  and  preserve  the  rights  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Norwood. 

We  congratulate  Judge  Halloran  on  his  long  years  of  able  serv¬ 
ice.  We  make  this  record  as  a  testimonial  to  an  able  lawyer,  an 
outstanding  jurist,  a  wise  and  conscientious  counsellor  and  public 
servant. 

Conclusion 

The  foregoing  report  is  intended  merely  to  indicate  in  part  the 
many  and  varied  duties  which  your  Selectmen  have  considered 
during  the  year  1940.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 

The  Selectmen 

Charles  E.  Houghton,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

In  accordance  with  Section  9  (e)  of  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of 
1914,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1940. 

As  is  customary,  I  am  including  the  reports  from  the  several  de¬ 
partment  heads  as  a  part  of  this  report.  These  are  in  such  detail 
that  very  little  comment  from  me  is  necessary.  Therefore,  to 
eliminate  repetition,  I  will  merely  call  your  attention  to  the  most 
important  items  or  facts  concerning  the  departments  under  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  your  General  Manager. 

Public  Works  Department 

Highway  Division  —  The  one  new  piece  of  highway  construction 
completed  during  the  year  was  the  extension  of  Lenox  Avenue  from 
the  end  of  the  former  layout  to  Pleasant  Street.  Union  Street, 
westerly  of  State  Highway  Route  No.  1  to  the  East  Walpole  line, 
was  widened  and  resurfaced,  and  a  permanent  surface  was  con¬ 
structed  on  Victoria  Circle.  This  latter  project  was  done  under 
the  Betterment  Act. 

Linden  Street  and  Nichols  Street,  from  Nahatan  Street  to 
Cottage  Street,  were  resurfaced  with  a  4"  stone  asphalt  penetra¬ 
tion  surface.  Nahatan  Street,  from  Prospect  Street  westerly  a 
distance  of  approximately  1900  feet,  was  resurfaced  with  a  6"  stone 
asphalt  penetration  surface. 

Surface  Water  Drains  Division — All  of  the  drain  construction 
projects  which  were  programed  for  this  year  were  completed  ex¬ 
cept  the  drain  from  Cottage  Street  through  Memorial  Park  to  the 
Talbot  property  and  the  piping  of  the  main  drain  between  Lenox 
Avenue  and  Cross  Street.  The  former  has  been  started  and  will 
be  completed  early  in  1941.  The  latter  will  not  be  undertaken  until 
next  Spring. 

Sanitary  Sewer  Division  —  Construction  of  the  field  line  trunk 
sewer  from  Lenox  Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  Lenox  and  Na¬ 
hatan  Streets  was  completed  in  February.  This  was  a  Public  Works 
Administration  Project  executed  under  contract  with  Charles  Struz- 
ziery  of  Roslindale,  Massachusetts.  This  new  trunk  sewer  will 
serve  as  a  relieving  sewer  for  the  sewer  main  from  the  center  of 
town  and  will  eliminate  the  overfiowing  of  this  sewer  main  which 
has  occurred  for  the  past  few  years. 

Water  Division — The  relaying  of  water  mains  on  Linden  Street, 
on  Winter  Street  between  Linden  and  Washington  Streets,  and  on 
Hoyle  Street,  has  eliminated  the  last  of  the  4"  water  mains  in  our 
distribution  system.  All  mains  now  are  6"  in  diameter  or  larger. 
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After  plans  and  specifications  had  been  prepared  by  our  consult¬ 
ing  engineers,  Whitman  &  Howard,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  a  contract 
was  awarded  in  August  to  Layne-Bowler  New  England  Corporation 
of  Boston,  Mass.,  for  the  construction  of  a  gravel  packed  well  at 
the  Ellis  Station  well  field.  This  new  well  was  tied  in  to  our  pres¬ 
ent  collecting  system  in  December  and  has  increased  our  well  ca¬ 
pacity  by  250,000  gallons  per  day. 

A  breakdown  of  the  inboard  bearing  on  the  high  lift  pump  at 
the  Ellis  Station  in  October  emphasizes  the  desirability  of  the  pur¬ 
chase  and  installation  of  an  additional  high  lift  pump  for  this 
station  so  that  stand-by  high  lift  pumping  facilities  will  be  avail¬ 
able  at  this  station. 


Engineering  Department 

When  the  interest  of  the  Federal  Government  in  an  airport  lo¬ 
cation  in  Norwood  was  made  known  to  us  in  June,  temporary  addi¬ 
tional  personnel  was  added  to  the  department  to  provide  a  party 
to  survey  a  proposed  location  in  the  Fowle  Meadows  on  land  owned 
by  the  Boston  Metropolitan  Airport  Inc.,  which  the  owners  offered 
to  the  town  at  no  cost  for  this  purpose.  A  complete  survey  of  this 
area  was  made,  and  plans  were  developed  for  a  Class  3  airport  to 
meet  the  specifications  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration. 
Estimates  of  cost  were  also  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Work 
Projects  Administration  and  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration. 
We  are  still  hopeful  that  federal  funds  will  be  made  available  for 
the  construction  of  this  airport. 


Work  Projects  Administration 

On  January  1  there  were  166  persons  employed  on  W.  P.  A.  pro¬ 
jects,  and  on  December  31  there  were  136.  The  largest  number 
employed  in  any  one  week  was  195  for  the  week  ending  March  26, 
and  the  smallest  number  was  90  for  the  week  ending  July  9. 

The  only  new  project  undertaken  during  the  year  was  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  East  Cross  Street  Playground,  commonly  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  Hartshorn’s  Swale.  At  the  end  of  the  year  prepara¬ 
tions  were  completed  for  the  beginning  of  construction  of  a  sewer 
project  providing  for  the  construction  of  lateral  and  collecting 
sanitary  sewers  on  Gay  and  East  Cross  Streets  and  the  streets  con¬ 
necting  these  two  streets  and  also  a  field  line  sewer  from  the  main 
trunk  sewer  to  connect  with  the  East  Rock  Street  sewer. 

All  other  projects  were  continued  from  the  previous  year.  A 
statement  is  attached  to  this  report  showing  the  projects  operated 
during  the  year  and  the  expenditures  from  both  Federal  and  Town 
funds. 

In  comparison  with  1939,  the  Federal  expenditures  remained 
approximately  the  same,  and  the  Town  expenditures  increased  ap¬ 
proximately  twenty-five  per  cent. 
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Municipal  Light  Department 

In  1938  and  1939  the  amount  of  electric  energy  purchased  was 
less  than  in  1937,  the  previous  peak.  In  1940,  a  new  peak  was  es¬ 
tablished,  namely  11,029,00  kilowatt  hours.  Our  average  kilowatt 
hour  cost  at  the  switchboard  for  electric  energy  purchased  from 
the  Boston  Edison  Company  was  1.17  cents. 

Cemetery  Department 

The  W.  P.  A.  Cemetery  Beautification  Project  was  completed  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.  The  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the 
approach  to  the  Highland  Cemetery  resulting  from  this  project  will 
be  realized  this  coming  Spring. 

An  additional  780  square  yards  of  area  was  developed  for  burial 
purposes  during  the  year,  244  square  yards  by  the  regular  ceme¬ 
tery  employees  and  536  square  yards  as  a  W.  P.  A.  project. 

Recreation  Department 

Due  to  Civil  Sei-vice  regulations,  the  services  of  John  F.  Dono¬ 
van,  who  had  served  as  Playground  Supervisor  since  1935,  were 
terminated  during  the  playground  season.  Mr.  Donovan  agreed, 
however,  to  complete  the  season  as  a  volunteer  playground  super¬ 
visor  without  compensation.  His  interest  in  recreational  activities 
could  not  have  been  more  clearly  indicated  than  by  his  conscien¬ 
tious  attention  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  his  position 
during  the  period  that  he  was  serving  without  compensation.  His 
attitude  during  these  weeks  gave  evidence  that  the  confidence 
shown  by  the  Advisory  Playground  Committee  and  the  General 
Manager  in  continuing  his  services  from  1935  to  1941  was  not 
misplaced. 


Purchasing  Department 

In  October,  John  P.  Hayes  resigned  as  clerk  in  the  office  of  the 
General  Manager.  This  vacancy  has  not  as  yet  been  filled. 

Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940.

Conclusion 

The  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  28,  1940,  placing  all  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Town  on  Civil  Service  except  those  specifically 
exempt  by  special  statute,  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  detail  in  the  office  of  the  General  Manager,  The  Civil  Service 
Department  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  which  has 
jurisdiction,  is  now  preparing  a  roster  which  when  completed  will 
establish  the  seniority  in  the  various  classifications  of  all  civil  ser- 
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vice  employees  of  the  Town. 

The  retirement  in  October  of  the  Honorable  James  A.  Halloran 
from  the  position  of  Town  Counsel,  and  the  death  in  November  of 
James  E.  Pendergast  who  retired  in  January  from  his  position  as 
Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  as  Clerk  of  your  Board,  both  of 
whom  had  faithfully  and  conscientiously  served  as  town  officials 
for  many  years,  gives  cause  for  me  to  express  my  sincere  regrets 
and  deep  sorrow  at  the  severance  of  our  official  associations  which 
will  long  be  held  by  me  in  solemn  memory.

A  total  of  54  new  sewer  services  were  added  to  the  system.

The  old  standpipe  at  the  end  of  Bellevue  Avenue  was  painted 
and  before  this  work  was  done  the  inside  of  the  tank  was  thor¬ 
oughly  cleaned. 

A  water  survey  was  made  by  the  Thompson  &  Lichtner  Co.  of 
Boston.  During  this  survey  a  number  of  water  meters  both  do 
mestic  and  factory  were  removed  from  homes  and  factories  and 
tested  at  the  town  yardi  for  accuracy  purposes. 

A  new  water  well  was  driven  near  the  Ellis  Station  and  the 
connection  into  the  water  system,  was  made  on  December  1,  1940. 

The  walls  of  the  Westwood  Filters  were  repaired. 

Only  two  leaks  in  water  mains  were  discovered  and  repaired 
during  the  year.  One  at  Union  and  Sumner  Streets  and  the  other 
on  Neponset  Street  near  the  Fales  property.

This  is  the  first  year  since  1937  that  our  industrial  customers 
have  shown  an  increase  in  usage  of  electrical  energy. 

A  demand  of  2925  K.  W.  was  recorded  at  the  plant  on  Decemjber 
23rd,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  176  K.  W. 

Through  co-operation  with  the  Public  Works  Department,  the 
running  hours  at  the  Westwood  Pumping  Station  during  the 
month  of  December  were  so  arranged  that  an  actual  saving  of  76 
K.  W.  in  demand  charge  was  made,  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  reflected  in  our  payments  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company 
during  the  current  year.  Providing  the  December  demand  is  the 
controlling  demand  for  the  current  year,  as  it  was  in  1939,  a  sav¬ 
ing  of  $1080.00  will  be  realized  by  the  Town  through  this  co-op¬ 
eration  of  departments. 

No  new  equipment  was  installed  at  the  plant  during  the  year. 

A  new  transformer  vault  with  three  50  K.  W.  transformers 
and  necessary  switches,  cable,  buss  structure,  etc.,  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  the  basement  of  the  new  Lewis  Restaurant  building. 
The  transform,ers  in  this  vault  are  wired  to  give  service  over  a 
three  phase,  four  wire  secondary  system,  which  gives  all  customers 
on  the  system  a  power  and  lighting  service  thru  one  meter.  It 
is  the  desire  of  the  Department  to  extend;  this  type  of  service 
throughout  the  business  district  of  the  Town. 

To  improve  voltage  conditions  and  provide  added  capacity  to 
No.  3  circuit  voltage  regulators  and  capacitors  were  installed. 

No  major  pole  or  underground  cable  extensions  were  made. 

Meter  and  Inspection  Division 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-three  wiring  permits  were  issued  for 
new  wiring,  alterations,  installation  of  fifty-two  electric  ranges, 
eighty-three  oil  burners,  and  eighty  horse  power  of  motors.  To 
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date  there  are  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  electric  ranges  on 
our  system. 

On  request  of  the  Billing  Division,  three  hundred  and  eleven 
customers’  complaints  and  check  meter  readings  were  made. 
Replacement  meters  installed  232 

New  Service  meters  installed  81

An  unusual  amount  of  wiring  and  electrical  repairs  were  done 
during  the  year  for  the  Public  Library  and  Schools.  We  are 
pleased  to  see  the  School  Department  allow  authorized  and  com¬ 
petent  workmen  take  care  of  all  electric  wiring  in  buildings  under 
their  jurisdiction.

During  the  year,  145  interments  were  made  in  Highland  Ceme¬ 
tery,  and  one  in  the  Old  Parish  Cemeteryy.  Foundations  for 
monuments  built,  49. 

The  strip  of  land  adjacent  to  the  new  stone  wall,  built  as  part 
of  the  W.  P.  A.  Project  along  Cemetery  Street  (generally  known 
as  the  “Dump  Road”)  was  graded,  loamed  and  seeded. 

Fifteen  hundred  and  ten  ^510)  feet  of  gravel  walks  were  fin¬ 
ished  with  bitum,inous  concrete. 

The  following  work  was  done  on  the  Day  Memorial  Chapel. 
The  joints  in  the  outside  walls  were  pointed;  glazing  was  done 
where  needed;  the  interior  stone  and  brick  work  was  cleaned.  This 
work  was  done  by  local  contractors. 

Work  on  the  Public  Garden,  located  at  the  southerly  approach 
to  the  Cemetery  on  Winter  Street,  under  the  W.  P.  A.  Project, 
sponsored  by  this  Department,  was  continued.  The  entire  area  is 
now  at  finish  grade,  loamed  and  seeded;  all  walks  have  been  grav¬ 
elled;  66  maple  trees  have  been  planted. 

Under  the  same  project,  work  was  continued  as  in  previous 
years  in  preparing  new  ground  for  burial  purposes  in  the  Cemetery 
proper. 

Constructed  under  the  same  project  were  880  feet  of  drain,  7 
manholes  and  5  catch  basins.

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervsior  of  Playgrounds  for  the 
season  of  1940. 

The  following  playgrounds  were  open  for  supervised  recreation 
from  July  1  to  August  23,  1940:  Balch,  Callahan,  Civic,  Elks, 
Endean,  High  School,  Shattuck,  White  Mike’s  and  Wilson  Street. 
There  were  sixteen  full  time  instructors,  eight  men  and  eight 
women,  in  charge  of  these  nine  recreation  centers. 

In  addition,  the  Willett  Pond  was  open  for  supervised  swimming 
from  June  17,  1940,  to  September  3,  1940,  and  the  Hawes  Pool 
was  supervised  from  June  15,  1940,  to  September  3,  1940.  Two 
life  guards  were  assigned  to  each  swimming  area. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  playground  activities,  the  following 
features  were  presented  during  the  season:

On  August  23,  1940,  at  the  Junior  High  School  Auditorium, 
the  Playground  Department,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Boston 
Committee  for  Music  Appreciation,  presented  a  Children’s  Music 
Appreciation  Program,  consisting  of  concert  music  by  world 
famous  composers,  ballet  dancing  and  community  singing. 

Hikes 

Many  entertaining  and  educational  hikes  were  enjoyed  by  the 
boys  of  the  various  playgrounds  this  year.  Some  of  the  trips 
were  to  the  Canton  Airport,  Scoutland  in  Westwood,  The  Purga¬ 
tory  Woods  and  the  Norwood  Fire  Station. 

Handwork  Exhibit 

Many  interesting  articles  that  were  made  by  the  children  on 
the  playgrounds  during  the  sum,mer  months  were  exhibited  in  the 
Town  Square  Hardware  window  from  August  12  to  August  19, 
1940. 

Nutrition 

The  services  of  Miss  Grace  Bixby  were  again  offered  to  the 
Playground  Department  this  year  by  the  Norwood  Women’s 
Community  Club.  Miss  Bixby  instructed  the  playground  leaders 
in  this  particular  field  and  the  lessons  were  then  presented  to  the 
children  by  their  playground  teacher. 

'  Wilson  Street 

Although  the  Wilson  Street  Playground  was  not  finished  for 
this  summer  season,  two  instructors  took  over  recreation  in  that 
area  in  temporary  quarters  and  carried  on  with  many  interesting 
activities.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  interest  that  has 
been  taken  by  the  children  and  the  adults  during  this  present 
playground  season,  the  first  for  the  people  of  Wilson  Street. 

Adult  Recreation 
Softball 

Organized  softball  which  was  introduced  to  Norwood  last  sum¬ 
mer  was  continued  this  year.  Fourteen  teams  comprised  the  Nor 
wood  Softball  League  with  Mr.  Edson  Eckhardt  serving  as  Presi¬ 
dent  for  the  second  year  and  Walter  Reilly  serving  as  Secretary. 
The  games  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  playground  instruc¬ 
tors. 

After  a  round  robin  tournament  conducted  by  the  League,  the 
Bird  &  Son  entry  won  and  qualified  for  the  Metropolitan  Boston 
Tournament  which  was  held  to  qualify  a  team  to  play  in  the 
World  Championship  Toumam,ent  in  Detroit.  The  Bird  &  Son 
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team  was  the  winner  and  had  the  privilege  of  going  to  Detroit 
for  the  World  Championship,  but  the  Bird  &  Son  team  was  not 
able  to  make  arrangements  to  go. 

The  regular  Metropolitan  Boston  Tournament  was  held  on  Sept. 
6,  7,  13  and  14  in  Chelsea.  Norwood  was  represented  in  Class  A  by 
Bird  &  Son  and  in  Class  B  by  the  Town  Square  A.  A.  Neither  of 
the  Norwood  teams  were  successful  in  this  tournament. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  your  co¬ 
operation  and  the  co-operation  of  the  other  town  officials  and  the 
members  of  the  Playground  Advisory  Committee.

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  the  National  Youth 
Administration  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1940,  to  December 
31,  1940. 

Recreation 

The  N.  Y.  A.  Basketball  league  opened  its  season  in  January 
at  the  Junior  High  School  and  operated  two  nights  each  week  un¬ 
til  the  middle  of  April.  The  league  consisted  of  eight  teams  with 
an  average  roster  of  ten  men.  The  games  were  well  attended, 
with  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons  per  game. 

In  the  playoffs  between  the  Finns  and  the  Independents  for  the 
championship,  the  Independents  were  declared  the  winnner.  About 
five  hundred  spectators  attended  these  games. 

The  Baseball  league  opened  in  May  and  ran  four  nights  a  week 
until  the  middle  of  September  with  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
boys  taking  part.  The  playoff  between  the  Clovers  and  the  Dark 
Horses  was  won  by  the  Clovers.  There  was  a  daily  attendance  of 
about  four  hundred  and  the  playoff  series  was  witnessed  by  be¬ 
tween  three  and  four  thousand  spectators.  In  addition.  Ping-pong, 
and  other  games  were  supervised  Wednesday  evenings  in  the 
Swimming  Pool  Hall.  The  N.  Y.  A.  also  co-operated  with  the 
Women’s  Community  Committee  in  running  dances  on  Friday 
evenings. 

Clerical  Assistance 

The  Clerical  Assistance  Project  is  in  its  second  year  of  opera¬ 
tion  with  girls  working  at  the  Norwood  Public  Library,  the  School 
Departm,ent,  and  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Municipal 
Building. 

Workshop 

The  Workshop  Project  continues  to  operate  with  boys  working 
at  the  Public  Works  Department,  the  Electric  Light  Department, 
and  the  School  Department. 

The  National  Defense  Program  through  its  co-operating  agency, 
the  National  Youth  Administration,  has  effected  with  the  Plimp¬ 
ton  Press  of  Norwood  a  working  agreement  affording  the  youths 
of  this  community  work  experience  in  machine  shop  practice  which 
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is  not  otherwise  available.  The  Plimpton  Press  is  providing  all 
the  facilities  and  equipment  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  and  under 
the  supervision  provided  by  the  N.  Y.  A.  Many  youths  are  re¬ 
ceiving  valuable  experience  that  they  may  ultimately  be  prepared 
to  meet  the  demands  of  defense  industries  for  trained  workers. 
Although  the  program  is  just  completing  its  fifth  month,  youths 
are  leaving  to  take  thein  place  in  industry  as  a  result  of  this 
valuable  work  experience. 

The  salaries  of  all  boys  and  girl  workers  are  paid  from  Federal 
Funds  and  no  youth  worker  displaces  any  town  worker. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  thirty-nine  boys  and  thirty-one 
girls  employed  by  the  National  Youth  Administration  in  Norwood, 
Massachusetts. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  given  me  by  you,  Mr.  Kendrick,  the  various  Department 
Heads,  Selectmen,  Women’s  Community  Committee  and  the  Plimp¬ 
ton  Press.

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  thirty-second  and 
final  annual  report  of  my  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the 
town  covering  its  activities  for  the  period  January  1  through 
October  11,  1940. 

Adopting  the  language  found  in  my  report  for  the  year  1939, 
as  in  past  years,  the  principal  service  has  been  of  an  advisory 
character,  in  many  instances  through  written  opinions,  and 
furnished  to  the  following  departments  and  officials,  namely.  Se¬ 
lectmen,  School  Committee  and  its  Superintendent,  Town  Treas¬ 
urer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Assessors, 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  General  Manager,  Assistant  Town  Clerk 
and  Accountant,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Planning  Board, 
Inspector  of  Buildings,  Special  Committee  on  Peabody  Fund,  so- 
called,  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters,  Inspector  of  Wires  and 
Board  of  Survey. 

In  addition,  services  were  rendered  as  requested  or  as  volun¬ 
tarily  undertaken,  when  it  seemed  advisable,  in  the  fonn  of  attend¬ 
ance  at  hearings,  conferences  and  views  taken,  court  activities, 
drafting  and  revising  various  instruments  and  other  papers  and 
attention  to  an  extensive  correspondence. 

As  appears  from  the  itemization  which  follows,  the  service 
rendered  dealt,  as  in  past  years,  with  a  variety  of  essential  prob¬ 
lems  and  questions  and  covered  a  wide  field  of  municipal  activities. 
A  detailed  account  of  the  service,  arranged  chronologically  in 
departmental  order,  has  been  prepared  and  placed  in  the  files  and 
is  available  for  reference  purposes. 

Litigation  and  Claims

The  situation  as  to  these  several  cases  was  reported  previously 
with  what  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  detail  and  there  have  been  no 
developments  of  importance  to  add  at  this  time.

In  this  respect  men¬ 
tion  should  be  made  particularly  of  Chairman  Houghton  of  the 
Selectmen,  General  Manager  Kendrick,  Town  Clerk  and  Account¬ 
ant  Blasenak  and  Agent  Latham  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
who  were  at  all  times  helpful  and  ever  ready  to  furnish  desired 
information. 

I  wish  again  to  state  that  in  the  nearly  twenty-five  years  in 
which  James  E.  Pendergast  served  the  town  in  his  various  official 
capacities  prior  to  his  active  retirement  on  account  of  illness,  and 
during  all  of  which  period  this  department  had  almost  daily  con¬ 
tact  with  him,  his  assistance  which  was  always  available,  together 
with  his  wide  knowledge  and  great  experience  in  the  affairs  of  the 
town  were  invaluable,  and  this  department  again  takes  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  pay  its  tribute  to  him  and  regrets  that  illness  has  caused 
the  retirement  of  so  devoted  an  official. 

And  now  I  come  to  the  final  chapter  of  my  own  term  of  service 
to  the  town  of  Norwood.  Your  counsel  is  deeply  grateful  for  the 
privilege  of  being  allowed  to  serve  as  your  legal  representative  and 
guide  for  the  last  thirty-two  years. 

Keenly,  and  even  at  times  painfully  aware  of  the  tremendous  re¬ 
sponsibilities  that  were  mine,  I  console  myself  in  the  thought 
that  I  have  striven  always  to  preserve  your  interests  with  a  service 
guided  by  justice  and  conscience. 

I  am  grateful  to  God  for  the  health  and  strength  of  the  years 
that  permitted  me  to  execute  my  duties. 

Ever  mindful  of  the  cooperation  and  loyalty  of  officials  and 
friends  through  the  years,  to  all  I  extend  my  gratitude. 

I  welcome  my  successor  and  wish  him  well  in  perpetuating  the 
service  and  traditions  of  this  office — Honorable  George  F.  James — 
AVE! 

To  all  who  have  helped  me  shoulder  my  burdens  and  have  joined 
in  forwarding  the  progress  of  our  beloved  town  I  now  say 

AVE!  VALE.

1940  is  the  first  full  year  the  present  Board  and  librarian  have 
been  associated  with  the  library. 

During  this  transition  year  work  has  centered  about  an  effort 
to  integrate  today’s  library  service  with  real  gains  drawn  from  the 
library’s  past,  and  with  an  appraisal  of  future  trends,  in  the  town, 
the  world,  and  the  library. 

This  report  reflects  sound  counsel,  comprehension  and  a  for¬ 
ward  look  on  the  part  of  the  board.  It  reflects  the  librarian’s 
happy  working  relationship  with  them  and  with  members  of  the 
library  staff. 

How  the  Library  Meets  the  Crisis 

1.  By  trying  to  do  its  fundamental  job  increasingly  well. 

2.  By  realizing  that  now  is  none  too  soon  to  have  books  play 
their  part  in  helping  people  glimpse,  and  hasten  the  advent,  of  a 
better  world. 

3.  By  presenting  books  that  help  readers  understand  the 
portent  of  current  events. 

4.  In  liberal  purchase  of  technical  books  needed  by  Norwood 
workers  in  industries  affected  by  defense  preparations. 

6.  By  developing  reading  service  to  aliens  and  to  citizens 
of  foreign  origin. 

What  the  Taxpayer  Gets  —  A  Summary 

5,789  Norwood  people,  and  residents  of  nearby  towns  who  pay 
for  the  privilege,  are  borrowers.  609  joined  this  year;  42  more 
than  the  preceding  year.  120,206  books  were  borrowed.  A  gain 
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of  4,686  over  1939.  4,960  magazines  were  lent  for  home  use;  a 

gain  of  2,900. 

More  advantageous  rates  in  book  purchase  were  obtained  this 
year.  With  the  same  book  fund  as  in  1939,  729  more  books  were 
bought.  At  $1.18  per  capita  residents,  by  cooperative  buying" 
through  their  public  library  have  the  free  use  of  2,223  new  books, 
and  a  total  collection  of  29,600. 

Under  the  state  sponsorship  of  the  Massachusetts  Division 
of  Public  Libraries,  and  with  the  effective  aid  of  town  officers,  a 
Works  Progress  Administration  project  was  started  January  23rd 
to  clean  and  repair  all  library  books.  Miss  Henry  is  the  staff 
member  in  contact  with  the  WPA  workers.  2,160  books  have  been 
cleaned,  1,266  repaired,  2,418  covered,  3,052  shellacked,  5,410 
labeled  and  26,930  dusted. 

Beginning  January  3,  other  extremely  valuable  work  of  a  non¬ 
professional  nature  has  been  done  by  a  corps  of  National  Youth 
Administration  workers.  Miss  Probert  is  the  staff  member  in 
contact  with  them. 

An  Information  File  has  been  started  of  424  clippings,  articles 
and  pamphlets.  They  were  not  collected,  they  were  professionally 
selected,  in  relation  to  live  needs  of  readers.  Subject  headings 
were  assigned,  the  items  labeled  and  filed  for  ready  access.  In  the 
same  way,  a  Picture  Collection  has  been  started  of  120  mountedl 
pictures,  assigned  subject  headings  according  to  a  professional 
plan.  These  two  services  were  greatly  needed. 

The  Schools  and  the  Library:  Formal  and  Informal  Education 

Working  toward  the  goal  of  giving  every  boy  and  girl  in 
Norwood  schools  the  benefit  of  knowing  how  to  find  and  use  the 
public  library’s  resources,  the  following  progress  has  been  made: 

In  groups  of  about  25,  each  group  with  a  teacher,  grades  five 
and  six  from  the  Balch,  Callahan,  Shattuck,  Winslow  and  St. 
Catherine’s  Schools  came  to  the  Children’s  Room  for  a  half  hour’s 
instruction  and  practice  work.  This  brought  771  boys  and  girls. 

As  part  of  the  same  plan  476  young  people  in  the  Sophomore 
and  Senior  class.es  of  the  Senior  High  School  came  to  the  Adult! 
Department. 

Four  evening  school  classes  of  68  men  and  women  have  also 
had  introductory  lectures  at  the  library. 

Not  counting  the  principals  or  teachers  who  came  with  every 
group,  1,305  men  and  women  and  boys  and  girls  have  come  for  a 
half-hour  small.group  instiuction  in  book  resources  and  use.  As 
comprehensive  a  plan  as  this  has  not  been  attempted  in  Norwood 
before,  and  it  cannot  but  affect  the  reading  habits  of  the  towny 
The  plans  for  it  were  made  by  the  school  authorities  and  the  li¬ 
brarian,  and  it  was  carried  out  by  the  joint  efforts  of  principals, 
teachers  and  library  staff. 

Formerly  2,000  library  books  were  placed  in  permanent  de- 
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posits  in  four  public  grammar  schools.  The  use  of  these  books 
was  declining.  It  was  felt  by  school  authorities  an^  the  librarian 
that  better  reading  service  for  the  junior  population  would  result, 
if  these  deposits  were  all  returned  to  the  library  and  the  new  plan 
started  of  smaller,  more  frequently  changed  dposits.  Hence,  this 
was  begun  during  summer  vacation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1,779 
books  have  been  prepared  and  sent  to  the  four  public  grammai< 
schools  and  the  Parochial  school.  This  will  be  used  according  to 
the  new  plan  of  fresher  collections,  better  responding  to  current 
needs  and  interests. 

Added  Services  To  Young  People 

900  boys  and  girls  came  to  the  story  hour  series:  an  increased 
attendance  of  more  than  200,  over  1939.  This  increase  followed 
announcements  at  the  schools,  given  for  the  first  time;  a  change  in 
hour  and  in  place  the  better  to  accommodate  the  listeners,  and  the 
addition  from  time  to  time  of  Norwood  leaders  from  outside  the 
library. 

A  summer  vacation  reading  club  for  grammar  school  age  was 
called  the’  “Pocket  Club,”  and  it  enrolled  248  members. 

Miss  Shumaker  spoke  at  the  Shattuck  School  on  “The  Care  and 
Use  of  Library  Books”;  and  Miss  Phillips  spoke  at  the  Cfallahan 
School  on  “Youthful  Reading  Habits  of  Three  Great  Americans.*’ 

New  registration  has  been  given  all  borrowers  in  the  Ohil- 
dren’s  Room,  to  make  it  uniform  with  other  departments. 

No  behavior  problems  have  been  reported  in  the  Intermediate 
Room  since  October  and  none  of  any  moment  by  Senior  High  School 
pupils  using  the  Adult  Department  during  the  entire  year.  This 
represents  a  decided  gain  following  much  thought  and  pfenning 
and  the  joint  efforts  of  the  library  staff,  school  authorities  and  the 
young  people  themselves. 

The  Books  People  Borrow 

Miss  Eaton,  and  under  her  supervision.  Miss  Shumaker  and 
other  members  of  the  staff,  cataloged  2,223  books  newly  added  to 
the  library,  by  purchase,  gift  and  removal  from  storage.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  this,  continuous  re-cataloging  was  done  to  keep  subject 
headings  and  class  numbers  in  step  with  the  changing  times. 

For  the  first  time,  an  actual  count  was  made  of  the  total 
number  of  books  owned. 

Work  has  been  completed  in  a  much  needed  hook-by.book  in¬ 
spection  of  all  books  in  the  libuary.  If  a  collefction  is  kept  de¬ 
pendable  and  up  to  a  good  standard,  weeding  of  the  obsolete  ht 
periodic  intervals  is  just  as  necessary  as  book  additions. 

Thousands  of  old  magazines  in  the  basement  were  put  in  order, 
arranged  according  to  a  usable  plan,  labeled,  dated,  and  oil  cloth 
covers  cut  to  protect  them  from  dust.  The  project  was  carried  out 
by  Miss  Greig. 
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Remembering  Old  Friends  and  Making  New  Ones 

Seventeen  former  borrowers  whose  cards  had  expired  resumed 
use  of  the  library  following  a  postcard  invitation  mailed  to  225. 
This  is  the  first  of  a  series  to  be  sent  to  ex-users  of  the  library. 

Men  and  women  from  many  countries  enrolled  in  evening 
school  were  received  at  the  library  in  small  groups,  to  introduce 
them  to  the  special  aids  available  to  new  Americans. 

The  story  of  what  happened  during  a  library’s  year  was 
printed  in  the  local  papers  for  the  first  time  in  1940.  Following 
this,  the  type  was  kindly  lent  by  the  “Norwood  Daily  Messenger” 
for  printing  extra  copies  for  distribution.  1,100  were  taken  by  in¬ 
terested  residents.  Hence,  at  very  small  cost  the  library’s  re¬ 
sources  are  becoming  known  to  a  wider  group  than  heretofore. 

Miss  Jordan  spoke  before  the  Norwood  Literary  Club  on  “Books 
in  a  Lighter  Vein”;  The  Graduate  Club  of  the  Congregational 
Church  on  “New  Roads  in  Reading”;  The  Women’s  Union  of  the 
United  Church,  and  the  Friday  Club  on  “Refreshing  Viewpoints 
in  Books”;  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club  on  “A  Sampler  of  Recent 
Books.” 

Miss  Phillips  spoke  before  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club  on 
“Effective  Reading  Habits”;  twice  at  the  annual  convention  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  on  “Integrating  Racial  Service 
with  General  Library  Administration”,  and  on  “Building  Commun¬ 
ity  Contacts”;  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club  on  “Reading  Skills”; 
and  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association’s  radio  talk  over  Sta¬ 
tion  WBZ  on  the  “Friends  of  the  Library  Movement.” 

This  Library’s  Part  in  Professional  Progress 

A  citation  came  to  this  library  by  the  judges  of  the  Wilson 
Honor  Roll  “For  outstanding  work  in  1939  in  interpreting  the 
library  to  the  community,  in  particular  for  the  leaflet  ‘What  is  a 
good  library?’”  Requests  for  this  leaflet  have  come  from  13 
states. 

Five  librarians  and  two  trustees  have  visited  Norwood  to  ob¬ 
serve  the  work  of  this  library  for  the  first  time.  Members  of  this 
staff  have  visited  at  least  as  many  other  libraries  for  the  same 
purpose. 

The  staff  was  represented  at  the  American  Library  Associa¬ 
tion,  Massachusetts  Library  Association,  and  the  Old  Colony 
Library  Club  library  meetings.  Two  added  members  of  the  staff 
joined  the  A.  L.  A.,  three  the  M.  L.  A.  The  Misses  Greig,  Henry 
and  Probert  completed  the  course  in  reference  work  offered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Divisions  of  University  Extension  and  of  Public 
Libraries. 

Miss  Phillips  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Norwood  Woman’s 
Club  Art  and  Education  Committee,  of  the  American  Library  As¬ 
sociation’s  Friends  of  the  Library  committee,  the  Massachusetts

Library  Association’s  Scholarship  committee,  and  chairman  of  its 
Friends  of  the  Library  committee. 

Reader-Relationships 

Two  maps  of  the  town  were  made  to  show  distribution  of  popu¬ 
lation  and  town  services.  One  map  to  determine  mile  and  half- 
mile  distances  from  the  library  of  the  census  enumeration  districts. 
The  other  to'  show  decentralized  placing  of  work  among  the  people 
by  schools,  playgrounds  and  churches. 

Twenty-seven  people  have  filled  in  book  purchase  suggestion 
slips  recently  placed  on  the  charging  desk. 

A  poll  taken  on  the  best-liked  books  brought  out  added  informa, 
tion  on  readers’  preferences. 

Norwood  readers  benefit  greatly  by  the  activities  of  the  li¬ 
brary’s  friends. 

Special  recollection  and  gratitude  is  due: 

The  local  newspapers,  who  by  their  constant  use  of  library 
news,  bring  book  resources  of  the  town  to  the  attention  of  library 
readers  and  potential  readers. 

The  Knights  of  Columbus,  who  voted  $25  for  a  year’s 
subscription  to  the  Catholic  Book  of  the  Month  Club. 

Mrs.  Robert  T.  Whittlesey,  who  undertook  on  behalf  of  the 
president  and  members  of  the  Norwood  Garden  Club,  a  weekly  ser¬ 
vice  of  bringing  and  arranging  flowers.  This  gave  untold  pleasure 
to  all  users  of  the  library. 

Highly  valued  gifts  of  78  books  have  come  from  many  friends. 
The  local  donors  are:  Mrs.  Edwin  P.  Capen,  W.  W.  Everett,  Hon. 
Charles  F.  Holman,  Rev.  Marinus  James,  Mrs.  Mary  Lazelle,  Miss 
Delphine  Lozier,  Norwood  Council,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Henry  C. 
Payne,  Mrs.  Mahlon  Perry,  Miss  Edna  Phillips,  Michael  Swaid,  Wil¬ 
liam  T.  Whedon  and  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Mr.  Charles  Rich  lent  a  rare  and  important  collection  of  Toby 
jugs  for  library  exhibit. 

Mrs.  Harold  Alden,  John  Morrison  and  Edwin  Guise  accepted 
invitations  to  lead  story  hours  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

Invitations  To  Read 

Monthly  lists  of  new  books  have  been  issued,  beginning  in 
July,  instead  of  quarterly  lists  as  heretofore.  Another  change  is 
to  issue  separately  lists  of  new  books  for  adults,  intermediates  and 
children.  As  a  result,  patrons  learn  more  quickly  of  new  accessions, 
and  many  more  lists  are  used. 

Descriptive  notes  about  new  books  are  pasted  in  them  now. 
These  synopses  give  readers  a  quick  way  of  gauging  a  book’s  in¬ 
terest. 

Every  week  a  book  display  is  placed  on  the  entrance  table, 
directly  on  the  current  interests  of  Norwood.  For  instance,  books 
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on  Picasso,  when  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  Institute  of 
Modern  Art  sponsored  an  exhibit  of  his  work. 

Purchase  suggestions  were  made  by  a  group  of  books  selected 
and  display  in  advance  of  Graduation  Day,  June  weddings,  and 
Christmas.  The  names  of  all  Norwood  stores  selling  books  were 
listed,  where  the  selections  could  he  bought. 

Operation  andl  Equipment 

With  the  benefit  of  the  Plimpton  Fund,  a  Reference  Room  has 
been  made  from  a  small  room  hitherto  rarely  used  by  readers.  Day¬ 
light  fluorescent  lighting  was  installed  and  metal  stacks  to  take 
care  of  reference  books  now  placed  in  proper  s.equence. 

A  magazine  rack  was  installed  in  the  Reading  Room,  new  book, 
shelves  in  both  Adult  and  Junior  Departments,  and  six  wooden 
benches  in  the  Plimpton  Wing  the  better  to  enable  readers  to  use 
lower  shelves  in  comfort. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  offering  readers  quicker  service 
and  greater  convenience.  It  is  no  longer  necessary  for  them  to 
wait  while  books  are  stamped  on  and  off  a  borrower’s  card.  A 
visible  index  of  application  cards  and  a  numerical  file  of  borrower’s 
numbers  in  a  book  both  greatly  expedite  access  to  this  constantly 
needed  information.  The  clerical  work  involved  in  effecting  this 
change  has  been  great,  and  it  is  now  two-thirds  finished. 

Unmet  Needs 

1.  Neighborhood  service. 

A  small  branch  in  South  Norwood. 

A  bookmobile  or  car  with  book  trailer  for  direct  service 
to  other  appropriate  points  a  mile  or  more  from  the  main 
library;  for  taking  books  to  playgrounds,  and  to  other  in¬ 
stitutional  centers. 

2.  Better  lighting  in  the  main  lobby. 

3.  Oilbuming  furnace,  and  installation  of  hot  Abater  in  lava¬ 
tories. 

4.  Unfinished  basement  room  prepared  for  use  as  a  place 
for  book  forums,  for  listening  g^roups  to  important  radio 
broadcasts,  and  for  committee  meetings.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  re¬ 
port  for  the  year  ending  December  SI,  1940. 

The  present  Board  of  Public  Welfare  was  appointed  on  May 
16,  1939  and  has  carried  on  continuously  since  that  date.  The  or¬ 
ganization  remained  the  same  namely,  Harry  F.  Howard,  chairman, 
Eileen  J.  Folan,  secretary,  and  Francis  J.  Doran. 

The  authority  of  the  Welfare  Board  as  the  Works  Progress 
Administration  referral  agency  continued  to  be  delegated  to  Mr. 
Thomas  A.  Rorke  as  Sponsor's  Agent. 

The  selecting  of  the  junior  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  appli¬ 
cants  was  handled  by  the  Welfare  Department  and  there  were  four 
quotas  sent  totaling  twenty  (20)  young  men.  The  quotas  were 
not  filled  entirely  due  to  apparent  lack  of  interest  among  the  elig¬ 
ible  group.  This  service  offers  opportunities  in  many  fields  of  en¬ 
deavor  for  young  men  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty- 
three.  New  enrollees  now  need  only  make  family  allotments  of 
$15  a  month,  previously  this  was  an  amount  of  $22.  There  is  a  sum 
of  $7  a  month  deposited  to  the  credit  of  each  young  man  which  he 
receives  upon  completion  of  his  enrollment. 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  administration 
pf  Public  Welfare  during  the  year  1940.  Individual  attention  has 
been  given  to  each  case  and  the  needs  of  the  recipients  have  been 
considered. 

During  the  year  there  developed  a  shortage  of  houses  in  the 
loM'  rental  group  that  were  available  for  Welfare  people.  A  survey 
was  made  of  this  situation  and  thought  was  given  to  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  sponsoring  a  low  cost  housing  project  of  some  description. 

A  summary  of  the  active  General  Relief  cases  with  the  num¬ 
ber  of  people  as  of  the  last  day  of  each  month  in  1940  appears  on 
page  368. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  increased  a  net  total  of  eleven  (11) 
cases.  This  is  the  largest  increase  experienced  for  many  years. 
The  liberalizations  of  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  law  and  the 
elimination  of  the  settlement  requirements  tended  to  increase  the 
number  of  cases. 

The  total  number  of  active  Temporary  Aid  cases  from  Janu- 
ary  1,  to  May  1,  1940  increased  slightly  each  month  due  to  sea¬ 
sonal  increase.  From  then  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  trend  has 
been  downward  with  a  decided  drop  on  October  31.  This  can  be  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  industrial  activity  and  the  Works  Progress  Admin¬ 
istration  taking  on  some  additional  men  through  an  increase  in 
the  local  quota. 

In  December  the  number  of  active  cases  has  commenced  to 
increase  due  to  lay  off  of  seasonal  workers,  accidents  and  sickness. 

The  lay  off  of  one  month  or  more  given  by  the  Works  Progress 
Administration  to  men  that  have  been  employed  steadily  for  (18) 
months  has  not  been  as  noticeable  this  year,  chiefly  because  the 
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Rreat  majority  of  the  lay-offs  came  in  1939.  No  large  group  having 
been  laid  off  at  any  one  time  in  1940  there  was  no  exceptionally 
large  increase  in  Welfare  cases  due  to  Works  Progress  Administra¬ 
tion  quota  reduction.  The  average  weekly  number  of  people  on 
Works  Progress  Administration  in  1940  including  all  projects  was 
142. 

There  was  no  need  for  any  additional  appropriations  during  the 
year  as  the  budget  approved  at  the  March  28,  1940  Town  Meeting 
was  sufficient.  A  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  accounts  to  the  Public  Welfare 
General  Account  was  necessary  and  this  was  accomplished  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  December  30,  1940. 

The  Sewing  Project  at  the  Civic  Building  is  still  in  operation 
with  an  average  of  thirteen  (13)  persons  employed.  There  has 
been  no  change  in  the  distribution  of  clothing,  the  central  ware¬ 
house  plan  still  being  adhered  to.

The  Federal  Surplus  Commodity  Corporation  through  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  local  Board  continued 
to  operate  the  distributing  center  supplying  surplus  commodities 
valued  at  $18,102.14  to  Works  Progress  Administration,  Welfare 
and  properly  accredited  individuals  and  families.

The  effect  of  the  Social  Security  Plan  is  becoming'  more  evi¬ 
dent. 

There  has  been  one  Public  Welfare  case  that  has  been  dropped 
due  to  the  family  receiving  benefits  from  the  Old  Age  Benefits 
and  Survivors  Insurance.  In  two  new  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
cases  less  aid  by  the  Town  is  needed  due  to  widows  recei'ving  bene¬ 
fits  from  the  same  source. 

The  Women’s  Community  Committee  continued  to  sponsor  the 
services  of  Miss  Grace  Bixby,  nutritionist,  whose  services  are 
available  to  all  cases  receiving  aid  from  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountants  report  shows  in  detail  the 
appropriations,  expenditures  and  receipts  from  all  sources  having 
to  do  with  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  thank  the  Boarti  of 
Selectmen,  Mr.  William  C.  Kendrick,  General  Manager,  Dr.  George 
Klein,  Town  Physician,  Mr.  Walter  A.  Blasenak,  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant,  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Rorke,  Works  Progress  Administra¬ 
tion  Sponsor’s  Agent,  Womens  Community  Committee  and  all 
other  persons  and  agencies  for  their  co-operation  and  help  ex¬ 
tended  during  the  year.

The  average  case  load  of  Old  Age  Assistance  was  107.9  during 
1940.  In  this  type  of  aid  each  case  represents  one  person. 

In  Governor  Saltonstall’s  inaugural  address  he  made  mention 
of  the  fact  that  the  peak  on  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients,  at  the 
age  of  sixty-five,  had  not  been  reached.  This  is  true  in  Norwood 
as  there  was  a  net  increase  of  twenty  (20)  in  the  total  cases  for 
the  year  1940.

The  services  rendered  include  treatment  for  every  kind  of 
illness,  minor  feurgery,  obstetrics,  contagious  diseases,  and  con¬ 
sultations  on  diet  problems. 

As  shown  by  the  above  listing  of  visits  the  town  physician 
is  called  upon  to  serve  every  type  of  aid  that  is  rendered  by  the 
town. 

Such  cases  as  needed  hospital  treatment  either  for  medical 
or  for  surgical  care  were  sent  to  the  Noi-wood  Hospital  and  in  a 
few  isolated  cases  to  the  various  hospitals  in  Boston. 

Special  treatment  has  been  rendered  to  recipients  at  Pond- 
ville  Hospital  both  as  in-patients  and  at  the  clinic  held  on  Thurs¬ 
day  of  each  week. 

The  out-patient  department  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  Massachusetts  Memorial  and  other  hospitals  have  been 
utilized  for  the  treatment  of  patients  where  the  services  of  some 
specialist  was  needed.  Transportation  and  incidental  expense  be¬ 
ing  borne  by  the  Welfare  Department.  It  has  also  been  necessary 
to  transfer  some  cases  to  Foxboro  and  the  detail  incident  to  ac¬ 
complishing  this  change  w'as  handled  by  the  Town  Physician. 

In  order  to  give  proper  care  and  treatment  to  convalescent 
and  bed-ridden  cases,  some  have  been  placed  in  boarding  homes. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Town  Physician  to  render  the 
necessary  care  promptly  and  in  conformity  with  the  best  accepted 
medical  procedure.

The  Milk  Inspector,  Leonard  E.  Curran,  submits  the  following 
report  for  1940: 

During  1940  five  (5)  licenses  for  the  Pasteurization  of  Milk, 
two  (2)  licenses  for  the  Manufacture  of  Ice  Cream,  and  eighty- 
one  (81)  licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream,  were  issued. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  (198)  samples  of  milk  were  exam¬ 
ined  for  butterfat  and  total  solids  in  1940.  The  butterfat  content 
was  very  satisfactory,  being  well  over  the  legal  requirements. 

Ninety-four  (94)  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  bacterial 
content.  The  bacteria  in  both  the  raw  milk  and  the  pasteurized 
milk  was  in  many  instances  unreasonably  high.  During  the 
year  several  farmers  and  dealers  were  shown  that  even  though 
their  equipment  was  adequate  it  was  operating  inefficiently.

The  Finance  Commission  organized  for  the  year  1940  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Francis  C.  Foley,  Chairman;  John  R.  Russell,  Clerk,  and 
Edmund  M.  Murphy,  member  of  the  Commission. 

On  January  1,  1940,  the  debt  was  $893,577  with  maturities 
in  1940  of  $218,000  and  borrowings  during  the  same  period  of 
$108,000. 

The  borrowing  capacity  of  the  Town  on  January  1,  1940,  was 
$226,564.69  and  on  December  31,  1940,  was  $275,672.42. 

After  examination  of  the  requests  for  appropriations  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  various  departments,  the  Commission  met  with  all 
department  heads  and  boards  charged  with  the  expenditure  of  the 
appropriations  and  discussed  in  detail  the  basis  for  the  requests. 

Following  completion  of  the  Commission’s  recommendatons, 
public  hearings  were  held.  As  in  the  past,  little  interest  was  evi¬ 
denced  in  the  hearings  and  they  were  attended  by  a  very  small 
number  of  voters. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  various  departments 
and  boards  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.  The  failure  of 
some  departments  to  get  their  requests  for  appropriations  before 
the  Commission  in  good  season  makes  the  work  of  the  Commission 
considerably  more  burdensome  than  it  should  be  and  is  a  failing 
which  should  be  corrected. 

The  sum  of  $10,000,  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund 
and  transfers  therefrom  are  set  out  below.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Herewith,  I  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

In  other  years,  I  have  attempted  to  set  forth  a  personal  phil¬ 
osophy  with  respect  to  the  work  which  the  schools  are  trying  to  do. 
Review  of  this  material  reveals  a  necessity  for  consideration  of  the 
child  as  the  center  of  a  complex  and  ever-changing  constellation  of 
forces  which  are  brought  to  bear  upon  the  object  of  our  attention 
— the  child  himself. 

He  is  subject  to  all  kinds  of  stresses  and  strains  which  so  im¬ 
pinge  upon  his  development  as  to  make  it  absolutely  necessary  that 
they  be  taken  into  account  in  any  system  of  education  which  is 
calculated  to  do  that  which  we  expect  of  it. 

This,  it  seems,  leads  to  a  question  or  two.  What  are  we  trying 
to  do  in  our  schools?  What  is  good  education?  My  first  impulse 
is  to  answer  that  the  well-educated  child  is  he  who  makes  the  most 
of  his  assets  and  compensates  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to  his  de¬ 
ficiencies,  having  in  mind,  of  course,  the  opportunities  which  his 
particular  social  and  economic  status  afford. 

Clearly  such  a  definition  as  is  here  proposed  indicates  regard  for 
individual  differences  as  they  may  be  translated  into  methods  as 
well  as  ideas  of  procedure  in  providing  opportunities  for  individual 
growth  and  development.  There  is  here  contained  the  inference 
that,  because  of  the  purposive  character  of  behavior  involving 
many  relationships,  the  school  must  proceed  from  bases  which  are 
psychologically  sound.  Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  it  is  to  be 
understood  that  the  school  must  administer  to  the  needs  of  a  “total 
child  in  a  total  situation.” 

The  nub  of  the  whole  democratic  idea  is  the  individual,  who,  in 
an  ideal  society  is  guided  in  his  growth  and  development  to  his 
highest  potential  stature. 

Right  here,  it  seems  to  me,  the  school  enters  the  scene  as  an 
agent  of  the  society  which  would  perpetuate  its  ideal  and  the  crux 
of  this  situation  is  the  school  itself  —  nothing  more  or  less,  if  you 
please  than  the  teacher  and  the  pupil. 

The  school  then,  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  seeing  to  it 
that  the  child  develops  understanding  which,  on  the  personal  side, 
is  education  and  which,  on  the  social  side,  is  government. 

To  be  sure  this  is  the  problem  in  perspective.  It  is  the  thing  in 
the  large.  But,  it  is  well  so  to  see  it  before  concern  with  detail 
arises  to  develop  confusion. 

Such  a  point  of  view  challenges  implementation,  a  method  by 
which  objectives  are  attained.  To  what  extent  do  we  see  in  this 
bare  outline  guideposts  and  direction  signs  which  point  the  way? 

It  is  the  business  of  the  school  to  socialize  the  child.  Of  what 
value  is  the  high  I.  Q.  if  a  child  is  unhappy,  if  he  develops  deep  in- 
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feriority  feelings,  if  he  cannot  adequately  and  happily  handle  his 
instinctive  drives — if  he  becomes  a  misfit  in  society.  There  must 
be  taken  into  account  the  values  which  society  places  upon  ethics, 
conduct — in  short,  upon  the  qualities  with  which  religion  is  so 
deeply  concerned. 

It  is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  a  child  must  be  equipped  with 
something  more  than  the  tools  by  which  he  may  compete  in  his 
endeavors  to  earn  a  living.  He  needs  and  is  entitled  to  a  character 
and  temperament  which  will  promise  him  a  certain  amount  of  ap¬ 
probation  by  his  fellows,  an  ability  to  get  along  with  them  and  a 
capacity  to  make  some  contribution  to  the  society  of  which  he  is 
a  part. 

It  is  the  business  of  the  school  to  appraise  the  child’s  assets  and 
deficiencies — social,  mental,  moral,  emotional  and  physical.  Delv¬ 
ing  into  the  complex  ramifications  involved  in  a  study  of  the  im¬ 
plications  of  the  foregoing  statement  would  require  more  time  and 
space  than  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  cover. 

To  what  end  then,  these  statements  of  a  point  of  view?  Simply 
to  say  that  it  is  the  business  of  our  schools  to  learn  all  we  can 
about  each  individual  child  with  whom  we  work  so  that  we  may 
guide  and  direct  him  in  such  manner  as  will  satisfy  the  goal  which 
we  would  have  him  achieve. 

This  statement  would  be  most  incomplete  without  some  reference 
to  the  modern  ways  of  the  school. 

Let  it  not  be  said  that  the  school  does  not  recognize  the  fact  that 
today,  more  than  ever  before,  the  world  needs  men  and  women 
who  can  work,  who  can  study  for  hours  upon  end  in  the  solution 
of  our  technical,  political,  social  and  other  problems. 

The  modem  school  recognizes  no  easy,  royal  road  to  culture  or 
to  learning.  It  does,  however,  wish  to  be  on  record  in  making  the 
assertion  that  its  methods  must  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
laws  of  growth  and  development. 

It  demands  recognition  of  the  fundamental  and  axiomatic  prin¬ 
ciple  of  readiness  as  applied  to  learning  and  activity. 

Based  upon  only  such  a  foundation  as  is  thus  contemplated,  can 
a  program  develop  genetically  the  power  of  the  individual  to  ex¬ 
tend,  organize  and  improve  his  activities. 

Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls 

For  the  most  part,  such  activity  as  has  characterized  the  work 
of  Norwood  Schools  during  this  past  year  is  reported  in  the  re¬ 
ports  of  Principals,  Supervisors  and  others. 

However,  there  is  about  to  be  inaugurated,  as  part  of  our  secon¬ 
dary  school  offerings  a  new  program  in  vocational  education,  one 
which  will  be  housed  in  the  new  building  which  is  soon  to  be  erect¬ 
ed  for  the  purpose. 

As  this  report  is  being  submitted,  building  plans  are  well  on  the 
way  to  completion.  With  respect  to  the  program,  so  much  depends 
upon  the  outcome  of  a  survey  which  is  to  be  undertaken  to  deter- 
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mine  specific  types  of  program  offerings,  that  little  can  now  be 
written. 

Notwithstanding,  and  since  the  school  is  to  be  established  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  instruction  in  such  trade  and  industrial 
pursuits  as  may  be  profitable  for  girls,  it  may  be  stated  that  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  equip  those  who  are  enrolled  with  marketable 
skills. 

In  the  older  and  more  traditional  type  of  secondary  school,  little 
emphasis  was  placed  upon  such  training.  In  fact,  this  is  an  oft- 
repeated  criticism  of  the  comprehensive  high  school.  The  attitude 
of  the  critics  is  well  expressed  in  such  declarations  as,  “It  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  live  a  life  without  the  ability  to  make  a  living”  or,  “This 
(getting  ready  for  employment)  is  the  destination,  and  the  Voca¬ 
tional  Way  is  the  road  to  it.” 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  close  to  the  scene,  as  the  picture  un¬ 
folds  itself,  appreciate  fully  the  value  of  patronage  of  our  proposed 
school  by  residents  of  neighboring  communities. 

The  larger  enrollment  thereby  makes  possible  broader  course 
offerings  and  a  more  specially  trained  teaching  staff  as  well  as  a 
source  of  revenue  through  non-resident  tuition  payments  to  sup¬ 
port  a  better  program. 

Vocational  Education  for  Boys 

Long  since  have  many  of  our  townspeople  recognized  the  value  of 
Trade  and  Industrial  courses  for  boys — particularly  for  those  who 
had  no  interest  in,  talent,  or  money  to  pay  for  collegiate  training. 

An  increasing  number  of  our  young  men  are  in  attendance  at 
day  and  evening  vocational  schools  and  the  Town  is  by  law  requir¬ 
ed  to  pay  their  tuition. 

In  all  probability  a  sizable  transfer  of  girl  students  from  our 
comprehensive  High  School  will  make  space  available  to  house  a 
Vocational  program  for  Boys  in  the  West  wing  of  the  existing 
structure. 

Conclusion 

May  I  express  to  you,  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Commit¬ 
tee,  to  all  my  fellow-workers  in  the  Norwood  School  Department 
and  to  the  other  Town  officials  upon  whom  I  have  to  call  for  help 
and  advice,  my  feelings  of  deep  gratitude  for  the  kind  and  consid¬ 
erate  manner  in  which  you  have  aided  and  supported  me  in  my 
work. 


LINCOLN  D.  LYNCH 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  In  writing  these  reports  for 
the  past  twenty-two  years,  it  has  seemed  that  they  must  take  much 
the  same  form  year  after  year;  because  if  tables  of  figures,  dis¬ 
cussion  of  curricula,  recommendations,  etc.,  are  to  be  presented, 
little  variation  of  form  is  possible.  This  report,  therefore,  will  fol¬ 
low  the  same  general  scheme  as  has  been  used  in  other  years. 

October  Enrollment 

The  work  of  the  year  1940-41  began  September  5,  1940.  Table  I 
shows  the  distribution  of  pupils  by  classes  as  of  October  1,  1940:

Table  I  does  not  include  fifteen  post-graduate  pupils  who  have 
been  in  regular  attendance  during  the  entire  year  so  far.  Under 
ordinary  circumstances  the  post-graduate  pupil  does  not  constitute 
a  very  serious  problem  in  the  secondary  schools  so  long  as  post 
graduate  enrollment  is  not  large.  They  usually  return  because 
they  lack  certain  academic  units  which  they  need  to  carry  on  their 
individual  program  of  education,  and  they  almost  always  fit  into 
College  Preparatory  courses  which  are  usually  small  in  the  senior 
year.  Because  of  the  emphasis  upon  vocational  aspects  of  educa¬ 
tional  training,  this  problem  has  been  complicated  this  year  by  the 
fact  that  these  pupils,  without  exception,  have  requested  addi¬ 
tional  work  either  in  the  commercial  field  or  in  our  shop,  and  the 
complication  has  arisen  because  of  the  increasingly  large  numbers 
of  pupils  each  year  who  are  taking  commercial  subjects  and  be¬ 
cause  of  the  limited  accommodations  in  our  shop. 

Among  the  254  Juniors  listed  in  Table  I,  there  are  included  seven 
pupils  who  may  earn  a  diploma  in  June,  1941  so  that  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  graduates  in  June,  1941  will  be  one  or  two  less  than  200  as 
compared  with  217  in  June,  1940.

Losses  in  the  Teaching  Staff  Over  the  Last  Two-Year  Period 

Table  II  is  especially  interesting  because  of  the  figures  shown 
in  the  last  three  years  and  the  relation  which  these  figures  bear  to 
the  losses  in  our  teaching  staff.  Since  June,  1938  four  teachers 
have  left  our  staff  for  the  reasons  indicated  below,  no  one  of  whom 
has  been  replaced  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  enrollment  figure  for 
1939  showed  a  substantial  increase  over  the  previous  year,  while 
the  figure  for  1940  is  practically  the  same.

(The  last  mentioned  teacher  was  assigned  only  two  periods  in 
the  day.) 

When  the  enrollment  of  a  school  increases  while  the  members 
of  the  teaching  staff  decrease  in  numbers,  some  effects  of  this  re¬ 
arrangement  are  bound  to  be  reflected  in  the  school  program. 
Among  these  effects  may  be  noted  the  following: 

1.  The  size  of  the  classes  has  been  increased. 

2.  The  number  of  classes  per  teacher  has  been  increased. 

3.  Some  extra  curricula  activities  have  been  curtailed. 

4.  Less  individual  instruction  is  possible. 

With  the  close  of  school  last  June,  Mr.  Felix  Babel  severed  his 
connections  with  our  system  to  accept  a  position  as  head  of  the 
commercial  department  in  the  High  School  at  Wethersfield,  Con¬ 
necticut.  Mr.  Babel  came  to  us  in  January,  1938,  was  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  teacher,  and  exerted  a  fine  influence  on  his  classes,  es¬ 
pecially  the  boys.  Miss  Marjorie  McCready  was  elected  to  replace 
Mr.  Babel.  She  has  come  to  Norwood  with  an  exceptional  back¬ 
ground  of  experience  and  has  already  made  a  place  for  herself  in 
cur  school  organization. 

Mr.  Frank  Laidlaw  retired  from  active  duty  at  the  close  of  the 
year  in  June  after  long,  faithful  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
His  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  George  Fitzgerald. 

The  Senior  Year  Book 

During  the  past  four  years  each  of  the  graduating  classes  has 
published  a  very  successful  Year  Book  showing,  in  pictures  and 
prose,  the  events  which  have  taken  place  during  the  period  of  time 
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in  which  that  class  has  been  in  High  School.  The  variations  of 
work  in  connection  with  this  project  offer  many  opportunities  to 
serve  on  committees,  and  in  addition  the  book  itself  serves  to 
mould  the  class  into  a  unit  as  perhaps  few  other  projects  would. 
The  pupils  who  serve  on  these  several  committees  undoubtedly  re¬ 
ceive  as  much  training  and  probably  the  same  kind  of  training  as 
if  they  were  working  on  a  school  paper.  While  it  may  be  regretted 
that  the  school  does  not  have  a  paper  during  the  year,  it  is  true 
that  our  pupils  are  not  denied  the  experience  of  working  on  such 
a  project.  This  opportunity  simply  does  not  come  until  the  Senior 
Year.

The  girls  still  outnumber  the  boys,  but  not  by  as  much  of  a  mar¬ 
gin  as  was  the  case  a  year  ago;  and,  strangely  enough,  the  ratio 
in  the  Sophomore  class  is  just  50-50.  It  is  of  course  true  that  girls 
as  a  group  persist  in  school  longer  than  boys  because  of  actual  or 
imaginary  economic  pressure  which  the  boys  seem  to  feel;  and  for 
this  reason  the  boys  are  usually  outnumbered  in  the  upper  years.

In  the  School  Report  of  1939  a  comparison  of  the  figures  in  Table 
IV  was  given  over  a  three  year  period,  and  these  figures  showed  a 
persistent  increase  in  our  Commercial  Department.  The  figures 
for  1940  show  a  further  increase  in  this  field.

If  the  usual  5-7%  loss  is  applied  to  this  figure,  then  between 
fifty  and  sixty  of  these  pupils  will  not  appear  at  the  Senior  High 
School  in  September,  1941,  which  will  bring  the  expected  number 
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of  pupils  down  to  735  or  740,  or  approximately  one  additional  home 
room  over  the  number  which  we  now  have.  It  would  seem,  there¬ 
fore,  that  the  Committee  ought  to  give  serious  thought  to  the 
problem  of  adding  at  least  one  teacher  to  the  staff  at  the  Senior 
High  School.  It  would  seem  that  this  teacher  should  be  selected 
with  a  view  toward  teaching  some  classes  in  Commercial  English 
and  Commercial  Geography  to  relieve  the  pressure  in  these  two 
fields. 

The  Place  of  Clubs  in  a  School  Program 

Some  years  ago  when  the  school  day  was  being  lengthened  in 
many  places,  time  was  set  aside  within  the  school  day  when  groups 
of  pupils  might  get  together  to  pursue  some  special  interest  under 
guidance,  and  thus  many  clubs  were  started.  In  some  cases  the 
school  went  so  far  as  to  require  the  membership  of  every  pupil 
within  the  school  in  some  one  of  these  organizations  irrespective 
of  his  own  interest  or  aptitude.  The  Norwood  High  School  has 
not  carried  this  matter  to  extremes,  but  we  do  have  rather  large 
numbers  of  pupils  engaged  in  various  activities;  and  it  seems  de¬ 
sirable  to  make  some  mention  of  these  activities;  showing  the 
number  of  pupils  who  participate.

Three  of  these  groups  require  the  following  notations: 

It  has  long  been  evident  to  the  administration  of  the  school  that 
many  pupils  come  to  our  social  affairs  who  show  evidence  of  hav¬ 
ing  had  no  training  in  dancing.  Permission  was  given  this  year 
for  the  organization  of  a  class  in  our  gymnasium  one  afternoon 
each  week.  Miss  Evelyn  Dougherty,  a  graduate  of  the  Norwood 
High  School,  was  asked  to  become  the  instructor.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report,  four  lessons  have  been  given  to  an  average 
number  of  pupils  of  approximately  sixty-five  at  very  nominal  cost 
to  them. 

The  Rifle  Club  has  been  in  existence  in  this  school  since  1931, 
having  been  organized  by  Mr.  Wheeler.  The  club  is  subsidized  by 
the  United  States  Government  and  offers  desirable  competition  in 
this  field  with  similar  clubs  in  other  schools.  With  the  close  of 
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school  in  June,  1940,  Mr.  Wheeler  felt  that  he  could  no  longer 
carry  on  this  activity  because  of  his  other  duties  in  connection 
with  track  and  asked  to  be  relieved  of  this  work.  Fortunately, 
Mr.  John  Kelley  was  willing  to  assume  the  sponsorship  of  this 
group,  and  we  are  thus  able  to  continue  its  program. 

Soon  after  the  beginning  of  school  this  year  a  group  of  boys 
came  to  the  office  and  asked  if  a  Sportsman’s  Club  could  be  or¬ 
ganized.  These  boys  were  immediately  encouraged,  and  already 
one  outside  speaker  has  been  arranged  for  this  group.  When  clubs 
are  formed  because  of  spontaneous  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils,  these  groups  will  usually  succeed;  and  this  is  the  method 
which  we  are  trying  to  use  in  our  High  School. 

College  Entrance  Examinations 

Most  of  the  graduates  of  our  school  who  continue  their  educa¬ 
tion  enter  schools  which  require  certification  work  from  our  school 
(average  grades  of  85%  or  better)  or  else  they  will  earn  admission 
by  passing  examinations  which  are  set  and  administered  by  the 
college  of  their  choice.  Some  few  pupils  each  year  do,  however, 
have  to  prepare  for  the  examinations  which  are  set  by  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  which  may  now  be  taken  in  April, 
June,  or  September.  There  are  in  this  latter  group  those  girls 
who  are  planning  to  enter  such  schools  as  Mt.  Holyoke,  Smith,  etc., 
and  boys  who  wish  to  enter  Harvard.  These  schools  require  all 
their  pupils  to  take  entrance  examinations  unless  they  come  from 
some  remote  section  of  the  country  where  such  examinations  would 
not  be  feasible.  With  the  beginning  of  school  after  each  Christ¬ 
mas  vacation,  special  work  is  done  by  teachers  of  academic  sub¬ 
jects  with  both  of  these  groups  to  prepare  them  for  these  examina¬ 
tions. 

Our  records  will  show  that  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  percent 
of  our  graduates  continue  their  education  year  after  year,  and  the 
following  table  will  be  of  interest  to  show  the  relatively  small  num¬ 
bers  of  these  pupils  who  are  actually  concerned  with  the  examina¬ 
tions  of  the  College  Board.

Some  of  these  pupils  actually  take  only  one  of  these  examina¬ 
tions,  namely,  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test.  After  considerable 
experience  with  this  type  of  examination,  it  seems  that  parents 
who  are  concerned  with  girls  who  may  look  forward  to  schools  of 
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the  type  mentioned  above,  or  boys  who  may  be  intending  to  enter 
Harvard,  Yale,  etc.,  ought  to  be  advised  that  these  pupils  ought  to 
elect  Latin  throughout  their  school  course.  These  examinations 
are  mainly  linguistic  in  character,  and  without  doubt  the  pupils 
who  have  a  background  of  four  years  of  High  School  Latin  have 
an  advantage  over  those  pupils  who  do  not  have  this  type  of 
preparation. 

Curriculum  Changes 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  Curriculum  during 
the  past  school  year,  but  rather  a  change  of  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils  as  has  been  indicated  in  a  previous  section  of  this 
report.  In  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  times,  two  classes  in 
Red  Cross  work  have  been  organized  for  girls  in  the  Senior  class 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Canning;  and  before  the  end  of  the 
year  it  is  possible  that  some  instruction  may  be  given  to  a  group 
of  Senior,  boys  in  First  Aid. 

Activities  of  the  Graduates  of  Last  Year 

In  these  reports  each  year,  some  attempt  is  made  to  make  a 
check-up  of  the  graduates  of  the  previous  year  in  order  that  we 
may  see  how  many  of  our  pupils  are  taking  their  places  in  society 
year  after  year.  These  figures  for  the  Class  of  1940  are  pre¬ 
sented  below:

A  comparison  of  the  above  figures  with  those  presented  in  this 
report  of  one  year  ago  will  show  that:  (a)  a  larger  percentage  of 
our  pupils  are  continuing  their  education;  (b)  a  larger  percentage 
are  at  work;  and  (c)  correspondingly  fewer  are  at  home  than  was 
the  case  with  the  Class  of  1939.  Many  factors  without  doubt  con¬ 
tribute  to  this  situation,  but  we  at  the  school  like  to  feel  that  our 
work  in  Vocations  has  had  something  to  do  with  it. 

Vocations 

This  problem  was  brought  up  and  discussed  at  some  length  in 
the  repoi’t  of  one  year  ago.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year  last 
June  certain  questions  were  asked  of  the  Seniors  who  were  en¬ 
rolled  in  our  class  in  Vocations  and  who  were  about  to  receive 
their  diplomas.  Since  these  opinions  were  expressed  anonymously 
and  by  pupils  who  were  about  to  graduate,  it  was  felt  that  the 
opinions  were  frank  and  honest.  Practically  every  one  of  these 
pupils  expressed  satisfaction  with  what  the  school  had  tried  to 
do  for  them  in  this  respect  and  hoped  that  the  work  might  con¬ 
tinue.  These  classes  are  being  continued  this  year,  and  many 
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pupils  have  requested  the  opportunity  to  join  in  this  work  even  at 
some  inconvenience  to  themselves. 

Conclusion 

It  would  be  quite  ung^rateful  to  conclude  this  report  without  re¬ 
cording  the  assistance  which  has  been  forthcoming  at  all  times 
from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  from  the  School  Board  in 
helping  with  the  solutions  of  our  common  problems.  Without  this 
assistance,  much  of  what  has  been  done  would  not  have  been  pos¬ 
sible. 

This  report  concludes  with  the  presentation  of  the  Graduation 
Program  of  the  Class  of  1940.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood 
Junior  High  School. 

Primary  interest  in  any  school  is  in  the  scholastic  progress 
of  its  pupils,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  eiforts 
of  our  teaching  force  are  well  rewarded.  As  usual  we  find  that 
in  the  standard  tests  we  give  annually  in  Latin  and  Algebra  to 
our  ninth  grade  pupils,  the  results  are  far  above  the  average. 
Standardized  tests  which  we  have  in  other  subjects  show  results 
usually  better  than  average. 

In  the  modern  school,  however,  scholastic  excellence  is  not 
the  sole  criterion.  Many  of  our  extra-curricular  activities  produce 
such  excellent  results  that  at  least  a  few  are  worthy  of  special 
mention.  Our  band  rehearses  twice  a  week  with  Mr.  Famum 
outside  of  school  hours  and  considerable  progress  is  being  made. 
Much  new  equipment  has  been  added,  thereby  presenting  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  a  larger  number  of  pupils.  Our  Community  Club,  which 
functions  throughout  the  year,  does  special  work  at  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas,  rendering  assistance  to  the  under-privileged  and 
to  the  sick  of  our  Town. 

The  Junior  Narrator,  our  student  publication,  was  entered  in 
the  nation-wide  contest  sponsored  by  the  Columbia  Scholastic 
Press  Association  at  Columbia  University.  In  the  contest  which 
drew  more  than  seven  thousand  entries,  our  magazine  received 
the  following  three  awards:  first  in  editorial  writing,  first  in 
feature  writing  and  second  for  the  magazine  as  a  whole,  for 
which  our  school  received  a  silver  medal. 

As  a  mark  of  recognition  for  having  received  the  first  award 
in  poetry  in  1939,  the  editor-in-chief,  Mary  Lynch,  addressed 
the  Junior  High  School  division  of  the  Conference  on  the  subject, 
“Poetry  Writing  for  the  Junior  High  School  Publication.”  Re¬ 
cently  the  staff  of  the  Junior  Narrator  was  further  honored  by  a 
request  from  the  Columbia  Press  Association  to  contribute  a 
page  on  “Editorial  Writing”  for  the  School  Press  Review. 

Our  Guidance  Department  continues  to  do  its  exceptionally  fine 
work.  One  of  the  many  activities  of  this  department  is  to  help 
pupils  choose  the  high  school  course  best  adapted  to  the  indi¬ 
vidual.  Aptitude  tests  were  given  last  year  to  determine  whether 
the  pupils  would  be  successful  in  senior  high  school  geometry,  and 
advice  concerning  the  advisability  of  electing  this  subject  was 
based  on  the  tests.  We  have  been  informed  that  the  pupils  are 
actually  achieving  the  approximate  results  which  we  expected. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  the  teachers  of  Guidance  to  know  that  in  their 
work  the  results  which  can  be  m,easured  are  so  successful. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  work  with  the  excellent  group  of 
teachers  in  the  Junior  High  School.  May  I  also  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  help  and  consideration  given  me  at  all  times 
by  our  Superintendent  of  Schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS 

EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  Home  Economics  Education  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

Implications  of  General  Education  for  Home  Economics 

An  outstanding  factor  in  the  extensive  curricula  reorganiza¬ 
tion  that  has  been  going  on  in  general  education  appears  to  be  a 
sincere  desire  to  make  education  functional.  Accepting  as  a 
premise  the  fact  that  experience  is  the  basis  of  all  learning, 
educators  are  striving  for  an  interrelation  between  living  and 
learning  in  order  that  the  pupil  may  be  able  to  correlate  his 
experiences  in  and  out  of  school.  They  are  seeking  real  and  con¬ 
crete  experiences  in  the  area  of  relationships  to  which  every 
individual  has  to  orient  him,self. 

A  very  importnat  and  significant  outcome  of  this  curricula  de¬ 
velopment  has  been  a  more  general  concern  for  the  schools’ 
responsibility  for  educating  boys  and  girls  for  effective  par¬ 
ticipation  in  home  and  family  life.  Practically  every  report  on 
goals  in  education  points  to  the  acceptance  of  education  for  family 
life  as  a  basic  area  of  human  experience  for  which  all  young 
people  should  be  prepared.  Problems  of  home  and  family  life 
attain  a  new  perspective  with  the  thought  of  organizing  curricula 
around  the  needs  of  youth  in  a  democratic  society.  The  opportun¬ 
ity  for  differentiation  in  the  choice  of  material  and  for  integra¬ 
tion  of  all  subject  matter  around  such  an  objective  can  be  appre¬ 
ciated.  The  specific  part  that  Home  Economics  can  and  should 
play  in  the  general  education  of  youth  is  shown  by  the  following 
facts : 

1.  Home  Econom,ics  is  by  and  large  the  most  functional  sub¬ 
ject  in  the  secondary  schools  today  and  is  ready  to  fall  in  line 
in  a  unified  plan  of  instruction  with  few  adjustments. 

2.  Home  Economics  is  and  always  has  been  concerned  with 
the  most  vital  factor  in  the  growth  and  well-being  of  a  nation — 
the  American  home. 
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3.  Home  Economics  occupies  a  key  position  in  integrating 
the  various  contributions  from  other  fields  in  keeping  home  and 
family  life  to  the  fore. 

4.  Home  Economics  has  been  increasingly  making  instruction 
specific,  individual  and  personal  by  dealing  realistically  with 
social,  economic  and  relationship  problems  of  personal  and  family 
living. 

With  general  education  pointing  toward  the  acceptance  of 
education  for  family  life  as  a  major  objective,  the  chief  concern 
of  Home  Economists  is  that  their  field  of  education  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  make  its  very  best  contributions  to  a  broadened  and 
enriched  school  program. 

Home  Economics  and  Education  for  Family  Living 

Family  life  is  an  integral  part  of  our  total  social  experience. 
It  influences  and  is  influenced  by  the  “concept  of  life”  which  con¬ 
trols  the  development  of  any  given  social  order.  The  American 
set  of  values  regards  the  home  and  family  as  the  environment  in 
which  wholesoni,e  individuals  can  best  function  and  flourish. 
The  family  is  recognized  as  the  foundation  of  democracy,  as  a 
way  of  life — jthe  core  of  personal  stability.  The  growth  of  stand¬ 
ards  for  the  home  and  ideas  of  character  and  personality  and 
the  desire  and  ability  to  participate  in  family  life  cannot  be 
accomplished  in  a  short  time  nor  left  entirely  to  parents.  The 
contribution  of  the  schools  to  education  for  family  life  should 
become  a  part  of  the  whole  program  of  education.  From  its 
past.  Home  Economics  has  more  to  contribute  to  such  education 
than  any  other  field.  Home  Economics  holds  as  an  objective 
for  family  living  the  development  of  people  who  live  life  fully, 
finding  in  it  satisfactions  for  themselves  and  service  for  others. 
Home  Economics  sees  family  living  as  a  way  of  living — a  way 
which  at  its  best  makes  life  rich  and  full  of  meaning. 

The  Role  of  Homemaking  Education  in  the  Educational  Program 

for  Youth 

Home  Economics  in  these  United  States  is  concerned  with  the 
All-American  home  and  with  the  health,  happiness,  comfort  and 
well-being  of  the  millions  of  American  families  who  live  in  these 
homes.  Statistics  show  that  28,000,000  women  are  engaged  in 
making  horpes,  almost  three  times  the  number  gainfully  em¬ 
ployed  in  other  occupations.  Homemaking  thus  becomes  a  voca¬ 
tion — the  only  one  in  which  people  in  every  economic  and  social 
group  participate.  This  indicates  the  need  for  preparation  for 
this  vocation  and  how  vital  it  is  that  education  adapt  its  program 
to  varied  and  changing  social  conditions. 

To  review  the  progress  of  Home  Economics  education  is  to 
chronicle  a  succession  of  progressive  steps  that  have  been  marked 
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by  the  rebuilding  of  the  homemaking  curriculum  to  embrace 
wider  service.  The  new  emphases  in  Home  Economics  include 
the  development  of  orientation  courses  for  both  boys  and  girls, 
the  broadening  of  the  scope  of  social  relationships  and  greater 
attention  to  consumer  buying.  Such  courses  are  planned  to  reach 
a  maximum  number  of  pupils  who  will  not  elect  Homemaking 
subjects  for  vocational  objectives.  These  courses  are  variously 
called  “Social  Arts,”  “Social  Living,”  “Human  Relationships,” 
“Personal  Living.”  Home  Economics  as  interpreted  today  is 
reaching  its  largest  group  at  secondary  level  and  reaches  more 
people  and  functions  best  with  its  contributions  to  the  general 
education  of  all  youth.  Those  who  are  responsible  for  curriculum 
building  should  view  Home  Economics  in  terms  of  its  broadest 
and  inherent  values  for  all  as  well  as  its  specialized  values  for 
some.  Since  Home  Economics  deals  with  the  essentials  of  every¬ 
day  living,  this  field  becom,es  an  essential  in  the  general  education 
of  our  youth. 

Home  Economics  and  The  Common  Defense 

“There  is  no  subject  in  the  school  curricula  which  gives  so 
great  an  opportunity  for  democratic  expression  as  Home  Econom¬ 
ics.” — Dr.  Cole,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Seattle,  Washington. 
It  is  true  that  Home  Econmists  are  giving  all  they  have  and  are 
to  the  high  task  of  strengthening,  improving,  dignifying  and  mak¬ 
ing  happier  the  American  home,  thus  making  a  fundamental 
contribution  to  the  preservation  of  free  governrpent  and  the  lib¬ 
eral  way  of  life.  The  challenge  before  us,  however,  in  this 
chaotic  world,  is  to  teach  more  forcefully  than  ever  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  strong  bodies,  the  necessity  of  good  citizenship  and  a 
deep  and  lasting  love  and  admiration  for  our  country.  We  must 
stress  the  economical  use  of  materials  needed  for  comfortable 
living  and  direct  our  defense  activities  to  the  building  of  good 
homes,  strong  people  and  ideals  worth  living  and  striving  for. 
Home  Economics  must  set  the  highest  type  of  living  standards, 
mental,  physical,  moral  and  spiritual,  since  the  welfare  of  the 
American  home  is  the  most  vital  factor  in  the  growth  and  well¬ 
being  of  our  nation.  We  will  have  done  our  task  well  if,  through 
our  leadership,  we  help  to  prepare  for  gainful  employment,  for 
the  duties  of  citizenship,  for  the  responsibilities  of  homen;aking 
and  if  the  individual  receives  or  has  strengthened  a  valuable 
philosophy  of  life  which  emphasizes  self-respect  and  carries  with 
it  a  sense  of  obligation  to  the  community,  the  state  and  the 
nation. 

Home  Economics  in  Norwood 

Home  Economics  courses  in  the  Norwood  schools  are  continu¬ 
ally  being  re-evaluated  and  re-organized  in  our  attempt  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  building  of  fine  principles  for  home  and  group 
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living.  We  look  upon  Home  Economics  as  contributing  to  edu¬ 
cation  in  all  areas  of  living  although  contributing  most  to  personal 
and  family  life  and  having  values  for  social  and  civic  under¬ 
standing,  vocational  orientation  and  vocational  education.  Al¬ 
though,  at  a  secondary  level,  our  schools  are  not  operating  on  the 
unified  plan,  we  have  lost  no  opportunity  in  our  established 
Homemaking  courses  to  incorporate  functional  material  and  ex¬ 
periences  related  to  enriched,  complete  and  satisfactory  living. 
The  appreciative  response  from  pupils  is  most  gratifying,  prov¬ 
ing  that  we  are  helping  them  with  their  everyday  problems.  There 
are  many  directions  in  which  this  work  could  and  should  be  ef¬ 
fectively  expanded  and  it  is  hoped  that  teacher  time  can  be  in¬ 
creased  at  Senior  High  School  to  allow  for  further  constructive 
work  in  the  future. 

It  seems  that  something  should  be  done  to  re-establish  Home 
Economics  work  in  the  elementary  grades  in  Norwood.  Children 
should  be  given  the  benefits  of  family  life  teaching  during  their 
younger  years  when  it  will  exert  the  greatest  influence  upon  them. 

A  “Social  Arts”  course  at  Senior  High  School  for  all  boys  might 
well  replace  the  elective  course  in  “Everyday  Problems  for  Boys” 
now  being  conducted.  More  boys  should  be  reached  with  this 
type  of  material  and  the  course  should  be  conducted  by  a  man 
teacher  with  contributions  from  the  various  departments  which 
are  prepared  to  offer  helpful  orientation  units. 

The  usual  activities  have  been  carried  on  with  excellent  response 
from  those  participating  in  them.  The  bountiful  Thanksgiving 
baskets  contributed  by  Junior  High  School  faculty  and  pupils  as 
well  as  the  toys  made  by  Home  Economics  clubs  for  charitable 
organizations  reflect  a  splendid  spirit  of  service  for  others  as  well 
as  credit  upon  all  who  assisted  with  these  activities. 

Conclusion 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  with  heartfelt  apprecaition  the  co¬ 
operation  from  the  following  groups,  viz;  (1)  The  Norwood 
Mothers’  Club,  for  their  annual  award  in  Home  Economics; 
(2)  The  Norwood  Public  Health  Nurses,  for  their  assistance  in 
distributing  our  gifts;  (3)  The  Norwood  Community  Committee 
for  loaning  their  nutritionist.  Miss  Grace  Bixby,  to  so  ably  help 
with  our  nutrition  program;  and  (4)  the  organizations  which 
co-operated  and  contributed  so  generously  to  the  Home  Economics 
Department  program,  at  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers  Association 
Convention  held  in  Norwood  last  fall,  viz.  The  State  Departments 
of  Health  and  Education,  The  Boston  Dispensary  and  the  School 
Departments  of  neighboring  towns  who  sent  speakers. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  my  teaching  associ¬ 
ates  and  all  workers  in  this  department  my  heartiest  appreciation 
of  their  continued  co-operation.  We  are  grateful  for  the  gen- 
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erous  support  of  principals.  We  also  wish  to  thank  our  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  for  his  advice  and  assistance  in  developing 
our  Home  Economics  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  Industrial  Arts  Educa¬ 
tion  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

Obviously,  the  study  of  Industrial  Arts  is  a  preparation  for  the 
future.  In  order  to  establish  a  firm  foundation  upon  which  to 
build  Industrial  Arts,  we  must  note  that  it  is  a  valuable  part 
of  our  general  education.  Mechanical  training  must  now  be  con¬ 
sidered  an  essential  in  the  education  of  most  boys.  The  defense 
program  has  come  along,  with  a  trem,endous  demand  for  skilled 
mechanical  labor.  It  is  the  boy  of  today,  who  tries  for  some  kind 
of  mechanical  skill,  who  can  at  least  be  sure  of  work  for  some 
years,  and  probably  permanently.  The  average  youth’s  best 
chances  appear  today  in  the  overalls  job,  facing  a  bench,  and  doing 
skillful  work  with  hand  tools.  This  situation  places  the  industrial 
arts  in  a  vital  position  in  our  school  program  and  presents  a 
training  problem  wherein  we,  in  the  industrial  arts,  recognize  an 
opportunity  for  service  which  we  can  render  for  national  de¬ 
fense. 

To  meet  this  responsibility  and  the  rapid  increase  in  the  en¬ 
rollment  for  shop  work,  some  adjustments  relating  to  subject 
matter  and  equipment  must  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  that  group 
of  boys  who  will  go  on  with  their  industrial  training. 

Education  is  a  preparation  for  living  in  the  sense  that  it  de¬ 
velops  certain  abilities  which  help  the  student  to  m^ke  adjust¬ 
ments  to  meet  conditions  of  his  environment.  Living  involves 
an  enjoyment  of  living  made  possible  through  an  ability  to  earn 
a  living  and  to  be  of  service  to  others.  To  attain  this  goal,  our 
course  of  study  must  add  much  that  is  new  to  meet  changing 
conditions,  but  must  retain  some  of  the  traditional  curriculum 
which  meets  our  present  day  needs. 

All  people  today  find  themselves  in  an  industrial  world  with 
its  many  problems.  More  ways  of  earning  a  living,  greater  di¬ 
vision  of  work  in  the  industries;  demanding  specializations,  and 
a  greater  interdependence  of  industries; — these  are  only  a  few 
of  the  problems  which  face  our  students.  To  respond  to  these 
needs  we  m,ust  provide  courses  which  will  guide  pupils  toward 
solution  of  these  problems.  A  better  understanding  of  the  proc¬ 
esses,  relationships  and  problems  of  industry  can  accomplish 
much  in  the  development  of  the  industrial  arts  phase  of  educa- 
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tion.  The  necessity  to  provide  opportunities  for  the  best  educa¬ 
tional  experiences  possible  with  le^t  possible  expense  is  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  faced  by  our  administrators  today. 

Modern  Industrial  Arts  Program 

Many  schools  in  all  parts  of  the  country  are  introducing  more 
units  of  industrial  arts.  The  fact  that  the  trend  is  toward  a 
wider  variety  of  work  is  important.  Our  general  shop  was  so 
planned,  but  it  is  not  equipped  to  provide  for  the  increased  en¬ 
rollment  of  today. 

The  physical  make-up  of  our  genesral  shop  is  a  room  equipped 
to  provide  experiences  in  many  phases  of  industrial  arts  work. 
The  shop  is  usually  divided  into  instructional  areas,  in  each  of 
which  is  located  a  part  of  the  class.  This  makes  it  possible 
to  offer  a  wide  variety  of  work  with  a  comparatively  small  outlay 
of  m,oney.  Our  shop,  originally  laid  out  for  twenty-four  students 
offering  four  areas  of  work,  each  area  equipped  for  only  six 
students,  is  overcrowded  at  the  present  time.  This  affects  the 
efficiency  of  our  program  quite  seriously. 

Such  a  shop  provides  an  opportunity  to  investigate  and  explore 
many  fields  of  endeavor  and  develops  an  informational  background 
essential  to  a  well-rounded  education.  Because  of  the  variety  of 
materials  of  study,  it  is  possible  for  the  student  to  discover  or 
develop  a  wisely  selected  dominant  interest  for  possible  special¬ 
ization  in  his  junior  or  senior  year. 

The  Functions  of  Industrial  Arts  Program 

Desirable  outcomes  in  industrial  arts  are  not  attainable  if  the 
students  are  unable  to  read  satisfactorily,  write  reasonably  well 
and  think  intelligently.  These  abilities  are  needed  in  industrial 
arts,  so  this  year  we  have  arranged  a  “Job  Plan,”  which  requires 
each  student  to  read  and  understand  instructions  by  recording  them 
in  his  plan.  He  must  study  about  the  material  of  industry,  read 
about  tools  and  machines,  and  become  informed  about  many  occu¬ 
pations  in  industry. 

He  writes  specifications  for  the  jobs  he  chooses  to  do  in  indus¬ 
trial  arts,  he  figures  costs,  formulates  and  writes  out  procedures 
for  doing  the  jobs.  The  plan  is  designed  to  develop  an  ability 
to  THINK  in  planning  the  procedure  of  constructing  the  selected 
project,  to  think  intelligently  about  his  qualifications  for  a  voca¬ 
tion,  and  to  decide  on  preparation  for  a  selected  vocation. 

The  manipulation  of  tools  and  material  constitutes  the  major 
physical  activity  of  our  students  in  industrial  arts,  but  there  is  a 
tendency  to  evaluate  these  activities  in  terms  of  manipulative 
skills  developed  by  the  pupils  and  of  the  quality  of  the  projects 
made.  The  best  possible  development  of  skills  is  desirable,  but 
these  can  be  attained  without  very  much  learning  taking  place. 
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Industrial  arts  is  not  a  subject  for  the  mentally  deficient  or  for 
the  slow  pupil.  We  offer  to  all  of  our  students  a  challenge  to 
their  ability  to  THINK  and  make  adjustments  to  our  complex 
machine-age  civilization.  Individual  programs  must  be  set  up  on 
the  basis  of  one’s  capacity  to  achieve. 

Curriculum  Changes  and  Additions 

Girls  were  given  the  opportunity  to  work  with  types  of  tools 
and  materials  that  we  felt  would  enable  them  to  meet  intelligently 
the  m,any  mechanical  problems  which  might  arise  in  the  modern 
home.  A  group  of  eighteen  girls  entered  this  first  class,  but 
the  class  was  discontinued  this  fall  because  of  insufficient  numbers 
electing  the  course. 

Recently  a  group  of  senior  boys,  interested  in  machine  shop 
practice,  and  not  enrolled  in  our  industrial  arts  group,  requested 
the  formation  of  a  class,  feeling  that  an  experience  in  this  area 
of  instruction  might  help  them  after  graduation.  The  discontinu¬ 
ance  of  the  girls’  class  will  make  the  request  possible. 

Town  Planning  Contest 

For  the  third  successive  year  boys  in  the  drafting  classes  have 
entered  this  contest.  The  contest  itself  is  very  extensive  in  its 
scope,  and  the  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  challenges  the 
ability  of  each  contestant.  Last  year  one  of  our  students  was 
awarded  one  of  the  medals  of  merit. 

Professional  Outlook  and  Trends 

Trends  and  outlooks  in  the  development  of  industrial  arts 
education  as  part  of  a  modern  program  of  education  which  seem 
significant  and  worthy  of  consideration  at  this  time,  are: 

1.  More  time  and  thought  should  be  given  to  the  developm,ent 
of  integrated  handwork  for  our  elementary  grades.  Boys  and 
girls  need  work  with  tools  and  materials  as  a  part  of  general 
education  at  all  school  levels. 

2.  The  trend  toward  the  development  of  shop  subjects  that  will 
include  rich  information  available  through  the  use  of  a  variety 
of  construction  material  and  tools.  Young  people  want  to  explore, 
make  projects,  learn  how  to  use  tools  and  machines  correctly,  and 
to  experiment  with  materials  and  machines. 

3.  There  is  a  marked  trend  toward  the  use  of  small  machines 
in  industrial  arts  instruction,  and  our  shops  need  additional  ma¬ 
chine  equipment.  Not  only  are  these  machines  less  expensive, 
but  they  are  comparatively  safe  and  well  suited  for  industrial 
arts  work. 

4.  Many  older  texts  are  based  too  much  on  tool  processes  and 
do  not  give  the  broad  educational  approach  to  industrial  arts  that

its  importance  deserves.  Recent  text  publications  meet  this 
situation  adequately. 


Conclusion 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  sincere  grati¬ 
tude  and  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  department  for  their 
co-operative  spirit,  and  to  all  those  who  co-operated  so  generously 
with  the  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

The  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1940,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Elementary  Grades 

We  have  continued  with  the  same  system  of  supervision  as 
described  in  last  year’s  report.  New  courses  of  study  for  the 
first  six  grades  were  ready  for  use  at  the  opening  of  school  in 
September.  The  first  page  of  the  Grade  VI  outline,  given  below, 
will  serve  as  an  illustration  of  the  aims  and  objectives  for  all 
grades,  with  fewer  terms  in  Color,  Design,  and  Representation 
used  in  the  lower  grades. 

GENERAL  AIMS: 

1.  Opportunity  for  creative  expression. 

2.  Knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  fundam,ental  principles 
of  Art  expression. 

3.  Appreciation  of  beauty  and  harmony  in  nature  and  human 
expression. 

OBJECTIVES  to  be  attained  by  all  pupils  at  the  end  of  Grade  VI: 
1.  Knowledge: 

a.  Color — Terms  Standard,  Primary,  Secondary,  Complemen¬ 

tary,  Intermediate,  Tints  and  Shades,  Values,  Color  Har¬ 
monies  chosen  from  the  color  wheel. 

b.  Design — Repetition,  Alteration,  Progression,  Contrast, 

Dominance,  Balance  (central,  axial  and  informal). 

c.  Representation — Foreshortening  of  planes  (circular  and  rec¬ 

tangular)  as  shown  in  houses,  furniture,  dishes,  utensils, 
etc. 

Relation  of  objects  at  different  distances.  Appearances  of 
nature  at  different  seasons,  times  of  day,  etc. 

Human  figure — proportion  and  in  action. 

Animals  and  birds. 
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2.  Skills: 

a.  Practical  ability  to: 

1.  Represent  ideas. 

2.  Select  and  arrange  colors. 

3.  Construct  and  decorate  objects. 

3.  Habits  and  Attitudes: 

a.  Habits  of  observation  and  discrimination. 

b.  Habit  of  free  expression. 

c.  Attitude  of  respect  for  fine  craftsmanship. 

d.  Attitude  of  desire  to  make  applications  of  knowledge 

gained  and  skills  developed. 

Suggestions  as  to  projects  appropriate  for  each  grade  in  the 
three  important  divisions — Color,  Design  and  Representation — 
are  given  in  other  sheets  of  the  outlines.  These  are  general, 
rather  than  specific,  and  considerable  leeway  is  encouraged  as  to 
the  lesson  or  project  to  be  developed  in  any  room  at  a  certain 
time;  in  other  words,  each  room  of  a  certain  grade  is  not  doing  the 
same  lesson  during  a  given  week.  Thus,  while  studying  the 
growth  of  Architecture  in  connection  with  Social  Studies,  one 
class  may  be  most  interested  in  making  posters  illustrating  all 
types  of  homes,  from  the  caves  of  primitive  men  to  the  most 
modern  single  house  or  large  apartment.  The  class  itself  would 
decide  whether  to  consider  homes  just  in  America  or  anywhere 
in  the  world.  Another  room  m,ight  construct  individual  models 
of  various  shelters  and  homes,  using  whatever  materials  (twigs, 
thin  wood,  raffia,  cardboard,  soap  carving,  etc.)  seemed  best 
adapted  to  each  one’s  own  problem.  Still  another  room  might 
combine  individual  pencil-shaded  drawings  of  all  types  of  archi¬ 
tecture  in  a  single  class  book,  while  other  classes  might  draw  and 
color  a  long  frieze  on  the  blackboard,  or  project  paper,  to  illus¬ 
trate  the  same  subject.  Thus  the  integration  of  Art  and  Social 
Studies  is  carried  out  according  to  the  pupils’  interests  and  desires 
rather  than  a  formal  acceptance  of  what  some  adult  thought  best 
to  have  every  pupil  in  all  sixth  grades  doing  at  a  certain  time. 

During  the  working  out  of  each  project,  various  fundamental 
Art  principles,  such  as  a  Center  of  Interest,  Balance,  Proportion, 
Perspective,  etc.,  have  been  discovered  to  be  essential,  without 
formal  drill  lessons  on  those  principles  preceding  the  project, 
as  would  have  been  considered  necessary  a  few  years  ago. 
Projects  in  correlation  with  any  other  school  subjects  or  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  holidays  are  worked  out  in  the  same  way. 

We  are  trying  each  year  to  give  more  opportunities  for  large 
creative  drawings  or  paintings,  done  in  a  freer  mjanner.  Some 
times  these  correlate  with  other  subjects,  especially  reading; 
sometimes  they  are  purely  imaginary  or  fantastic;  often  they  are 
appropriate  for  season  or  holiday. 
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With  the  addition  to  the  school  system,  in  September,  of  a 
Handcraft  Supervisor,  many  opportunities  for  correlation  have 
been  presented,  especially  in  the  planning  of  designs  to  decorate 
articles  made  in  the  handcraft  periods  and  the  choice  of  good 
color  schemes  in  the  making  and  decorating  of  all  craft  articles. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Physical  Education  Department,  an 
interesting  experiment  was  first  tried  out  last  spring  and  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  fall.  In  several  third  and  fourth  grade  rooms,  large 
original  designs  emphasizing  Axial  Balance  were  made  by  all 
pupils,  who  at  the  same  time  were  thinking  of  the  designs  as 
patterns  which  might  be  used  for  group  dances,  using  from 
three  to  six  children  in  a  group.  The  pupils  whose  designs 
were  best  adapted  for  dancing  were  chosen  as  leaders.  They 
then  adapted  their  dances  to  music  and  taught  them  to  their 
groups.  The  same  idea  was  carried  out  in  the  fifth,  and  sixth 
grades,  using  Central  Balance  as  the  motif,  with  groups  varying 
from  four  to  eight. 

One  fourth  and  one  sixth  grade  class  demonstrated  these  orig¬ 
inal  dances  at  the  Physical  Education  section  of  the  Norfolk 
County  Teachers  Convention  held  in  Norwood  on  October  25,  1940. 
Large  charts,  drawn  by  the  pupils  who  originated  the  dance  de¬ 
signs  and  painted  by  the  Junior  High  School  Art  Club,  were  dis¬ 
played  on  easels  near  each  group  during  the  dancing. 

Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Grades 

Since  September  our  Junior  High  School  Art  Department  has 
been  under  the  guidance  of  a  young  man  trained  to  teach  that 
subject,  with  all  the  art  pupils  of  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grade 
classes  going  to  his  room  for  instruction.  For  this  first  year, 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  in  their  one  period  a  week,  have 
followed  much  the  same  course — a  study  of  the  most  important 
art  mediums,  as  an  art  background.  This  unit,  am,ong  other 
things,  includes  the  making  of  notebooks  containing  notes,  dia¬ 
grams  and  reproductions  in  the  most  important  mediums  (Oil 
Painting,  Water  Color,  Tempera  Color,  Pencil  Drawing,  Pen  and 
Ink  Drawing,  Pastel,  Charcoal,  Etching,  Lithography  and  Block 
Printing).  Talks  by  the  Instructor,  illustrated  with  original 
pictures  and  reproductions  and  several  examinations  have  been 
interspersed  at  appropriate  times. 

Grade  nine  elective  art  classes  have  been  taught  by  the  same 
method,  with  the  study  of  Prehistoric,  Egyptian,  Greek  and  Roman 
Art  as  a  historical  background.  Their  notebooks  were  illustrated 
with  freehand  sketches,  developed  as  a  result  of  much  research. 
Class  discussions,  reference  text  reading  and  examinations  have 
supplemented  the  making  of  the  notebooks. 

Because  of  the  large  nurOiber  of  pupils  electing  the  Art  Club, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  divide  the  group:  the  Graphic  Arts  Club,

which  has  provided  cover  designs  and  illustrations  for  the  school 
paper,  as  well  as  posters,  charts  and  other  materials,  as  needed 
by  the  school;  and  the  Art  Club,  sponsored  by  the  Supervisor, 
which  continues  to  carry  on  after  the  manner  of  the  former  Sketch 
Club.  Out-door  sketching,  pencil-shading,  pen  and  ink  drawing, 
water-color  painting  and  pastel  are  featured.  Each  pupil  experi¬ 
ments  with  the  media  best  suited  to  his  ability  and  enjoyment. 

We  continue  to  have  large  classes  in  both  the  General  Art  and 
Art  Major  courses  in  the  Senior  High  School.  Pupils  in  both 
courses  have  practical  experience  in  Design,  Color  and  Representa¬ 
tion,  using  many  media. 

The  Art  Major  pupils  in  the  closing  months  of  the  school  year 
spent  two  days  a  week  in  the  study  of  famous  artists  and  their 
masterpieces  and  in  the  application  of  that  knowledge  to  very 
artistic  notebooks.  Since  September  they  have  used  this  time  for 
craftwork  of  various  kinds,  culminating  in  the  making  of  their 
own  block-printed  Christm,as  cards.  Annually,  many  posters, 
decorations  and  properties  are  made  for  various  school  affairs. 

Convention 

The  Art  Department  conducted  an  all-day  program  for  the  Art 
section  of  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers  Convention,  held  in 
NorwocTd  on  October  25,  1940.  So  many  signed  beforehand  for 
this  section  that  it  was  necessary  to  hold  it  in  the  auditorium  of 
the  Callahan  School. 

The  morning  speaker  was  Miss  F.  Eleanor  Elliott,  Directpr  of 
Art  Education  in  the  Newton  Public  Schools  and  her  subject  was 
“Art  in  the  Child’s  Life.”  This  talk  was  illustrated  with  many 
very  original  and  creative  drawings  and  paintings  by  children 
of  all  ages  and  was  followed  by  an  interesting  discussion  and 
question  period. 

The  speaker  of  the  afternoon  was  Mrs.  Ruth  R.  Herring,  Head 
of  the  Teacher-training  Department  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Art.  Her  subject  was  “Re-evaluating  Our  Art  Attitudes.” 
She  also  showed  many  children’s  paintings  done  in  a  very  free, 
creative  manner. 

The  program  ended  with  the  showing  of  a  motion  picture  in 
colors,  “Young  America  Paints,”  which  portrayed  children  dem¬ 
onstrating  the  processes  of  Finger  Painting,  Stenciling  on  cloth, 
using  Frescol,  Chalk  squares  and  Powder  Paint. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  we  quote  the  concluding  paragraph  of  a  recent 
article  by  Miss  Helen  E.  Cleaves,  Director  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston 
I’ublic  Schools.  “The  complete  art  program  aims  to  develop  a 
sensitive,  intelligent  way  of  looking  at  natural  and  man-made 
things,  a  quick  direct  language  of  expression,  power  to  design 
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and  create  an  orderly  and  beautiful  environment  and  finally  a 
philosophy  of  life  in  which  order  and  beauty  take  their  rightful 
place."  These  are  also  our  own  aims  here  in  Norwood. 

We,  of  the  Art  Department,  wish  once  more  to  express  our 
appreciation  of  the  helpful  interest  and  spirit  of  co-operation 
shown  by  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Music  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

Objectives 

The  work  in  this  department  has  followed  a  program  based  upon 
the  thesis  that  in  order  to  satisfy  social,  intellectual,  and  voca¬ 
tional  aims,  music  should  be  taught  not  only  as  an  art,  but  also 
as  a  science.  The  validity  of  this  thesis  is  proven  by  the  fact 
that  more  than  76%  of  all  colleges  are  now  accepting  one  to  five 
units  in  music  in  satisfaction  of  entrance  requirements.  Of  this 
number  many  will  accept  only  Theory  for  credit. 

Procedure 

All  pupils  are  given  an  equal  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
“knowing  and  doing”  of  the  Art  of  Music  until  the  end  of  the 
ninth  grade.  In  subsequent  grades  they  m,ay  elect  several  courses 
in  theoretical  or  in  applied  music  if  they  desire  to  further  their 
musical  education.  Although  music  is  required  from  the  first 
to  the  ninth  grade,  only  one  branch  of  applied  music  (voice)  is 
required.  The  other  branches,  piano,  strings,  and  wind  instru¬ 
ments,  are  electives. 

Recom  mendations 

1.  Elementary  School 

That  provisions  be  made  so  that  Rhythm  Band  instruction 
may  be  given  to  all  children  in  grades  one  and  two. 

2.  Junior  High  School. 

a.  That  time  be  provided  in  the  curriculum  for  a  Junior 

Glee  Club. 

b.  That  the  Seashore  Measures  of  Musical  Talent  be  given 

to  all  ninth  grade  students. 

3.  Senior  High  School 

a.  That  music  classes  be  divided  according  to  aptitude  as 
is  done  with  other  subjects,  this  division  to  be  determined 
by  results  and  interpretation  of  the  Seashore  Tests. 
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b.  That  students  possessing  talent  and  wishing  to  elect  a 
music  course  be  allowed  to  build  their  program  around 
m,usic.  In  case  of  conflict  they  should  be  allowed  to  drop 
the  other  subject  provided  said  subject  is  not  required 
by  some  college. 

This  last  recommendation  is  in  accordance  with  the  ideas  of 
J.  W.  Studebaker,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education, 
who  said,  “I  would  eliminate  from  secondary  school  curriculum 
the  subject  matter  which  is  not  adjusted  to  the  children’s  inter¬ 
ests  and  need — so  modify  and  improve  the  secondary  schools  that 
all  adolescents  would  find  interest  and  educational  profit  in  re¬ 
maining  in  high  school.” 


Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
of  all  in  the  school  system  who  have  aided  in  the  work  of  this 
department.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

Physical  Education  is  only  one  branch  of  general  education,  and 
in  working  out  a  curriculum  in  this  field  the  objectives  of  general 
education  must  be  kept  in  mind,  for  physical  education  has  the 
same  goal.  Therefore,  we  seek  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  the 
individual  to  act  in  situations  that  are  physically  wholesome,  men¬ 
tally  stimulating  and  satisfying,  and  socially  sound.  Physical 
education  should  afford  the  child  a  wholesome  opportunity  to  ex¬ 
press  himself  in  the  actual  doing  of  worthwhile  things.  In  the 
gymnasium  and  on  the  athletic  field  we  are  not  aiming  for  phy¬ 
sical  efficiency  alone.  This  should  be  accompanied  by  mental 
efficiency. 

In  each  school  grade  we  have  a  specific  aim  which  is  based  upon 
the  physiological  and  psychological  characteristics  of  the  children 
in  that  grade. 

Elementary  Grades 

With  the  above  thoughts  in  mind,  the  physical  education  in  the 
elementary  grades  may  be  listed  as  follows: 

Grades  1-3 
Games 

Folk  Dancing 
Singing  Games 
Modern  Dancing 
Posture  Work 
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Grades  4-6 
Games 

Folk  Dancing 
Modern  Dancing 
Marching 
Exercises 
Posture  Work 

Values  we  are  seeking: 

1.  We  are  not  after  skill. 

2.  We  are  laying  a  foundation  upon  which  to  build. 

3.  We  are  seeking  development  of  the  large  muscles. 

4.  We  are  seeking  self-expression  through  rhythms,  dramatic 
and  singing  games. 

5.  We  are  seeking  co-operation  through  ring  games  and 
group  activities. 

6.  We  are  seeking  a  sympathetic  realization  of  every  day  life 
through  dramatic  games  and  rhythms,  and  we  are  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  make  a  connection  between  every  day  living  and  the 
school  life. 

A  particular  effort  has  been  made  in  the  past  year  to  help  the 
children  to  enjoy  dancing.  The  folk  dancing  program  has  been 
expanded  to  include  all  grades  and  to  attempt  to  teach  more 
dances  to  each  class.  Folk  dancing  has  been  correlated  with 
Social  Studies,  particularly  in  grades  two  and  four,  where  the 
manners  and  customs  of  certain  countries  are  taken  up.  The 
children  have  responded  enthusiastically. 

Although  the  modern  dance  is  quite  new  in  education,  its  pe¬ 
culiar  advantages  are  already  apparent.  It  gives  the  children 
an  opportunity  to  express  their  ideas,  and  it  is  correlated  closely 
with  art  and  music.  Through  the  study  of  modern  dancing,  the 
children  get  a  new  conception  of  design  in  art.  Dancing  is  still 
more  closely  connected  with  music  because  each  has  a  rhythmic 
quality  and  because  music  often  is  used  as  accompaniment  for  the 
dance.  Note  value,  pitch,  tempo,  and  mood  may  be  expressed  in 
action,  thereby  giving  the  child  a  better  understanding  of  the 
music. 

An  interesting  experiment  was  tried  at  the  Balch  School  during 
the  spring  and  fall.  (Organization  like  this  seems  impractical 
when  there  is  snow  on  the  ground.)  Pupil  leaders  were  trained 
to  take  charge  of  games  at  recess.  Every  child  was  required  to 
play  some  game,  but  he  could  choose  the  one  he  liked  best.  Al¬ 
though  the  experiment  was  not  an  unqualified  success,  there 
seemed  to  be  more  children  playing  actively,  and  the  standard  of 
sportsmanship  was  higher. 

Much  emphasis  has  always  been  put  on  posture.  Last  year, 
in  order  to  stimulate  interest  am,ong  the  children,  posture  contests 
were  held  in  three  schools,  the  Shattuck,  the  Winslow,  and  the  Cal- 
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lahan.  Four  to  six  children  were  selected  from  each  grade  by 
their  teachers  on  the  basis  of  the  best  all  around  good  posture 
over  a  period  of  about  a  month.  From  these,  the  members  of  the 
Physical  Education  Department  selected  the  one  best  boy  and 
the  one  best  girl  in  the  whole  school.  Pictures  of  the  winners  were 
taken  and  posted  in  the  schools. 

In  the  spring  two  of  the  schools  put  on  demonstrations  for  their 
Parent-Teacher  Associations.  At  the  Callahan  School  the  pro¬ 
gram  was  a  cross  section  of  the  regular  class  work.  It  consisted 
of  marching,  exercises,  games,  folk  dancing,  and  modern  dancing. 
The  program  of  the  Shattuck  School  consisted  almost  entirely  of 
folk  dancing.  A  suggestion  of  a  costume  added  to  the  spirit  of 
the  dance.  In  both  demonstrations,  all  the  children  in  the  school 
had  a  part. 

In  the  fall  the  elementary  grades  were  included  in  a  demon¬ 
stration  for  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers’  Convention.  The  Pro¬ 
gram: 

I.  Correlation  of  Dancing  and  Music 

A.  Tempo — Miss  Cuff’s  class,  grade  2,  Winslow  School.  The 

children  showed  how  music  of  various  tempos  suggested 
different  steps. 

B.  Note  Value — Miss  Goodsell’s  class,  grade  5,  Balch  School. 

Using  4/4  time  as  a  basis,  the  class  took  one  step  on  each 
note.  First  they  showed  whole  notes,  half  notes,  quar¬ 
ter  notes,  eighth  notes,  and  dotted  eighth  and  sixteenth 
notes.  Then  they  read  from  the  board  a  series  of  these 
notes  with  the  order  mixed.  They  had  not  seen  that 
particular  arrangement  before.  They  were  sight  reading 
the  notes  with  their  feet. 

II.  Correlation  of  Dancing  with  Art 

A.  Axial  balance— ■•Miss  Talbot’s  class,  grade  4,  Callahan 

School.  Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Helen  Arnold,  the 
children  had  drawn  designs  using  the  principal  of  axial 
balance.  With  these  designs  as  patterns,  groups  of  three 
to  five  children  made  up  dances. 

B.  Central  Balance — Miss  Hayes’  class,  grade  6,  Shattuck 

School.  The  method  was  the  same  used  by  the  group 
doing  axial  balance  designs. 

III.  Translation  of  an  Idea  into  Action — Miss  Flaherty’s  class, 

grade  3,  Balch  School.  The  idea  of  the  train  was  repre¬ 
sented  by  dividing  the  class  into  groups  and  having  each 
group  do  a  different  action.  One  group  produced  the 
sound  effects;  a  second  showed  the  wheels;  a  third  acted 
as  shovelers  of  coal.  All  these  actions  were  done  in  a 
definite  relation  to  the  beat  of  the  drum. 
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Junior  High  School 

We  have  attempted  to  carry  on  our  Junior  High  School  pro¬ 
gram  after  the  same  fashion  as  our  elementary  grade  program, 
with  the  thought  in  mind  of  the  difference  in  age  and  the  physical 
development  of  the  pupil.  Therefore,  our  program  consists  of  such 
activities  as  games  of  all  types,  from  the  simple  to  the  highly  or 
ganized,  thus  calling  for  skillful  team,  play.  Many  of  these  games 
are  played  after  school  hours,  and  the  pupils  are  encouraged  to 
participate.  Surely  there  could  be  no  better  way  for  our  pupils 
to  spend  their  leisure  time  than  in  the  gymnasium  with  supervised 
play.  The  posture  of  our  pupils  has  improved  decidedly.  Due  to 
the  stress  emphasized  in  the  elementary  grades,  we  have  noticed 
a  great  falling  off  in  faulty  posture  in  the  Junior  High  School. 
With  the  co-operation  of  the  school  nurses  and  the  physical 
education  department,  talks  and  motion  pictures  on  posture  have 
been  given.  The  pupil  at  that  time  feels  quite  free  to  ask  many 
questions  and  may  check  his  or  her  own  posture. 

Dancing  which  we  have  emphasized  so  greatly  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  grades  is  to  take  its  place  very  definitely  in  our  program, 
first  folk  dancing  and  later  modern  dancing,  rhythms  and  pat¬ 
terns,  and  then  on  to  social  dancing  in  mixed  groups.  Not  only 
during  club  period,  but  also  in  class  period  dancing  is  taught. 

In  co-operation  with  the  guidance  work,  parties  for  the  ninth 
grade  have  been  held  on  Friday  or  Saturday  evening  from  7  until 
1  o’clock,  thus  teaching  our  pupils  correct  formal  dances.  It  has 
proven  most  successful  and  a  worthwhile  project. 

As  in  past  years,  an  Athletic  Dancing  program  has  been  car¬ 
ried  on.  At  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers’  Convention  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  this  work  was  given.  We  find  that  in  thi$  project 
some  boys  who  apparently  possessed  no  sense  of  rhythm  at  all 
have  learned  the  meaning  of  time  and  not  only  have  danced  fairly 
M'ell,  but  also  have  improved  their  posture,  poise  and  co-ordination. 

Senior  High  School 

We  are  now  going  into  another  age  of  the  development  of  the 
pupil.  The  program  here  centers  around  exercises,  apparatus, 
organized  games,  physical  tests,  and  after  school  activities.  With 
the  co-operation  of  the  school  physicians,  dentist,  and  nurses,  all 
pupils  are  given  a  thorough  examination,  with  the  thought  in 
mind  of  finding  out  the  efficiencies  or  deficiencies  that  had  devel¬ 
oped. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  Boston  University,  the  Physical 
Fitness  Index  was  found  for  all  boys.  This  consisted  of  the  testing 
of  the  lung  power,  the  hand  grip,  the  back  lift,  and  the  leg  lift 
of  each  individual.  We  have  kept  the  result  of  this  test  for  the 
past  three  years,  and  it  is  very  interesting  to  study  the  results 
from  year  to  year. 
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During  class  work,  the  experiment  of  socializing  games  with 
both  boys  and  girls  playing  together  was  tried.  As  in  Junior  High 
School,  this  project  proved  very  much  worthwhile. 

During  the  fall  and  spring  months,  when  classes  were  held 
out  of  doors,  pupils  were  allowed  to  choose  the  activity  in  which 
they  liked  best  to  participate. 

At  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers’  Convention  a  period  was  given 
over  to  the  two  Norwood  school  physicians.  Dr.  Alfred  Fenton  and 
Dr.  George  Allen,  on  the  subject  of  “The  Relationship  of  the 
School  Physician  to  the  Physical  Education  Departni,ent.”  Another 
period  included  a  talk  by  Mr.  Joseph  McKenney,  Associate  Di¬ 
rector  of  Physical  Education  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  on  the 
topic  of  “Balancing  a  School  Athletic  Budget.”  During  the  morn¬ 
ing  session.  Dr.  Florence  M.  Ross,  Professor  of  Health  Education 
and  College  Physician,  Rhode  Island  College  of  Education,  Provi¬ 
dence,  Rhode  Island,  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  on  “What  Should 
be  and  Could  be  Included  in  a  Physical  Education  Program  Today 
for  Girls,”  and  also  another  discussion  of  “Current  Problems  in 
Physical  Education  for  Girls.”  During  the  afternoon  session,  Dr. 
Ross  showed  a  posture  film  and  gave  a  very  instructive  talk,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  discussion,  on  the  topic  of  “The  Physical  Educator’s 
Place  in  the  Posture  Program.” 

Athletics 

As  in  the  past,  we  strive  to  conduct  an  athletic  program  that 
will  give  all  pupils  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  type  of 
sport  in  which  they  are  most  interested.  With  this  thought  in 
mind,  we  have  attempted  to  include  in  our  athletic  program  such 
sports  as  girls’  tennis,  boys’  tennis,  girls’  field  hockey,  girls’  arch¬ 
ery,  girls’  basketball,  boys’  basketball,  boys’  golf,  horseshoe  pitch¬ 
ing,  baseball,  and  football. 

Cooiclusion 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  and 
gratitude  to  all  members  of  the  School  Department  for  their  fine 
co-operation  with  this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  SUPERVISOR 

The  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department  is  herewith  sub¬ 
mitted. 

“Childhood  is  the  best  time  to  form,  good  habits  and  correct  bad 
ones,  because  this  is  the  time  when  the  child  imitates  most  readily 
and  is  most  easily  influenced.” 

Teaching  our  children  the  principles  and  practise  of  healthy  liv¬ 
ing  will  not  only  enable  them  to  enjoy  a  fuller  and  happier  life 
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but  qualify  them  to  render  greater  service  to  their  fellowmen  in 
the  community. 

Health  Examinations 


Each  child  in  the  school  system  was  given  a  stripped-to-the- 
waist  examination  by  the  school  physicians,  Dr.  Alfred  A.  Fenton, 
M.  D.,  and  Dr.  George  R.  Allen,  M.  D.  The  boys  going  out  for 
football  were  checked  for  signs  of  hernia.  The  examinations 
were  completed  early  in  the  fall  so  that  defects,  remedial  or  other¬ 
wise,  which  might  interfere  with  the  child’s  progress  in  school 
could  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  parents  who  in  turn  were 
urged  to  consult  the  family  physician  for  advice  and  treatm,ent. 

Special  programs  are  arranged  for  physically  handicapped  chil¬ 
dren  in  an  effort  to  give  them  the  greatest  amount  of  benefit  from 
their  school  work  with  the  minimum  amount  of  exertion.  Pupils 
absent  from  school  because  of  illness  which  extends  over  a  long 
period  of  time,  after  securing  the  approval  of  the  family  physi¬ 
cian,  are  tutored  at  home  so  that  they  are  better  able  to  keep 
up  with  their  classmates.  Physical  defects  noted  at  the  time  of 
examination  and  reported  to  the  parents  are  as  follows: 


Tonsils  and  adenoids  (enlarged  or  diseased) 

Enlarged  glands  . 

Markedly  poor  nutrition  . 

Marked  postural  defects  . 

Cardiac  deficiencies  . 

Old  defects  of  spine  and  feet . 

Structural  defects  of  ear  . 

Skin  disorders  . 
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Tonsils  and  adenoids  are  the  defects  most  frequently  reported. 
The  child  who  has  frequent  absences  from,  school  because  of  upper 
respiratory  infections;  chronic  enlargement  of  cervical  glands; 
involvement  of  eardrums  is  without  doubt  a  likely  candidate  for 
a  tonsil  operation.  The  school  doctor  can  recommend  their  remov¬ 
al,  but  it  is  the  family  doctor  who  makes  the  final  decision  as  to  the 
necessity  of  such  a  treatment.  Ninety-three  children  previously 
reported  had  tonsils  removed  during  the  past  year. 


Dental  Examinations 

The  scope  of  the  dental  clinic  has  been  broadened  so  that,  for 
the  second  year,  we  have  had  the  teeth  of  every  child  in  the 
school  system  examined  by  the  school  dentist.  Dr.  Timothy  J. 
Curtin,  D.  M.  D.  Having  the  school  dental  clinic  available  to 
older  children  who  are  unable  to  obtain  the  services  of  the  family 
dentist  helped  greatly  in  having  necessary  dentistry  completed. 

In  order  to  appreciate  the  interest  shown  by  the  parents,  chil¬ 
dren  and  dentists  in  the  correction  of  dental  defects,  the  following 
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report  covering  the  period  from  September,  1939,  to  June,  1940, 
is  given.

We  hope  that  we  shall  continue  to  have  this  fine  co-operation 
so  that  each  child  in  Norwood  can  have  ail  necessary  dentistry 
completed  each  year — an  enviable  record,  100%  correction  of 
dental  defects,  but  a  worthy  goal  for  our  attention! 

Mental  Examinations 

Twenty-two  children  having  difficulty  in  their  school  work  were 
examined  by  Dr.  Margaret  Simpson,  M.  D.,  at  the  school  clinic. 
She  made  recommendations  for  program  adjustments  so  that 
they  might  derive  greater  benefits  from  their  school  work. 

Habit  Clinic 

The  Habit  Clinic,  held  each  Friday  morning  froml  10:00  a.  m. 
to  12:00  noon  at  the  Norwood  Hospital,  is  under  the  able  leader¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  Ella  P.  Cahill,  M.  D.  Any  parent  with  a  problem 
may  take  advantage  of  the  services  of  the  clinic  by  calling  the 
hospital  or  contacting  one  of  the  school  nurses  for  an  appoint¬ 
ment.  This  clinic  is  for  children  with  normal  or  better  than  nor¬ 
mal  intelligence  with  maladjustments  which  may  seem  trivial  now, 
but  which  m,ay  become  serious  in  later  life.  Excellent  work  is  be¬ 
ing  done  in  the  correction  of  speech  defects. 
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School  Eye  Clinic 

Two  hundred  children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Hugo  B.  C.  Riemer, 
M.  D.,  at  the  school  eye  clinic.  Of  these,  seventy-four  were  re¬ 
examined  with  drops.  The  findings  of  the  clinic  are  as  follows:

Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic 

Only  four  of  the  one  hundred  and  five  children  given  the  series 
of  toxoid  last  year  had  not  built  up  sufficient  immunity  to  have 
a  negative  reaction  when  given  the  S'chick  test.  They  will  receive 
another  series  and  be  retested  in  a  year.  There  were  no  positive 
reactions  in  the  group  of  sixty-five  children  given  their  second 
series  of  toxoid  last  year.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  first  graders 
leceived  their  three  inoculations  of  toxoid  and  will  be  retested  in 
a  year. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

As  we  have  stated  before,  “Control  of  disease  depends  on  know¬ 
ing  it  exists.”  It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  Health  Department 
to  keep  a  close  check  on  all  “contacts.”  However,  if  cases  of  com¬ 
municable  disease  are  not  reported  to  the  proper  authority,  the 
Board  of  Health,  it  is  possible  for  contagion  to  spread  before  we 
are  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  it  is  in  our  midst. 

We  do  not  feel  that  we  are  asking  the  impossible  when  we  re¬ 
quest  parents  to  keep  children  at  hom,e  who  show  signs  of  sick¬ 
ness.  Until  such  time  as  the  common  cold  is  given  its  due  re¬ 
spect  we  will  not  be  able  to  control  its  spread.  Since  many  of 
our  communicable  diseases  in  their  beginning  stages  resemble 
the  common  cold  it  is  best  for  the  child  to  remain  at  home  until  a 
definite  diagnosis  can  be  made.  It  not  only  saves  the  child  from 
picking  up  additional  infections,  but  prevents  him  from  spreading 
his  infection  to  his  unsuspecting  classmates. 

Routine  examinations  are  made  following  vacation  periods  as 
well  as  follow-up  on  all  contact  children  during  the  period  of  incu¬ 
bation  after  a  communicable  disease  has  been  reported.  Children 
are  excluded  from  school  who  show: 

Temperature  of  99  degrees  or  over 

Eruptions  of  any  sort  (impetigo,  scabies,  ringworm) 
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CoJd  in  head  and  running  ears 
Irritating  discharges  from  nose 
Evidences  of  sore  throats 
Coughs 

Subnormal  temperature 
Vomiting 

General  lassitude  and  other  evidences  of  sickness 
Swelling  in  neck 
Puffiness  of  face 

History  of  contagious  disease  but  not  certified  by  a  physician  as 
ready  to  return. 


School  Clinic  and  Health  Camp 

The  objectives  of  this  clinic  are  to  promote  the  health  of  the 
school  child  and  prevent  tuberculosis  by  discovering  early  signs 
of  the  disease.  Children  in  grades  nine  and  eleven  are  given  the 
skin  test;  positive  reactors  have  a  chest  X-ray  and  follow-up  phy¬ 
sical  examination  by  the  physician.  Any  child  in  any  other  grade 
in  school  may  have  the  benefit  of  this  clinic  if  requested  by  parent 


or  family  physician.

It  might  be  of  passing  interest  that  the  nutritionist  from  the 
Chadwick  Clinic  rated  Norwood’s  children  higher  than  any  group 
in  the  state  studied  by  them.  The  rating  is  82  percent. 

Seven  children  spent  eight  weeks  at  Camp  Norfolk  in  Braintree. 
They  returned  to  school  greatly  improved.  Christmas  seals  helped 
them  to  have  this  vacation. 

Audiometer  Tests 

The  audiometer  test  is  given  to  ascertain  the  accuracy  of  the 
child’s  hearing.  Seventeen  hundred  and  eighty  were  tested.  Of 
this  number  one  hundred  and  two  were  retested.  Forty  children 
were  found  to  have  nine  or  more  units  of  loss  in  one  or  both  ears 
and  were  referred  to  the  family  physician  for  treatment. 

The  existence  of  this  loss  of  hearing  may  indicate  suscepti¬ 
bility  to  deafness  and  if  not  corrected  may  cause  more  serious  loss 
later  in  life.  A  child  with  a  hearing  loss  needs  encouragement. 
His  career  must  be  planned  accordingly  since  some  occupations  are 
definitely  not  suited  to  the  hard  of  hearing.  Instruction  in  lip 
reading  should  be  available  to  all  hard  of  hearing  children  as  a 
part  of  their  school  work.

Routine  Duties 

Space  does  not  permit  us  to  report  on  all  the  routine  activities 
of  this  department.  Correction  of  defects,  control  of  diseases  and 
interpretation  of  the  problem  of  the  child  to  the  home,  the  school 
and  himself  are  not  accomplished  by  remaining  in  the  school  build¬ 
ing.  More  than  eighteen  hundred  calls  were  made  in  the  homes 
during  this  past  year;  over  thirty-six  hundred  first  aid  treatments 
were  given;  eighteen  thousand  individual  inspections  were  made; 
weighing  and  measuring  done  monthly;  appointments  for  the  den¬ 
tists,  the  doctors,  clinics  and  hospitals;  families  referred  to  the 
proper  agencies  for  help;  keeping  accurate  health  records  and 
many  other  odd  jobs  which  may  not  seem  important  but  are  time 
consuming.  The  school  nurse  must  be  prepared  to  meet  any  and 
all  emergencies  whether  it  be  teaching  home  hygiene  to  Senior 
High  School  girls,  first  aid  to  Girl  Scouts,  sickness,  a  job  for  some 
member  of  the  family,  a  mother’s  helper,  or  a  carriage  for  the 
baby. 

Conclusion 

The  success  of  the  program  of  this  department  is  in  no  small 
measure  due  to  our  many  hearty  supporters.  We  thank  the  Senior 
High  School  Quest  Club,  Junior  High  School  Community  Club, 
American  Red  Cross,  Women’s  Community  Committee,  Woman’s 
Club,  and  our  many  friends  who  wish  to  remain  unknown,  for 
their  generous  help. 

To  Mr.  Lynch,  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  the  supervisors, 
principals  and  teachers  we  express  our  thanks  for  your  loyal  sup¬ 
port  and  helpful  advice  which  makes  our  work  in  the  Norwood 
schools  pleasant  and  successful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Adult 
Education. 

Graduation  exercises  of  the  Americanization  classes  were  held 
at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  auditorium  on  April  2,  1940. 
An  audience  of  approximately  1,000  people  was  present.  As  part 
of  the  program,  a  play  entitled  “News  of  the  Adoption  of  the 
Constitution”  was  presented  by  the  students  in  the  Adult  Alien 
Education  classes.  An  address  on  Citizenship  was  given  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Buckley,  ex-State  auditor,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Quinn  enter¬ 
tained  with  vocal  selections. 

The  Adult  Alien  Education  classes  opened  in  October  for  the 
1940-41  season.  There  was  a  decided  increase  in  the  enrollment, 
making  it  necessary  to  procure  an  additional  teacher.  There  are 
now  eight  evening  classes — two  classes  of  illiterate  beginners, 
taught  by  Miss  Webster  and  Miss  Dillon,  wherein  people  who  have 
never  been  to  school  in  their  own  country  are  taught  to  read  and 
write  simple  English;  two  intermediate  classes  are  taught  by  Mr. 
Salmon  and  Miss  O’  Brien.  In  these  classes,  those  who  read  and 
write  some  English  are  given  help  in  doing  more  advanced  work.  A 
class  in  Basic  English,  taught  by  Miss  Riley,  is  provided  for  those 
who  read  and  write  in  their  own  language.  Two  Citizenship 
classes  are  taught  by  Mr.  Bowler  and  Mr.  Coakley,  and  an  ad¬ 
vanced  class  in  English  by  Mr.  White. 

There  are  two  day  classes  which  meet  at  the  Balch  School  and 
at  the  Junior  High  School  and  are  taught  by  the  Supervisor.  Basic 
English  and  Citizenship  are  the  subjects  taught  in  both  of  these 
classes. 

A  total  of  215  people  registered  for  Evening  School  this  year 
and  we  now  have  182  enrolled.  There  are  thirty-three  women 
enrolled  in  the  Mothers’  Day  Classes. 

Contributing  factors  to  the  increased  enrollment  in  adult 
alien  classes  this  year  were  the  Alien  Registration  Act  of  1940, 
requiring  the  registration  and  fingerprinting  of  all  aliens  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  requirement  of  U.  S.  Citizenship  as  a  con¬ 
dition  of  employment  on  many  of  the  government  defense  projects. 

There  are  nineteen  different  nationalities  represented  in  the 
adult  alien  classes  this  year — Finnish,  Lithuanian,  Canadian, 
Polish,  Swedish,  Italian,  German,  Russian,  Austrian,  Syrian,  Nor¬ 
wegian,  Irish,  Egyptian,  Greek,  Rumanian,  Turkish,  Scotch  and 
Yugoslavian.  There  are  twelve  husbands  and  wives  attending 
classes.  The  ages  in  Evening  School  range  from  17  to  72.  The 
greatest  number  of  students  are  in  the  age  group  from  50  to  60 
years  of  age. 

The  Alien  Registration  Act  of  1940  brought  a  great  many  new 
problems  to  some  of  the  adult  foreign  born  who  were  aliens.  In 
the  Evening  School  and  in  the  Day  Classes  help  in  understanding 
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the  purpose  and  the  requirements  of  the  act  was  given.  Assist¬ 
ance  in  filling  out  the  specimen  form  was  given  by  the  Supervisor 
to  all  aliens  who  wished  help.  All  aliens  were  urged  to  register 
early  and  to  cooperate  in  every  way  with  the  Post  Office  authori¬ 
ties.  For  the  most  part  the  foreign-bom  adults  were  glad  to  co¬ 
operate,  but,  in  the  minds  of  some  people  the  idea  of  being  finger¬ 
printed  created  great  fears  which  we  tried  to  alleviate. 

In  October  the  supervisor  spoke  to  two  of  Miss  Switzer’s  ninth 
grade  classes  which  had  been  studying  immigration  and  Naturali¬ 
zation.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  the  interest  in  naturalization 
problems  displayed  by  these  pupils  as  evidenced  by  the  questions 
which  they  asked  and  by  the  understanding  which  they  had  of 
many  phases  of  naturalization. 

Since  September  224  declarations  of  intention,  or  first  paper, 
applications  and  thirty-six  petitions  for  naturalization,  or  second 
papers,  have  been  filled  out  by  the  supervisor  and  sent  in  to  the 
Boston  Naturalization  Office.  Because  of  the  great  numbers  of 
aliens  who  are  now  seeking  American  citizenship,  the  receiving  of 
second  papers  has  become  a  slow  procedure.  An  applicant  who 
files  second  papers  must  wait  from  nine  months  to  a  year  before 
he  is  summoned  for  his  examination. 

In  January  the  cost  of  a  Certificate  of  Registry  whereby  persons 
who  entered  the  United  States  prior  to  1924  may  legalize  their 
entry  if  no  records  of  their  arrival  can  be  found  is  being  in¬ 
creased  from  $10  to  $18. 

Miss  Phillips  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  has  cooperated 
with  the  Evening  School  by  purchasing  books  in  simple  English 
and  books  in  Basic  English  for  the  use  of  Evening  School  students. 
On  December  5  three  of  the  classes  from  the  Evening  School  en¬ 
joyed  a  trip  through  the  library.  They  were  shown  the  books  in 
simple  English  and  the  books  in  their  own  foreign  languages.  The 
classes  found  the  young  adult  room  and  the  children’s  room  with 
its  display  of  dolls  in  the  costumes  of  many  lands  particularly  in¬ 
teresting.  It  is  planned  to  have  other  groups  visit  the  library  at 
some  later  date. 

A  class  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of  the  Sick  was  opened  at 
the  Balch  School  on  October  24  and  met  on  Tuesday  and  Thurs¬ 
day  evenings  for  twelve  two-hour  periods  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Ellen  Reardon.  This  course  was  made  available  without 
cost  to  the  town,  the  instructor  being  provided  by  the  Red  Cross. 
Twenty-three  women  completed  the  course  and  received  certificates. 
Since  those  who  completed  the  course  were  enthusiastic  about  the 
work,  a  First  Aid  course  is  being  planned.  On  January  27  in  the 
Junior  High  School,  another  course  in  Home  Hygiene  will  open. 

In  cooperation  with  the  County  Extension  Service  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Shufelt,  a  series  of  three  cooking  classes  were 
held  at  the  Junior  High  School.  The  average  attendance  at  these 
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classes  was  sixteen.  The  first  unit  was  called  “Foods  for  the  Fam¬ 
ily”  and  the  meetings  were  as  follows: 

September — Breads  and  Rolls 
October — Meat  Substitutes 
November — Salads  and  Relishes. 

The  program  for  the  remainder  of  the  season  is  as  follows: 
January — Arrangement  for  Bedrooms 
February — Beauty  for  Bedrooms 
March — Comfort  for  Bedrooms 

April  and  on — Remodeling  and  Refinishing  Old  Furniture. 

A  three-meeting  project  is  planned  for  the  Spring  of  1941: 
Characteristics  of  the  Adolescent 
The  Adolescent  and  His  Parents 
The  Adolescent  and  the  Community. 

Because  of  the  present  world  situation,  Adult  Education  has 
taken  on  a  new  emphasis.  United  States  Commissioner  of  Educa¬ 
tion  John  W.  Studebaker  has  urged  as  practical  measures  of  de¬ 
fense:  “We  must  once  and  for  all  eliminate  illiteracy.  We  must 
vigorously  educate  the  foreign  bom  and  foreign  language  groups 
in  the  history  and  principles  of  American  Democracy.  We  must 
enable  today’s  adults  to  catch  up  with  modern  problems  and  to 
understand  them.  This  can  be  done  through  practical  and  syste¬ 
matic  study  and  discussion.  Civic  illiteracy  is  an  open  invitation 
to  a  fifth  column  of  American  propaganda.”

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  JANITORS,  SCHOOL- 

HOUSES  AND  GROUNDS 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Janitors, 
Schoolhouses  and  Grounds. 

Herewith  are  indicated  major  repairs  and  replacements.  Minor 
repairs  are  matters  of  routine  and  constant  need.  It  appears  un¬ 
necessary  to  list  all  of  them. 

Senior  High  School 

There  has  been  much  work  done  on  the  grounds  of  this  building 
during  the  past  year.  The  major  project  was  the  widening  and 
straightening  of  the  service  driveway  at  the  south  end  of  the 
building.  This  work  was  necessary  because  of  the  traffic  hazard 
at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  building.  On  May  10th  the  flag  pole, 
which  was  situated  in  the  grass  plot  in  front  of  the  building  was 
blown  down.  The  pole  at  the  Beacon  School  was  scraped,  inspected 
and  found  to  be  sound.  It  was  repainted  and  set  up  in  concrete. 
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The  concrete  base  was  carried  up  three  feet  above  the  ground  level 
to  prevent  any  rotting  at  the  base  of  the  new  pole. 

The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  the  repair  work  done  in  this 
school.  The  corridors  outside  the  boys  and  girls  gym  and  the 
corridor  on  the  first  fioor  of  the  main  building  were  refinished.  The 
following  classrooms  were  refinished:  115,  116,  physical  instructor’s 
room,  main  office,  principal’s  office,  Dean  of  Girls’  office,  treasurer’s 
office,  visiting  team  shower  room  and  the  furnishings  in  the  cook, 
ing  laboratory.  There  were  considerable  electrical  repairs  to 
switches,  outlets  and  motors.  It  was  also  necessary  to  replace  the 
cheeks  and  arches  of  both  boilers  and  considerable  brick  work.  The 
mixing  valves  in  the  boys’  visiting  team  showers  were  overhauled 
and  repaired. 

Junior  High  School 

There  were  painted  in  this  building  eight  classrooms,  the  main 
office.  Principal’s  office.  Superintendent’s  office  and  nurses’  room. 
The  north  lobby  and  new  locker  room  were  also  painted  (two 
coats).  It  also  was  necessary  to  patch  plaster  walls  in  the  print 
shop  and  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grade  locker  rooms.  This  damage 
was  caused  by  cracks  due  to'  settling.  Eighteen  large  lights  of 
wired  glass  were  replaced  in  the  skylight  over  the  basement.  There 
were  considerable  lighting,  heating,  and  plumbing  repairs  in  this 
building. 

Balch  School 

The  following  rooms  in  this  building  were  painted:  3,  9,  7,  8,  10, 
13,  14,  15,  16,  teachers’  room  and  toilet  and  Principal’s  office.  All 
windows  were  caulked  with  a  plastic  caulking  material.  All  out¬ 
side  woodwork  was  painted.  Electric  outlets  were  installed  in  the 
office  and  in  one  classroom.  A  new  lighting  fixture  was  installed 
in  the  office.  One  boiler  was  rebricked  and  relined  in  front  of  doors. 
Twelve  grates  were  replaced  and  grate  pivots  were  repaired. 
Plaster  on  wall  on  stairway  was  repaired.  The  main  water  line 
and  the  steam  return  line  in  the  new  building  were  replaced. 
Twelve  hundred  square  feet  of  brickwork  were  repointed. 

Winslow  School 

Roof  gutters,  copings  and  conductors  were  repaired  or  replaced. 
[he  porch  on  the  Winslow  Avenue  side  of  the  building  was  renewec. 
Wooden  steps  on  both  porches  were  removed  and  replaced  'with 
concrete.  Plaster  in  the  basement  and  the  boys’  toilet  was  repaired. 
Fire  brick  in  fhe  boiler  were  renewed.  The  stairway  handrail  was 
made  secure.  Pipe  on  a  drinking  unit  was  renewed.  A  new  main 
water  line  was  installed  from  meter  through  building.  Lighting 
fixtures  over  east  and  west  entrances  were  replaced.  Four  class¬ 
rooms  were  painted  and  their  ceilings  whitened. 
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Callahan  School 

The  hot  water  tank  in  the  boiler  room  was  replaced.  Broken 
valves  on  two  drinking  fountains  were  repaired.  Valves  on  ten 
urinals  were  repaired.  Thirty  lights  of  glass  were  replaced.  An 
electric  outlet  was  installed  in  one  classroom. 

Shattuck  School 

The  Manual  Training  room  was  painted  above  the  dado,  the 
ceiling  whitened,  new  plywood  panels  installed  and  a  new  wood 
floor  was  laid  and  treated.  Plywood  panels  were  installed  in  boys’ 
and  girls’  toilets.  A  new  floor  was  laid  and  treated  in  one  class¬ 
room.  New  pipe  railings  were  placed  on  the  west  side  piazza  and 
entrance  to  the  boiler  room.  Two  classrooms,  office  and  basement 
walls  were  repainted.  Swings  in  the  yard  were  reset  and  the  ground 
under  the  swings  was  regraded.  The  name  on  the  school  was 
regilded. 


West  School 

The  exterior  of  the  building  was  repaired  and  painted.  The 
foundation  was  pointed  up.  Both  classrooms  were  repainted.  Front 
and  back  steps  were  repaired.  Fire  escape  and  door  were  repaired 
and  grounds  regraded. 


Beacon  School 

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  glass  breakage  in  the 
schools  this  year;  but  it  still  in  an  expense  which  is  unnecessary. 
This  school,  in  addition  to  glass  breakage,  is  deteriorating  very 
rapidly.  It  became  necessary  to  completely  remove  one  set  of 
steps  and  porch  as  they  were  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  a  fire 
menace.

The  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  desirability 
of  adopting  the  Representative  Form  of  Town  Meeting  Government 
organized  and  began  the  task  of  assembling  data  relating  to  the  operation 
of  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  in  various  municipalities  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  for  purposes  of  comparative  study  with  conditions  as  they  exist 
in  Norwood.  Approximately  thirty  towns  have  the  system  and  much 
material  has  been  gathered  for  consideration  and  study.  Further  investiga¬ 
tion  was  to  be  undertaken  but  due  to  the  illness  and  subsequent  resignation 
of  Judge  Sanborn  as  Chairman,  the  later  resignation  of  Mr.  Smith  and  the 
illness  of  Mr.  Houghton  following  his  appointment  as  Chairman  this  further 
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study  has  not  been  possible  up  to  the  present  time.  'The  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  therefore,  has  been  unavoidably  delayed,  and  consequently  the 
Committee  has  not  reached  definite  conclusions  which  can  be  reported  at 
this  time  in  conformity  with  the  vote  authorizing  its  appointment. 

If  the  citizens  wish  to  extend  the  time  for  filing  a  report  so  that  it  may  be 
submitted  to  a  later  town  meeting  during  the  present  year,  the  Committee 
will  be  glad  to  proceed  to  complete  its  findings  and  present  its  report  as 
soon  as  possible.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  October  23,  1940,  the  date  of  the 
previous  audit,  to  October  31,  1941,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

Town  Accountant.  The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s 
office  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collec¬ 
tion.  The  records  of  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  treasury  war¬ 
rants  and  with  the  payments  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  general  ledger  was  analyzed  for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit,  a 
trial  balance  was  taken  off  proving  the  ledger  to  be  in  balance,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  October  31,  1941, 
was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

An  analysis  was  also  made  of  the  appropriation  ledgers,  the  appropria¬ 
tions,  loan  orders,  and  transfers  being  checked  with  the  records  of  the 
financial  votes  passed  in  town  meeting. 
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Town  Treasurer.  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the 
recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  of  the 
town  accountant  and  with  those  of  the  departments  making  payments  to 
the  treasurer.  The  payments  by  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  October  31,  1941,  was  proved  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and 
coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer,  as  custodian  of  the  trust 
and  investments  funds  and  as  treasurer  of  the  retirement  system  funds, 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  savings  bank  books  and  securi¬ 
ties  representing  the  investments  of  the  several  funds  were  personally 
examined,  the  income  was  proved,  and  all  transactions  were  verified  and 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  retirement  system  funds,  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  Re¬ 
tirement  Board. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  taxes,  assessments,  and  water  liens  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
compared  with  the  collector’s  record  and  the  accountant’s  books,  the  re¬ 
ported  redemptions  w^ere  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the 
tax  titles  on  hand  w'ere  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger. 

Town  Collector.  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  taxes,  assessments,  departmental,  municipal 
light,  and  water  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examina¬ 
tion  were  audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  checked  with  the 
warrants  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books,  the  abatements,  discounts,  and 
allowances  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the  departments 
authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger  accounts. 

Assessors.  The  computation  of  the  tax  rate  for  1941  by  the  assessors 
was  checked,  and  it  was  noted  that  the  amount  of  $8,266.21,  voted  by  the 
town  on  March  27,  1941,  to  be  taken  from  available  funds  was  also  included 
by  the  assessors  in  the  total  appropriations  voted  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

The  apportioned  assessments  not  due  w'ere  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant’s  ledger  accounts. 

Town  Clerk.  The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  records  of  licenses  granted  w'ere  compared  with  the 
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records  of  licenses  issued,  and  the  receipts  on  account  of  licenses,  permits, 
recording  fees,  etc.,  were  checked  and  proved.  The  payments  to  the  treas¬ 
urer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books,  and 
the  cash  balance  on  October  31,  1941,  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  were 
verified  and  compared  with  the  recorded  payments  to  the  town  treasurer. 

The  records  of  sales  of  cemetery  lots  and  graves  were  checked  with  the 
deeds  of  sale  on  file  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  financial  records  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  field  books  were  checked 
with  the  office  record  of  receipts  on  account  of  fees  for  sealing  and  adjusting 
weights  and  measures,  the  cash  book  was  added,  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 

Health  Department.  The  records  of  receipts  on  account  of  licenses  and 
permits  issued  and  fees  from  the  health  clinics  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

School  Department.  The  records  of  receipts  of  the  school  department  on 
account  of  rentals,  lunch  room,  and  miscellaneous  sales  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

Library  Department.  The  records  of  receipts  of  this  department  on 
account  of  fines,  lost  and  damaged  books,  etc.,  were  examined  and  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash  on  hand  were  verified. 

Surety  Bonds.  The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Outstanding  and  Overdue  Accounts.  The  outstanding  tax,  assessment, 
departmental,  municipal  light,  and  water  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  large  number  ,  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
and  records  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

An  examination  of  the  outstanding  departmental,  municipal  light,  and 
water  accounts  indicates  that  many  are  long  overdue,  and  it  appears  that 
the  town  collector  has  made  a  determined  effort  to  collect  these  accounts, 
having  exhausted  all  statutory  means  to  enforce  collection. 

The  appended  balance  sheet  shows  that  the  sum  of  S876.77  is  due  from  a 
former  clerk  of  the  electric  light  department. 

Conclusion.  The  records  of  the  town  treasurer  and  town  collector  have 
been  neatly  and  accurately  kept,  the  work  of  the  audit  being  facilitated 
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thereby.  The  town  collector  is  to  be  commended  for  his  efficient  work  in 
securing  prompt  settlement  of  the  tax  levies  committed  to  him  for  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available  records  of  all 
other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the 
tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  municipal  light,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the 
trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  oflScials  during  the 
progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to 
express  appreciation.

starting  at  Balch  School,  route  to  be  along  Washington  Street  to  Nahatan

Numerous  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  locations,  lay  outs  and  the 
like,  which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  in  this  report.  For 
further  details  reference  is  made  to  the  Town  Record  Books 

From  time  to  time  various  pole  and  conduit  locations  were  granted 
through  orders  of  location  signed  following  hearings  thereon. 

All  citizens  who  desired  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  alleged  grievances  or 
other  matters  were  given  full  opportunity  to  present  the  same  where  hear¬ 
ings  were  sought,  even  where  in  some  instances  such  matters  were  not  proper 
subjects  for  action  by  the  Selectmen,  and  thereafter  such  matters  so  heard 
had  due  consideration. 

Orders  of  Taking 

February  4 — After  hearing,  Order  of  Layout  of  Oxford  Road  signed  by 
the  Selectmen. 

May  23 — After  hearing,  Order  of  Layout  of  Peabody  Road  and  Belmont 
Street  signed  by  the  Selectmen.  It  was  voted  that  no  damages  be  awarded 
and  that  the  betterment  to  the  property  offsets  any  damages.  (Belmont 
Street  to  be  a  forty-five  foot  way). 

May  27 — It  was  voted  to  proceM  with  construction  of  a  colprovia 
sidewalk  on  one  side  of  Nahatan  Street  from  Lenox  Street  to  Pleasant 
Street. 

June  10 — Permanent  Sidewalk  on  Pleasant  Street.  General  Manager 
Kendrick  reported  that  he  had  written  to  the  abutters  on  Pleasant  Street 
between  Dean  Street  and  Neponset  River  and  notified  them  that  some 
expense  on  their  part  would  be  necessary  in  raising  their  front  walks, 
hedges  and  lawms  to  grade  off  the  sidewalk.  He  reported  that  he  had 
received  a  reply  from  Michael  J.  O’Leary  stating  that  this  condition  is 
satisfactory  to  him,  but  he  had  not  heard  from  other  abutters.  Chairman 
Butters  stated  that  he  had  talked  with  the  other  abutters  and  stated  that 
they  were  agreeable  to  the  proposition  as  presented. 

September  9 — Order  of  Taking  adopted  and  signed  by  the  Selectmen  for 
easements  for  drainage  purposes  from  Pleasant  Street  to  Neponset  Street 
and  land  of  Bird  &  Son  Inc.,  and  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company. 
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September  16 — General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  that  early  in  1941 
the  Selectmen  gave  consideration  to  a  request  from  Bird  &  Son  Inc.,  as  to 
the  lowering  of  grade  of  Water  Street  under  the  railroad  bridge  at  which 
time  Town  Engineer  Thompson,  estimated  the  cost  approximately  three 
thousand  dollars.  The  Selectmen  proposed  that  Twelve  Hundred  Dollars 
be  assumed  by  Bird  &  Son,  Inc.  and  the  balance  by  the  Town.  At  that 
time  Bird  &  Son  Inc.  did  not  accept  the  offer,  but  the  matter  w'as  reopened 
and  Mr.  Beasley  of  Bird  &  Son  Inc.  informed  the  General  Manager  that 
his  Company  is  interested  and  agreed  to  assume  the  full  cost  of  the  work. 
(On  October  14 — Bird  &  Son  Inc.  reported  that  it  would  be  some  time 
before  approval  could  be  obtained,  but  would  notify  the  Selectmen.) 

September  30 — It  was  voted  and  Ordered  that  a  sewer  be  laid  and  con¬ 
structed  in  the  following  public  way  in  Norwood  Three  Hundred  Feet 
Southerly  on  Pleasant  Street  from  Metropohtan  District  Commission 
Sewer  connection,  and  assessments  made  and  charges  imposed  for  the 
construction  of  such  improvement  or  the  use  thereof. 

October  14 — Voted  to  construct  a  colprovia  sidewalk  on  the  Northerly 
side  of  High  Street  from  Fulton  Street  to  Prospect  Street.  Also  voted  to 
construct  a  colprovia  sidewalk  on  the  East  side  of  Winfield  Street  going  as 
far  in  the  construction  as  available  funds  would  permit. 

October  28 — Voted  to  construct  a  sew'er  extension  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Norwood  Malt  Company  on  Broadway  from  Day  Street,  a  distance  of 
approximately  One  Hundred  Twenty  Feet,  assessments  made  and  charges 
imposed  for  the  construction  of  such  improvement  or  the  use  thereof. 

November  4 — It  w^s  voted  to  approve  the  revised  relocation  of  Pleasant 
Street  in  front  of  the  property  of  Joseph  Elias  and  the  Clerk  was  instructed 
to  petition  the  County  Commissioners  at  this  point.  (On  November  12 — a 
petition  was  presented  and  signed  by  the  Selectmen  requesting  the  County 
Commissioners  for  a  relocation  of  a  portion  of  Pleasant  Street  at  a  point 
Two  Hundred  Seventy  Feet  more  or  less  Southeasterly  of  a  center  line  of 
Sumner  Street  and  to  a  point  Four  Hundred  Fifty  Feet  Northeasterly  from 
a  center  line  of  Sumner  Street. 

Transportation  and  Related  Matters 

On  November  19,  1940  the  Selectmen  voted  to  grant  the  New  England 
Transportation  Company  the  right  to  take  on  and  let  off  passengers  on  the 
super-highway  Route  No.  1.  On  January  21,  1941  a  request  for  rewording 
of  vote  was  presented  and  the  following  statement  was  signed  by  the 
Selectmen:  This  is  to  certify  that  a  License  is  hereby  granted  to  the  New 
England  Transportation  Company  to  operate  motor  buses  for  the  transpor¬ 
tation  of  passengers  for  hire  over  and  along  the  Super-Highway,  so  called, 
U.  S.  Highway  No.  1  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  from  the  Westwood  Town 
Line  to  the  Walpole  Town  Line.  This  License  is  granted  in  conformity  with 
all  Statutes  and  Ordinances  relating  thereto. 

On  January  28,  1941,  Mr.  Anthony  Sansone,  President  of  the  Norwood 
Taxi  Company,  requested  to  see  the  Selectmen  with  reference  to  a  certificate 
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which  he  had  received  from  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  for  trans- 
j)ortation  of  passengers  interstate.  He  informed  the  Selectmen  he  had 
received  a  permanent  certificate,  but  that  it  was  restricted  in  operation 
from  June  15  to  November  15,  inclusive,  and  that  he  would  like  to  have  it 
extended  through  the  whole  year.  He  requested  the  Selectmen  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  stating  that  this  certificate 
was  f6r  public  necessity  and  convenience.  On  February  4,  1941  a  letter 
was  approved  and  signed  by  the  Selectmen. 

On  July  15,  1941  a  letter  from  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway 
Company  in  reply  to  the  Selectmen’s  letter  of  June  25,  1941,  reporting 
crowded  conditions  on  buses  leaving  Forest  Hills  for  Norwood  between  the 
hours  of  4:00  P.M.  and  6:00  P.M.  It  appeared  from  actual  count  made  on 
the  Imsses  leaving  Forefet  Hills  on  June  30,  1941,  July  1,  1941  and  July  2, 
1941,  that  there  appeared  to  be  no  crowded  condition. 

On  November  4,  1941  General  Manager  Kendrick  submitted  information 
from  the  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Railway  Co.  Inc.  as  to  a  new  schedule  to  be 
put  in  operation  within  the  next  few  days  giving  increased  service  to  the 
citizens  of  Norwood. 

On  November  18,  1941  opinion  received  from  Town  Counsel  stating  that 
no  law  requires  buses  to  deposit  passengers  on  the  sidewalk  instead  of  on  the 
traveled  way.  The  General  Law  requires  that  all  vehicles  keep  to  the  right 
of  the  traveled  part  of  way,  but  in  the  absence  of  special  ordinance,  buses 
would  have  a  right  to  leave  off  their  passengers  any  place  on  the  highway 
over  which  they  have  a  right  to  travel. 

On  December  2,  1941  the  Oakdale  Community  Garage  and  Bus  Line  in¬ 
formed  the  Selectmen  that  they  had  received  complaints  at  their  office 
regarding  the  Norwood-Westwood  bus  standing  in  the  center  of  Cottage 
Street  and  blocking  traffic.  This  communication  was  referred  to  the 
General  Manager. 

Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations 

On  March  4,  1941,  General  Manager  Kendrick  informed  the  Board  that  a 
hearing  would  be  held  at  the  State  House  March  5,  1941  relative  to  allowing 
cities  to  install  parking  meters.  No  action  was  taken. 

On  April  8,  1941,  General  Manager  Kendrick  presented  to  the  Board  for 
their  consideration  a  plan  showing  proposed  changes  in  the  matter  of  park¬ 
ing  cars  on  Cottage  Street  from  Broadway  to  Central  Street.  After  consid¬ 
erable  discussion  and  viewing  the  location  the  Selectmen  agreed  to  go 
forward  with  parallel  parking  on  both  sides  and  single  parking  in  the  center 
of  the  Street  between  the  Electric  Light  Standards. 

On  June  10,  1941,  attention  was  called  as  to  the  need  of  a  traffic  light  at 
the  intersection  of  Day  and  Central  Streets,  and  suggested  that  the  General 
Manager  have  a  count  made  at  this  location. 

On  October  28,  1941,  it  was  moved  that  there  would  be  strict  enforcement 
of  parking  regulations  with  reference  to  bus  stops,  parking  in  front  of  drive- 
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way  between  Nahatan  Street  and  Cottage  Street  on  the  Westerly  side  of 
Washington  Street,  etc. 

Billboards  and  Signs 

February  11 — James  Curran,  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
representing  Austin  Wentworth,  President  of  the  Retail  Trade  Board, 
granted  permission  to  attach  twenty-five  signs  to  poles  on  Washington 
Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Guild  Street,  to  advertise  “Norwood 
Sales  Days”. 

March  11 — Joseph  Garside,  Operation  Manager  of  E.  W.  Wiggins 
Airway,  Inc.,  granted  permission  to  erect  a  lighted  bill-board  on  the  back  of 
an  existing  bill-board  located  on  the  Easterly  side  of  the  State  Highway, 
approximately  half  way  between  the  intersection  of  Neponset  Street  with 
the  State  Highway  and  the  Neponset  Valley  Farms  roadside  stand.  This 
sign  is  on  the  property  of  the  Metropolitan  Airport  Company,  Inc.,  and 
owned  by  John  Donnelly  Company. 

Unemployment  Relief,  W.P.A.  Projects  and  Related  Matters 

January  28 — General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  that  at  the  close  of 
1940,  overdrafts  existed  on  the  following  W.P.A.  Projects  in  the  amounts 
designated  and  requested  that  the  Selectmen  authorize  transfers  in  these 
amounts  from  the  appropriation  “Cooperation  with  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  in  the  Relief  of  Unemployment.”  (Voted  that  a  transfer  be  made).

April  22 — Plans  were  accepted  and  approved  to  construct  a  cement 
walk  at  the  entrance  to  the  Father  McAleer  Playground. 

April  29^ — General  Manager  Kendrick,  reported  that  our  W.P.A.  Grano¬ 
lithic  Sidewalk  Project  had  been  approved,  and  that  a  release  on  this  Pro¬ 
ject  from  the  District  Office  of  the  W.P.A.  was  expected  shortly. 

June  10 — Voted  to  approve  the  constructing  of  a  granolithic  sidewalk  in 
front  of  the  property  of  Dr.  O’Toole  at  11  Walpole  Street. 

June  10 — General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  that  the  W.P.A.  District 
Manager  Mr.  Mahoney  informed  him  that  the  Town  can  undertake  the 
granolithic  sidewalk  project  on  Cottage  Street.  The  first  sidewalk  that 
would  be  constructed  would  be  the  one  abutting  Mr.  Hayden’s  property. 

June  24 — General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  that  there  was  a  reduction

On  February  11,  it  was  voted  to  pay  the  sum  of  $8,612.75  to  the  County 
Treasurer  which  is  Norwood’s  portion  of  the  expense  for  the  care,  mainte¬ 
nance  and  repair  of  Nurses’  Home  and  to  meet  payments  on  account  of 
principal  of  notes  issued  to  defray  expense  of  said  Nurses’  Home. 

On  February  18,  General  Manager  informed  the  Board  that  the  State 
Department  of  Civil  Service  and  Registration  will  hold  an  examination  for 
clerical  positions  on  March  22,  1941.  Any  one  wishing  to  be  considered  for 
permanent  appointment  as  a  clerk  in  the  Town’s  service  must  first  qualify 
through  examination  by  the  Civil  Service  Department. 

On  February  25,  Joseph  A.  Sheehan,  representative  of  the  Local  National 
Defense  Committee  outlined  briefly  the  purpose  of  the  National  Defense 
Program.  It  was  voted  to  appoint  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  Chief  of 
the  Police  Department  and  Fireman  McAuliffe  to  the  Local  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee  and  lend  every  assistance  to  this  program  and  Committee. 
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On  March  4,  General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  a  quota  reduction  of 
seventeen  men  in  W.P.A. 

On  March  11,  Board  of  Selectmen  approved  and  signed  the  Warrant  for 
a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on  Thursday,  March  27,  1941  at  7:00 
o’clock  P.M. 

On  March  18,  voted  to  approve  Mr.  Babravicius  as  Manager  and  person 
in  charge  of  business  of  Dundulis  Lunch,  Inc. 

On  March  18,  Clerk  presented  a  deed  of  land  to  the  Selectmen  from 
Charles  S.  Bird,  Jr.  to  the  Town  of  Norwood,  covering  parcel  of  land  con¬ 
taining  36,389  square  feet,  said  parcel  is  part  of  the  Endean  Playground. 

On  March  25,  voted  to  approve  the  change  of  the  name  of  the  Workmen’s 
Sick  and  Death  Benefit  Fund,  Branch  121  to  the  Workmen’s  Benefit  Fund. 

On  April  8,  voted  to  extend  the  water  main  on  Union  Street  approxi¬ 
mately  150  feet  and  the  usual  agreement  be  made  with  Mr.  Allen  Legge  on 
the  basis  of  four  percent  reimbursement  per  year. 

On  April  8,  voted  to  declare  April  21,  to  April  26,  1941  as  Norwood  Hobby 
Week. 

On  April  15,  deed  from  Charles  S.  Bird  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  of  a 
parcel  of  land  located  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Washington  Street  in  the 
Town  of  Norwood  and  containing  18,780  square  feet,  was  presented  to  the 
Board.  This  deed  is  in  accordance  with  the  gift  of  land  made  by  Mr.  Bird 
and  accepted  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  27,  1941. 

On  April  22,  voted  that  the  offices  remain  open  on  Saturday  mornings  dur¬ 
ing  July  and  August  with  skeleton  crew. 

On  April  22,  voted  to  approve  the  request  as  to  the  use  of  the  Finance 
Commission  Room  for  National  Defense  headquarters. 

On  May  6,  voted  to  hold  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  May  15,  1941. 

On  May  6,  the  Selectmen  signed  a  petition  for  legislation  relative  to  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls  at  Norwood,  "and  that  in  the  case  of 
the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls  at  Norwood  there  shall  be  added  to 
the  sum  raised  by  local  taxation  the  sum  annually  received  by  the  Town  of 
Norwood  from  the  Peabody  charities  and  expended  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  school.” 

On  May  13,  voted  that  Fireman  McAuliffe  be  released  of  his  duties  in 
order  that  he  may  be  able  to  perform  his  duties  to  the  National  Defense 
Program.  A  substitute  to  take  his  place  during  his  absence. 

On  May  20,  voted  to  approve  General  Manager  Kendrick’s  request  to 
provide  bus  transportation  on  Memorial  Day  May  30,  1941  for  members  of 
Company  G  from  Camp  Edwards  to  Norwood  to  participate  in  Memorial 
Day  Exercises. 

On  May  20,  voted  to  approve  change  of  name  of  Mary  Babel  to  Mary 
Miles  on  her  Retail  Bottle  Store  License. 

On  May  27,  former  Selectman  Charles  E.  Houghton  informed  General 
Manager  Kendrick  that  deed  of  Gift  from  Honorable  W.  Cameron  Forbes 
was  filed  May  26,  1941. 
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On  May  27,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Alcoholic  Beverages  Con¬ 
trol  Commission  called  the  attention  that  they  had  established  two  differ¬ 
ent  fees  for  different  types  of  Club  Licenses  and  that  all  licenses  of  the  same 
type  be  uniform. 

On  May  27,  it  was  agreed  to  have  the  Clerk  draw  up  a  form  letter  and 
submit  it  to  the  Board  for  their  approval  prior  to  notifying  owners  of  lots 
in  the  Highland  Cemetery  as  to  the  purchase  of  perpetual  care.  Charges 
outstanding  against  said  lots  would  be  abated  at  the  time  that  perpetual 
care  was  purchased. 

On  June  3,  voted  to  grant  to  Thomas  U.  Mahoney  a  Golf  Range  License 
to  conduct  a  golf  range  on  State  Highway  Route  No.  1  and  adjacent  to 
Vega  Baking  Company. 

On  June  3,  voted  “That  the  policy  with  respect  to  Perpetual  Care  in 
Highland  Cemmtery  be  that  every  owner  of  a  lot  that  is  not  under  Perpetual 
Care  at  the  present  time  be  given  an  opportunity  to  place  it  under  Perpetual 
Care  and  that  charges  for  care  of  lot  outstanding  against  the  lot  at  the  time 
the  lot  is  placed  under  Perpetual  Care  be  abated  and  that  this  policy  wdll 
be  in  effect  until  August  1,  1941. 

On  June  18,  voted  to  repurchase  the  present  ambulance  to  be  used  by  the 
Norwood  Defense  Committee  after  it  is  traded  in  against  the  purchase  of  ' 
the  new  Ambulance. 

On  June  18,  voted  that  in  order  to  have  uniformity  in  style  the  color  of 
shirts  worn  by  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  during  the  summer 
months  would  be  the  same;  namely  dark  blue. 

On  July  15,  it  was  agreed  that  Buckmaster  Pond  would  be  properly  posted 
and  that  fishing  and  trespassing  would  be  prohibited  on  this  location. 

On  August  19,  voted  that  a  sign  be  placed  in  the  proper  places  indicating 
that  Monroe  Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Garfield  Avenue  be 
“Monroe  Street  East”. 

On  September  2,  Charles  L.  Donahue  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Town 
Defense  Savings  Committee. 

On  September  9,  Manager  Kendrick  submitted  water  liens  which  were 
approved  by  the  Board. 

On  September  16,  voted  to  grant  permission  to  construct  a  skating  rink 
on  Hartshorn  Swail  property  location  to  be  laid  out  by  Town  Engineers. 

On  September  23,  voted  that  due  to  the  possible  shortage  of  laborers  that 
there  be  purchased  a  Cletrac  Tractor  unit  under  a  rental  purchase  arrange¬ 
ment  whereby  the  Town  would  pay  as  a  rental  ten  percent  per  month  of 
the  cost  of  the  unit  which  is  $7,800.  These  rental  payments  would  be 
applied  against  the  purchase  price  at  any  time  the  Town  might  wish  to 
purchase  the  rented  equipment. 

On  September  23,  Clerk  reported  as  being  informed  by  Fire  Chi^  Alonzo 
N.  Earle  that  the  Public  Safety  Committee  had  informed  him  that  Fireman 
Joseph  F.  McAuliffe  would  be  required  to  give  his  full  services  to  the  Local 
Defense  Committee  and  that  they  have  requested  his  transfer  from  the  Fire 
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Department  to  the  Public  Safety  Committee  to  become  effective  as  of 
September  25,  1941. 

On  October  7,  agreement  signed  as  to  the  one-half  cost  of  removing  snow 
on  Route  No.  lA  State  Highway,  Southerly  95  miles. 

On  October  14,  requisition  for  provisional  employment  of  Thomas  A. 
Rorke,  Soldiers  Relief  Investigator  was  approved  by  Selectmen. 

On  October  21,  voted  to  construct  and  extend  the  sanitary  sewer  lateral 
on  Broadway  from  Day  Street  a  distance  of  approximately  120  feet. 

On  October  21,  list  of  Water  Liens  submitted  and  approved  by  the  Board. 

On  November  12,  voted  to  transfer  certain  radio  equipment  to  the  School 
Department  for  the  use  of  a  boys  radio  club  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

On  November  18,  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  had  es¬ 
tablished  the  sum  of  $50,000  for  the  1942  bond  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  sum 
of  $56,500  as  the  sum  for  the  1942  bond  of  the  Collector.  Selectmen  voted 
to  approve  the  amount  as  submitted. 

On  November  25,  Special  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  Special  Town 
Meeting  to  be  held  on  Friday,  December  5,  1941  in  Memorial  Hall,  Munici¬ 
pal  Office  Building  was  signed. 

On  December  9,  list  of  Water  Liens  submitted  and  approved  by  the 
Board. 

On  December  9,  Mr.  Cullinane  informed  the  Manager  that  he  has  been 
advised  by  Hervey  Law  of  the  New  York  Office  of  the  CAA  has  instructed 
the  Lmited  States  Engineers’  Office  in  Boston  to  go  forward  with  plans  and 
specifications  and  advertise  for  bids  on  the  basis  of  two  runways,  one  5,000 
feet  and  one,  4,200  feet  long  with  the  peat  excavated  under  runways  to  a 
width  of  170  feet  and  the  runways  to  be  paved  for  a  width  of  150  feet.  Mr. 
Cullinane  stated  that  the  CAA  had  a  lead-way  of  25%  on  the  $566,000 
which  would  mean  that  there  was  approximately  $700,000  available  to 
construct  this  airport. 

On  December  12,  voted  that  the  Civilian  Defense  Committee  would 
make  their  request  for  equipment  and  other  expenditures  to  the  Selectmen 
and  on  authorization  of  the  Selectmen  the  purchase  would  be  made  through 
the  Office  of  the  General  Manager. 

On  December  12,  voted  that  a  Special  Town  Meeting  requesting  that  the 
people  of  Norwood  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the  local  Civilian 
Defense  Committee. 

On  December  16,  General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  that  he  has  been 
informed  by  Mr.  Farnsworth  representing  the  Bendix  Company  that  the 
Government  has  approved  the  plans  of  the  new  industry  to  be  locatedfin 
Norwood  and  Town  Engineer  Thompson  has  been  requested  to  furnish  the 
industry’s  architects  in  Detroit  with  engineering  data  on  the  proposed 
location. 

On  December  16,  agreed  by  the  Board  to  call  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to 
be  held  on  Tuesday  December  30,  1941  for  the  purpose  of  acting  on  the 
following  matters: 
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Zoning  by-law  changes 
Airport  deed  of  gift 

Additional  funds  to  be  made  available  by  the  way  of  transfer  for  the  Local 
Civilian  Defense  Committee,  Electric  Light  Department  purchase  of 
electrical  energy,  snow  and  ice  removal. 

On  December  19,  with  reference  to  Article  IV  dealing  with  the  acceptance 
of  deed  of  gift  from  the  Boston  Metropolitan  Airport  Inc.  it  was  felt  advis¬ 
able  that  an  additional  article  be  prepared  along  the  lines  of  discussion  and 
particular  reference  to  Management  Agreement. 

On  December  16,  letter  from  the  Office  of  the  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  County 
calling  attention  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Sheriff  under  the  General 
Laws,  Chapter  37  Section  13  Chapter  33  Section  25A  and  26  as  Amended 
by  the  Acts  of  1935  Chapter  295. 

On  December  16,  application  from  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating 
Association  was  submitted  for  reinspection  of  fire  protection  facilities  in 
Norwood.  This  was  referred  to  the  General  Manager. 

On  December  23,  voted  to  approve  General  Manager  Kendrick’s  recom¬ 
mendation  that  a  metal  pole  be  attached  to  the  top  of  the  street  light  stan¬ 
dard  to  support  a  spotlight  for  traffic  officer  at  Cottage  and  Central  Streets. 

On  December  23,  Clerk  reported  approval  had  been  granted  with  reserva¬ 
tions  for  the  use  of  the  Armory  on  Monday  January  19,  1942  for  the  Annual 
Town  Election.  If  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  State  to  revoke  this  ap¬ 
proval  after  the  warrant  has  been  posted  it  will  be  necessary  to  open  the 
meeting  at  the  Armory,  call  the  meeting  to  order  and  adjourn  to  the  Junior 
High  School.  Reservations  have  been  made  for  the  use  of  the  Junior  High 
School  Auditorium  on  that  date. 

On  December  29,  report  that  no  information  had  been  received  from 
Washington  relative  to  the  deed  of  gift  and  management  agreement.  It 
was  agreed  to  have  a  group  from  the  Boston  Metropolitan  Airport  Inc. 
come  in  and  discuss  the  tax  question  with  them.  It  was  voted  that  with 
reference  to  Article  IV  and  V  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  December  30, 
1941  that  action  under  these  Articles  be  laid  upon  the  table  until  the  next 
meeting. 

On  December  29,  Selectmen  signed  Special  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for 
January  7,  1942:  Article  I  to  receive  and  hear  a  report  of  progress  to  be  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls  Building  Committee. 

On  December  29,  Department  of  Conservation  recommends  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2700  to  economically  control  the  moth 
situation  during  the  coming  year.  This  was  referred  to  the  General 
Manager. 

Highland  Cemetery  Deeds  were  acknowledged  and  delivered  from  time 
to  time. 

Soldiers  relief  was  granted  from  time  to  time  during  the  year. 

From  time  to  time  traverse  jurors  were  drawn. 
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Conclusion 

The  foregoing  report  is  intended  merely  to  indicate  in  part  the  many  and 
varied  duties  which  your  Selectmen  have  considered  during  the  year  1941.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 

The  Selectmen 

Mr.  Harry  B.  Butters,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

In  accordance  with  Section  9  (e)  of  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  I 
herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1941.  • 

I  am  attaching  as  part  of  this  report,  the  departmental  reports  as  sub¬ 
mitted  to  me  by  the  several  department  heads.  These  are  more  or  less  in 
detail.  I  will  therefore  merelj'^  summarize  the  more  important  items  and 
facts  concerning  the  activities  of  the  departments  under  my  supervision. 

Work  Projects  Administration 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  approximately  136  people  were  employed 
under  this  Federal  agency  in  Norwood.  This  number  decreased  gradually 
during  the  year  to  approximately  34  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  only  new  project  undertaken  during  the  year  was  the  construction 
of  sanitary  sewers  on  Gay  Street  and  East  Cross  Street  and  the  streets 
interconnecting  these  two.  A  field  line  sanitary  sewer  was  constructed 
from  the  main  trunk  sewer  easterly  of  Pleasant  Street  to  East  Cross  Street. 
The  plans  called  for  the  continuation  of  the  field  line  sew'er  to  East  Rock 
Street,  so  that  the  sanitary  sewer  system  in  this  area  could  be  taken  care 
of  by  gravity  and  thus  eliminate  the  sump  and  pump  on  East  Rock  Street. 
However,  this  was  not  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  Federal  expenditures  decreased  more  than  fifty  per  cent  as  com¬ 
pared  to  1940,  but  the  Town  expenditures  decreased  only  seven  and  one 
half  per  cent. 

Public  Works  Department 

General — The  personnel  in  this  department  decreased  by  separations 
from  the  service,  leaves  of  absence,  retirements,  and  deaths  from  a  total 
101  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  77  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Highway  Division — Belmont  Street,  from  Bellevue  Avenue  to  Peabody 
Road,  and  Peabody  Road,  from  Belmont  Street  to  Nichols  Street,  were 
constructed  with  an  oiled  gravel  surface.  These  were  the  only  new  streets 
constructed  in  1941.  However  the  reconstruction  of  Pleasant  Street  from 
Morse  Street  to  the  East  Walpole  line  as  a  Chapter  90  Project  w'as  started 
and  is  to  be  completed  in  1942. 

Day  Street  from  W^ashington  Street  to  Broadway,  and  Wunter  Street, 
from  W^alpole  Street  to  Prospect  Street,  were  resurfaced  with  bituminous 
concrete.  Hoyle  Street,  from  W’^ashington  Street  to  W'alpole  Street,  Rock- 
hill  Street  from  W'^ashington  Street  to  Mylod  Street,  and  Douglas  Avenue, 
from  W'ashington  Street  to  Winslow  Avenue,  were  resurfaced  with  stone 
asphalt  penetration. 

Surface  Water  Drains  Division — The  pipe  drain  from  Cottage  Street 
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through  Memorial  Park  to  the  Talbot  property  was  completed  early  in  the 
year.  The  project  for  piping  the  main  drain  between  Lenox  Avenue  and 
Cross  Street  was  started  from  the  Lenox  Avenue  end.  The  work  was  dis¬ 
continued  shortly  after  it  started  and  will  be  continued  in  1942. 

The  following  pipe  drains  were  installed:  Hoyle  Street  from  Washington 
Street  to  Walpole  Street,  Winslow  Avenue  from  Hoyle  Street  to  Douglas 
Avenue,  Johnson  Court,  Water  Street  at  the  railroad  bridge.  Pine  Street 
including  open  ditch  outlet,  and  Gay  Street  from  Sixth  Street  to  West 
Border  Road. 

Sanitary  Sewer  Division — The  following  collecting  sewers  were  in¬ 
stalled:  Rockhill  Street,  Pleasant  Street  south  of  the  Ink  Mill  from  the 
Metropolitan  Sewer  approximately  300  feet  southerly,  and  Broadway  from 
Day  Street  approximately  115  feet  northerly. 

There  was  an  increase  of  approximately  forty  per  cent  in  the  number  of 
new  sewer  services  installed  in  1941  as  compared  to  1940. 

Water  Division — Our  “unaccounted  for”  water  decreased  from  ap¬ 
proximately  forty  per  cent  in  1941  to  thirty-four  per  cent  as  compared  to 
1940. 


Engineering  Department 

In  my  report  for  1940  I  referred  to  the  survey  that  was  made  for  the 
location  of  an  airport  in  the  Fowle  Meadows.  I  wish  to  make  it  a  matter  of 
record  that  the  Boston  office  of  the  United  States  Corp  of  Engineers,  to 
whom  this  engineering  data  was  submitted,  spot  checked  this  survey  and 
found  it  so  accurate  that  they  accepted  it  without  a  survey  of  their  own. 
I  consider  this  a  distinct  compliment  to  our  Engineering  Department. 

The  cooperation  of  this  department  in  preparing  plans  and  providing 
engineering  data  was  of  considerable  assistance  in  securing  the  location 
of  a  new  plant  of  the  Bendix  Aviation  Corporation  for  Norwood. 

Municipal  Light  Department 

The  purchase  of  electric  energy  increased  approximately  fourteen  per 
cent  in  1941  over  1940  and  the  purchase  cost  per  kilowatt  hour  remained  the 
same,  namely  1.175  cents.  It  is  estimated  that  the  increase  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  requirements  of  electric  energy  in  1942  will  be  three  times  as  large  as 
the  1941  increase.  This  will  more  than  justify  the  foresight  of  Superin¬ 
tendent  Church  in  recommending  the  increase  in  the  distribution  voltage 
from  2300  to  4100  volts  and  the  construction  of  the  new  sub-station  on 
Morse  Street. 

In  the  eight  years  that  I  have  served  as  your  General  Manager,  the 
amount  of  electric  energy  purchased  annually  has  increased  from  8,300,000 
K.W.H.  in  1933  to  12,600,000  K.W.H.  in  1941. 

Police  Department  *  ^ 

A  two-way  radio  was  installed  in  this  department  the  latter  part  of  the 
year.  This  consisted  of  a  main  station  transmitter  and  receiver  at  the 
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police  headquarters  and  a  transmitter  and  receiver  in  each  of  the  two 
cruising  cars. 

A  new  modern  ambulance  mounted  on  a  Cadillac  chassis  was  purchased 
to  replace  the  Nash  ambulance  which  has  been  in  service  many  years. 
In  consideration  of  the  present  emergency,  the  old  ambulance  was  not 
traded,  but  was  retained  as  a  spare  unit. 

Cemetery  Department 

As  in  the  past,  additional  land  was  developed  for  burial  purposes.  The 
approach  to  Highland  Cemetery  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the  beauti¬ 
fication  of  the  area  easterly  of  the  main  entrance  which  had  previously 
been  used  in  part  for  family  vegetable  gardens. 

Conclusion 

The  wage  increases  granted  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  to  the  Public 
Works  Department  employees,  to  the  laborers  in  the  Cemetery  Department, 
and  to  the  fine  crew  in  the  Light  Department,  were  consistent  with  wages 
being  paid  to  employees  of  similar  classification  in  neighboring  munici¬ 
palities. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  wage  question  must  be  given  serious  further 
consideration,  not  alone  to  compensate  the  municipal  employees  for  the 
increase  in  the  living  costs,  but  more  important  to  retain  in  the  public 
service  those  employees  who  through  years  of  faithful  service  and  experience 
have  become  qualified  to  render  that  type  of  municipal  service  to  which 
the  citizens  of  Norwood  have  become  accustomed  and  which  they  expect, 
and  rightly  so,  from  their  municipal  employees. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  heads  of  all  departments 
under  the  supervision  of  your  General  Manager  for  their  attention  to  duty 
and  for  their  conscientious  cooperation  with  my  office;  to  the  heads  of  all 
departments  not  under  the  supervision  of  your  General  Manager  for  the 
harmonious  and  pleasant  relationships  under  which  we  have  worked;  to 
all  the  employees  in  the  departments  under  the  supervision  of  your  General 
Manager  for  their  sincerity  and  loyalty;  and  to  all  the  Selectmen  who  have 
been  so  considerate  of  your  General  Manager  and  so  appreciative  of  his 
efforts  to  efficiently  and  conscientiously  conduct  the  business  of  his  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 
To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year 
1941  together  with  the  statement  showing  comparison  of  tax  rate  re¬ 
capitulations  for  the  years  1940  and  1941  and  also  the  table  of  aggregates 
of  polls,  property,  and  taxes  as  assessed  January  1,  1941. 

Organization 

On  April  1,  1941  Richard  D.  Northrop  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen 
as  an  assessor  to  serve  for  a  three  year  term  ending  April  1,  1944. 

On  April  22,  1941  William  J.  Dalton  was  reappointed  as  an  assessor  by 
the  Selectmen  to  serve  for  the  three  year  term  retroactive  from  April  1, 
1940  and  ending  April  1,  1943. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1941 

On  June  10,  1941  the  Board  of  Assessors  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the 
year  1941  be  determined  as  $31.90  per  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  valua¬ 
tion. 

Financial  Report 

The  financial  statement  of  the  department  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Town  Accountant. 


Appellate  Tax  Board  Cases 

There  w'ere  pending  for  hearing  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  on 
January  1,  1941  two  appeals: 

Docket  No.  15796.  Pasquale  and  Carmella  Santoro  vs.  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors  of  Norwood.  This  appeal  was  filed  by  said  Pasquale  and  Carmella 
Santoro  on  March  1,  1940  upon  refusal  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  grant 
an  abatement  in  regard  to  real  estate  taxes  assessed  as  of  January  1.  1939. 
The  case  was  filed  under  formal  procedure  and  was  called  for  hearing  on 
December  12,  1941.  Evidence  was  presented  before  the  court  and  no 
decision  had  been  handed  down  by  December  31,  1941. 

Docket  No.  X-31414.  Canton  Institution  for  Savings  vs.  Board  of 
Assessors  of  Norwood.  This  appeal  was  filed  by  said  Canton  Institution 
for  Savings  on  December  10,  1940  following  refusal  of  the  Board  of  As¬ 
sessors  to  grant  an  abatement  in  regard  to  real  estate  tax  assessed  as  of 
January  1,  1940.  The  case  was  called  for  hearing  on  November  28,  1941. 
Following  a  suitable  agreement  made  between  the  parties  at  the  hearing, 
the  appeal  was  formally  withdrawn  by  the  Canton  Institution  for  Savings 
on  December  3,  1941. 

Filing  of  Statements 

The  Board  of  Assessors  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  all  persons  subject 
to  taxation  in  the  Town  of  Norwood,  the  responsibility  placed  upon  them 
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under  the  General  Laws  to  file  a  true  list  of  their  property  with  the  Board 
on  or  before  January  31  of  each  year.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  respect  to 
abatements  on  personal  property,  a  person  incurs  a  doomage  penalty  of 
fifty  per  cent  unless  such  a  list  is  seasonably  filed.  Filing  of  lists,  which  may 
be  obtained  each  year  at  the  Assessors’  office,  greatly  assist  the  Assessors 
in  determining  the  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  property  for  taxation  pur¬ 
poses. 

Poll  Tax  Exemptions 

General  Laws  provide  that  every  male  inhabitant  above  the  age  of 
twenty,  whether  citizens  of  the  United  States  or  aliens,  are  liable  for  a  poll 
tax.  Provision  is  made  also  for  the  exemption  from  payment  of  the  poll 
tax  of  those  males  over  the  age  of  seventy  who,  however,  must  give  the 
authority  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  grant  the  exemption  by  filing  a 
written  request  for  exemption  with  the  Board  each  year. 

In  regard  to  poll  taxes  of  those  males  now  in  the  armed  service  of  the 
United  States,  they  are  required  to  be  listed  and  assessed  a  poll  tax  as 
residents  of  the  town  but  at  present  no  legislation  has  been  passed  which 
would  enable  the  Assessors  to  exempt  them  from  payment  of  the  poll  tax.

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  playgrounds  for 
of  1941.

In  addition  to  the  above  9  playgrounds,  Willet  Pond  and  Hawes  Pool 
were  opened  for  supervised  swimming  from  June  19th  to  September  10th. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  a  full  personnel  due  partly 
to  the  increase  in  employment  of  surrounding  factories  and  the  fact  that  all 
town  employees  are  now  under  Civil  Service  regulations.  In  the  past  it 
was  the  custom  to  have  two  life  guards  at  each  of  the  swimming  areas,  this 
year  only  one  could  be  assigned  to  each,  although  there  were  eight  appli¬ 
cants  for  the  position.  Of  this  number,  only  two  passed  the  requirements, 
namely  David  Butters  and  Angelo  Antonelli. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  inter-playground  activities,  the  following 
features  were  presented  during  the  season.  On  July  4,  the  playgrounds 
participated  in  the  annual  American  Legion  Field  Day  by  marching  in 
the  parade  and  competing  in  the  athletic  events  at  the  Senior  High  School. 
Beginners’  dances  were  held  at  the  Junior  High  School  starting  on  July  15th 
and  continuing  for  four  successive  Tuesdays.  The  attendance  at  these 
dances  showed  a  definite  need  for  their  continuance.  The  number  of 
children  attending  these  dances  averaged  150  a  night.  Music  was  provided 
by  instructors  playing  the  piano,  in  addition,  two  boys  volunteered  their 
services,  one  a  drummer,  the  other  a  guitar  player  which  added  greatly  to 
the  atmosphere  and  was  responsible  for  the  large  attendance. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  girls  attended  the  outing  at  Houghton’s  Pond 
which  was  brought  to  a  hurried  close  by  a  thunder  storm  but  only  after  a 
very  enjoyable  day.  Eighty-six  girls  were  included  in  the  trip  to  the 


the  season 
supervised 
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Franklin  Park  Zoo.  This  trip  proved  to  be  a  greater  success  than  antici¬ 
pated. 

The  annual  trip  to  Fenway  Park  for  the  boys  proved  to  be  the  largest 
single  attraction  with  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  boys  attending.  In 
spite  of  the  large  number,  the  boys  were  well  behaved  and  more  than  en¬ 
joyed  themselves.  The  game  was  an  exceedingly  interesting  one  to  watch 
with  Boston  winning  in  the  last  half  of  the  ninth  inning. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  track  meets,  swimming  meets  and  the  finals  of 
playground  competition  were  held  which  were  well  attended.  A  day  was 
set  aside  to  honor  Joseph  Lee.  the  founder  of  the  American  system  of 
playground. 

This  year  the  Norwood  playgrounds  held  athletic  contests  with  the 
playgrounds  of  surrounding  towns.  Baseball  games  were  played  with 
Dedham  on  a  home  and  home  basis  with  Norwood  winning  both  games. 
Several  playgrounds  spent  a  day  at  Bird’s  Park  where  they  engaged  in 
games  and  went  swimming.  A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  at  such 
meetings  and  should  be  continued  in  the  future. 

A  new  procedure  was  tried  for  Parents’  Night  this  year.  Instead  of 
having  each  playground  give  their  performance  individually  we  tried  to 
combine  them  with  the  intention  of  having  the  girls  on  one  night,  and  the 
boys  on  the  next.  Unfortunately  it  raine(J  on  the  girls  night  and  both  had 
to  be  given  on  the  same  night  which  had  its  limitations.  On  the  whole  it 
was  a  success  with  the  girls  presenting  a  series  of  folk  dances  and  the  boys 
taking  part  in  various  athletic  events. 

Adult  recreation  was  in  the  form  of  baseball,  both  hard  and  soft.  For 
the  first  time  baseball  was  included  in  the  playground  program  with  the 
Town  of  Norwood  supplying  the  equipment.  Seven  teams  comprised  the 
Norwood  Twilight  League  which  played  three  nights  a  week,  the  Civic 
and  Callahan  fields  being  used.  The  schedule  was  made  up  in  two  halves 
with  the  winner  of  each  meeting  for  the  championship. 

Softball  was  continued  this  year  as  in  the  past.  Twelve  teams  made  up 
the  Norwood  Softball  League  which  played  a  two  half  schedule.  The 
league  used  some  of  the  playground  equipment  and  the  games  were  um¬ 
pired  by  the  playground  instructors.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Harry  B.  Butters,  Chairman

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  report  of  my  conduct  for  the 
Legal  Department  of  the  Towui  covering  its  activities  for  the  year  1941. 
The  principal  service  has  been  of  an  advisory  character,  in  many  instances 
through  written  opinions  and  furnished  to  the  following  Departments  and 
Officials: 

Selectmen,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  School  De¬ 
partment,  Board  of  Health,  Building  Inspector,  Board  of  Appeal,  Con- 
tributary  Retirement  Board,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Board  of  Assessors, 
Fire  Department,  Finance  Commission,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School 
Committee,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Peabody  School  for 
Girls,  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  and  Registrar  of  Voters.  In  addition 
service  was  rendered  as  requested,  in  the  form  of  attendance  at  hearings, 
conferences,  views  taken.  Court  Activities,  Drafting  and  revising  various 
instruments  and  attention  to  extensive  correspondence. 

Litigations  and  Claims 

Florence  J.  C.  Hennessey  against  Town  of  Norwood:  This  is  a  petition 
for  damages  for  the  taking  a  parcel  of  land  off  the  petitioners  on  Nahatan 
Street.  This  action  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Norfolk  County. 

Tovm  of  Norwood  against  Nikolai  Hellesten.  This  is  an  action  to  recover 
the  sum  of  One  Thousand  One  Hundred  Eleven  Dollars  and  Eighty-Nine 
Cents  ($1,111.89)  for  aid  furnished  to  the  Defendant  and  his  wife.  The 
suit  is  pending  in  the  District  Court  of  Northern  Norfolk.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  real  estate  of  the  defendant  was  attached  and  subsequently  a 
mortgage  on  the  premises  was  forclosed  it  is  doubtful  that  the  Town  of 
Norwood  will  recover  anything. 

Canton  Institution  for  Savings  against  Town  of  Norwood:  This  is  a  peti¬ 
tion  for  abatement  of  taxes.  The  matter  was  adjusted  during  the  course 
of  the  trial. 

Pasquale  Santora  against  Town  of  Norwood:  This  likewise  is  an  appeal 
now  pending  before  the  Tax  Appeal  Board  for  an  abatement  of  taxes  upon 
which  a  trial  has  been  had  and  a  decision  is  awaited. 

Norwood  Press  against  Town  of  Norwood:  This  likewise  is  a  tax  appeal 
case  and  has  been  adjusted  through  the  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.

After  a  hearing  in  the  Northern  Norfolk 
District  Court  before  Mr.  Justice  Murphy  the  dismissal  was  upheld.  A 
motion  for  a  new  trial  has  been  filed  upon  which  no  action  as  vet  has  been 
taken. 

Several  small  claims  made  against  the  Town  for  defects  in  highways  in 
which  the  Town  appeared  to  be  liable  were  adjusted  without  litigation.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1941. 

Highway  Department 
Maintenance 

The  usual  work  that  comes  under  this  heading  such  as  street  cleaning, 
patching  and  repairing  of  streets,  the  maintenance  of  fences,  bridges  and 
sidewalks  was  cared  for  throughout  the  year. 

This  year  a  capping  of  Colprovia  was  put  on  Catalpa  Road  to  fill  the 
voids  and  preserve  the  street  for  a  great  many  more  years. 

Also  under  Chapter  90  Maintenance  a  surface  water  drain  was  installed 
on  Neponset  Street  in  front  of  the  Rizzo  Development  to  the  junction  of 
East  Cross  Street  and  Neponset  Street.  This  work  consisted  of  excavating 
1475  cubic  yards  of  earth,  laying  2025  feet  of  12"  Concrete  Pipe,  backfilling 
trench  and  building  7  manholes  and  9  catch  basins.

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Maintenance  and  Control  of  Traffic 

The  street  markings  for  parking  and  crosswalk  markings  were  painted 
twice  during  the  year.  Also  slow  signs  at  bad  intersections  were  painted 
in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

Water  Department 
Maintenance  and  Operation 

During  the  year  the  department  had  to  repair  sixty-one  leaking  services; 
renew  ten  services,  lower  three  services  as  well  as  install  ninety-five  new 
services  into  new  homes. 

Two  new  hydrants  were  installed  in  the  system  and  fifteen  hydrant 
replacements  were  made. 

The  filter  beds  at  the  Westwood  Station  were  cleaned  frequently  due  to 
the  vegetable  matter  from  pond  water.  This  was  because  the  pond  has 
been  so  low  all  through  the  year  1941.

I  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  activities  and  operations  of  the  Light 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1941. 

A  major  change  in  our  distribution  system  was  programed  early  in  the 
year.  Due  to  overloading  and  excessive  losses  on  some  of  our  distribution 
circuits  it  was  decided  to  change  our  entire  system  from  2400  volts  three 
phase,  three  wire,  to  4160  volts,  three  phase,  four  wire.  The  fourth  wire 
being  a  common  neutral  or  ground  to  both  primary  and  secondary  distribu¬ 
tion.  Included  in  this  program  was  the  purchase  of  a  2000  K.V.A.  unit 
type  automatic  substation  to  be  located  on  Short  Street  near  Washington 
Street.  At  this  site  a  concrete  mat  and  necessary  duct  lines  for  two  13.8 
K.V.  and  two  4  K.V.  lines  were  installed  during  the  year.  The  transformer 
has  been  received  but  the  switchgear  is  not  expected  until  March  30,  1942. 
Except  for  several  thousand  pounds  of  copper  wire  to  be  used  for  the  fourth 
wire  nearly  all  the  materials  for  this  change  in  our  distribution  system  is  in 
stock.  Two  years  with  our  own  crew  was  the  time  set  for  the  completion  of 
this  reconstruction  but  due  to  the  delay  in  getting  the  substation  operating, 
another  six  months  or  a  year  will  be  required.  Number  five  circuit  is  the 
only  one  that  has  been  changed  to  4  K.V.  and  only  in  a  temporary  manner, 
necessitated  by  an  increase  of  five  hundred  additional  H.P.  by  the  Winslow 
Bros.  &  Smith  Co.  at  their  Endicott  Street  Plant. 

Except  for  underground  ducts  in  connection  with  the  new  substation,  a 
new  4  /O  four  wire  circuit  to  Winslow’s  Tannery  and  a  3  /O  four  wire  circuit  to 
George  H.  Morrill  Ink  works,  both  from  the  new  substation  site,  no  major 
extentions  have  been  made  to  our  distribution  system. 

The  largest  distribution  transformer  installation  during  the  year  was  the 
connecting  of  three  75  K.W.  subway  type  transformers  at  the  corner  of 
Guild  and  Washington  Streets. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Norwood  Retail  Board,  Mr.  Wheeler,  manual 
training  teacher  at  the  Senior  High  School,  and  Mr.  John  Rizzo,  manager 
of  the  Metropolitan  Airport,  the  line  crew  built  a  forty  foot  Christmas 
tree,  erected  arches  in  the  Town  Square  and  made  decorations  through  the 
business  district  in  an  appropriate  manner  for  the  Christmas  Holidays. 

Purchased  and  delivered  electric  energy  increased  considerably  over  the 
year  1940.

Fire  Alarm  System 

Three  new  fire  alarm  boxes  were  installed  as  follows:  Box  No.  341  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  between  Vernon  and  Day  Streets,  No.  532  corner  of  Chicker- 
ing  Road  and  Walters  Road,  and  No.  543  corner  of  Nichols  Street  and 
Berwick  Road. 

An  underground  fire  alarm  circuit  was  run  into  the  new  Peabody  School, 
but  the  fire  alarm  box  which  will  be  located  on  the  outside  of  the  building 
has  not  yet  been  installed.  When  this  box  is  installed  it  will  be  connected 
with  auxiliary  alarm  boxes  throughout  the  school  and  will  be  the  only 
public  school  that  will  have  a  direct  connection  with  the  Town’s  fire  alarm 
system.  Except  for  two  repair  jobs  to  the  whistle  machine  at  the  Smith 
Plant,  the  fire  alarm  system  has  operated  very  successfully  during  the  year. 

Police  Signal  System 

One  new  set  of  dry  batteries  were  installed  at  the  Police  Station  and 
2000  ft.  of  temporary  wire  installed  during  the  hurricane  of  1938  was 
replaced  with  permanent  cable.  Other  than  this  work,  very  little  mainte¬ 
nance  was  involved  to  the  system. 

Traffic  Signal  System 

All  our  automatic  traffic  signals  have  operated  very  successfully;  no 
major  repairs  have  been  done  to  any  of  the  units.

The  Cemetery  Department  makes  the  following  report  for  1941 : 

During  the  year,  165  burials  were  made  in  Highland  Cemetery,  and  3  in 
the  Old  Parish  Cemetery. 

Foundations  were  built  for  65  monuments  and  17  grave  markers. 
W.P.A.  Project  No.  65-1-19-2863-21565,  which  operated  under  this 
Department,  worked  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  middle  of  March. 
Work  done  under  this  Project  consisted  of  digging  over  land  to  be  developed 
into  burial  space;  building  roads  within  this  area;  and  building  surface 
drains  in  this  area  and  in  other  parts  of  the  Cemetery. 

This  work  amounted  to: 

1693  cubic  yards  earth  excavation 
40  cubic  yards  boulder  excavation 
75  lineal  feet  8"  drain  pipe 
7  catch  basins 

Under  “Improvement  Work”,  the  regular  Cemetery  crew  loamed, 
graded  and  seeded  10,000  square  feet  of  land  to  be  subdivided  into  lots. 
Some  of  the  walks  in  the  Public  Garden  were  improved  by  spreading  and 
rolling  in  a  clay  binder  over  the  present  loose  gravel. 

The  latter  part  of  the  year,  available  time  was  spent  in  digging  over  and 
preparing  land  to  be  used  for  burial  purposes.  An  area  of  about  1200 
square  feet  was  excavated.

The  library  is  an  active  agent  of  the  democratic  process. 

It  reaches  all  ages,  all  faiths,  all  ranges  in  the  educational 
and  economic  scales. 

It  is  on  the  country’s  first  line  of  defense. 

Action  at  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 
During  1941 

These  are  three  chief  ways  the  library  has  served  its  locality  and  the 
interests  of  its  country: 

1.  CRISIS  NEEDS 

11.  BOOKS  DO  THEIR  BIT  TOWARD  A  MORE  RATIONAL 
WORLD 

III.  REGULAR  SERVICES  GO  FORWARD 
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This  has  been  done  with  progressive  direction  from  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
fine  team-work  from  members  of  the  staff,  and  comprehension  from  the 
Finance  Commission  and  other  town  officers. 

I.  Crisis  Needs 

“Now  I  suppose  you  are  going  to  throw  away  all  your  books  about 
Japan!”  exclaimed  a  youthful  reader. — On  the  contrary,  believing  that 
freedom  of  inquiry  into  facts  and  issues  on  all  countries  is  part  of  America’s 
strength,  the  library  still  offers  books  on  both  allied  and  axis  powers. 

Stronger  aid  for  history  readers  will  be  offered  as  a  result  of  major  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  Plimpton  Wing.  The  third  floor  has  been  made  into  a  balcony. 
For  the  first  time  readers  will  have  access  to  history  shelves. 

A  Norwood  man  volunteering  services  as  watcher  in  the  observation 
tower  has  sent  in  for  books  about  planes.  This  is  typical  of  the  way  the 
library’s  books  are  close  to  new  interests. 

Much  work,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  the  book  funds  have  been 
spent  on  strengthening  these  subjects:  First  aid,  civilian  defense,  nursing, 
nutrition,  air-raid  precautions,  health  education,  mathematics,  materials — 
such  as  plastics  and  metals, — selective  service,  industrial  regulations,  con¬ 
sumer  information,  blue-print  reading,  machine  shop-work,  engineering, 
radio,  welding  and  aeronautics. 

On  account  of  the  local  airport,  special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  books 
relating  to  aeronautics.  In  addition  to  liberal  purchases  a  list  was  compiled 
of  the  58  books  the  library  owned  on  phases  of  this  science.  A  copy  of  the 
list  was  posted  at  the  airport  for  use  of  their  personnel. 

Books  of  humor  and  other  entertainment  reading  play  their  part  in 
civilian  morale. 

Instructions  have  been  made  for  the  staff  to  use  in  case  of  disaster.  Mr. 
Pearson  has  been  sworn  in  as  a  special  officer. 

II.  Books  Do  Their  Bit  Toward  a  More  Rational  World 

Reading  has  a  potent  influence  on  thinking. 

Ideas  are  the  causes,  not  the  results,  of  events. 

A  public  library  reaches  a  wider  range  of  people  than  any  other  institu¬ 
tion. 

Hence  the  library,  thru  its  book  selection,  has  a  unique  chance  to  aid 
citizens  in  their  appraisal  of  the  deeper  values  and  the  ascertained  facts,  in 
a  world  of  rapidly  shifting  opinion  and  fast-moving  events. 

These  are  among  the  requests  made  of  the  librarian  in  connection  with 
the  war:  The  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Education  invited  her  to 
serve  on  the  State  Advisory  Council  of  the  National  Citizenship  Education 
Program.  This  federal  project  will  expedite  alien  education.  It  has  a 
budget  of  $20,000,000.00.  She  accepted  local  leadership  for  the  coming 
national  drive  for  soldiers’  books.  A  government  official  asked  to  consult 
with  her  on  the  evaluation  of  propaganda. 


/ 
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III.  Regular  Services  Go  Forward 
South  Norwood  Branch 

With  only  a  small  increase  of  substitute  work,  and  no  additions  to  the 
regular  staff,  the  library  has  added  a  two-day-a-week  branch  service.  The 
answer  is  care  in  planning,  hard  work,  federal  aid  at  main  library,  and  the 
lessened  circulation  almost  all  libraries  have  had  this  year. 

Norwood’s  first  branch  library  opened  for  service  in  a  rented  store  at 
1163  Washington  St.,  on  May  13th. 

More  than  100  people — largely  adults — attended  Open  House  Day. 
The  occasion  was  recognized  by  flowers  coming  from  the  Balch  Parent- 
Teachers  Association,  The  Junior  High  School  faculty,  and  friends  of  Miss 
Greig,  the  branch  librarian. 

During  the  eight  months  of  opening  (one  day  a  week  until  October  17, 
and  two  a  week  since  then),  an  initial  collection  of  400  books,  increased 
since  to  553,  has  circulated  5,569  times.  Adult  books  slightly  in  the  lead. 
Many  South  Norwood  .residents  formerly  using  the  Main  Library  are  now 
more  conveniently  served  at  the  branch.  In  addition  to  these,  141  people 
have  joined  the  library  through  the  branch. 

Twenty  men  and  women  from  the  Civic  Education  classes  have  come  to 
the  branch  for  group  instruction  in  its  use. 

Among  the  book  subjects  in  demand  are  parental  interests,  trades,  per¬ 
sonal  development,  colateral  reading  for  schools,  easy  English  for  adults  of 
foreign  origin,  and  books  in  Russian,  Lithuanian  and  Polish. 

A  small  group  of  South  Norw'ood  leaders,  including  youth,  with  a  libraiy 
trustee,  and  three  staff  members,  had  a  supper  meeting  to  discuss  their 
mutual  interest  in  branch  services  and  future  needs. 

Youth  Reads 

A  two-year  project  of  having  every  pupil  in  town  from  the  fifth  grade  up, 
brought  to  the  library  for  instruction  in  its  use,  was  completed  this  year. 

In  small  groups,  each  group  with  a  teacher,  2,600  pupils  from  public  and 
paro^'hial  schools,  elementary,  junior  and  senior  high,  and  adult  evening 
classes  have  been  thus  aided.  The  school  authorities  and  the  library  staff 
in  the  Children’s  Room,  Intermediate  Room,  and  Adult  Department  have 
thru  this  project  given  the  town  an  asset  in  educational  equipment  not 
hitherto  attempted  here. 

The  new  plan  of  withdrawing  permanent  book  deposits  from  four  public 
schools,  and  in  their  place  sending  many,  frequently  changed,  class-room 
or  school  library  collections  to  seven  schools,  public  and  parochial,  has 
resulted— even  in  a  year  like  this — in  an  increase  of  4,653  in  book  circulation 
at  schools. 

Miss  Shumaker  dramatized  the  work  of  the  library  and  of  nine  cooperat¬ 
ing  organizations  by  her  observance  of  National  Book  Week.  It  brought 
many  adults  and  young  people  to  the  Junior  Department.  The  elementary 
and  junior  high,  and  parochial  schools,  the  Bo5^  Scouts,  Sea  Scouts,  Girl 
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Scouts  and  Camp  Fire  Girls  participated  with  exhibits,  services,  and  a  play. 
On  Open  House  Day,  during  the  week’s  celebration,  Miss  Mildred  Manter, 
Director  of  the  Children’s  Museum  of  Jamaica  Plain  was  the  guest  of  honor 
and  received  with  the  trustees  and  staff. 

A  definite  relationship  has  been  found  between  Saturday  morning  use  of 
books  and  18  story  hours  held  then  for  the  younger  readers,  with  an  average 
atendance  of  fifty-seven — eight  more  than  the  average  last  year.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  staff  work  in  story  telling  and  other  features,  the  library  is  indebted 
to  Miss  Minnie  Cole,  the  Rev.  Marinus  James,  Mr.  John  Morrison,  and 
Miss  Ruth  Rogers.  Her  play,  “A  Day  at  the  Book  Clinic,”  brought  an 
attendance  of  262 — the  largest  on  record. 

Vacation  reading  clubs  in  both  Intermediate  and  Children’s  Rooms,  en¬ 
courage  good  reading,  without  prizes  or  competition.  165  enrolled. 

Limited  service  to  three  playgrounds  was  resumed  this  year.  Further 
development  of  this  is  needed. 

Aside  from  one  case  of  criminal  abnormality  dealt  with  by  the  court,  no 
serious  behavior  problems  have  been  reported  from  any  department.  This 
felicitous  result  follows  a  definite  program  used  by  the  staff  for  two  years, 
and  was  carried  out  with  the  added  aid  of  school  faculties  and  the  pupils 
themselves. 

Books 

Miss  Eaton,  assisted  by  the  other  members  of  the  staff,  took  both  inven¬ 
tory,  and  a  census,  of  books,  in  addition  to  their  cataloging  new  books.  By 
streamlining  the  method  of  taking  inventory,  a  month  was  saved  over  the 
time  it  had  taken  in  previous  years. 

One  interesting  thing  discovered  by  Miss  Jordan,  is  that  the  library’s 
annual  bill  for  new  books  cost  the  taxpayers  $.51  per  registered  borrower. 
Had  each  reader  bought  personally  the  books  he  borrowed  at  the  library  his 
bill  would  have  been  $41.40. 

Miss  Henry  and  Miss  Probert  have  supervised  the  work  of  the  Works 
Project  Administration  and  National  Youth  Administration  helpers,  who 
have  done  so  much  to  help  put  the  books  in  good  condition,  and  to  aid  in 
servicing  them.  From  the  beginning  of  the  WPA  project  on  January  23, 
1940,  to  date,  the  government  has  spent  $7,846.80  on  the  labor  of  this 
corps  of  workers.  Only  two  workers  now  remain.  Both  of  them  are  indus¬ 
trious  and  competent. 

Book  Lists 

As  one  way  of  bringing  books  to  the  attention  of  readers  likely  to  be 
interested,  the  lists,  in  addition  to  the  one  on  aviation  already  mentioned, 
have  been  compiled  of  books  available  here: 

BOOKMAKING.  77  titles.  Copies  were  sent  to  each  of  the  nine  book¬ 
making  industries  in  town,  and  to  the  print  shop  at  Senior  High  School. 

PHOTOGRAPHY.  50  book  titles  and  two  periodicals.  Distributed  to 
members  of  three  local  camera  clubs. 
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CATHOLIC  BOOKS.  500  titles.  Compiled  and  printed  by  Mr. 
William  L.  Hyland,  Grand  Knight,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Norwood  Coun¬ 
cil,  and  members  of  his  Book  Committee. 

BOOKS  FOR  HOSPITAL  WORKERS.  One-page  list.  Prepared  for 
Miss  Eicke  for  use  with  her  classes  at  the  Norwood  Hospital. 

LENTEN  READING.  One-page  list.  350  copies  were  requested  by 
local  clergymen  for  distribution  at  the  churches.  A  similar  list  was  pre¬ 
pared  for  Lenten  use  of  church  schools,  by  the  Junior  Department. 

CAREERS.  Issued  by  the  Intermediate  Room  for  Junior  High  School 
use. 

NEW  BOOKS,  A  MONTHLY  LIST.  2,100  copies  were  distributed 
from  the  Adult  Department.  Each  list  included  an  unhackneyed  quotation 
on  the  value  and  joy  of  good  reading.  Similar  accession  lists  were  issued, 
but  less  frequently  by  the  Children’s  Room  and  the  Intermediate  Room. 

The  new  mimeographing  machine,  mainly  operated  by  Miss  Smolski, 
has  enabled  the  library  to  reach  a  new  high  in  presenting  books  to  readers 
thru  lists. 

Other  Book  Presentation 

To  bring  books  to  the  attention  of  readers  in  a  way  that  appeals,  is 
almost  as  important  as  having  the  books.  Hence  good  lighting — good 
labeling — accessibility — attractive  looking  books,  all  count  as  much  here, 
as  good  merchandising  does  at  a  progressive  store. 

The  entire  collection  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Plimption  Wing,  and  the 
adult  fiction  of  the  floor  below  have  been  re-arranged  for  greater  ease  of 
access.  It  included  bringing  to  open  shelves  many  books  hitherto  kept 
locked,  with  consequent  re-cataloging. 

The  transformation  of  the  third  floor  into  a  balcony  allows  supervision 
from  the  floor  below  and  thus  will  make  possible  the  first  public  use  of  the 
history  shelves. 

Metal  label  holders  have  been  installed  on  all  fiction  stacks  and  on  the 
front  door  for  an  hours-of-opening  sign. 

Aside  from  the  usual  reserving  of  books,  75  postals  brought  to  individual 
readers’  attention  books  the  library  was  adding  on  their  special  interests. 

Letters  have  been  written  to  57  mothers  of  new  babies  about  books  on 
infant  care. 

Displays  of  books  on  timely  subjects  have  been  offered  at  weekly  intervals 
in  the  lobby. 

Large  bulletin  boards  have  been  installed  on  each  side  of  the  front  en¬ 
trance,  with  fluorescent  lighting  over  both.  As  a  result,  the  entrance  is  now 
a  factor  in  attractively  presenting  the  library’s  resources. 

Building  Improvements 

Major  repairs  have  been  completed  on  a  leaking  roof  which  has  been  a 
trouble-maker  for  years.  The  stairway  in  a  related  part  of  the  building  has 
been  re-plastered  and  painted.  All  window  trim  and  doors  have  been  re- 
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painted.  The  front  vestibule  has  been  re-plastered.  Plumbing  no  longer 
subject  to  repair  has  been  removed,  and  a  new  sink,  slop  sink,  toilet,  and 
wash  bowl  installed.  A  new  linoleum  floor  covering  was  laid  in  the  Staff 
Room. 


Public  Relations  and  Staff  Progress 

In  advance  of  Graduation  Day,  and  June  weddings,  a  selection  of  books 
recommended  for  borrowers’  purchase  was  displayed,  with  names  of  Nor¬ 
wood  stores  selling  books.  Results  were  reported  at  the  stores. 

2,000  copies  of  the  library’s  annual  report,  done  in  readable  style,  entitled, 
“Design  for  a  Library’’  were  printed  and  distributed.  It  served  not  only  as 
a  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  as  a  way  of  increasing  the  interest  of 
townspeople  in  the  resources  of  their  library.  Comments  about  it  are  still 
coming  from  many  parts  of  the  country. 

A  flyer,  “What  has  everybody  at  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  that 
even  the  rich  man  hasn’t  at  home?”  was  prepared  for  nonusers  of  the 
library. 

Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  connection  between  the  art  interests  of 
suburban  readers,  and  the  work  of  the  great  metropolitan  museums.  Their 
publicity  has  been  presented  here,  with  book  affiliations.  The  library  has 
been  placed  on  the  circuit  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  for  traveling 
collections  of  pictures,  changed  at  monthly  intervals.  To  aid  this  joint 
action,  the  librarian  has  kept  in  personal  touch  with  this  museum,  and  also 
the  Museums  of  Modern  Art  in  Boston  and  New  York,  and  The  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  Museum. 

Miss  Jordan  serves  as  publicity  director  of  the  Camp  Fire  Girls,  as  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Executive  Board,  Council  of  Greater  Boston  Camp  Fire  Girls; 
and  spoke  before  the  Norwood  Literary  Club,  the  Public  Library  and  two 
schools  at  Concord,  New  Hampshire.  Miss  Smolski  served  as  assistant 
leader  of  one  of  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  troops.  Miss  Phillips  is  chairman  of 
the  Norwood  Women’s  Club  Education  Committee.  She  spoke  before  the 
Callahan  Parent-Teachers  Association,  the  Callahan  School  fifth  grade,  a 
group  of  workers  in  civic  social  work,  the  Women  of  the  Moose,  and  the 
Young  People’s  Fellowship  of  the  Congregational  Church.  She  served  on 
the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association,  their 
Scholarship  Committee,  as  chairman  of  their  Friends  of  the  Library  Com¬ 
mittee;  and  an  American  Library  Association  committee  to  recommend 
status  for  small  libraries  in  the  national  organization.  An  article  by  her, 
“Sources  of  Genius,”  will  be  published  in  the  January,  1942,  number 
of  the  quarterly  magazine,  “Clear  Horizons.” 

All  staff  members  attended  the  ALA  convention  in  Boston.  The  Misses 
Greig  and  Shumaker  served  as  hostesses.  During  this  convention  week  the 
library  arranged  for  guidance  of  visiting  librarians,  at  the  Plimpton  Press, 
and  was  represented  by  photographs  at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
in  their  exhibit  of  library  work  with  museums.  Other  meetings  at  which 
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this  staff  was  represented:  MLA,  Old  Colony,  and  the  New  Jersey  Library 
Association. 

Eleven  librarians  visited  this  library  to  observe  its  work.  Five  assistants 
on  this  staff  availed  themselves  of  the  plan  first  adopted  last  year  to  enable 
staff  members  to  have  a  day  a  year  to  observe  and  report  on  the  work  of 
approved  libraries. 

Two  new  substitutes,  each  with  excellent  academic  preparation  and  high 
personal  qualities  were  trained  in  the  rudiments  of  work  here. 

The  Simmons  School  of  Library  Science  sent  a  student  for  a  week  of 
observation  and  practice  work.  Miss  Jordan  completed  the  first  of  four 
summer  sessions  at  this  school,  leading  upon  its  successful  conclusion,  to 
a  degree  of  B.S.  in  Library  Science. 

Upon  the  Finance  Board  of  Norwood  requesting  of  all  town  departments, 
a  statement  on  salaries,  the  librarian  prepared  a  comprehensive  report  and 
table,  giving  for  the  first  time  recommended  minimum  and  maximum 
salaries  for  each  position,  and  educational  requirements.  If  adopted,  this 
should  aid  appreciably  in  raising  education  standards,  general  and  pro¬ 
fessional. 

This  library’s  “Progress  measurement,  1941,”  was  prepared  as  an  annual 
self-measurement  device  for  all  members  of  the  staff.  Incidentally,  a  super¬ 
intendent  of  schools  suburban  to  New  York  has  had  copies  of  it  made  for 
every  member  of  his  faculty. 

Who  Uses  the  Library? 

209  more  people  joined  this  year  than  last. 

49  former  borrowers  whose  cards  had  lapsed,  returned,  following  an 
extensive  mailing  of  invitations  to  resume  use. 

Borrowers  are  given  quicker  service  as  a  result  of  extensive  work  in 
transfer  of  3,200  old  application  cards  to  a  new  type  card  on  a  visible  index. 
Miss  Greig  supervised  the  work,  carried  out  by  NYA  helpers.  Convenience 
is  also  served  by  a  complete  rearrangement  of  the  charging  desk  to  enable 
patrons  to  return  books  on  the  side  in  direct  line  from  the  front  door. 

One  of  the  library’s  many  nonresident  users  who  pay  for  the  privilege, 
remarked,  “It  is  the  best  use  for  a  dollar  I  know  anything  about.” 

Friendly  Things  People  Do  For  the  Library 

Honor  is  due  those  who  by  their  skill  and  generosity  have  helped,  in 
services  or  gifts:  Mrs.  Robert  Whittlesey  has  represented  the  Norwood 
Garden  Club  in  exceptionally  artistic  flower  arrangements  at  intervals 
throughout  the  year.  At  the  library’s  request  she  lectured  on  the  subject 
to  the  Girl  Scouts  as  a  preliminary  to  their  undertaking  the  project  of 
flower  arrangements  in  the  Junior  Department. 

Miss  Helen  Arnold,  school  art  supervisor,  had  poster  size  catalog  cards 
made  for  use  in  library  lectures  to  pupils. 

Boys  and  girls  have  voluntered  work  in  preparation  of  books  for  school 
collections,  and  in  placing  chairs  for  story  hours.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1941. 

The  present  board  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  on  May  13,  1941. 
The  organization  has  been  as  follows  since  May  19,  1941.  Eileen  J.  Folan, 
Chairman;  Mrs.  Marion  B.  Brennan,  Secretary;  and  John  A.  Abdallah. 

The  Welfare  Board  continued  to  act  as  the  referral  agency  for  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  and  this  authority  still  remained  'delegated  to 
Mr.  Thomas  A.  Rorke,  the  Sponsors  Agent. 

The  selection  of  the  Junior  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  applicants 
continued  to  be  handled  by  the  Welfare  Department.  No  quotas  were 
established  during  the  year  1941  but  continuous  enrollment  was  available. 
There  were  no  boys  sent  to  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  during  1941. 
The  employment  condition  existing  in  Norwood  and  the  nearby  towns, 
undoubtedly  contributed  to  the  fact  that  no  young  men  were  interested 
enough  to  join  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps. 

A  summary  of  the  active  General  Relief  cases  with  the  number  of  people 
as  of  the  last  day  of  each  month  in  1941  appears  on  page  69. 

The  number  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases  changed  but  little  during 
the  course  of  the  year  and  it  would  appear  that  under  normal  conditions 
this  load  should  be  about  constant.  The  liberalization  of  the  law  that 
went  into  effect  in  1940  has  been  in  operation  long  enough  to  help  stabalize 
the  case  load  in  this  group. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  Temporary  Aid  cases  occurred  for  the 
most  part  in  the  employable  group.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  employment 
conditions  that  have  improved  on  account  of  the  Defense  program.  Some 
seasonal  unemployment  was  experienced  and  this  is  expected  from  time  to 
time  due  to  local  conditions. 

The  Works  Progress  Administration  has  also  experienced  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  men  employed.  During  the  later  part  of  the  year  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  laborers  were  sent  to  a  project  in  Hingham, 
Massachusetts  and  were  paid  a  higher  wage  scale  thus  helping  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  supplementary  list  which  was  being  aided  by  the  Public  Welfare 
Department.  The  eighteen  months  lay-off  on  the  Works  Progress  Adminis¬ 
tration  did  not  reflect  materially  on  the  Public  Welfare  case  load  in  1941 
chiefly  due  to  the  reduced  number  of  men  employed  on  the  Works  Progress 
Administration.  The  average  weekly  number  of  people  employed  on  the 
Works  Progress  Administration  in  1941  was  65. 

The  Sewing  Project  in  Norwood  ceased  to  operate  on  June  21,  1941. 
This  same  condition  was  experienced  in  several  other  towns  serving  the 
central  distribution  depot  in  Quincy,  Massachusetts.  Therefore,  the 
amount  of  clothing  received  from  Quincy  was  considerably  less  than  in 
former  years.

It  is  estimated  by  the  Surplus  Commodity  Division  that  the  value  of 
clothing  received  by  Norwood  was  $5,249.94  for  the  year  1941. 

The  Federal  Surplus  Commodity  Division  through  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  local  Board  continued  to  act  as  the  distribut¬ 
ing  center  supplying  surplus  commodities  to  properly  accredited  individuals 
and  families.  The  value  of  these  food  stuffs  as  estimated  by  the  Commodity 
Division  was  $17,086.61  for  the  year  1941.  Listed  below  are  the  types  of 
food  received  from  Quincy  and  distributed.

The  average  monthly  case  load  in  1941  was  127.5.  In  this  type  of  aid 
each  person  is  considered  as  one  case. 

The  net  increase  in  1941  was  less  than  in  1940  and  this  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  under  the  present  laws  the  peak  load  as  to  cases  at  the  age 
of  sixty-five  that  can  be  expected  is  being  reached.

The  services  rendered  include  treatment  for  every  kind  of  illness,  minor 
surgery,  obstetrics,  contagious  diseases,  and  consultations  on  diet  problems. 

As  showm  by  the  above  listing  of  visits,  the  town  physician  is  called  upon 
to  serve  every  type  of  medical  aid  that  is  rendered  by  the  town. 

In  a  few  rare  instances  the  services  of  other  hospitals  than  the  Norwood 
Hospital  were  used.  Transportation  and  incidental  expense  were  borne  by 
the  Welfare  Department. 

Special  treatment  has  been  rendered  to  recipients  at  Pondville  Hospital 
both  as  in-patients  and  at  the  clinic  held  on  Thursday  of  each  week. 

It  has  also  been  necessary  to  transfer  some  cases  to  Foxboro  or  Medfield 
and  the  detail  incident  to  accomplishing  this  change  was  handled  by  the 
Town  Physician. 

In  order  to  give  proper  care  and  treatment  to  convalescent  and  bed-ridden 
cases,  some  have  been  placed  in  boarding  homes. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Town  Physician  to  render  the  necessary 
care  promptly  and  in  conformity  with  the  best  accepted  medical  procedure.

On  August  22,  1941  Mr.  Bartley  J.  King  was  appointed  Health  Agent 
for  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  succeed  Mr.  Martin  J.  Foley,  in  this  capacity. 
Name  to  be  submitted  to  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  for  approval.  (Name 
was  approved  and  Mr.  King  began  his  duties  on  September  1,  1941). 

Regular  Board  Meetings  have  been  held  each  month  to  transact  any 
business  which  may  have  come  to  their  attention.

Report  of  Health  Agent 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Health  Agent,  Mr.  Bartley  J.  King 
from  September  1,  1941  through  December  31,  1941: 

The  following  is  my  monthly  report  summary  since  September  1,  1941. 
when  my  appointment  as  Health  Agent  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  was 
approved  by  the  Division  of  Civil  Service. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported  up  to  December  31,  1941. 

There  have  been  many  complaints  about  people  dumping  in  vacant  lots 
near  their  homes,  bringing  about  an  unsightly  condition  to  their  neighbor¬ 
hood  and  the  town.  These  conditions  have  been  cleared  up  and  no  dumping 
signs  erected  when  necessary. 

Investigated  and  settled  several  neighborhood  disputes. 

Routine  examination  of  manufacturing  plants  and  food  stores. 

Examined  two  shipments  of  California  Parrakeets  at  the  request  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

Inspected  premises  of  poultry  market  seeking  permit  to  kill  chickens. 

Examined  site  of  proposed  Slaughter  House  on  Sumner  Street. 

Investigated  garbage  complaints. 

Report  of  Milk  Inspector 

The  Milk  Inspector,  Mr.  Leonard  E.  Curran  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1941 : 

During  1941  fifty-two  licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  were  granted. 
Six  licenses  for  the  sale  of  oleomargarine  were  issued. 

Two  licenses  to  manufacture  ice-cream  and  frozen  desserts  were  issued 
for  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Five  licenses  to  pasteurize  milk  were  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Fifty-eight  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  bacterial  content  (for  both 
numbers  of  bacteria  per  c.c.  and  the  kind  of  bacteria  present).  Ninety- 
eight  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  butter-fat  and  total  solids. 

As  in  past  years  much  new  equipment  was  installed  by  the  local  dealers 
in  milk,  to  improve  the  quality  and  purity  of  their  milk.

The  N.  Y.  A.  Basketball  League  opened  its  season  at  the  Junior  High 
School,  and  operated  two  nights  each  week  until  the  final  playoff  game  on 
March  23,  1941  which  was  won  by  the  Old  Timers.  The  games  were  very 
well  attended,  with  about  two  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  per  game. 

The  N.  Y.  A.  also  co-operated  with  the  Women’s  Community  Committee 
in  running  dances  on  Friday  evenings. 

Clerical  Assistance 

The  Clerical  Assistance  Project  is  in  its  third  year  of  operation  with 
girls  working  at  the  Norwood  Public  Library,  the  School  Department,  and 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  Municipal  Building. 

Workshop 

The  Workshop  Project  continues  to  operate  with  boys  working  at  the 
Public  Works  Department,  the  Electric  Light  Department  and  the  School 
Department. 

The  Defense  Training  Project  at  the  Plimpton  Press  closed  on  June  5th 
of  this  year. 

Several  boys  have  been  sent  to  the  Defense  Training  Camps  at  Spencer 
and  Methuen,  Massachusetts  and  to  Quoddy,  Maine. 

The  salaries  of  all  boys  and  girls  are  paid  from  Federal  Funds  and  no 
youth  worker  displaces  any  town  worker. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
given  me  by  you,  Mr.  Kendrick,  Selectmen,  the  various  Department 
Heads,  Women’s  Community  Committee  and  the  Plimpton  Press.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

The  Finance  Commission  organized  for  the  year  1941  as  follows:  Ed¬ 
mund  F.  Murphy,  Chairman;  John  R.  Russell,  Clerk,  and  Fred  A.  Carlson, 
member  of  the  commission. 

On  Januaty  1,  1941,  the  debt  of  Town  was  8783,577.00  with  maturities 
in  1941  of  $155,000.00  and  borrowings  during  the  same  period  of  $210,000- 
.00:  Henry  O.  Peabody  School,  $150,000.00;  Electric  Light  Sub-Station, 
$60,000.00. 

The  borrowing  capacity  of  the  Town  on  January  1,  1941,  was  $275,672.42 
and  on  December  31,  1941  was  $321,338.61. 

After  examination  of  the  requests  for  appropriations  submitted  by  the 
various  departments,  the  Commission  met  with  all  department  heads  and 
boards  charged  with  the  expenditure  of  the  appropriations  and  discussed 
in  detail  the  basis  for  the  requests. 

Following  completion  of  the  Commissions  recommendations,  public 
hearings  were  held.  For  a  Town  the  size  of  Norwood,  practically  no  interest 
was  shown  in  the  hearings. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  no  money  was  raised  by  borrowing  for 
Public  Works  construction;  all  these  funds  being  raised  by  taxation. 

The  policy  of  the  present  Finance  Commission  is  based  on  a  “pay  as 
you  go”  program.  We  believe  that  a  sound  financial  program  for  the 
Town  should  eliminate  borrowings  as  far  as  possible,  and  that  approval 
for  borrowing  should  only  be  given  to  projects  of  a  permanent  and  non¬ 
recurring  nature. 

The  Commission  wished  to  thank  various  departments  and  boards  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  year.  The  Commission  deplores  the  inability 
of  some  departments  to  get  their  budgets  before  them  for  consideration 
as  required,  and  we  strongly  urge  that  this  be  corrected  so  that  the  work  of 
the  Commission  may  not  be  unduly  burdensome.  We  should  like  to  com¬ 
plete  our  work  in  time  to  give  proper  publicity  to  our  recommendations  far 
enough  in  advance  of  town  meeting  in  order  that  all  citizens  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  take  whatever  action  they  deem  necessary. 

The  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and  transfers 
therefrom  are  set  out  below:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Herewith,  I  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  S  uperintendent  of  Schools. 

In  previous  reports,  I  have  attempted  to  outline  a  personal  philosophy 
of  education  in  such  manner  as  to  indicate,  in  broad  perspective,  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  school  in  achievement  of  its  primary  function — the  education 
of  the  child  entrusted  to  its  care. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  definitions,  objectives  and,  to  some  extent, 
methods  of  procedure. 

We  assume  that  the  child  who  enters  school  grows  in  his  powers — to  ex¬ 
tend,  to  improve  and  to  organize  his  activities.  Apart  from  the  fact  that 
individuals  differ  in  the  rate  at  which  these  powers  develop  and  in  the  level 
of  development,  there  is  one  thing  which  characterizes  all  individual  de¬ 
velopment.  It  is  genetic — it  is  a  growth  and  refinement  of  a  power  which 
is  the  potential  possessed  by  the  individual  who  becomes  the  beneficiary 
as  development  makes  possible  more  productive  activity. 

One  of  our  first  concerns  in  this  matter  is  that  the  individual  develop  in 
such  manner  as  not  to  be  a  victim  of  a  poor  method  of  instruction.  This  is 
only  to  say  that  it  is  the  business  of  the  school  to  teach  but  not  to  do  so  in 
such  a  way  as  to  do  harm. 

This  consideration  which  involves  matters  of  readiness  to  learn,  interest 
in  learning,  differences  in  rates  and  levels  of  learning,  and  general  aspects 
of  behavior  might  well  lead  to  a  discussion  which  it  is  not  the  purpose  of 
this  report  to  cover. 

However,  there  is  one  phase  of  the  educational  program  which  will  bear 
consideration  in  this  report.  It  is  the  question  which  is  raised  in  con¬ 
nection  with  “what  to  teach”. 

Obviously,  we  would  teach  those  things  which  are  of  cultural  and  personal 
worth  to  the  individual  who  must  live  and  get  along  with  others  in  his 
society. 

At  this  time,  we,  in  Norwood,  are  concerned  with  the  subject  matter  of 
our  secondary  program.  More  especially  because  we  are  planning  a  major 
program  in  vocational  education.  After  many  years  of  negotiation,  we 
now  have  the  opportunity  to  provide  a  vocational  school  program  for  girls 
and  later,  for  boys. 

It  would  seem  that  our  initial  efforts  should  be  directed  so  as  to  set  the 
roots  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls  in  firm  soil  in  order  that  the 
program  may  develop  to  its  highest  potentialities. 

In  the  matter  of  our  purpose,  may  it  be  said  that  many  of  us  have  a 
deep-seated  conviction  that  our  comprehensive  high  school  program  has 
failed  to  meet  the  needs  of  many  of  our  secondary  school  enrollees. 

As  best  we  could,  under  the  circumstances  we  have  tried  to  prepare  our 
young  people  for  life  in  a  work-a-day  world.  For  the  most  part  the  going 
has  been  a  “butt-weld”  proposition.  Altogether  the  procedure  is  a  ques¬ 
tionable  one  for  work  and  life  beyond  the  school  are  much  different  from 
anything  which  can  be  emulated  in  an  artificial  classroom  situation. 
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To  some  extent  the  vocational  school  procedure  is  a  better  one,  because 
it  provides  a  method  by  which  school  and  industry  are  linked  closer  to¬ 
gether  by  “lap-weld”  or  “expansion  joint”.  The  student  is  provided  the 
opportunity  to  develop  marketable  skills  under  actual  production  con¬ 
ditions  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  develop  a  cultural  background  which 
makes  for  better  home  and  community  membership. 

Through  battery  of  tests  or  other  selective  procedures  a  more  wisely 
selected  course  of  study  designed  to  prepare  the  individual  for  profitable 
vocational  pursuit  is  made  possible.  This,  however,  is  based  upon  the 
assumption  that  there  is  a  substantial  variety  in  our  program  offerings. 

To  this  end,  an  initial  program  for  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for 
Girls  has  been  prepared  and  included  among  its  offerings  will  be  courses 
in  the  Foods,  Needle,  Beauty  Culture  and  Commercial  occupations.  Some 
provision  and  much  thought  have  been  given  to  the  matter  of  other  voca¬ 
tional  pursuits  not  listed  here  and  for  which  facilities  will  be  provided, 
when  it  appears  that  patronage  by  prospective  enrollees  will  make  the 
program  offerings  profitable. 

Particularly,  attention  of  the  reader  is  called  to  the  fact  that  it  will  be  a 
school  for  girls  and  no  effort  will  be  spared  by  those  who  are  responsible  for 
it  to  see  that  the  school  will  be  organized  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
whom  it  will  serve. 

Particularly,  it  is  a  substantial  advantage  to  have  the  Girls’  Vocational 
School  on  the  same  premises  and  adjoining  the  High  School,  for  the  facili¬ 
ties  of  each  will  be  available  to  all.  To  cite  an  example — a  young  lady  who 
plans  to  do  secretarial  work  in  an  architect’s  office  will  have  the  advantages 
of  mechanical  and  freehand  drawing  room  facilities  available  for  her  use  in 
the  development  of  necessary  skills.  At  the  same  time,  through  cooperative 
procedure,  she  will,  if  possible,  be  placed  in  part-time  employment  in  the 
type  of  office  in  which  she  is  later  to  be  employed.  This  is  the  Vocational 
School  Way  of  doing  it. 

Some  reference  has  been  made  to  vocational  work  for  boys.  True,  no 
definite  program  has  yet  been  prepared.  However,  the  school  may  do  for 
the  boys  what  the  High  School  has  never  been  able  to  do  and,  for  the  same 
reason,  which  has  been  given  for  its  shortcomings  in  meeting  the  needs  of 
girls. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why  a  vocational  program  for  boys  is 
worthwhile  and,  with  respect  to  its  need,  especially  in  these  times,  little 
need  be  said. 

There  will  be  room  for  the  program  in  its  beginnings  which  may  well  be 
modest  and  such  rearrangement  of  space  facilities  as  may  be  necessary 
should  not  be  difficult.  Space  will  be  made  available  by  reason  of  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  a  substantial  number  of  High  School  girls  to  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School. 

Initial  expense  need  not  be  heavy,  for  some  profitable  vocational  courses 
for  boys  may  be  established  which  will  call  for  small  outlay  for  equipment. 
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Later  it  will,  as  the  pos  ibilities  of  the  school  become  more  appreciated,  be 
necessary  to  do  some  large-scale  planning  for  it. 

A  word  in  the  matter  of  expense — in  the  long  run,  our  secondary  school 
program  will  be  less  expensive  than  it  has  been — our  schools  will  be  in  a 
position  to  do  more  than  ever  before  in  meeting  the  education  needs  of 
those  for  whom  we  are  responsible. 

Language  Arts 

Miss  Ruth  Rogers,  one  of  our  Shattuck  School  teachers,  was  appointed 
chairman  of  a  committee,  consisting  of  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School 
teachers,  for  the  purpose  of  revising  our  whole  Language  Arts  Program. 

Through  the  year,  this  group  of  teachers  worked  diligently  upon  this 
problem.  The  work  is  now  finished  and  ready  for  printing. 

As  a  result  of  their  excellent  treatment  of  the  outline,  we  have  an  up-to- 
date  revision  of  our  Oral  Language,  Written  Language.  Literature,  Es¬ 
sentials  in  Mechanics,  Writing  and  Spelling  activities  from  grades  one  to 
nine  inclusive. 

The  whole  work  has  placed  a  heavy  burden  upon  this  group  of  teachers 
who  have  unselfishly  and  devotedly  addressed  their  efforts  to  this  task  and 
personally,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  render  an  expression  of  gratitude  to 
them. 

What  the  War  Means  to  Us 

A  review  of  courses  of  study  in  the  schools  before  and  during  the  Civil 
War  and  later,  during  the  World  War  period,  reveals  no  attempt  upon  the 
part  of  schools  to  participate  in  the  study  of  the  reconstruction  problems 
which  are  sure  to  follow  any  such  major  activity  in  the  life  of  our  Nation. 

We  are  all  agreed  that  these  problems  of  peace  after,  are  much  more 
difficult  than  the  problems  before,  or  during  war  time. 

The  young  people  who  are  now  in  school  will  IjC  called  upon  to  play  their 
part  in  working  out  readjustments  made  necessary  by  the  present  war 
emergency  and  it  is  our  duty  to  provide  for  an  understanding  of  the  prob¬ 
lem. 

This  is  an  all-out  war.  The  shifting  of  millions  of  competent  people  from 
peace-time  production  of  consumer  goods  to  defense  production  or  armed 
forces  is  overpowering.  The  problems  presented  are  tremendous  and 
manifold. 

Most  of  us  are  appalled  to  think  of  the  peace  and  its  problems  which  are 
to  follow. 

With  these  things  in  mind,  I  am  proposing  to  all  our  teachers  that  we, 
as  a  group,  attempt  to  give  this  matter  our  attention  this  coming  year  so 
that,  in  the  first  place,  we  shall  be  competent  observers  and  students  of  the 
contemporary  and,  in  the  second  place,  that  we  may  teach  and  guide  pupils 
in  such  manner  as  to  prepare  them,  in  an  attitude  of  expectancy  of,  and 
readiness  for  change,  for  the  participation  which  must  be  theirs  in  the  solu¬ 
tion  of  problems  which  must  surely  arise. 

Hopefully,  we  look  forward  to  progress  and  accomplishment  in  this  task. 
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Conclusion 

May  I  express  to  you,  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  to 
all  my  fellow- workers  in  the  Norwood  School  Department  and  to  the  other 
Town  officials  upon  whom  I  have  to  call  for  help  and  advice,  my  feelings  of 
deep  gratitude  for  the  kind  and  considerate  manner  in  which  you  have  aided 
and  supported  me  in  my  work.

The  problem  of  the  post-graduate  student  is  practically  non-existent 
this  year  since  this  group  contains  only  tw’o  girls  (not  included  in  Table  1 ) . 
The  opportunities  for  employment  which  have  been  available  during  the 
past  year  have  been  of  such  a  character  that  all  graduates  of  a  year  ago 
who  wished  to  w'ork  have  been  placed.

Among  the  Juniors  listed  in  the  two  tables  above,  there  are  ten  boys  and 
four  girls  w'ho  may  earn  a  diploma  in  June,  1942;  so  that  the  total  number 
of  graduates  next  June  may  be  226.  When  the  elective  blanks  were  ex- 
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amined  last  spring,  a  total  school  enrollment  of  754  pupils  was  indicated 
for  September,  1941.  On  the  basis  of  the  above  totals,  approximately  50 
of  these  pupils  failed  to  appear;  due,  without  doubt,  to  the  opportunities 
for  employment  which  are  noted  above.

If  the  same  percentage  of  loss  is  applied  to  this  figure  which  was  obtained 
last  year  (6%)  then  the  expected  enrollment  will  be  677.  This  figure  will 
of  course  be  affected  by  the  opening  of  the  Peabody  School,  but  it  seems 
impossible  to  make  any  valid  prediction  as  to  just  what  this  effect  may  be. 
It  seems  reasonable  to  suppose,  however,  that  the  peak  of  our  High  School 
enrollment  has  been  reached,  and  unless  there  should  be  an  influx  of  popu¬ 
lation  into  our  town  within  the  next  few  years,  it  is  probable  that  our  en¬ 
rollment  will  continue  to  drop. 

In  the  school  report  of  one  year  ago,  a  table  was  compiled  showing  the 
fluctuation  in  the  High  School  enrollment  over  a  ten  year  period.  Perhaps, 
as  a  corollary  to  this  table,  it  might  be  of  interest  to  record  the  fluctuations 
in  the  graduating  classes  over  this  same  ten  year  period.

A  comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  of  one  year  ago  will  show  a 
slight  increase  in  our  College  Preparatory  group;  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
Commercial  group,  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  General  group. 
This  is  doubtless  a  result  of  the  troubled  times  in  which  we  are  living,  with 
the  resulting  emphasis  (especially  for  boys)  on  the  value  of  work  in  Shop, 
Science,  Mathematics,  and  Mechanical  Drawing.  It  is  reasonable  to  as¬ 
sume  that  this  emphasis  will  continue  at  least  for  the  duration  of  the  world 
struggle.  Actually  we  have  six  more  classes  in  the  above  mentioned  sub¬ 
jects  than  were  in  existence  a  year  ago. 


PART  II 

SIGNIFICANT  FACTS  WITHIN  THE  SCHOOL 
Changes  in  the  Teaching  Staff 

During  the  past  summer  two  of  our  teachers  resigned  to  be  rharried. 
Miss  Doyle  and  Miss  Peabody.  Miss  Doyle  entered  our  system  in  1924, 
and  Miss  Peabody  in  1935.  The  one,  teacher  in  the  field  of  commercial 
subjects,  and  the  other,  in  the  field  of  English,  have  thus  exerted  con 
siderable  influence  upon  the  many  pupils  who  have  passed  through  their 
classrooms.  Miss  Tormey,  for  commercial  subjects,  and  Miss  O’Brien,  for 
English,  w’ere  elected  to  begin  w'ork  last  September.  Both  of  these  women 
have  adjusted  themselves  to  the  work  of  our  school  and  bid  fair  to  become 
successful  members  of  their  respective  departments. 

Curriculum  Changes 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  there  have  been  no  major  changes  in 
our  curriculum.  Choral  singing,  which  has  been  required  of  all  Sophomores 
up  to  September  1941,  has  now  been  made  an  optional  subject.  Our  di¬ 
rector  of  music  makes  some  reference  to  this  fact  in  his  report.  Without 
doubt  a  considerable  amount  of  adjustment  vdll  have  to  be  made  in  some 
of  our  subject  offerings  when  the  Peabody  School  is  opened,  but  here  again 
no  prediction  of  what  these  changes  may  be  can  be  made. 

Social  Science  in  the  Senior  High  School 

Perhaps  some  analysis  of  our  electives  in  our  Social  Science  program 
would  be  of  interest  at  this  time  when  so  much  is  being  said  and  written 
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about  our  Democratic  way  of  life.  Our  offerings  in  this  field  may  be  listed 
as  follows:

In  Grade  X,  55  pupils  (or  20%  of  the  entire  class)  are  taking  this  subject- 
In  the  Junior  year,  since  American  History  is  a  requirement  set  up  by  the 
State  for  a  High  School  diploma,  100%  of  the  class  take  this  subject.  It 
may  be  said  in  passing  that  the  material  in  this  course  is  divided  about 
60-40  as  between  U.  S.  History  and  Government  and  Current  Events.  In 
the  Senior  Year,  53  pupils  (or  25%  of  the  class)  are  enrolled;  while  Eco¬ 
nomics,  placed  as  it  is  in  both  years,  since  it  may  be  elected  by  pupils  in 
both  classes,  shows  an  enrollment  of  50  in  one  case  and  59  in  the  other; 
22%  and  27%  of  the  respective  classes.  Excluding  the  required  American 
History,  about  25%  of  our  pupils  are  taking  work  in  the  Social  Sciences, 
and  the  question  may  properly  be  asked  whether  the  schools  are  requiring 
as  much  as  they  might  in  this  field.  It  is  of  course  true  that  we  try  to  teach 
the  principles  of  Democracy  in  all  the  activities  of  the  school,  among  which 
may  be  noted  especially  the  following: 

Eight  pupils  in  our  school  entered  the  League  of  Nations  Contest  last 
year,  two  of  whom  received  honorable  mention. 

Four  pupils  went  to  Washington  under  the  auspices  of  the  National 
Capital  School  Visitors  Council,  and  seven  are  planning  to  go  this 
year.  These  pupils  bring  back  many  valuable  experiences  to  the  school 
in  their  classroom  activities  and  in  our  assembly  programs. 

Four  pupils  entered  the  Town  Planning  Contest  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  one  of  whom  received  honor¬ 
able  mention. 

In  spite  of  all  we  may  try  to  do,  it  is  probably  true  that  much  more  could 
be  accomplished  in  an  organized  course  which  might  be  required  of  all 
pupils  in  addition  to  the  work  in  American  History.  As  this  report  is  being 
written,  a  group  of  pupils  have  spent  considerable  time  working  on  the 
organization  of  a  Student  Council.  Such  a  project  would  give  a  wide  op¬ 
portunity  for  pupils  to  participate  in  the  administration  of  the  school,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  organization  of  this  project  will  soon  be  completed. 

Lane  Medals 

The  Lane  Medals  have  been  presented  in  connection  with  the  graduation 
exercises  for  a  long  time  to  those  pupils  who  met  certain  scholastic  require¬ 
ments  as  laid  down  by  the  School  Board.  During  the  past  15  years  the 
number  of  these  medals  which  have  been  awarded  each  year  has  averaged 
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about  12%  of  the  graduating  class.  While  no  concrete  evidence  can  be 
produced  to  substantiate  the  following  statements,  it  is  becoming  increas¬ 
ingly  evident  to  the  administrative  officers  of  the  school  that  certain 
practices  are  occurring  year  after  year  which  are  not  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  pupils  concerned,  nor  for  their  education.  Some  of  these  facts  follow: 

1.  Certain  pupils  are  entering  the  Sophomore  Class  each  year  with  a  vision 
of  the  Lane  Medal  three  years  hence  and  are  electing  subjects  which  will 
be  most  likely  to  produce  this  medal  regardless  of  whether  or  not  these 
subjects  are  most  desirable  for  them. 

2.  Pupils  in  the  Senior  year  are  taking  four  subjects  rather  than  five  with 
the  thought  that  by  so  doing  their  chances  of  receiving  the  medal  will 
be  that  much  greater. 

3.  Pupils  in  the  Senior  year  are  sometimes  electing  less  difficult  subjects 
in  order  to  make  a  medal  more  likely,  when  perhaps  more  difficult  sub¬ 
jects  would  be  more  desirable  for  them.  Now,  if  these  things  are  hap¬ 
pening,  such  results  were  probably  far  from  the  mind  of  the  donor;  and 
if  the  goal  of  education  is  the  idea  that  each  individual  avail  himself 
both  in  quantity  and  quality  commensurate  with  his  own  abihty  of  the 
opportunities  which  are  offered,  then  it  would  seem  to  some  of  us  at  the 
school  that  a  review  of  the  conditions  under  which  these  medals  are 
awarded  ought  to  be  made. 

Use  of  Prognostic  Tests 

For  the  past  two  years  now,  tests  have  been  given  to  pupils  in  the  Algebra 
classes  in  Grade  IX,  with  a  view  to  assisting  these  pupils  in  the  election  of 
their  subjects  for  the  following  year,  especially  those  pupils  who  are  planning 
to  go  on  with  their  Mathematics.  Our  records  show  that  there  is  a  close 
correlation  between  the  grade  which  a  pupil  receives  on  this  test  and  his 
subsequent  work  in  Mathematics,  so  that  we  can  say  to  pupils,  wdth  a  very 
reasonable  chance  of  being  correct,  that  their  chance  of  success  is  very  poor 
in  the  Mathematics  of  Grade  X  unless  they  can  earn  a  certain  minimum 
grade  on  the  test.  We  are  at  present  working  on  a  similar  test  for  those 
pupils  who  expect  to  elect  Stenography  in  Grade  XI^  and  it  is  hoped  that 
definite  results  in  this  field  will  be  available  in  another  year. 

Vocations  and  the  Activities  of  Graduates 
For  the  first  time  in  several  years  no  detailed  study  of  the  activities  of 
the  graduates  of  last  June  has  been  made.  Because  of  prevailing  conditions 
in  industry,  it  is  probably  true  that  all  of  our  graduates  of  last  June  who 
wish  to  do  so  are  working;  and  it  was  felt  that  the  compilation  of  such  a  list 
would  be  a  waste  of  time.  Something,  however,  should  be  said  about  our 
work  in  Vocations.  This  will  be  the  third  year  that  this  activity  has  been 
going  on  in  our  school,  and  w'e  were  fortunate  last  year  in  having  several 
visits  from  Mr.  Roland  Darling  who  is  associated  with  the  Job  Hunters 
Club  at  the  Boston  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Mr.  Darling  visited  our  classes  on  several 
occasions,  made  the  complete  facilities  of  his  office  available  to  our  pupils, 
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and  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  us  in  our  vocations  problems.  It  is 
entirely  probable  that  the  work  which  will  be  done  by  the  director  of  the 
Peabody  School  will  replace  in  a  large  measure  our  work  in  this  field,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  assumed  that  many  of  the  girls  who  expect  to  go  to  work  im¬ 
mediately  after  High  School  will  be  students  at  that  school. 

Directed  Reading  in  the  English  Classes 
Much  has  been  written  in  Educational  Literature  during  the  past  few 
years  regarding  the  fact  that  High  School  pupils  read  with  difficulty,  and 
much  has  been  attempted  by  all  schools  in  regard  to  remedial  reading. 
The  Norwood  High  School  has  not  been  without  its  problems  in  this  respect, 
and  an  experiment  has  been  going  on  now  for  two  years  which  deserves 
some  mention  in  this  report.  A  brief  outline  of  what  this  procedure  has 
been,  together  with  some  of  the  results,  is  shown  below: 

1.  Reading  periods  for  some  classes  have  been  held  in  the  school  library 
once  each  week  from  January  through  June. 

2.  Books  read  ranged  from  7th  grade  to  adult  level.  All  interests  were 
considered  in  choosing  titles:  sport,  romance,  adventure,  science, 
mystery,  school,  life,  travel,  biography,  and  careers. 

3.  At  first  pupils  were  allowed  to  make  their  own  selections  of  books. 
Later  the  teacher  made  an  effort  to  raise  the  level  of  reading  through 
suggesting  titles  of  a  more  difficult  grade,  but  no  pressure  was  used. 


Results : 

1.  Pupils  read  more  books  than  they  would  ordinarily  have  read,  and  they 
were  interested  in  their  reading. 

2.  Reading  as  a  group,  they  saw  each  other's  books  and  offered  recom¬ 
mendations  to  one  another. 


3.  The  circulation  varied  from  three  to  four  for  some  books,  to  fifty-six 
for  others.  The  most  popular  books  were  not  necessarily  the  easiest  to 
read.

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School  Attendance 

The  regularity  of  school  attendance  is  a  problem  which  causes  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  difficulty  in  most  schools.  Practically  every  parent 
will  agree  that  it  is  desirable  for  pupils  to  come  to  school  regularly  if  the 
maximum  amount  of  benefit  is  to  be  derived  from  the  work  of  the  school. 
This  is  increasingly  true  as  the  pupil  progresses  through  the  grades,  since 
the  continuity  of  and  difficulty  with  the  school  work  increases  as  the  pupil 
goes  on.  Ordinarily  most  pupils  have  gone  through  the  usual  diseases  of 
childhood  when  the  Senior  High  School  is  reached,  so  that  the  attendance 
in  grade  XII  ought  to  be  better  than  any  other  grade  in  the  school.  There 
are,  however,  many  factors  which  operate  against  this  statement,  some  of 
which  may  be  noted  as  follows: 

1.  Illness. 

2.  Inadequate  protection  against  the  weather  on  stormy  days. 

3.  The  fact  that  the  High  School  is  relatively  distant  from  some  homes  as 
compared  to  the  distance  of  some  of  the  elementary  schools  which  the 
pupil,  may  have  attended. 

The  school  recognizes  all  these  factors  and  attempts  to  use  its  best  judg¬ 
ment  in  the  disposition  of  all  its  rules.  On  the  other  hand,  it  does  seem  to 
the  school  that  some  parents  permit  their  children  to  remain  out  of  school 
for  very  slight  reasons,  and  we  receive  many  requests  for  dismissal  in  the 
course  of  a  year  where  it  seems  to  us  that  such  requests  could  easily  have 
been  avoided  had  the  parents  decided  to  do  the  thing  at  hand  on  a  Saturday 
instead  of  on  a  school  day. 

It  is  obviously  unfair  to  teachers,  most  of  whom  are  concerned  with  125 
or  150  boys  and  girls  in  the  course  of  a  day,  to  expect  them  to  reteach 
material  which  has  already  been  taught  in  order  that  some  pupils  may 
either  be  absent  or  dismissed  for  what  the  school  considers  illegitimate 
reasons.  The  school  is  always  ready  and  walling  to  co-operate  with  parents 
where  illness  or  other  legitimate  causes  of  absences  have  occurred,  but  it 
also  expects  a  reasonable  amount  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents  to 
see  that  their  boys  and  girls  come  to  school  regularly  and  that  they  remain 
during  the  entire  school  day. 

Open  House  Night  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 

There  is  at  present  no  Parent-Teacher  organization  wffiich  is  connected 
with  the  Senior  High  School,  and  it  is  probable  that  such  a  group  would  not 
be  successful  because  of  this  fact:  When  such  a  group  exists  in  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  which  is  served  by  one  elementary  school,  the  parents  know  the 
teachers  and  they  know  each  other.  When  the  pupils  go  on  to  one  Senior 
High  School  serving  a  complete  community,  the  above  situation  no  longer 
is  true,  and  parents  as  a  rule  do  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the  more  widely 
scattered  group.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  parents  of  our  High  School  boys 
and  girls  do  not  visit  the  school  more  often  than  they  do,  and  for  that  reason 
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the  school  was  most  anxious  to  invite  the  Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  be  the  guest  of  the  school  at  one  of  the  meetings  last  spring.  The  school 
believes  that  such  meetings  make  for  better  co-operation  among  parents, 
teachers,  pupils,  and  the  school. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  teaching 
force  for  its  co-operative  work;  to  Miss  Phillips  and  her  corps  of  assistants 
at  the  Norwood  Public  Library  for  their  co-operation  in  inviting  classes  to 
the  library  for  instructional  purposes,  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  to  the  School  Board. 

A  list  of  pupils  to  whom  Lane  Medals  were  given  last  June,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  High  School  graduation  program  concludes  this  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Junior 
High  School. 

Our  testing  program  shows  that  in  most  studies  our  school  does  at  least 
as  well  as  the  average,  while  in  Latin  and  Algebra,  our  classes  far  exceed 
the  standard  median. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  when  our  present  ninth  grade  pupils 
were  choosing  their  courses  of  study,  only  a  few  elected  General  Mathe¬ 
matics  and,  as  a  consequence,  this  subject  was  withdrawn.  Those  who 
normally  would  be  interested  in  Mathematics  preferred  Algebra.  General 
Science  was  also  elected  by  an  increasing  number.  The  desire  for  Algebra 
and  Science  is  the  most  noticeable  trend  which  has  come  from  the  influence 
of  our  national  defense  program. 

One  period  each  week  is  devoted  in  seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  Current 
Events.  This  has  always  been  a  worthwhile  part  of  our  Social  Science 
program,  and  in  the  present  world  condition,  the  constant  reading  and  dis¬ 
cussion  of  major  events  enables  the  pupils  to  keep  abreast  of  events,  and 
to  realize  that  Geography  today  cannot  be  separated  from  History  any 
more  than  it  could  be  done  successfully  in  the  past. 

Our  Guidance  Department  continues  its  excellent  work,  and  the  training 
in  citizenship  and  character  development  is  reflected  throughout  the  school. 
Realizing  that  we  have  a  social  obligation  in  the  community,  the  Guidance 
teachers*  sponsored  four  dancing  parties  for  ninth  grade  pupils,  and  the 
results  were  decidedly  worthwhile,  Before  each  party  our  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  teachers  had  given  dancing  instruction  outside  of  class  time  to  all  who 
needed  it,  and  this  included  many  who  had  never  before  attempted  to 
dance.  Training  in  etiquette  was  also  given  to  the  various  groups  in 
Guidance  classes,  and  the  parties  were  supervised  so  that  each  pupil  might, 
by  active  participation,  learn  under  wholesome  conditions  the  social  graces 
which  are  so  necessary  in  the  development  of  youth. 

The  new  Art  program  has  been  in  operation  for  a  full  school  year,  and  the 
type  of  work  provided  has  fulfilled  our  high  expectations.  Everyone  has  an 
opportunity  to  enjoy  Art,  since  the  course  is  designed  for  all,  rather  than 
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the  few  who  can  skilfully  copy  nature.  The  pupils  do  the  Art  work  for  our 
magazine,  and  it  is  interesting  to  follow  even  a  single  design  from  its  be¬ 
ginning  stage  to  the  successful  conclusion  to  observe  the  skills  necessary 
for  worthwhile  work. 

Thirty  varied  club  activities  provide  training  which  develop  interests 
and  enable  pupils  to  make  more  worthy  use  of  leisure  time.  Many  of  these 
clubs  furnish  finished  products  to  our  Community  Club,  which  is  a  service 
club  operating  throughout  the  year.  This  club  furnished  last  year  large 
quantities  of  useful  products  both  for  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Norwood 
Hospital.  Such  clubs  are  also  showing  by  example  that  service  to  others  is 
necessary  for  youths  as  well  as  for  adults. 

Much  is  accomplished  in  music,  for,  in  addition  to  the  regular  music 
classes,  where  basic  training  is  provided,  there  are  three  clubs  devoted  to 
instrumental  music.  Mr.  Farnham  devotes  considerable  time  to  the  band 
which  practices  twice  a  week  as  a  unit  and  four  mornings  before  school  in 
sections.  A  free  lesson  may  also  be  had  after  school  on  Fridays  by  any  band 
member  who  wishes  it.  The  band  has  played  at  each  elementary  school,  at 
evening  school,  and  at  local  and  outside  parades.  We  need  new  uniforms 
for  the  band,  and  some  money  was  raised  for  this  purpose  by  a  magazine 
sales  campaign. 

Last  March  our  7R  Division  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Kathryn  R. 
Byrne,  presented  a  play,  “The  Knave  of  Hearts.”  With  the  money  raised 
from  this  source,  our  Junior  Red  Cross  presented  a  check  for  one  hundred 
dollars  to  the  British  Workshop  Division  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross.  We 
stipulated  that  the  money  was  to  be  used  to  purchase  sleeping-bags  for  the 
use  of  children  in  air-raid  shelters. 

Our  student  magazine,  the  Junior  Narrator  again  won  high  honors.  We 
were  awarded  a  silver  cup,  the  award  for  first  prize  in  the  literary  magazine 
class  at  Boston  University  in  a  contest  sponsored  by  the  New  England 
Interscholastic  Press  Association.  At  Columbia  University,  our  Junior 
Narrator  was  awarded  a  silver  medal  as  the  second  award  in  its  national 
contest.  In  essay  writing,  we  received  the  All-Columbian  Award,  since 
our  essays  were  judged  the  best  in  any  publication.  Two  of  our  pupils  were 
invited  to  deliver  addresses  at  Columbia  University.  Thomas  Rogers  spoke 
on,  “Editorials  in  the  Student  Magazines,”  and  Charles  Mitchell  discussed, 
“Stories  and  Essays  in  Student  Magazines.” 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work 
done  by  the  Junior  High  School  teachers,  and  also  for  the  co-operation  and 
helpful  advice  which  have  always  been  given  by  our  Superintendent  of 
Schools.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  Home  Economics  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1941. 

The  Present  Need  of  Education  for  Home  and  Family  Living 

Education  today  finds  itself  in  the  interesting  predicament  of  having  to 
reappraise  the  past  to  determine  what  elements  of  culture  are  worthy  of 
passing  on  and  of  making  the  newer  knowledge  useful  to  citizens  of  today 
and  tomorrow.  Education  for  Home  and  Family  Life  shares  in  this  ad¬ 
venture  and  the  greatest  need  of  education  today  is  that  this  type  of  educa¬ 
tion  become  a  part  of  or  a  basis  for  the  whole  program  of  education.  Never 
has  the  need  been  greater  for  building  strong  and  happy  home  life,  for  today 
we  see  the  famdly  as  the  primary  social  group  in  a  society  striving  des¬ 
perately  to  achieve  and  hold  democratic  ideals. 

In  the  light  of  the  challenge  of  today  we  need  new  courage  and  faith 
that  life  has  value  and  meaning  if  we  are  to  bring  to  it  capacities  for  living 
and  hoping  and  an  appreciation  of  rewards  to  be  gained  through  happy 
human  relationships  within  the  family.  In  every  level  of  education  must  be 
found  clarification  of  what  democracy  means  in  every  aspect  of  living, 
especially  in  the  familyi 

Home  Economics  Education  means  Education  for  Home  and  Family 
living.  This  branch  of  education  offers  the  opportunity  to  make  life  rich, 
meaningful  and  satisfying.  Home  Economics  can  directly  sustain  morale 
if  its  program  directs  the  thinking  of  pur  young  people  to  a  goal  where  the 
home  and  family  is  paramount.  We  Home  Economists  in  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  dedicate  our  teaching  to  this  goal.  We  need,  to  be  thoroughly 
successful  in  our  efforts,  the  cooperation,  sympathy,  understanding  and 
agreement  as  to  the  worthwhileness  of  our  objectives  from  all  responsible 
for  the  education  of  Norwood  youth.  We  do  not  need  a  fixed  program  for 
the  future,  but  a  clearly  defined  sense  of  direction.  We  go  into  the  new 
year  with  our  convictions  clear  as  to  the  needs  of  our  pupils  and  with  faith 
that  many  in  education  are  aware  of  the  needs  of  bewildered  youth  for  guid¬ 
ance  in  wholesome  personal  living.  The  avow^ed  purpose  of  the  Home 
Economics  teacher  is  education  for  good  living.  Hers  is  the  privilege  to 
lead  and  guide  in  this  great  world  crisis. 

National  Defense — A  Challenge  to  Home  Economics  Education 

Today  our  ability  to  successfully  complete  the  tremendous  program  of 
national  defense  will  be  largely  determined  in  the  American  home,  for  on 
the  strength  and  well-being  of  the  families  of  America,  rest  the  true  defenses 
of  the  nation.  America’s  biggest  battle  is  at  home  and  in  the  saving  of  the 
democratic  spirit.  Its  preservation  presents  a  challenge  to  those  studying, 
teaching  and  practising  Home  Economics  or  homemaking.  The  responsi¬ 
bility  of  leading  youth  in  this  emergency  must  be  placed  upon  the  shoulders 
of  those  who  themselves  appreciate  American  life  and  what  it  means. 
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The  field  of  Home  Economics  has  many  opportunities  for  service  in 
the  present  national  emergency.  Foremost  in  importance  is  the  problem 
of  reorganizing  our  teaching  plans  to,  more  forcefully  than  ever,  help 
strengthen  home  life  and  family  living.  Secondary  in  importance  is  our  co¬ 
operation  with  the  defense  projects  in  our  community.  We  in  Home 
Economics  are  grateful  for  the  privilege  which  is  ours  daily  in  helping  to 
carry  out  the  democratic  w'ay  of  doing  things.  We  will  ever  be  watchful 
that  the  spirit  of  freedom  of  expression  and  harmonious  cooperation  pre¬ 
vails  in  the  groups  under  our  care  and  direction  and  will  so  teach  that  our 
future  homemakers  may  be  prepared  to  be  of  immediate  help  in  their  homes 
and  to  carry  over  knowledge  and  a  spirit  which  will  help  them  to  establish 
the  ideal  American  homes  of  the  future.  The  most  important  basis  of 
American  unity  is  the  American  home.  Home  Economics  is  prepared  to 
make  valuable  contributions  to  American  home  life  and  to  national  de¬ 
fense — physical,  spiritual  and  moral — and  will  direct  its  teaching  to  those 
ends  and  purposes. 

The  Training  of  Future  Homemakers — A  First  Line  of  Defense 

The  possibilities  for  ‘‘home-line”  service  to  national  defense  are  as  endless 
as  the  daily  living  needs  of  our  families  and  localities.  The  task  is  as  great 
and  just  as  essential  as  the  production  of  military  materials,  armaments 
and  supplies  for  defense.  We  are  now  in  the  planning  stage  of  this  home-line 
defense-organizing,  refreshing  interests  and  information  and  sharpening 
our  activities.  The  jobs  for  home-line  defense  extend  into  many  areas  of 
family  activity,  areas  in  which  the  homemaker  is  accustomed  to  performing 
a  major  role. 

Our  future  homemakers  will  be  the  purchasing  agents  for  their  families, 
guardians  of  the  children,  guardians  of  the  health,  physical  fitness,  educa¬ 
tion,  and  happiness  of  their  families  and  builders  of  family  ideals.  Through 
Home  Economics  instruction  our  future  homemakers  will  be  shown  that 
it  is  the  woman  who  gives  her  time  and  talent  to  conservation,  makes  a 
good  home,  plans  good  food  for  the  family  and  avoids  waste  in  all  its  forms 
who  becomes  an  important  cog  in  the  wheel  of  national  defense.  More 
than  ever  we  will  stress  the  economical  use  of  all  materials  needed  for  com¬ 
fortable  living  so  that  in  the  event  of  great  curtailment  they  may  know 
the  safest  ways  of  meeting  the  situation.  They  w’ill  need  information  on 
low-cost  meals  with  high  nutritive  values,  healthful,  balanced  diets,  how  to 
alter  recipes  and  prepare  rationed  food,  variety  in  the  use  of  commodities, 
how  to  get  more  quality  and  quantity  for  money  expended,  conservation 
of  all  materials  and  how  to  practise  thrift.  We  can  teach  resourcefulness 
when  goods  from  foreign  markets  are  unobtainable  and  when  substitutions 
must  be  made  for  basic  materials  required  for  armaments.  Skill  in  hand¬ 
craft  may  be  acquired  and  knowledge  of  other  forms  of  diversion  which  will 
keep  people  calm  in  time  of  stress.  All  of  our  efforts  will  be  directed  finally 
toward  the  building  of  good  homes,  of  strong  people,  of  ideals  worth  living 
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or  dying  for,  if  necessary  and  a  deep  and  lasting  love  and  admiration  for 
our  country — a  country  which  deserves  our  best  endeavors. 

The  Importance  of  Nutrition  in  a  Defense  Program 

Nutrition  today  is  holding  the  spotlight  as  housewives  of  all  income 
levels  begin  to  realize  the  important  part  it  plays  in  a  defense  program. 
The  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  in  a  recent  survey  states  that  45,000,000 
(estimate)  people  do  not  have  adequate  diet  in  America.  This,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  the  most  fortunate  nation  on  earth  in  our  enormous 
food  resources  and  food  production  capacity.  Low  incomes  are  partially 
responsible,  but  lack  of  sufficient  nutritional  information  is  also  an  impor¬ 
tant  cause.  These  shortcomings  in  diet  exact  a  stupendous  toll  in  suscepti¬ 
bility  to  illness,  sluggishn'ess,  weariness  and  physical  ailments.  A  nation 
can  only  be  as  strong  as  the  individuals  who  compose  it. 

The  National  Nutrition  Program  for  Defense  (April,  1941)  sprang  out 
of  the  realization  that  as  a  nation  and  as  individuals  w'e  are  not  making  the 
greatest  use  of  our  resources,  neither  have  we  kept  pace  in  our  living  and 
eating  habits  with  the  findings  of  scientific  research.  For  example,  do 
people  in  general  know  or  care  that  the  new  “enriched”  bread  is  made  from 
white  flour  to  which  important  vitamins  and  minerals  have  been  added? 
Do  they  know  that  this  enrichment  formula  containing  vitamins  and 
minerals  in  the  quantities  naturally  found  in  wheat  but  heretofore  removed 
by  milling  processes  became  effective  as  of  January  1,  1942  as  part  of  the 
official  Food  and  Drug  Standard  and  that  this  extra  nourishment  will  be 
available  in  every  loaf  of  bread?  Our  pupils  wdll  be  given  such  information 
as  part  of  their  fundamental  instruction  in  nutrition.  Emphasis  will  l)e 
placed  on  recent  research  and  improved  nutrition  practises,  food  selection 
with  attention  to  quality,  economy  and  nutritive  values,  essential  require¬ 
ments  in  minerals  and  vitamins,  food  preparation  methods  to  conserve 
essential  nutritive  values  and  avoid  waste,  more  familiarity  with  alternative 
foods  containing  essential  ingredients  and  the  least  expensive  sources  of 
energy  foods.  They  wdll  be  given  the  sources  of  readily  available  informa¬ 
tion  on  food  buying  and  preparation  (United  States  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  et  al).  We  hope  our  pupils  will  spread  the  information  they  receive 
and  carry  it  into  all  homes  where  it  can  be  helpful  now  and  in  the  future. 
In  the  interest  of  keeping  our  families  strong  and  well  we  shall  intensify 
our  efforts  in  the  direction  of  improved  nutrition  for  to  insure  adequate 
nutrition  for  all  our  people  is  to  forge  an  important  link  in  the  stabilization 
of  the  American  home. 

In  conclusion,  it  has  seemed  best,  at  this  critical  time,  to  outline  our 
plans  for  the  future  rather  than  to  review  the  routine  of  this  department, 
much  of  which  must  be  familiar  through  former  reports.  We  look  forw'ard 
to  an  active  year  and  trust  that  through  our  guidance  Home  Economics 
pupils  will  measure  up  in  all  the  ideals  and  goals  we  have  set  for  them  herein. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  continued 
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loyalty  and  cooperation  of  all  associated  with  the  work  of  this  department 
and  extend  thanks  to  principals  and  all  who  have  contributed  to  our  pro¬ 
gram  throughout  the  year.  May  I  especially  thank  our  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  his  interest,  helpful  cooperation  and  confidence  in  our  efforts 
in  behalf  of  Home  Economics  Education.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  Industrial  Arts  Education  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1941. 

Industrial  Arts  with  its  mechanical  training  today  is  considered  an 
essential  in  the  education  of  our  youth.  The  activities  of  this  department 
are  based  upon  definite  values  to  be  achieved  in  the  accomplishment  of 
standardized  objectives,  formulated  by  the  Industrial  Arts  section  of  the 
American  Vocational  Association.  The  objectives  were  very  effective  in 
helping  to  shift  the  emphasis  of  shop  teachers  from  the  mere  development 
of  manipulative  skills  to  other  worthwhile  objectives. 

A  most  valuable  objective  in  the  training  of  the  High  School  boy  is  his 
mechanical  resourcefulness  and  his  mechanical  adjustability  to  job  condi¬ 
tions,  which  will  enable  him  to  shift,  as  required,  from  one  position  to 
another.  The  individual  develops  through  his  experiences.  It  is  necessary 
to  provide  those  e.xperiences  which  will  contribute  to  that  end. 

Alignment  with  Objectives 

In  both  theory  and  practice,  our  Industrial  Arts  work  has  been  considered 
as  an  area  in  general  education,  not  as  a  special  subject  having  specific  occu¬ 
pational  values.  It  is  assumed,  however,  that  as  our  pupils  progress  through 
our  schools  and  advance  in  maturity,  the  Industrial  Arts  work  offered  to 
them  will  become  more  specific  in  reference  to  (a)  the  individual  needs  of 
pupils;  (b)  the  activities  included  in  the  program;  and  (c)  the  purposes 
the  activities  will  serve  in  the  adjustment  of  pupils  to  adult  life. 

Broadened  Program  of  Activities 

The  ever-growing  tendency  to  increase  shop  activities  is  very  evident 
within  the  schools  of  the  country.  Our  shop  activities  have  been  based  on 
a  variety  of  media  that  afforded  enriched  opportunities  for  manipulative 
work  in  many  diversified  subjects  w'here  values  were  inherent  in  self-ex¬ 
pression  and  exploration — one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Industrial 
Arts. 

We  provide  for  the  development  of  a  sense  of  values  in  selection,  purchase, 
use,  and  care  of  industrial  products  and  services  in  common  use  which,  we 
felt,  broadened  the  pupil’s  experiences  in  a  wide  range  of  desirable  media. 
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where  reference  to  design,  construction,  workmanship  and  material  are 
concerned. 

Our  pupils  today  are  required  to  work  out  a  “Student  Plan  Sheet.”  Each 
pupil  plans  a  project,  makes  a  sketch  of  it,  prepares  a  bill  of  material  and 
lists  the  operations  to  be  performed  before  actual  construction  begins. 
By  this  method  many  desirable  outcomes  in  Industrial  Arts  are  attained. 

Increasing  Enrollments 

Enrollments  in  Industrial  Arts  increased  considerably,  due  principally 
to  the  realization  that  defense  program  jobs  are  offering  lucrative  employ¬ 
ment  to  ambitious  young  men,  especially  to  those  who  have  had  some  pre¬ 
vious  Industrial  Arts  training.  Another  reason  seems  to  be  the  value  of 
Industrial  Arts  work  in  meeting  general  education  objectives.  This  fact 
has  become  better  and  more  generally  understood  among  the  boys  of  the 
High  School. 


General  Shop  Form  of  Organization 

The  outstanding  trend  at  present,  which  serves  as  a  guide  to  the  future 
of  Industrial  Arts  education,  is  the  general  shop.  This  type  of  organization 
seems  to  be  especially  well  adapted  to  programs  in  small  high  schools, 
where  neither  funds,  space  nor  pupils  are  ample  to  justify  the  unit  shop 
system.  We  have  used  this  type  of  shop  for  many  years.  Now,  with  the 
increase  in  enrollments,  I  am  convinced  that  the  unit  system  would  be  more 
desirable  if  adequate  facilities  were  provided.  The  general  shop  of  the 
Junior  High  School  will  satisfy  the  educational  objectives  and  principles 
underlying  the  organization  of  our  Junior  High  School. 

Extending  Pupil  Experiences 

Students  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  show  a  natural  interest  spread 
typical  of  adolescence;  they  are  in  an  age  of  exploration  and  experimenta¬ 
tion  and  are  eager  to  specialize.  Consequently,  crafts  and  hobbies  make 
quite  a  center  of  appeal  to  students  of  this  age.  To  maintain  this  interest, 
encouragement  is  given  for  homework  shops  in  which  not  only  pupils,  but 
often  parents,  become  interested.  The  organization  of  various  clubs  also 
compensates  for  the  limitations  set  by  class  periods  in  formulation  of 
leisure  time  activities  after  school  hours  to  pupils  not  enrolled  in  shops 
during  the  school  day. 


Industrial  Arts  for  Girls 

Leaders  in  Industrial  Arts  education  keenly  regret  the  lack  of  provision 
for  Industrial  Arts  work  for  girls.  I  feel  there  is  a  growing  consciousness 
that  Industrial  Arts  ought  to  be  extended  to  our  girls’  programs,  even  to 
setting  up  special  activities,  i.e.,  art  jewelry;  home  mechanics;  woodfinish¬ 
ing;  as  such  activities  are  profitable  for  some  of  them. 
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Contests 

Once  again  boys  in  the  High  School  Drafting  classes  undertook  a  Town 
Planning  assignment.  This  challenged  their  initiative  and  creative  ability 
to  plan.  One  member  was  awarded  a  medal  of  merit  for  his  outstanding 
plan. 

Another  contest  undertaken  was  a  national  one,  sponsored  by  a  drawing 
ink  concern.  Our  contestant  received  honorable  mention,  and  was  awarded 
a  certificate  for  his  exceptional  talent. 

At  present  a  group  of  boys  are  busily  engaged  designing  an  honor  roll, 
to  be  erected  for  those  from  Norwood  who  are  now  serving  their  country. 

Conclusion 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  helpful  spirit 
of  cooperation  shown  by  the  Superintendent,  principals  and  department 
associates  who  during  the  year  made  work  pleasant  and  enjoyable.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1941. 

“Art  is  Youth’s  Land  of  Enchantment.  Creating  it,  he  discovers  a 
wonderland  of  beautiful  forms,  patterns,  colors.  Exploring  it,  he  finds 
himself  and  by  this  self-discovery  fulfills  the  aim  of  Art  Education.” 

Therefore,  although  our  aims  and  methods  of  procedure  have,  in  general, 
been  much  the  same  as  outlined  in  last  year’s  report,  we  have  provided 
many  more  opportunities  for  creative  coloring  and  painting,  wdth  a  conse¬ 
quent  freedom  and  enjoyment  on  the  part  of  pupils.  Perhaps  a  slight  loss 
of  some  technique' and  mechanical  skill  has  been  experienced,  l)ut  this  is 
more  than  compensated  for  by  the  increased  power  of  originality,  imagina¬ 
tion  and  esthetic  pleasure  experienced  in  the  making  of  such  designs  and 
pictures. 

-  We  were  inspired  in  our  creative  work  by  a  lecture,  attended  by  most 
of  our  teachers,  l)y  Mrs.  Ruth  R.  Herring  on,  “Creative  Force  within  the 
Ch  id”.  This  was  illustrated  by  many  colorful  and  original  creative  paint¬ 
ings  done  by  our  pupils.  She  also  returned  later  for  a  question  and  discus¬ 
sion  period  and  loaned  us  more  paintings,  which  have  been  seen,  talked 
about  and  enjoyed  by  all  pupils  in  the  schools,  in  all  grades  including  the 
Art  classes  in  High  School.  Poems  were  written  in  a  Grade  Nine  English 
class  which  were  inspired  by  creative  paintings  made  in  some  of  our  sixth 
grades.  Many  of  these  paintings  were  influenced  by  inspiration  derived 
from  playing  music  records  while  the  painting  was  being  done. 

From  January  until  the  close  of  school  in  June,  three  Juniors  from  the 
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Teacher  Training  class  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art  spent  every 
Tuesday  in  our  elementary  schools,  where  they  assisted  many  groups  of 
children  in  carrying  out  creative  art  projects.  Not  a  few  of  these  were 
large  original  illustrations  in  correlation  wdth  Social  Studies,  much  Finger 
Painting,  very  colorful  murals  in  connection  with  the  study  of  time,  trans¬ 
portation,  Indian  life,  Chinese  life,  the  circus,  and  so  on.  Their  work  was  of 
considerable  help  during  a  two  month  absence  of  the  Supervisor.  One  of 
these  students,  a  Norwood  young  lady,  has  continued  this  year  in  the  Art 
classes  at  the  Senior  High  School  every  Tuesday  and  recently  substituted 
very  successfully  for  several  weeks  in  that  department.  These  students 
have  been  invariably  helpful  and  willing  to  cooperate  in  every  way. 

Elementary  Grades 

Continued  opportunities  for  correlation  wdth  the  Handcraft  w'ork  have 
presented  themselves  and  many  suggestions  have  been  given.  Many  of 
the  free,  creative  color  paintings  and  crayon  designs  made  in  the  Art  classes 
were  used  in  Handcraft  periods  in  making  various  Christmas  gifts  and 
tree  ornaments. 

Typewritten  suggestions  for  correlating  Art  wdth  Social  Studies,  com¬ 
bining  projects  already  w'orked  out  in  various  rooms  with  other  new  ideas 
which  might  be  experimented  with,  have  been  distributed  to  several  grades, 
while  those  for  the  other  grades  are  in  process  of  preparation. 

Some  of  the  group  projects  integrating  with  Social  Studies  w-ere  in  the 
form  of  sand-table,  floor  or  carton  reproductions  of  imaginary  or  historical 
scenes,  or  to  show  transportation  or  other  life  activities  in  various  countries 
in  varying  seasons  of  the  year.  Many  group  murals  were  made  in  various 
ways,  some  in  chalk  on  the  blackboard  or  project  paper,  some  with  large 
objects,  people,  etcetera,  colored,  cut  out  and  arranged  by  pupils  on  colored 
backgrounds. 

At  various  times  groups  painted  decorations  on  school  windows  wdth 
thick  tempera  paint.  The  gray  walls  of  one  assembly  room  were  covered 
with  large,  colorful  paintings  illustrating  the  four  seasons;  these  being  the 
original  ideas  of  two  sixth  grade  classes.  Several  group  or  school  projects 
were  carried  out  before  Christmas.  In  one  school  a  large  stained  glass  effect 
using  the  Nativity  scene  as  a  subject,  was  planned,  colored,  oiled  and  placed 
in  a  corridor  window,  at  least  twenty  fifth  and  sixth  grade  children  from 
three  rooms  doing  the  actual  work,  while  almost  every  child  in  the  three 
rooms  had  drawn,  as  outside  homework,  original  Christmas  sketches  from 
which  were  chosen  the  ones  to  be  included  in  the  final  design.  Other  smaller 
bright  window  paintings  were  placed  in  two  corridor  windows  by  fifth  and  ‘ 
sixth  grade  pupils  of  another  school.  In  another,  a  fifth  grade  painted 
scenery  for  their  Christmas  play. 

At  the  time  of  National  Book  Week,  appropriate  posters  were  made  by 
si.xth  grade  pupils  of  one  school  and  shown  at  the  Public  Library  during 
that  week.  Many  posters  have  been  made  at  various  times. 
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Junior  High  School 

Our  present  Junior  High  School  Art  program  has  been  a  development 
and  improvement  of  the  course  as  planned  and  experimented  with  the  year 
before  under  the  then  new  leadership  of  Mr.  Walter  Lunsman.  In  Grade 
Seven,  study  of  the  various  Art  mediums  with  reproductions,  mimeographed 
descriptive  sheets,  creative  pages  and  very  original  cover  designs  have  all 
been  combined  in  notebooks,  of  which  the  pupils  are  justly  proud  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  This  year’s  work  gives  each  pupil  a  good  basic  background 
for  his  more  advanced  Grade  Eight  course,  where  he  begins  to  appreciate 
the  fundamental  elements  of  Art  and  realizes  how  Art  pertains  to  his  own 
life.  More  diversified  creative  work,  more  advanced  notebooks,  class  dis¬ 
cussions  and  periodic  examinations  comprise  the  Grade  Eight  course. 

The  background  work  in  Grade  Nine  was  an  intensive  study  of  Art 
History,  which  involved  map  work  and  the  making  of  comparative  charts. 
Many  beautiful  stained  glass  window  models,  illustrating  the  history  of 
education  at  various  stages  and  in  many  lands,  were  made  by  these  classes 
and  placed  in  corridor  and  library  windows  all  over  the  building.  Symbolic 
patriotic  and  instructional  posters  are  now  being  developed  for  use  in  vari¬ 
ous  parts  of  the  building,  while  other  posters,  stage  properties,  Christmas 
cards  and  other  things  have  been  made  as  they  were  needed,  as  well  as 
illustrations,  cartoons,  cover  designs,  etc.,  for  the  school  paper.  The  two 
clubs.  Art  and  Graphic  Arts,  are  popular  and  active.  Art  Week  was  ob¬ 
served  and  an  assembly  program  was  prepared  by  the  Art  Department. 


Senior  High  School 

Large  classes  are  found  in  both  General  Art  and  Art  Major  courses  in 
the  Senior  High  School.  In  connection  with  the  Open  House  night  at  this 
school  last  spring,  a  large  exhibition  of  the  pupils’  work  was  shown,  which 
brought  forth  much  favorable  comment.  Many  posters  for  school  affairs, 
for  outside  organizations,  large  decorative  panels  painted  for  the  lunchroom 
and  for  school  dances,  designs  for  commercial  advertising,  decorative  maps 
of  real  or  imaginary  places,  block-printed  Christmas  cards  and  various 
kinds  of  craft  work  were  some  of  the  projects  covered  by  all  classes,  as  well 
as  the  usual  lessons  in  Design,  Color  and  Representation,  involving  the 
use  of  many  mediums. 

The  outstanding  Art  Major  unit  was  the  making  and  illustrating  of 
notebooks  called  “Art  without  Frames”,  which  emphasized  the  importance 
of  Art  in  everyday  life,  rather  than  that  existing  only  within  frames  or  as 
sculpture  in  Art  museums  or  Art  galleries.  The  books  covered  the  selection 
of  a  desirable  location  for  a  home,  original  plans  for  the  building  of  the 
house,  outside  and  in,  interior  decoration  within  and  landscape  gardening 
without,  costumes  appropriate  for  the  inmates  of  the  house  and  flower 
arrangement. 
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Conclusion 

Thus,  we  of  the  Art  Department  in  Norwood,  try  to  plan  our  Art  program 
not  simply  to  develop  the  child’s  drawing  ability,  but  to  encourage  dis¬ 
criminating  judgment  and  esthetic  appreciation. 

“Few  of  our  children  will  be  called  upon  to  earn  their  hving  by  their  crea¬ 
tive  pow'er,  but  once  the  child  has  developed  that  power,  it  has  also  devel¬ 
oped  confidence,  the  power  to  decide,  act  and  judge,  which  will  be  important 
in  whatever  sphere  of  activity  it  may  be  called  to  earn  its  living. 

“Therefore,  a  child  who  once  has  learned  to  express  his  or  her  ideas  and 
developed  a  taste  for  better  things,  will  look  for  and  demand  in  later  life 
well  designed  articles  which  will  lead  to  a  desire  to  improve  conditions  in 
the  home  and  the  community.” 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  all  in  the  school  system  who  have  aided  in  the  work  of  this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Music  Department. 

Elementary  Schools 

Aside  from  a  few  slight  changes  in  the  outline  made  to  meet  some  special 
requirements,  the  course  in  music  is  the  same  as  last  year.  The  study  of 
music,  both  applied  and  theoretical,  begins  in  the  first  grade  and  has  always 
been  required  in  the  Norwood  schools  regardless  of  the  fact  that  in  the  past 
there  was  for  a  time  a  tendency  in  some  other  school  systems  to  abolish 
music  reading  and  to  concentrate  on  listening  and  rote  singing. 

All  children  in  the  first  six  grades  are  learning  to  sing  and  read  music 
and  there  are  also  277  children  in  instrumental  classes. 

Guidance 

While  in  the  ninth  grade,  the  students  elect  for  the  following  year  the 
course  best  suited  to  their  requirements.  Their  admission  to  the  course 
elected  is  based  upon  "the  following: 

a.  Recommendation  of  the  Guidance  Department. 

b.  Present  musical  record. 

c.  Future  aims. 

Thus,  students  who  are  looking  forward  to  a  musical  career  are  given 
courses  which  will  enable  them  to  attain  their  goal. 

Curriculum  Changes 

Although  there  is  a  decided  trend  in  favor  of  more  widespread  recognition 
of  music  for  entrance  credit  in  colleges,  less  than  twenty  five  percent  will 
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accept  credit  in.  Applied  Music  (vocal,  instrumental),  but  all  will  accept 
from  one  to  five  music  units  in  Theoretical  Music. 

Owing  to  this  fact,  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  Senior  High  School 
curriculum.  The  Voice  Training  classes  which  were  once  a  part  of  the 
Music  Major  Course  are  now  a  unit  in  themselves,  meeting  twice  a  week. 
The  revised  Music  Major  Course  is  now  entirely  theoretical  and  is  made  up 
of  three  periods  of  Theory  and  Harmony  and  two  periods  of  Music  Appre¬ 
ciation. 

In  order  to  make  this  change  and  to  allow  time  for  supervision  in  the 
grade  schools  and  the  Junior  High  School,  it  has  been  necessary  to  drop 
the  half  year  Chorus  Course  for  Sophomores. 

Norwood  High  School  was  represented  in  the  Massachusetts  Music 
Festival  at  Boston  last  March  by  eight  members  of  the  orchestra  and  three 
members  of  the  Band.  Five  members  of  the  orchestra  participated  also 
in  the  concert  given  last  July  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Orchestra. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  all  who 
have  aided  in  the  work  of  this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1941. 

In  that  part  of  the  educational  program  which  comes  under  the  head  of 
physical  education,  the  needs  sought  are  the  same  as  in  education  in  general, 
viz.,  development  and  coordination  of  the  latent  powers  of  the  individual 
with  a  view  to  secure  greater  social  efficiency  and  a  fuller,  richer  life.  The 
means  through  which  these  ends  are  to  be  gained  are  directed  bodily  ac¬ 
tivities  involving  vigorous  and  skillful  use  of  the  fundamental  neuro-muscu- 
lar  system;  activities  capable  of  being  organized  and  carried  on  in  a  syste¬ 
matic,  progressive  manner,  and  largely  by  groups.  Abundant  and  varied 
activity  of  this  kind  is  not  only  the  most  important  factor  in  maintaining 
health,  but  is  essential  for  the  proper  growth  and  development  of  the  organs 
of  the  body  as  a  whole  and  of  the  bony  and  muscular  systems,  as  well  as  of 
all  the  fundamental  nerve  centers  and  indeed,  of  the  whole  central  nervous 
system. 

In  physical  education,  as  in  all  other  departments  of  education,  the 
principle  of  selection  is  applied.  Efforts  are  made  to  select  those  activities 
which  promise  the  greatest  returns  in  health  and  social  training,  harmonious 
bodily  growth  and  development,  increased  neuro-muscular  efficiency. 
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Grade  School  Activities 

The  physical  education  program  in  grades  1^,  during  class  time  consists 
of  marching,  exercises,  folk  dances,  games  and  rhythmic  studies.  Marching 
and  exercises  teach  quick  response  to  command,  conformity  of  the  individ¬ 
ual  to  the  group,  and  are  productive  of  good  posture.  In  folk  dancing  the 
boys  and  girls  dance  together,  and  it  is  a  valuable  part  of  our  social  educa¬ 
tion  program.  It  is  particularly  in  games  that  lessons  of  sportsmanship 
are  taught.  Then  too,  in  games  the  children  learn  skills  that  they  may  use 
later  in  life  in  sports.  Rhythmic  studies  include  an  analysis  of  the  elements 
of  music,  the  creation  of  designs  to  fit  the  action  of  the  dance,  and  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  an  idea  through  group  action.  This  creative  activity  not  only 
coordinates  several  school  subjects,  but  encourages  the  children  to  think 
for  themselves. 

In  close  connection  with  the  regular  class  work,  but  outside  of  class  time, 
children  are  given  special  instruction  in  leadership.  Many  children  already 
have  marked  ability  as  leaders  and  need  only  a  little  guidance  to  make 
effective  use  of  it. 

The  children  have  another  opportunity  to  take  responsibility  in  their 
interschool  baseball  games.  They  select  their  own  captains  and  choose 
and  coach  their  own  teams.  In  this  way  they  learn  to  take  the  consequences 
of  their  own  good  or  faulty  judgment. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  posture  work  that  are  carried  on  outside  the 
regular  instruction  period.  Because  some  children  need  individual  atten¬ 
tion  they  are  taken  out  in  small  groups  and  taught  how  to  stand  straight. 
An  effort  is  made  to  impress  upon  them  the  importance  of  good  posture. 

Similarly  we  have  been  trying  to  draw  the  attention  of  all  boys  and  girls 
to  the  need  for  good  posture.  In  each  school  a  contest  was  held  in  the  Spring 
of  1941.  Each  teacher  watched  the  children  in  her  class  for  sitting  and 
standing  posture.  After  a  month  she  selected  the  best  ones  to  enter  the 
final  contest.  Winners  from  all  classes  assembled  and  members  of  the 
physical  education  department  chose  from  them  one  boy  and  one  girl  to 
represent  each  grade  and  one  boy  and  one  girl  as  best  in  each  school.  En¬ 
larged  snapshots  of  these  winners  were  posted  on  the  bulletin  board.  This 
publicity  proved  to  be  so  effective  that  the  Balch  School  started  off  the  Fall 
with  a  similar  contest. 

The  Callahan  and  Shattuck  Schools  each  put  on  demonstrations  of  physi¬ 
cal  education  activities.  Every  child  in  each  school  took  part  in  w'hat  was, 
for  the  most  part,  regular  class  work.  The  Callahan  School  demonstration 
was  held  on  the  lawn  on  a  warm  Spring  day  and  that  of  the  Shattuck  School 
was  held  in  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium  in  the  evening.  The  teachers 
of  the  Winslow  School  arranged  a  historical  entertainment  for  the  final 
Parent-Teacher  Association  meeting  and  a  few  dances  were  taught  to  fit  into 
the  pageant. 

The  fundamental  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  give  the  children  the  exer¬ 
cises  they  need  to  maintain  good  health.  Beside  that  we  try  to  teach  them 
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lessons  in  living — how  to  take  orders,  how  to  be  a  good  sport,  and  how  to 
get  along  with  each  other.  We  hope,  too,  that  they  have  some  fun  while 
they  learn. 

Junior  High  School  Activities 

The  Physical  Education  Department  of  the  Junior  High  School  endeavors 
to  run  a  healthful,  enjoyable  program  and  one  which  will  be  valuable  in 
later  life.  We  concentrate  on  posture  and  mention  it  everytime  a  class 
meets.  Few  require  special  work.  Sportsmanship  we  expect  of  every 
student,  not  only  in  our  classes,  but  we  trust  there  is  a  carry-over.  Much 
is  done  with  citizenship,  manners,  courtesy  and  all  that  makes  for  a  coopera¬ 
tive,  well-rounded  group.  Health  talks  are  given,  to  try  and  eliminate  un¬ 
necessary  epidemics,  as  common  colds  and  grippe  and  an  attempt  is  made 
to  impress  upon  each  pupil  the  importance  of  visiting  the  school  nurse  the 
first  thing  in  the  morning  if  the  pupil  comes  to  school  ill,  and  allow  the  school 
nurse  to  decide  upon  the  advisability  of  remaining  in  school. 

Dancing  Clubs  are  held  once  a  week.  This  program  consists  of  folk  dances 
of  various  lands,  modern,  social  and  athletic  dancing.  In  the  modern  and 
social  dancing  program  an  award  is  given  in  the  form  of  parties  run  by  the 
Guidance  Department,  and  a  great  deal  of  preparation  is  given  before  at¬ 
tending  such  parties  so  that  shyness  and  awkwardness  will  be  eliminated, 
and  a  friendly,  wholesome  spirit  will  exist. 

Senior  High  School  Activities 

In  our  Senior  High  School  program  we  try  to  continue  the  work  that  was 
started  in  the  grade  schools  and  then  carried  on  in  the  Junior  High  School. 
Classes  in  Health  are  given  to  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  which  lectures  are 
given  on  the  subjects  of  the  muscular  growth  of  the  body  and  the  value  of 
good  posture.  Hygiene  classes  are  held  once  a  week  throughout  the  school 
year  for  the  Senior  Class.  In  these  classes,  subjects  such  as  first  aid,  posture, 
muscular  development,  health  rules,  and'  general  care  of  the  body,  are 
taught. 


Athletics 

As  in  the  past,  we  strive  to  conduct  an  athletic  program  that  will  give  all 
pupils  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  type  of  sport  in  which  they  are 
most  interested.  Therefore,  we  have  attempted  to  include  in  our  athletic 
program  such  sports  as  girls’  tennis,  boys’  tennis,  girls’  field  hockey,  girls’ 
archery,  girls’  basketball,  boys’  basketball,  boys’  golf,  horseshoe  pitching, 
track,  baseball  and  football. 


Conclusion

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  HEALTH 

For  more  than  thirty  years  the  school  nurse  has  been  contributing  to  the 
school  health  program.  Through  these  years  the  work  has  often  been  diffi¬ 
cult  because  of  the  varied  adjustments  due  to  the  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  her  place  in  the  school  among  both  school  personnel  and  health  workers. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  school  nurse  is  to  teach  wholesome  living. 
Only  by  close  cooperation  on  the  part  of  school  and  health  authorities  can 
proper  emphasis  be  placed  on  health  in  the  schools.  The  school  nurse  has 
assisted  the  school  physician,  been  a  friend  to  the  students,  advisor  to 
teachers  and  principals,  and  a  source  of  health  information  to  parents. 

A  recent  report  of  the  joint  Committee  of  Health  Problems  in  Educa¬ 
tion  of  the  National  Education  Association  and  the  American  Medical 
Association  entitled  “The  Nurse  in  the  Schools,  an  Interpretation”  would 
answer  the  questions  of  many  not  familiar  with  the  duties  and  problems 
of  the  school  nurse. 

Much  of  the  routine  work  of  the  health  department  is  neither  spectacular 
nor  glamorous,  but  like  the  washing  of  bean  pots  and  frying  pans,  must  be 
done.  Our  pupils  of  today  are  our  parents  of  tomorrow.  If  we  can  suc¬ 
cessfully  instill  in  them  not  only  the  desire  for  sound  health  knowledge,  but 
the  practice  of  good  health  habits,  we  have  done  much  toward  contributing 
to  the  health  of  the  nation  as  a  whole. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

The  common  cold  with  all  its  many  cousins  put  in  an  earlier  appearance 
than  usual.  The  days  following  the  re-opening  of  schools  in  January  were 
busy  ones  spent  in  examining  all  students  for  beginning  signs  of  colds; 
excluding  them  from  schools  to  prevent  them  from  picking  up  additional 
infection,  as  well  as  to  prevent  the  spread  of  their  infection  to  others;  visit¬ 
ing  homes  to  learn  the  causes  of  unexplained  absences  and  the  rechecking 
of  those  returning  to  school  to  be  sure  they  were  completely  recovered 
from  their  illness. 

Chickenpox,  mumps,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  scarlet  fever  have  all 
had  a  part  in  making  up  the  absentee  lists.  Prompt  reporting  of  all  com¬ 
municable  diseases  to  the  Board  of  Health  would  be  a  great  help  to  us  in 
checking  contact  children  and  the  further  spread  of  the  infection. 

School  Clinics — Health  Camp 

In  February  the  School  Clinic  was  set  in  motion.  The  purpose  of  this 
clinic  is  to  promote  the  health  of  the  school  child  and  prevent  tuberculosis 
by  discovering  early  signs  of  the  disease. 

Four-fifths  of  the  students  in  the  ninth  and  eleventh  grades  were  given 
the  skin  tests.  A  fifth  of  this  group  reacted  positively  to  the  tests,  so  had 
chest  X-ray  examinations.  Twenty-one  pupils  were  placed  in  the  observa¬ 
tion  group  for  an  annual  examination  by  this  clinic.  No  tuberculosis  of 
either  adult  or  childhood  type  was  found  this  year.  Three  children  ex- 
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amined  at  this  clinic  were  recommended  for  health  camp.  The  sale  of 
Christmas  seals  made  possible  for  them  an  eight  week  vacation  so  beneficial 
to  their  physical  welfare.  The  majority  of  teachers  and  other  school  em¬ 
ployees  enjoy  advantages  offered  by  this  clinic. 

The  ruling  of  the  School  Committee  which  makes  an  X-ray  examination 
obligatory  for  all  students  taking  part  in  athletics  has  not  been  a  great 
hardship  since  the  greater  number  have  already  availed  themselves  of  serv¬ 
ices  offered.  No  parent  has  refused  to  have  this  examination  made,  so 
that  the  student’s  athletic  activities  have  not  been  curtailed. 

The  Chadwick  Clinic  is  still  doing  follow-up  work  with  seventeen  students 
but  it  is  expected  that  this  group  will  soon  be  taken  over  by  the  School 
Clinic  sponspred  by  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital. 

Dental  Program 

Recent  reports  that  dental  defects  are  responsible  for  the  disqualification 
of  twenty  percent  of  the  selectees  is  a  bit  disconcerting  in  this  day  and  age 
when  we  are  wont  to  brag  of  America’s  progressive  methods  and  high 
standards  of  living.  It  is  a  definite  challenge  to  us  all. 

The  correction  of  dental  defects  among  our  school  children  shows  an 
upward  trend  but  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement.  No  child  in 
Norwood  need  be  without  dentistry  since  the  clinic  now  gives  full  time 
service.  Any  child  in  grades  one  to  twelve  inclusive  who  is  unable  to  em¬ 
ploy  the  services  of  a  private  dentist  will  be  cared  for  at  the  clinic  if  parents 
so  desire. 

Parents — will  you  have  this  necessary  work  done?  When  it  is  completed, 
will  you  have  your  dentist  give  you  a  certificate  to  that  effect  so  we  may 
record  it  on  the  child’s  health  record? 

In  June,  nine-tenths  of  those  in  the  elementary  grades  had  had  all  neces¬ 
sary  work  completed;  eight-tenths  of  those  in  Junior  High;  seven-tenths 
of  those  in  Senior  High;  or  eight- tenths  of  all  enrolled  in  the  schools. 

The  dental  examinations  in  September  found  seventy  percent  of  all 
students  to  be  in  need  of  some  dentistry.  This  was  five  percent  less  than  the 
previous  year. 


Physical  Examinations 

Physical  examinations  were  started  soon  after  the  opening  of  schools  in 
the  fall.  The  parents  were  notified  of  defects  found  at  the  time  and  urged 
to  consult  the  family  doctor  for  needed  care.  All  football  candidates  were 
checked  for  hernia. 

An  increase  was  noted  in  the  number  of  cases  of  ringworm  infection  of 
the  feet  (so-called  athlete’s  foot).  Many  who  had  had  no  previous  infection 
returned  with  it  after  the  summer  vacation.  The  school  physicians  saw  all 
suspicious  cases  and  referred  them  to  the  family  doctors  for  treatment. 

Ring  worm  infection  may  become  a  serious  problem,  but  it  is  preventable 
if  a  few  precautionary  measures  are  instituted  and  a  few  facts  about  foot 
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hygiene  are  understood  and  oljserved.  Following  are  some  of  the  rules  to 

be  followed  to  prevent  infection: 

1.  Never  walk  around  on  any  floor  in  bare  feet.  Never  wear  anyone  else’s 
slippers  or  shoes. 

2.  Before  removing  slippers  place  a  towel  on  floor  of  shower  or  wear  rubber 
bathing  shoes. 

3.  Place  a  fresh  bath  mat  or  newspaper  close  by  tub  or  shower  and  stand 
on  it  when  coming  out  of  bath. 

4.  Wash  the  feet  at  least  once  a  day  with  soap  and  water. 

5.  Dry  feet  thoroughly,  being  careful  not  to  leave  moisture  between  toes. 
If  there  is  any  sign  of  infection  use  a  separate  towel  on  other  parts  of 
body.  Powder  feet  lightly,  especially  between  toes  with  any  borated 
talcum.  Boil  all  towels. 

6.  If  the  feet  are  infected  see  your  doctor  at  once  for  treatment.  Self 
treatment  is  unwise.  Much  time  and  money  may  be  lost  and  the  condi¬ 
tion  made  worse. 


Audiometer  Tests 

Since  1929  the  audiometer,  a  combination  telephone  and  victrola,  has 
been  used  to  secure  an  accurate  test  of  the  childi’en  in  grades  three  to  twelve 
inclusive.  All  who  have  had  a  sound  unit  loss  of  nine  or  more  in  one  or 
both  ears  have  been  advised  to  get  the  competent  advice  of  a  physician.

The  hard  of  hearing  is  not  a  deaf  child.  He  belongs  in  a  regular  classroom, 
but  he  must  be  given  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  certain  skill  in  reading 
lips  so  that  he  may  compete  favorably  with  students  not  so  handicapped. 
Until  this  fall  those  with  marked  loss  of  hearing  had  to  go  to  the  Horace 
Mann  School  in  Boston  for  their  lip  reading  training.  We  have  established 
our  own  lip  reading  classes  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  Helen  Barrows. 
These  must  be  small  groups  so  there  is  time  for  individual  instruction,  but 
large  enough  so  that  the  child  has  experience  reading  a  variety  of  lips.  A 
sound  unit  loss  of  twenty-four  units  in  one  or  both  ears  was  used  as  a  basis 
for  selecting  candidates. 

Eighteen  children  made  up  the  beginning  classes.  Since  the  audiometer 
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testing  we  have  reorganized  and  now  have  nineteen  students  in  our  four 
classes.  Two  of  these  come  from  high  schools  in  neighboring  towns. 

Visitors  to  these  classes  are  welcome  at  any  time. 

Guidance  Clinic 

Guidance  Clinic  continues  to  help  us  in  adjusting  the  problems  of  our 
youth.  It  is  held  each  Friday  morning  from  9:30  to  12:00  at  the  Norwood 
Hospital  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Spencer.  Any  parent  may  make  use  of 
this  clinic  by  contacting  the  school  nurse  or  the  hospital  for  an  appointment. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  service.  Only  children  of  normal  or  better  than 
normal  intelligence  with  maladjustments  may  attend.  Special  training  is 
given  to  children  with  speech  defects. 

Mental  Examinations 

Twenty-five  children  retarded  in  their  school  work  were  examined  and 
recommendations  made  for  adjusting  the  school  program  to  meet  their 
individual  needs.

Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic 

The  flight  against  diphtheria  continues.  One  hundred  and  twenty  first 
graders  were  inoculated  against  this  dread  disease.  One  hundred  and 
seven  second  graders  previously  inoculated  were  Schick  tested  and  with 
the  exception  of  three,  were  found  to  be  immunized  against  diphtheria.  The 
three  will  receive  a  new  series  of  inoculations. 

Red  Cross  Classes 

Twenty-two  girls  received  certificates  in  June  for  successfully  completing 
the  Home  Nursing  course.  Fifty-five  more  are  now  on  their  way  to  this 
goal.  Proper  space  and  equipment  taxes  one’s  ingenuity  in  making  this 
course  effective.  The  girls  have  accepted  the  inconveniences  with  good 
grace  and  learned  to  improvise,  a  procedure  often  necessary  in  caring  for 
the  sick  in  the  home. 
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Two  standard  courses  in  First  Aid  for  forty-four  High  School  Seniors 
have  been  organized  and  will  be  started  early  in  January. 

Changes  in  Personnel 

Miss  Anna  L.  Russell  resigned  in  June  to  be  married.  Her  gain  is  our 
loss.  In  her  ten  years  as  school  nurse  she  made  a  great  contribution  to  the 
health  program.  No  task  was  too  much  for  her.  We,  in  the  department, 
miss  her,  but  so  do  the  children,  parents  and  teachers  with  whom  she 
worked  so  closely. 

Miss  Mary  Donahue  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  position.  She  comes 
without  previous  experience  in  the  school  nursing  field,  but  with  a  will  to 
learn  and  an  enthusiasm  which  should  help  her  to  meet  all  obstacles  with 
courage. 

Conclusion 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  help  we  have  received  from  those  within  the 
school  system  as  well  as  from  our  friends  on  the  outside  and  hope  they  will 
feel  free  to  call  upon  us  to  help  in  meeting  any  of  their  problems.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  Annual  Report  as  Supervisor  of  Adult 
Education. 

My  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  divided  into  four  main  divisions: 
supervising  the  evening  school,  teaching  mothers’  classes,  giving  naturali¬ 
zation  aid,  and  organizing  general  adult  education  classes. 

Evening  School 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  evening  school  classes  for  the  1940-41  season 
were  held  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  on  April  3,  1941.  Approxi¬ 
mately  1,000  people  attended  these  exercises.  The  program  will  be  found 
at  the  conclusion  of  this  report. 

After  the  closing  of  the  regular  sessions  of  the  evening  school  classes,  a 
citizenship  class  was  held  on  Tuesday  evenings  at  the  Junior  High  School. 
This  class  was  taught  by  the  supervisor  and  was  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
those  candidates  for  citizenship  who  expected  to  be  called  for  their  naturali¬ 
zation  examination  sometime  during  the  spring  or  summer  months. 

Evening  school  classes  in  adult  civic  education  for  the  1941-42  season 
opened  on  October  14,  1941.  There  are  eight  classes  this  year  taught  by 
the  evening  school  staff  as  follows:  Classes  for  illiterate  beginners  are 
taught  by  Miss  Ahern  and  Miss  Dillon.  In  these  classes  are  those  adults 
who  have  had  little  or  no  schooling  in  their  own  country.  Here  we  find 
many  people  50  or  60  years  of  age  who  have  never  held  a  pencil  in  their 
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hands  before  and  who  cannot  read  in  English  or  in  any  other  language. 
Intermediate  classes  are  taught  by  Miss  Webster  and  Mr.  Salmon.  These 
classes  are  for  those  who  have  had  some  education  either  in  their  native 
land  or  in  the  United  States.  Reading,  writing,  spelling,  current  events 
and  simple  grammar  are  the  subjects  taught  in  these  classes.  Basic  English 
is  taught  by  Miss  Riley.  Students  in  this  class  are  literate  in  their  native 
language.  Citizenship  classes  are  taught  by  Mr.  Coakley  and  Mr.  Bowler. 
Students  in  these  classes  have  usually  filed  applications  for  second  papers 
and  have  for  their  immediate  objective  the  gaining  of  sufficient  information 
about  the  principles  of  the  Constitution  and  the  set-up  of  the  local,  state 
and  national  governments  to  enable  them  to  pass  successfully  their  citizen¬ 
ship  examination.  An  advanced  class  is  taught  by  Mr.  White.  Each 
year  an  attempt  is  made  to  have  the  subject  matter  of  this  class  suit  the 
needs  of  the  particular  group.  This  year  the  group  is  studying  English 
grammar  and  current  topics. 

The  total  enrollment  in  evening  school  adult  civic  education  classes  this 
year  is  168  people.  This  is  quite  a  decrease  in  enrollment  as  compared  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  218  people  last  year.  Because  of  increased  production 
and  the  demands  of  industry,  a  greater  number  of  men  are  working  on  night 
shifts  in  the  factories  this  year.  This  has  its  effect  on  the  w'omen,  too,  as 
they  are  often  forced  to  remain  at  home  evenings  to  care  for  small  children 
who  cannot  be  left  alone  and  to  prepare  later  evening  meals  for  the  husbands 
and  sons  who  are  working  late.  Attendance  at  school  has  become  somewhat 
irregular  because  of  longer  and  later  hours  of  work. 

Ages  of  evening  school  students  range  from  18  to  72  but  in  general  our 
students  are  from  the  older  age  group — the  majority  being  in  the  age  group 
from  40  to  60  years.  We  have,  as  always,  a  variety  of  nationalities  repre¬ 
sented — Lithuanian,  Polish,  Finnish,  Italian,  Swedish,  Syrian,  Austrian, 
Irish,  Canadian,  Rumanian,  Norwegian,  Greek  and  Russian.  To  a  number 
of  Americans  it  appears  somewhat  remarkable  that  there  can  be  eleven 
different  nationalities  represented  in  one  classroom  without  the  appearance 
of  trouble  and  disorder  based  on  traditional  old-wnrld  enmities.  In  dis¬ 
cussions  we  find  that  while  our  foreign-born  students  take  pride  in  the 
culture  and  achievements  of  the  old  world  (and  they  are  encouraged  to  do 
this),  in  their  political  views  and  sympathies  they  are  thoroughly  American. 

One  assembly  program  each  month  has  been  held.  These  programs  con¬ 
sist  of  music,  singing,  motion  pictures,  speakers,  and  other  like  features. 

Evening  school  students  have  not  hesitated  to  take  on  additional  duties 
to  help  the  cause  of  America  in  the  war.  Many  students  have  sons  in  the 
armed  forces — some  families  have  four  or  five  sons  in  the  service.  The 
women  are  giving  freely  of  their  time  in  Red  Cross  work  making  surgical 
dressings,  knitting  and  sewing,  taking  First  Aid  courses. 

_  Mothers’  Classes 

Two  classes  in  English  and  citizenship  are  taught  during  the  day  by  the 
Supervisor.  One  class  is  held  on  Tuesday  mornings  at  the  Balch  School 
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and  one  on  Thursday  mornings  at  the  Junior  High  School.  Twenty-four 
women  are  enrolled  in  these  classes. 

Naturalization  Aid 

At  present  this  part  of  the  work  requires  a  great  deal  of  time.  While  the 
naturalization  aid  program  is  maintained  in  connection  with  the  adult  civic 
education  classes,  a  great  many  people  who  do  not  attend  school  make  use 
of  this  service.  Some  of  these  people  are  high  school  graduates  or  people 
who  require  help  because  of  the  rather  technical  nature  of  the  naturalization 
procedure  or  because  they  have  some  special  problem  in  connection  with 
their  citizenship.  A  large  number  of  inquiries  come  from  native  Americans 
who  seek  information  for  a  foreign-born  relative,  friend,  or  employee. 
Thirty-seven  first  paper  applications  have  been  filled  out  from  January  to 
December,  1941  and  fifty-eight  second  paper  applications.  Last  spring 
assistance  in  the  matter  of  re-entry  permits  was  given  to  seventeen  people 
who  wished  to  visit  in  Canada  during  the  summer  months. 

At  present  more  women  than  men  are  seeking  to  become  naturalized- 
Many  married  women  in  the  past  took  no  steps  toward  naturalization  eyen 
though  their  husbands  became  citizens.  In  most  of  these  cases  the  women 
are  the  only  alien  members  of  the  family  as  the  husband  had  become  a 
naturalized  citizen  and  the  children  are  all  American  born. 

So  many  people  are  now  seeking  American  citizenship  that  it  takes  from 
twelve  to  eighteen  months  of  waiting  from  the  time  the  application  is  sent 
to  the  Boston  office  until  the  applicant  is  summoned  with  his  witnesses  for 
examination.  ' 

In  the  past  year  it  has  been  revealed  that  many  of  our  aliens  are  here 
illegally.  Practically  all  of  the  people  in  this  group  have  lived  here  for 
many  years  and  the  illegality  of  their  status  is  due  not  to  deliberate  evasion 
of  the  law  but  to  lack  of  proper  records.  People  who  came  here  as  children 
have  no  proof  of  legal  entry.  Others  do  not  know  when  they  came,  through 
what  port,  or  under  what  name.  Aliens  who  came  here  illegally  prior  to 
July  1,  1924  may  legalize  their  status  by  payment  of  an  $18.00  registry  fee 
and  by  proving  good  character  and  continuous  residence  since  1924. 
Preparation  of  these  registry  forms  is  a  long  and  difficult  task  as  they  must 
be  made  out  in  duplicate  and  letters  and  documents  must  be  obtained  to 
support  all  statements  made  on  them.  There  are  at  present  twelve  of  these 
cases  pending  among  students  in  our  classes. 

The  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  war  gave  rise  to  much  con¬ 
fusion  as  to  the  status  of  Italian  and  German  aliens.  In  Norwood  we  are 
most  concerned  with  Italian  aliens  as  there  are  many  of  them  in  our  town. 
The  Department  of  Justice  has  issued  the  following  regulation  with  regard 
to  enemy  aliens:  "While  some  restrictions  must  now,  under  the  law,  be 
placed  upon  the  naturalization  of  German  and  Italian  aliens,  their  sole 
purpose  is  to  enable  the  government  to  weed  out  the  comparatively  few' 
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enemy  aliens  associated  with  subversive  groups.  A  German  or  Italian  alien 
may  still  be  naturalized  if  on  December  8,  1941,  he; 

1.  Had  made  a  Declaration  of  Intention  (first  papers)  at  least  two  years 

and  not  more  than  seven  years  old. 

2.  Was  entitled  to  apply  for  citizenship  without  first  paper  (for  example; 

the  husband  or  wife  of  an  American  citizen). 

3.  Had  his  petition  for  naturalization  pending  in  court. 

“The  law  provides  that  all  petitions  of  such  aliens  be  thoroughly  in¬ 
vestigated  in  view  of  war  conditions.  It  w'as  in  accordance  wdth  these  pro¬ 
visions  that  all  naturalization  petitions  for  enemy  aliens  were  postponed 
for  90  days.” 

If  enemy  aliens  do  not  fall  within  one  of  the  classes  mentioned  above, 
they  cannot  be  naturalized  unless  the  President  of  the  United  States  has 
exempted  them  from  the  enemy  alien  classification.  A  number  of  people 
in  Norwood  may  not  be  able  to  be  naturalized  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 
For  these  people  applications  for  first  and  second  papers  are  still  being 
made  out  to  show  the  good  will  and  sympathy  of  the  alien  for  the  United 
States  and  to  create  a  feeling  of  security  and  of  belonging  on  the  part  of 
the  alien. 

As  this  is  being  written  new  regulations  regarding  enemy  aliens  are  going 
into  effect.  Enemy  aliens  are  forbidden  to  have  access  to  cameras,  short 
w'ave  radio  sets,  or  airplane  rides.  Just  how  this  ruling  wall  be  handled  in 
Norwood  is  not  definite  at  this  time. 

Other  Classes  for  Adults 

In  keeping  with  the  times,  many  classes  in  connection  with  national 
defense  have  been  planned  this  year.  There  are  courses  in  the  following 
subjects:  Home  Nursing,  First  Aid,  ICnitting  and  Nutrition.  These  are 
all  Red  Cross  courses. 

Home  Nursing 

One  class  in  Home  Nursing  with  Mrs.  Edith  Colpitts  as  instructor  has 
been  completed.  This  class  began  at  the  Balch  School  with  an  enrollment 
of  twenty-eight  women.  Of  this  number  twenty-six  women  finished  the 
course — an  excellent  indication  of  the  interests  of  this  group. 

Two  more  courses  in  Home  Nursing  are  scheduled  to  open  on  January  15. 
One  w'ill  be  a  morning  course  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  the  Junior 
High  School  and  the  other  will  be  an  evening  course  at  the  Balch  School. 
Instructors  for  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  classes  are  professional  nurses  with 
experience  in  teaching  adults  and  are  paid  by  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the 
Red  Cross  of  which  Norwood  is  a  branch. 

First  Aid 

One  evening  class  in  First  Aid  has  been  completed  at  the  Balch  School 
with  Mr.  Joseph  McAuliffe  as  instructor.  A  morning  class  of  tw'enty-seven 
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women  started  at  the  Junior  High  School  on  January  7,  1942.  A  First  Aid 
class  is  now  being  held  Tuesday  evenings  at  the  Balch  School  and  another 
one  will  start  January  20.  These  classes  are  all  being  taught  by  Mr. 
McAuliffe. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Canning,  Health  Supervisor,  has  volunteered  her  services 
as  Red  Cross  First  Aid  instructor  for  an  evening  class  to  begin  January  14 
at  the  Junior  High  School. 

Knitting  Class 

In  December  a  knitting  unit  was  formed  at  the  evening  school.  Miss 
Sadie  Howard  volunteered  her  services  as  knitting  instructor  for  people 
who  wished  to  knit  for  the  Red  Cross.  Miss  Howard  is  at  the  Balch  School  * 
on  Thursday  evenings  to  help  with  instructions,  to  take  in  completed  gar¬ 
ments,  and  to  give  out  yarn  and  supplies.  This  unit  has  been  a  most  suc¬ 
cessful  one  judging  from  the  number  of  people  who  are  knitting  for  Red 
Cross  and  the  great  number  of  pieces  of  work  completed. 

Nutrition 

The  Nutrition  course  is  a  new  offering  of  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  Norwood  will  be  one  of  the  first  towns  to  give 
this  course.  A  morning  course  will  open  at  the  Junior  High  School  on 
January  15,  with  Miss  Grace  Bixby,  Community  Nutritionist,  as  the 
instructor.  The  local  branch  of  the  Red  Cross  has  voted  to  pay  for  the 
services  of  the  instructor  so  that  this  course  might  be  offered  to  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Other  Activities 

In  October,  at  the  request  of  Miss  Switzer,  the  Supervisor  spoke  to  all 
the  ninth  grade  classes  of  the  Junior  High  School  in  the  auditoriiun  on  the 
subject  of  Immigration  and  Naturalization  which  these  pupils  had  been 
studying.  Included  in  this  talk  were  technical  aspects  of  naturalization 
and  contributions  of  the  foreign-born  to  American  life  and  culture.  Junior 
High  School  pupils  have  proved  of  great  help  in  work  on  naturalization  of 
foreign-born  parents  and  grandparents. 

Two  evening  school  classes  have  visited  the  South  Norwood  Branch 
Library  and  received  instructions  in  the  use  of  the  library  from  Miss  Grieg. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  the  many  school  and  town  officials  from  whom  I  have 
received  cooperation  and  assistance.
